« Flying  to  the  Fair:  Transportation  and  the  1939-1940  Golden  Gate  Internationa 
Exposftion  " will  open  at  the  Terminal  1 exhibition  space  at  San  Frmcrsco  Internationa 
aS  in  late  Febmary  2009  and  run  through  summer  of  2009.  The  exhibition  area  is 
located  outside  the  terminal’ s security  checkpoints  and  as  such  is  accessible  to  all  members 
of  the  general  public  wishing  to  view  the  exhibit.  Curated  by  SFO  Museums  the  exhibit  wi 
highlight  the  transportation  elements  and  influences  found  at  the  GGIE,  mcludmg  Pan- 
American  Airways  Clipper  Ships,  the  GGIE  Hall  of  Air  Transportation,  and  notable  aviators 
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associated  with  the  GGIE.  The  exhibit  includes  items  from  the  SFO  Museums  Collection, 
the  US  Navy’s  Treasure  Island  Museum  Collection  and  private  collections.

Scheduled  to  open  July  22,  2009  and  run  at  least  until  Veteran’s  Day  2009,  the  exhibit  will 
tell  the  story  of  the  GGIE,  including  its  inception,  construction  and  operation,  with  a focus  on 
the  people  involved  in  all  areas  of  the  GGIE,  including  performers,  artists,  employees  and 
attendees.  Project  Office  staff  will  be  allowed  access  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  archives 
and  the  archives  of  the  State  of  California  for  research  and  archival  support  in  curating  this 
exhibit,  and  also  has  secured  initial  research  and  archive  support  from  SFO  Museums, 
CalTrans,  the  Presidio  Trust  and  City  College  of  San  Francisco.  Associated  costs  to  TIDA 
for  this  exhibit  are  expected  to  include  reproduction,  graphic  design,  and  transportation, 
display  and  insurance  costs  associated  with  items  loaned  by  outside  agencies  and  entities  for 
the  purposes  of  display  in  the  exhibit.  TIDA  will  also  need  to  execute  an  agreement  with  the 
Presidio  Trust  for  the  purposes  of  this  exhibit,  as  is  standard  with  all  exhibits  curated  by 
outside  entities  at  the  Presidio  Officer’s  Club.

Highlight  of  the  Month  - January 

On  January  12th  2009,  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  experienced  a complete  loss  of 
electrical  services  between  8:15  AM  and  4:15  PM.  The  Outage  was  due  to  a ground  fault  on  the 
PG&E  1 15kV  line  on  the  Oakland  side  of  the  power  delivery  system.  Due  to  the  duration  of  the 
power  outage,  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  requested  PUC  to  activate  the  on-Island  emergency 
generators.  The  Islands  were  powered  by  the  generators  from  1:45  PM  to  4:15  PM,  at  which  time 
PG&E  completed  their  repair  and  regular  island  service  was  restored. 


On  January  28,  2009  at  approximately  3:00  am,  the  power  went  down  affecting  a seven  unit 
residential  building  on  Mason  Court.  The  PUC  Mokisan  substation  received  an  internal  alert  and 
immediately  dispatched  a crew  to  the  site.  Upon  arrival,  it  was  determined  that  the  power  line,  which 
connects  the  Mason  Court  building  to  the  Island’s  main  utility,  had  been  removed.  It  is  believed  to 
have  been  stolen  by  “copper  miners.”  While  the  Mason  Court  building  is  under  the  care  of  TIDA, 
the  area  directly  behind  the  building  is  currently  fenced  off  as  part  of  the  Navy’s  Site  12  Remediation 
Program.  The  thieves  gained  access  to  the  power  line  from  the  fenced  off  remediation  area  where  the 
SFPD  is  unable  to  patrol,  but  where  a private  security  company  patrols  on  behalf  of  the  Navy’s 
contractor.  Because  this  was  the  second  time  that  the  power  line  had  been  stolen,  PUC  decided  to 
replace  the  power  line  with  an  overhead  power  line. 

Budget  Discussion 

TIDA  Director  of  Island  Operations  met  with  Fire  Chief  Joanne  Hayes- White,  Police  Chief  Heather 
Fong  and  PUC  Director  Ed  Harrington  and  began  a discussion  on  consolidating  office,  facility  and 
warehouse  spaces  utilized  by  each  agency.  The  intent  is  to  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  each 
individual  agency’s  operating  budget  while  creating  more  viable  commercial  space  for  leasing,  thus 
increasing  TIDA’s  income.

Tin*  aligning  with  Executive  Directive  09-01.  Reduction  of  City  Fleet  Vehicles 

Over  the  last  year,  TIDA  Project  Staff  has  worked  with  the  City  s Central  Shops  and  the  United 
States  Navy’s^aretaker  Site  Office  (CSO)  to  identify  inefficient  Navy  vehicles.  These  vehicles  are  at 
least  ten  years  old,  have  passed  their  useful  life  of  operation  and  are  of  no  economic  value  The  Navy 
has  agreed  to  take  74  vehicles  back  and  pay  for  their  transportation  off  the  Island  provided  that  TIDA 
drains  all  the  fluids  from  them.  Approximate  cost  for  the  project  to  TIDA  is  3>1 8,000. 


New  Teases  Jrajning  _TIDA  has  finalized  Use  Permits  with  SFPD  and  Oakland  Police 

Departments  (OPD)  to  provide  access  to  various  Island  grounds  and  facilities  for  on-going, 
as-needed  law  enforcement  training.  SFPD  has  utilized  the  Old  Post  Office,  Hangar  3, 
Building  1,  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Quarters  1 and  240,  as  well  as  streets  and  outdoor  areas 
around  the  Islands  over  the  past  year  for  Academy  classes  and  tactical  training  for  the 
SWAT  K9,  Homeland  Security,  Tactical  and  Specialist  Units.  SFPD  likes  the  variety  of 
indoor  and  outdoor  scenarios  that  can  be  played  out  on  the  Islands.  OPD  plans  to  use  the 
Islands  for  similar  training. 


. 77  Pie  Cafe  - On  November  2 1 , 2008  Project  Staff  issued  a Request  for  Qualifications 

(“RFQ”)  for  parties  interested  in  operating  a full  service  restaurant  and  bar  at  Building  183, 
the  Cafe.  TIDA  Project  Staff  determined  that  Wine  Valley  Catering  Inc.(WVC)  is  qualified 
to  operate  and  manage  a full  service  restaurant  and  bar  on  Treasure  Island.  On  Wednesday 
February  1 1 2009  the  TIDA  Board  unanimously  approved  a sub-lease  with  WVC,  a member

The  best  view  at  San  Francisco's  new  Charlie  Sava  Pool  in  the  Sunset  District,  appropriately 
enough,  is  from  the  water. 

From  that  inviting  perspective,  the  eucalyptus  trees  of  Stern  Grove  seem  to  brush  the  24-foot-high 
glass  walls.  Above,  the  water  is  reflected  off  glossy  acoustic  panels  - a shimmer  complemented  by 
the  rich  blue  tiles  covering  one  wall. 

Even  when  the  fog  rolls  in  from  the  nearby  ocean  to  blur  the  scenery,  the  gray  mist  nuzzled  against 
gray  concrete  is  as  soothing  as  the  womb. 

All  this  makes  Sava  Pool  a great  place  to  swim  laps,  and  a building  for  our  time.  The  assertive 
presence  of  the  complex,  the  dignified  tone  it  sets,  bears  testimony  that  21st  century  government 
can  still  craft  public  works  that  are  likely  to  pay  dividends  within  a community  for  decades  to  come. 

This  is  a hot  topic  right  now,  what  with  calls  from  almost  all  quarters  for  a "new"  New  Deal. 
President-elect  Barack  Obama  has  made  noises  in  a similar  direction,  such  as  last  week's  economic 
speech  with  its  proposal  for  "eliminating  the  backlog  of  well-planned,  worthy  and  needed 
infrastructure  projects." 

The  value  of  the  New  Deal  metaphor  is  that  it  extends  beyond  the  notion  of  pumping  money  into 
potholes.  Civic  landmarks  of  the  1930s  stand  out  because  they  were  done  so  well:  the  rock-solid 
post  office,  the  bridges  that  soar,  parks  and  trails  and  fountains.  They're  more  than  infrastructure, 
they're  inspiration. 

The  same  is  true  of  this  $17  million  structure,  built  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and 
named  for  the  longtime  swim  instructor  at  this  pool's  predecessor,  a 1950s  facility  of  wood  and 
steel.  The  looks  are  a far  cry  from  the  streamlined  Deco  of  the  1930s  - austere  concrete  doesn't 
bring  an  Astaire-Rogers  musical  to  mind  - but  it's  a complex  built  to  endure. 

The  design  by  Mark  Cavagnero  Associates  and  Paulett  Taggart  Architects  is,  essentially,  two  boxes 
that  intersect.  The  low  one  along  19th  Avenue  contains  the  entrance,  staff  offices,  lockers  and  a 
community  room.  The  tall  box  to  the  west  contains  the  marquee  attraction:  an  eight  lane,  25-yard 
pool. 
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The  boxes  read  as  solid  concrete  from  the  east  or  north,  the  only  flourish  being  skylights  that  snap 
from  the  roof  at  30-degree  angles.  But  from  the  entrance  on  the  south,  the  expansive  stretches  of 
floor-to-ceiling  glass  are  enticing  and  clear. 

The  solid  walls  framing  the  glass  could  have  more  flair:  the  only  counterpart  to  the  gray  concrete 
comes  from  panels  of  off-white  tiles.  The  blue  tiles  used  inside  would  have  added  color  and  a visual 
nod  to  aquatics. 

But  the  pool  is  the  reason  for  the  complex,  and  here's  where  architecture  becomes  art:  the 
architects  made  the  water  flush  with  the  surrounding  floor  and  set  everything  high  enough  that  at 
water  level,  Wawona  Street  and  its  parked  cars  disappear. 

That  same  attention  to  detail  permeates  the  complex.  For  instance,  Cavagnero  as  an  architect 
favors  rigid  concrete  forms  in  his  work  - but  he  makes  a convincing  case  for  Sava's  stripped-down 
palette  of  concrete  and  glass  beneath  a metal  roof  with  exposed  trusses. 

"Between  the  chlorine  and  the  salty  fog,  the  steel  had  rusted  and  the  wood  had  rotted,"  Cavagnero 
says  of  the  prior  structure.  "Concrete  is  really  durable." 

And  strong  enough  to  support  the  lightweight  roof:  "Leaving  the  structure  exposed  is  good  for  cost, 
but  it  also  means  there's  no  place  for  moisture  to  be  trapped." 

The  original  facility  was  entered  from  busy  19th  Avenue;  the  new  one  is  approached  off  quiet 
Wawona,  through  a courtyard  shielded  from  wind  by  the  wing  housing  the  pool.  The  courtyard 
works  for  morning  tai  chi  - and  for  spillover  from  birthday  parties  in  the  community  room. 

As  is  inevitable  with  a public  project,  money  was  tight.  The  architects  kept  costs  down  by  shaving  2 
feet  off  the  floor  area  around  the  pool,  making  for  crowded  conditions  at  busy  times. 

But  the  appeal  of  Sava  Pool  isn't  undermined  by  design  quirks  or  budget  tweaks.  San  Francisco 
chose  good  architects  and  made  the  commitment  to  build  an  inviting  civic  structure  in  a 
neighborhood  often  overlooked.  It's  an  investment  in  the  Sunset's  quality  of  life  and  in  the  livability 
of  the  city  as  a whole.  That's  a good  deal  all  around. 

Winners:  Cavagnero  and  Taggart  have  something  else  to  celebrate:  They're  among  the  San 
Francisco  architects  receiving  national  honor  awards  this  month  from  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects. 

Taggart  worked  with  Leddy  Maytum  Stacy  Architects  on  Plaza  Apartments,  a subsidized  complex  at 
Sixth  and  Howard  streets  that  received  an  honor  award  in  architecture.  Another  recipient:  the  San 
Francisco  office  of  Skidmore,  Owings  & Merrill  for  the  Cathedral  of  Christ  the  Light  on  Lake 
Merritt  in  Oakland,  which  opened  to  widespread  praise  last  fall.

j Skidmore,  Owings  & Merrill  also  nabbed  two  honor  awards  in  urban  design:  one  for  a master  plan 
in  Guangdong,  China,  and  another  for  its  land  plan  for  Treasure  Island  that  would  turn  that  man- 
made island  into  a sustainable  community  clustered  around  a ferry  terminal. 

As  for  Cavagnero,  his  conversion  of  space  at  680  2nd  St.  into  an  office  for  Chronicle  Books  brought 
an  honor  award  in  interior  design.  So  did  Studios  Architecture's  work  for  Barclay  Global  Investors 
in  Foundry  Square  at  First  and  Howard  streets.

The  treasure  in  the  bay 

Treasure  Island’s  boss  is  seeking  visitor  traffic,  while  the  city  waits  for  the  Navy  to  turn  over  control

Abdul  Nasser  was  visiting  Treasure  Island  on  a lovely  spring  day  with  his  kids  three  years  ago  when  he  went  off  in 
search  of  some  snacks  and  sodas  for  the  kids. 

To  his  surprise,  he  could  not  find  any. 

Three  years  later,  Nasser  has  opened  the  island’s  first  deli,  a convenience  store  located  in  what  was  a guard  station 
near  the  island’s  entrance.  He  says  business  is  brisk. 

“There  is  an  unbelievable  number  of  people  out  here  looking  to  support  a business  like  this,”  he  said. 

Nasser  is  one  of  a growing  number  of  people  setting  up  businesses  on  Treasure  Island  in  anticipation  of  a major 
redevelopment  that  is  still  several  years  away.  The  redevelopment  plan  calls  for  6,000  new  residential  units,  420 
hotel  rooms,  235,000  square  feet  of  retail  and  300  acres  of  open  space.  The  developers  behind  the  project  are 
Wilson  Meany  Sullivan  and  Kenwood  Investments. 

For  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  running  the  island  represents  a balancing  act  between  future 
dreams  and  the  current  realities,  according  to  general  manager  Mirian  Saez.  On  the  one  hand,  there  is  the  Treasure 
Island  of  the  future,  a super  sustainable  dense  neighborhood  of  10,000  or  more  residents  wth  organic  farms  and  a 
high-speed  ferry  whisking  residents  to  the  Ferry  Building  every  10  minutes.  But  the  reality  is  that  the  Navy  has  still 
not  transferred  the  property  to  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopment  Authority.  And  that  milestone,  which  will 
probably  happen  in  2010,  will  only  represent  the  start  of  a multi-year  entitlement  process  requiring  a lengthy 
environmental  impact  study.  With  the  economy  in  turmoil  and  the  housing  market  weak,  it  could  easily  be  another 
five  years  before  construction  starts. 

In  the  meantime  Saez,  who  was  formerly  real  estate  director  for  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  said  she  sees  her  role  as 
laying  the  foundation  for  the  new  Treasure  Island  by  bringing  as  many  visitors  and  businesses  to  the  island  as 
possible. 

“The  more  people  who  come  here  now  during  this  transition  period,  the  more  people  who  will  be  jazzed  up  about  the  future  neighborhood 
here,”  said  Saez. 

In  addition,  Saez  has  to  make  sure  the  island,  which  has  a $12  million  budget,  is  self-sufficient.  Treasure  Island  has  “Rousing 
units  and  roughly  3,000  residents.  “The  money  we  make  on  housing  rent,  commercial  rents  and  special  events  pays  for  everything  ti- 
the lights  to  filling  the  potholes  to  salaries  and  services  to  the  island  residents,”  said  Saez.  “It  behooves  us  to  make  money. 

On  the  map 

When  she  took  over  as  executive  director,  Saez  was  shocked  at  how  many  “native  sons”  of  San  Francisco  had  never  stepped [foot  on  the 
island.  Treasure  Island,  created  from  bay  mud  for  the  i939  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition,  became  a ^ witii  he 

federal  government  leasing  the  island  from  the  city.  It  was  the  home  of  the  Pacific  Fleet  during  World  War  II.  FoUowg  World  W^II,  it 
was  primarily  used  as  a naval  training  and  administrative  center,  with  about  3,000  military  and  1,000  civilian personnel , worki^ *ere_ 
The  base  w as  decommissioned  in  1993  by  the  Base  Realignment  and  Closure  Commission.  The  Pentagon  then  gave  San  Francisco  and  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  responsibility  for  converting  Treasure  Island  to  civilian  use.

Since  2006,  revenue  on  commercial  space  has  jumped  from  ^Mts 

month  The  island  has  an  annual  budget  of  $12  million,  most  of  which  is  generated  through  income  from  residential  rents.  New  tenants 
IupFiHp  Bav  mn^ruction  firm  C.C.  Myers  Inc.,  which  has  275,000  square  feet  on  the  island.  Yerba  Buena  Contractors  recently 

moved  to  the  island  from  1000  Brannan  St. 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  has  also  recently  created  a joint  venture  with 
and  corporate  events  on  the  island.  Wine  Valley  does  an  average  of  five  or  six  events  on  a weekend ^during S the 
i during  the  slower  season.  In  addition  to  Wine  Valley’s  100  employees,  the  joint  venture  employs  about  a dozen  formerly  hom 
" workers  who  are  trained  through  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative. 

Wine  Valley  Catering  Manager  Steve  Sama  said  the  TIDA  has  been  able  to  expand  special  event  opportunities  by ^novatog 
ballroom  and  building  a new  “Pavilion  By  the  Bay,”  which  will  be  complete  this  spring  and  will  accommodate  weddings  up  to  300  people. 
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Generating  excitement 

“It’s  getting  people  more  excited  about  Treasure  Island  — it’s  one  of  San  Francisco’s  jewels,  and  people  really  need  to  come  out  here  and 
see  what  we  offer,’  said  Sarna.  “I  think  it  has  been  neglected  for  too  long.” 

In  addition  to  money,  Saez  wants  to  bring  as  many  residents  to  the  island  as  possible.  In  her  two  years  running  the  island,  she  has  pushed 
to  bring  in  a slew  of  sports  leagues,  including  Gaelic  football  and  rugby.  In  addition,  the  Treasure  Island  Music  Festival  has  brought 

10.000  alternative  rock  fans  the  last  two  Septembers,  and  Oracle  has  held  its  employee  appreciation  day  there,  bringing  more  than 

30.000  people  to  the  island  to  hear  performances  by  Elvis  Costello  and  others.  The  island’s  new  marketing  slogan  is  “recreation 
destination.”  At  the  beginning  of  May,  the  island’s  only  full-service  restaurant  and  bar  is  expected  to  open. 

“To  come  to  Treasure  Island  is  to  fall  in  love  with  it,”  Saez  said.  “The  more  people  who  come  see  us  here,  the  more  likely  these  people  will 
come  back  and  be  part  of  the  community7  of  the  future.” 

Patrick  O’Hara,  a partner  in  Yerba  Buena  Construction,  said  the  island  is  a perfect  home  because  the  company  does  equal  amounts  of 
work  in  the  city  and  the  East  Bay.  In  addition,  O’Hara  hopes  the  company’s  on  the  ground  floor  will  help  it  win  contracts  once  work  starts 
on  the  island’s  massive  redevelopment

Thousands  serve  on  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Day

(01-19)  19:36  PST  - Volunteers  were  out  in  force  Monday,  across  the  Bay  Area  and  around  the 
nation,  to  mark  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Day  as  a "day  of  service,"  propelled  by  a call  from 
President-elect  Barack  Obama  to  honor  the  slain  civil  rights  leader's  memory  by  working  for  the 
common  good. 

With  paint  rollers,  scrub  brushes,  work  gloves  and  rakes,  thousands  of  Bay  Area  residents  pitched 
in,  side  by  side  with  neighbors  and  strangers,  to  help  improve  their  communities:  cleaning  up 
beaches,  painting  homeless  shelters,  weeding  parks  and  reaching  out  to  homeowners  at  risk  of 
foreclosure. 

Thousands  of  people  also  gathered  Monday  at  San  Francisco's  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  to 
hear  speeches  and  music,  and  to  watch  footage  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  delivering  his 
legendary  "I  Have  a Dream"  speech  from  the  steps  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  at  the  1963  civil  rights 
march  on  Washington,  D.C. 

Monday's  events  marked  a transition  from  the  era  of  big  marches  on  the  holiday  to  a budding 
movement  that  is  more  about  rolling  up  one's  sleeves  and  getting  to  work. 

On  Treasure  Island,  Lisa  Rosenthal  and  her  daughter  Emily  were  among  15  volunteers  painting  and 
refurbishing  an  apartment  for  several  formerly  homeless  female  veterans.  They  were  recruited  by 
the  group  Swords  to  Plowshares,  which  advertised  the  event  through  an  Obama  campaign  We 
site. 

"Obama  did  a great  job  in  the  campaign  inspiring  people  on  a grassroots  level,"  said  Rosenthal,  57. 
a Web  site  editor  from  Burlingame.  "There's  a hunger  to  want  to  continue  serving  our  community. 

Mary  Rivera,  49,  who  served  eight  years  as  an  electrician  in  the  U.S.  Navy  and  now  lives  in 
transitional  housing  on  Treasure  Island,  was  touched  by  the  volunteers  in  her  living  room. 

"I’m  really  happy  they're  here,"  she  said.  "They  could've  been  somewhere  else,  because  it's  a 
holiday,  but  they’re  trying  to  help  veterans." 

The  holiday,  first  observed  in  1986,  was  adapted  by  Congress  in  1994  to  honor  King  with 
community  service.  That  approach  received  a huge  boost  this  year  when  Obama  asked  Americans 
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to  volunteer.  The  holiday  for  King's  Jan.  15  birthday  is  observed  on  the  third  Monday  in  January, 
which  this  year  happened  to  fall  on  the  day  before  Obama's  inauguration  as  the  country's  first 
African  American  president. 

The  dream 

Tears  streamed  down  many  faces  in  the  crowd  at  the  Civic  Center  as  the  audience  listened  to  King 
intone:  "I  have  a dream  that  my  four  little  children  will  one  day  live  in  a nation  where  they  will  not 
be  judged  by  the  color  of  their  skin  but  by  the  content  of  their  character." 

Afterward,  10-year-old  Tyler  Robinson  of  Menlo  Park  thought  about  Obama's  coming  inauguration 
and  reflected,  "It  was  almost  like  Martin  Luther  King  predicted  that  it  would  happen." 

His  mother,  Allison  Robinson,  who  was  laid  off  from  her  job  as  a receptionist  before  Christmas, 
said  she's  praying  that  Obama  can  provide  not  just  symbolic  aid  but  help  for  the  economy  as  well. 

For  20  years,  African  Americans  and  other  civil  rights  supporters  in  the  Bay  Area  have  marched 
down  San  Francisco's  Market  Street  to  rally  at  the  Civic  Center,  more  recently  inside  the  civic 
auditorium.  In  recent  years,  the  event  has  dwindled  in  size,  and  the  march  has  been  eliminated. 

But  the  "day  of  service"  appears  to  be  giving  the  holiday  a new  - if  more  dispersed  - energy. 

Corey  Monroe,  37,  a case  manager  who  works  with  children  whose  parents  are  incarcerated,  was 
glowing  after  the  Civic  Center  gathering.  He  planned  to  make  a visit  to  teenagers  in  juvenile  hall 
Monday  evening  and  talk  about  the  meaning  of  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Day  and  of  Obama's 
inauguration.  "This  is  something  they  can  grab  hold  of  and  ride  along  with  everyone  else." 

Walking  the  walk 

In  Washington,  Obama  spent  Monday  morning  wielding  a paint  roller,  working  alongside 
teenagers  painting  a shelter  for  homeless  youth.  He  reminded  the  kids  of  a quote  by  King: 
"Everybody  can  be  great,  because  everybody  can  serve." 

Obama  spoke  of  the  need  for  the  government  to  do  more  to  ensure  that  Americans  have  health 
care,  jobs  and  the  chance  to  go  to  college.  However,  government  can  only  do  so  much,  Obama  said, 
"and  given  the  crisis  that  we're  in  and  the  hardships  that  so  many  people  are  going  through,  we 
can't  allow  any  idle  hands.  Everybody's  got  to  be  involved;  everybody's  going  to  have  to  pitch  in." 

Fifty  people  signed  up  to  help  Swords  to  Plowshares  with  the  painting  project,  far  more  than 
needed,  said  staff  member  Colleen  Corliss,  so  the  group  is  planning  follow-up  events. 

The  same  was  true  for  the  Golden  Gate  National  Parks  Conservancy,  which  had  700  people  sign  up 
in  advance  only  to  have  1,350  arrive  Monday  to  clean  up  parks  and  beaches  from  Muir  Woods  to 
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the  Presidio  to  Pacifica. 

"The  response  was  tremendous,"  said  spokesman  David  Shaw.  "They  contributed  4,050  hours  - 
that's  equivalent  to  two  full-time  staff  people  working  for  a year ... . We  organized  this  specifica  y 
when  we  heard  the  call  for  a day  of  service  from  Obama.  I imagine  this  will  become  an  annual 

event."

Back  to  rubbing:  A committee  of  supervisors  has  pushed  forward  legislation  that  would 
! allow  spas  to  offer  massages  in  a part  of  South  of  Market  where  the  therapies  have  been 
I banned  for  decades. 

In  November,  the  city  shut  down  Greg  Griffin's  massage  treatments  at  the  Barber 
Lounge  on  Folsom  Street.  That's  because  in  the  1980s  the  city  banned  massages  in  that 
area  partly  out  of  fear  that  AIDS  would  spread  in  parlors  and  bathhouses. 

Relatively  new  spas  located  just  blocks  away  are  allowed  to  offer  massages  because  they're 
just  outside  of  the  ban  zone. 

Supervisors  Sevan  Dufty  and  Chris  Daly  sponsored  the  legislation  to  undo  the  ban.  It 
was  approved  by  the  Land  Use  Committee  on  Monday  and  will  be  reviewed  by  the  full 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  coming  weeks.

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Air  Guardsmen  help  marine  researchers  stay  'green'

Calif.  - Air  National  Guardsmen  from  the  129th 
Rescue  Wing  assisted  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service  Feb.  17-18  by  transporting  critically  needed 
facility  batteries  to  the  Farallon  National  Wildlife 
Refuge. 

Two  HH-60G  Pave  Hawk  helicopters,  aircrews,  and 
logistics  personnel  were  part  of  the  operation  to 
transport  48  photovoltaic  batteries,  each  weighing 
300  pounds.  Photovoltaic  batteries  collect  light 
energy  from  the  sun  and  convert  it  into  an  electrical 
current. 

'The  batteries  power  all  of  the  facilities  on  the 
Farallon  National  Wildlife  Refuge  because  it's  an 
isolated  island,"  said  Mendel  Stewart,  manager  of 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  National  Wildlife  Refuge 
Complex. 

Created  in  1909  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
the  Farallon  National  Wldlife  Refuge  was 
established  to  protect  seabirds  and  marine 
mammals.  Researchers  from  a private  organization 
who  work  in  conjunction  with  the  FWS  collect  bird 
and  marine  mammal  data  that  are  part  of  a 40-year 
data  set.

'This  research  is  important  for  monitoring  climate 
change  as  well,"  Mr.  Stewart  said.  "There  are 
resident  researchers  on  the  island  collecting  data 
on  the  island  around  the  clock." 

In  the  past,  island  residents  received  power  from 
diesel  generators.  The  FWS  realized  that  this  power 
source  wasn't  practical  or  environmentally  sound, 
so  in  the  mid-1990s  photovoltaic  batteries  and  solar 
panels  were  installed  as  the  primary  power  source.

129th  RQW  Airmen  are  accustomed 
to  complex  missions  such  as  water  bucket  drops  over  wildland  fires  and  combat  search  and  rescue 
operations  in  the  mountains  of  Afghanistan. 

'The  129th  excels  when  performing  operations  like  this  one. ..a  mission  that  required  some  out-of-the-box 
thinking,  and  took  us  out  of  our  normal  training  mode,"  Major  Hunt  said. 

The  operations  and  logistics  personnel  got  together  and  came  up  with  a plan  to  transport  the  new  batteries  to 
the  Farallon  Islands.  The  129th  coordinated  with  the  agency  and  fit  the  missions  into  the  flight  schedule. 

New  batteries  were  delivered  here  and  to  Treasure  Island  near  San  Francisco  - a triangle  delivery  and 
exchange  route  was  planned.  The  batteries  were  loaded  on  to  the  Pave  Hawk  helicopters  and  then  crews 
transported  the  new  batteries  to  the  Farallons. 

After  dropping  off  the  new  batteries,  the  old  batteries  were  sling-loaded  to  Treasure  Island  where  129th 
Logistics  Readiness  Squadron  personnel  were  standing  to  assist  with  the  swap.  A sling-load  is  a cargo  net 
containing  equipment  delivered  by  longline  below  a helicopter. 
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The  aircrews  made  their  way  back  with  the  new  batteries  to  the  Farallons  and  repeated  the  transport  pattern 
the  next  day. 

'We  are  very  happy  to  have  the  new  system  in  place,"  Mr.  Stewart  said.  "I  thank  the  129th  team  for  their 
professionalism  and  flexibility.  I was  very  impressed!" 

All  told,  the  helicopters  transported  more  than  14,000  pounds  of  batteries  to  power  the  lighthouse  and  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  research  facility  workshop. 

"It's  great  to  be  able  to  support  a righteous  mission  like  this  one,”  Major  Hunt  said.  "I  think  without  a lot  of 
effort,  we  made  a big  difference  for  them  just  by  saying,  'We'll  see  if  we  can  do  this.'"

The  ultimate  party  pooper:  the  economy

Billionaire  philanthropist  Gordon  Getty  cancels  his  ultra-lavish  75th  birthday  party  at  Treasure 
Island,  even  though  the  event  was  to  have  featured  opera  and  fireworks  and  was  already  paid  for. 

The  San  Francisco  Ballet's  season  opening  gala-night  dinner,  where  attendance  was  down  37 
percent,  doesn't  feature  luxe  party  favors  for  elite  guests,  for  the  first  time  in  recent  memory. 

A Silicon  Valley  executive  opts  against  a splashy  museum  venue  for  his  annual  holiday  party, 
hosting  it  at  his  home  instead. 

The  social  landscape  is  littered  with  clues  as  to  how  deeply  the  economy  has  affected  the  Bay  Area 
party  scene  in  recent  months.  Few  hosts  in  society  circles  have  been  hit  so  hard  that  they  can  no 
longer  afford  to  entertain,  but  some,  like  Getty,  have  worried  that  sumptuous  parties  will  come 
across  as  not  only  unseemly,  but  also  downright  tasteless,  given  the  national  economic  crisis  that 
has  plunged  companies  and  private  individuals  into  financial  tailspins. 

And  so,  many  hosts  are  following  Getty's  lead  (a  note  mailed  to  guests  cited  consideration  for  those 
affected  by  the  economy)  by  pulling  the  plug  on  their  celebrations. 

None  of  the  party  planners  or  caterers  interviewed  for  this  article  would  disclose  exactly  how  many 
of  the  parties  they  had  been  hired  to  produce  had  been  canceled.  Several  noted  that  the  first  six 
months  of  2007  were  among  the  most  profitable  they  had  ever  had,  and  that  business  began  to  fall 
off,  in  some  cases  dramatically,  in  October. 

While  some  applaud  Getty's  gesture,  not  everyone  is  pleased,  particularly  party  planners,  parking 
valets,  chefs,  bus  boys  and  florists  who  are  left  without  work  when  the  show  doesn't  go  on. 

"The  whole  scare  factor  was  people  not  wanting  to  look  bad,  and  the  Gettys  started  that,"  said  San 
Francisco  event  architect  Robert  Fountain,  whose  clients  looked  to  the  oil  heir  as  an  arbiter  of  taste 
and  style.  "They  told  me,  'If  the  Gettys  don't  want  to  look  bad,  we  don't  want  to  look  bad.'  I heard  a 
number  of  times,  'If  the  Gettys  are  canceling,  we  want  to  cancel.’  " 

"We’re  making  it,"  he  added,  "but  it's  certainly  not  what  it  was." 

The  climate  is  not  quite  as  dour  as  the  months  after  the  Sept.  11  attacks,  when  the  nation  was  in 
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mourning.  The  current  monetary  crisis  is  a more  ticklish  matter.  Private  hosts  are  worried  about 
public  perception,  which  is  a matter  of  ego.  For  nonprofits,  however,  fundraisers  are  vital  to  their 
existence.  But  veteran  party  planners  argue  that  fear  isn't  a reason  to  call  off  a fete. 

"Parties  are  good  for  the  economy,"  said  Lee  Gregory,  an  executive  at  McCall  Associates,  one  of  San 
Francisco's  top  caterers.  The  company  employed  more  than  too  waiters  at  the  Ballet  Gala  on  Jan. 
21  alone. 

"People  may  look  at  the  waiters  and  the  valets,  but  there  are  also  the  warehouse  people  and  the 
floral  growers  and  the  wine  growers  and  the  grape  pickers,  not  to  mention  the  hairdressers,  the 
makeup  artists  and  the  clothing  designers  who  help  guests  get  ready  for  the  party,"  she  said. 
"There's  a lot  that  goes  on  before  the  food  and  decor  land  on  your  table.  This  industry  does  employ 
a lot  of  people." 

One  event  that  was  nearly  canceled  was  the  annual  Valentine's  ball  fundraiser  for  the  Stanford 
Cancer  Center,  hosted  by  literary  agent  Jillian  Manus  Salzman  and  her  husband,  venture  capitalist 
Alan  Salzman,  at  their  French-style  mansion  in  Atherton.  The  walk-around  theme  party  with 
music,  food  and  entertainment,  draws  several  hundred  guests  paying  $1,000  each.  The  couple 
underwrites  the  party;  all  ticket  proceeds  go  to  the  cancer  center.  The  event,  which  spills  out  into  a 
tent  in  the  mansion's  backyard,  requires  days  of  setup  by  party  planner  Fountain  and  caterer  Paula 
LeDuc. 

Rather  than  cancel  the  party,  held  Feb.  7 this  year,  the  couple  mailed  a note  to  guests  in  advance, 
alerting  them  to  the  hosts'  soul-searching  and  urging  their  attendance.  The  couple  also  offered  to 
pay  half  the  ticket  price  of  any  couple  who  had  already  stretched  their  philanthropic  dollars  to  the 
limit.  They  also  cut  the  event's  budget  by  a third. 

"In  the  end,  we  concluded  that  if  we  canceled  this  year's  ball,  not  only  would  our  beloved  Stanford 
Hospital  be  negatively  impacted,  but  so  would  all  the  artists,  musicians,  catering  staff,  vendors  and 
others  in  our  community  who  depend  on  benefits  such  as  this  to  support  their  families,"  they 
wrote.  The  result?  Ticket  sales  topped  last  year's  by  more  than  100,  for  a total  of  400  guests,  and 
some  $500,000  was  raised,  organizers  said. 

The  show  went  on,  complete  with  a lighted  glass  Cinderella  coach  greeting  arriving  guests,  along 
with  horses.  A woman  dressed  as  Sleeping  Beauty  lay  in  a bed  in  the  foyer,  text-messaging  anyone 
who  would  be  her  prince  and  wake  her  up  with  a kiss.  A Robin  Hood  pickpocket  roamed  the  halls, 
performing  sleight-of-hand  tricks.  A cantina  in  the  kitchen  served  Partida  Tequila  and  Mexican 
food,  while  a tent  in  the  backyard  featured  an  "Enchanted  Forest"  theme  complete  with  a faux  tree 
and  canopy  of  tree  leaves  and  lights  twinkling  over  food  stations,  a dance  floor  and  the  Bill  Hopkins 
dance  band. 

Among  those  who  were  pleased  and  touched  by  the  couple's  decision  was  guest  Bill  Miller,  former 
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president  of  SRI  (once  known  as  Stanford  Research  Institute). 

"There’s  so  much  need  to  support  charitable  things  that  now  is  not  the  time  to  cancel,  when  times 
are  difficult,"  he  said,  sipping  a cocktail.  "You  never  get  leadership  when  you  stay  m your  normal 
role.  You  have  to  step  outside  your  normal  role.  I sent  a note  congratulating  them  on  their 
decision." 

Philanthropist  Laurene  Powell,  wife  of  Apple's  chief  executive,  Steve  Jobs,  attended,  as  did  Carol 
Bartz,  the  new  chief  executive  officer  of  Yahoo. 

"Jillian  and  Alan's  note  made  a lot  of  sense,"  Bartz  said,  sitting  in  the  forest  tent  with  her  husband. 
Bill  Marr.  "If  everything  shuts  down,  then  nothing  works." 

And  given  the  stressful  times,  she  added,  "I  also  think  people  need  to  blow  off  some  steam. 

Before  Christmas,  TIBCO  software  Chief  Executive  Officer  Vivek  Ranadive  decided  against  a hotel 
or  museum  venue  for  his  private  holiday  party,  opting  for  his  three-level  Atherton  home  instead 
and  a guest  list  that  included  former  San  Francisco  49er  Roger  Craig. 

Friends  dined  on  food  by  McCall  Associates,  and  sipped  wines  that  were  "good,  but  not  top  tier,"  by 
the  host's  own  admission.  He  said  he  wanted  to  tone  it  down,  should  anyone  be  looking  at  the  label 
for  signs  of  conspicuous  consumption.  (He  also  opted  against  the  flash  of  a sushi  chef,  though 
California  rolls  and  other  delicacies  were  served.) 

Similarly,  on  the  San  Francisco  Ballet's  season-opening  night,  Jan.  21,  splash  was  contained:  There 
were  no  gift  bags  dangling  from  benefactors'  dinner  chairs.  Customarily,  guests  who  pay  $1,000  to 
$3,500  for  dinner  and  the  performance  can  expect  a goody  bag  with  a smart  trinket,  such  as  a 
decorative  candy  dish  by  Hermes  or  an  Elsa  Perretti  silver  heart-shaped  jewelry  box  from  Tiffany 
or  stationery  from  Cartier  - the  thinking  being  that  in  order  to  give,  one  must  receive. 

Gala  Chair  Jane  Mudge  said  that  in  late  summer,  as  the  economic  climate  began  to  change,  she  and 
committee  members  reviewed  their  plans. 

"Working  collectively  with  our  retail  partners,  the  Ballet  Association  and  the  Ballet  Auxiliary  made 
the  decision  to  forgo  gifts  for  opening-night  attendees,"  she  said  via  e-mail.  "This  allowed  both  the 
ballet  and  our  friends  in  the  retail  community  to  conserve  financial  resources  and  continue  to  focus 
on  our  respective  core  businesses." 

Some  types  of  parties  are  going  on  without  question  - such  as  landmark  birthdays,  weddings  and 
anniversaries.  With  a few  exceptions,  clients  are  increasingly  asking  their  caterers  to  do  the  same 
food  for  less  money  and  their  event  planners  to  be  less  showy  in  their  elegance. 
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Ted  Rosenberg  didn't  cancel  his  blowout  birthday  party  at  the  War  Memorial  Opera  House  last 
month.  Whipped  up  by  Stanlee  Gatti,  it  featured  167,000  Ecuadoran  roses,  Champagne,  a cake 
lowered  from  the  ceiling  and  a performance  by  Joel  Grey.  It  was  an  admittedly  ritzy  affair.  Then 
again,  he  was  turning  100. 

But  for  most  right  now,  Cristal  and  caviar  are  out.  "It  isn't  even  part  of  the  conversation  anymore," 
LeDuc  said.  "People  want  to  eat  what's  fresh  and  delicious  and  are  not  so  much  into  the  show  and 
presentation.  It's  one  of  the  most  creative  periods  we've  ever  been  through.  It's  demanding  a level 
of  creativity  and  innovation  that's  quite  dynamic  and  exciting,  actually." 

Gatti,  the  dean  of  Bay  Area  party  planners,  and  the  most  expensive,  takes  a philosophical  view. 

"The  cancellation  of  Gordon's  party,  to  a certain  degree,  was  about  perception,"  he  said,  "and  the 
pressure  which  has  always  been  put  upon  people  with  money  by  those  without.  Unfortunately, 
those  people  without  don't  think  about  the  fact  that  those  who  spend  it  are  doing  something  good. 
They  think  about  it  as  showing  off. 

"The  truth  is,  if  you  have  it,  it's  better  to  spend  it  than  not  spend  it.  It  does  more  work  if  it's  going 
out  there  than  if  it's  sitting  in  the  bank."

Please  find  attached  the  revised  application  package  and  template  Use  Permit 
for  Special  Events  held  on  Treasure  Island. 

Application  Package 

Due  to  an  increase  in  large-scale  Special  Events  wishing  to  utilize  Treasure 
Island,  Project  Office  Staff  determined  that  the  existing  Application  Package 
provided  to  prospective  Special  Event  Producers  and  Sponsors  needed  updating 
to  require  more  detailed  initial  information  about  the  nature  of  the  Special  Event 
and  its’  potential  impacts  on  the  Island  community.  The  revised  application  now 
requires  detailed  description  of  all  aspects  of  the  proposed  Special  Event, 
including  information  on  tenting,  staging,  admission  fees,  and  a written 
description  of  the  event  in  question.  The  intent  of  this  expanded  Application  is  to 
provide  Project  Office  staff  a more  detailed  understanding  of  the  various 
elements  of  the  event  during  staff’s  initial  review  and  approval  process. 

In  order  to  aid  Special  Event  Producers  and  Sponsors  in  understanding  the 
various  responsibilities  expected  of  them,  from  TIDA  as  well  as  other  City  and 
regional  entities  with  involvement  in  permitting  and  approval  of  events  on 
Treasure  Island,  the  Application  Package  now  also  includes  detailed  information 
on  the  Special  Event  expectations  and  requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  San  Francisco  Entertainment  Commission,  San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment,  and  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative,  amongst  others.  The  intent  of  expanding  this  section  of  the  application 
is  to  provide  a guide  for  Special  Events  Sponsors  and  Producers  as  they  plan 
and  execute  their  Special  Events  on-lsland. 

Revised  Special  Events  Use  Permit  Language 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  Special  Event  Use  Permit  document 
has  been  updated  to  include  or  expand  on  the  following  terms  and  conditions

required  of  Special  Events  as  well  as  to  update  various  boilerplate  items.  A 
mark-up  version  of  this  Special  Event  Use  Permit  is  attached  which  highlights  the 
changes  to  the  document.  Notable  revisions  with  a direct  impact  on  the 
production  of  Special  Events  on-lsland  are  as  follows: 

- Section  8:  Resource  Conservation  and  Sustainability:  Working  with  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment,  language  has  been  added 
requiring  that  all  Special  Events  submit  to  Project  Office  staff  prior  to 
commencement  of  the  event  a recycling  plan  for  the  event,  submit  proof  of 
refuse  service,  and  submit  either  proof  of  attendance  at  a DOE  recycling 
workshop  or  hiring  of  an  event  recycling  crew  to  monitor  and  assist  the 
Special  Event  in  assuring  that  waste  diversion  and  recycling  of  materials  is 
maximiazed. 

- Section  13:  Compliance  with  Laws:  Language  has  been  added  prohibiting 
Special  Events  held  on-lsland  from  posting  signage  on-lsland,  in  San 
Francisco  or  in  neighboring  localities  in  a manner  which  violates  existing 
restrictions  and  prohibitions  on  event  advertising  and  signage. 

- Section  16:  Surrender:  No  Holding  Over.  - Language  has  been  added 
assessing  penalties  for  any  event  remaining  on  the  Special  Event  Premises 
or  leaving  equipment  of  any  sort  on  the  Special  Event  Premises  beyond  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  Special  Event  Use  Permit. 

- Section  32:  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  - Language  has  been  added 
requiring  the  use  of  compostable  food-service  ware  at  Special  Events  on- 
lsland. 

- Section  35:  Intellectual  Property;  Music  Broadcasting  Rights  -=Language  has 
been  added  requiring  that  Special  Event  Producers  or  Sponsors  obtain  all 
rights  and  clearances  for  the  use  of  intellectual  property  at  the  Special  Event.

2.  License  of  Premises.  Authority  confers  to  Permittee  a revocable,  personal,  non- 
exclusive and  non-possessory  license  to  enter  upon  and  use  the  Premises  described  in  the  Basic 
Permit  Information  for  the  limited  purpose  and  subject  to  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions 
set  forth  below. 

This  Permit  does  not  constitute  a grant  to  Permittee  of  any  ownership,  leasehold, 
easement  or  other  property  interest  or  estate  in  the  Premises.  Authority  is  acting  only  in  its 
proprietary  capacity  in  granting  the  license  given  to  Permittee  under  this  Permit.  Permittee 
acknowledges  that  (i)  such  grant  is  effective  only  insofar  as  Authority's  rights  in  the  Premises; 
and  (ii)  Permittee  must  separately  obtain  all  regulatory  approvals  of  Authority,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  or  any  other  applicable  governmental  entity  necessary  for  the 
Permitted  Uses.  Permittee  shall  bear  all  costs  or  expenses  of  any  kind  in  connection  with  its  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  other  Master  Lease  Property. 

3.  Inspection  of  Premises.  Permittee  represents  and  warrants  that  Permittee  has 
conducted  a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or 
through  its  officers,  directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and 
contractors,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of 
them  (“Permittee's  Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Permittee’s 
intended  use.  Permittee  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based 
solely  on  its  own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended 
uses. 


4.  As  Is:  Disclaimer  of  Representations.  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  licensed  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties  (“Laws”),  governing  the  use,  occupancy, 
management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this 
Permit  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants,  conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other 
title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  or  not  of  record.  Permittee 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Authority  nor  any  of  its  officers,  directors,  employees, 
agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Authority’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Authority  hereby 
disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or  survey 
matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or  environmental 
condition  of  the  Premises,  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving  the 
Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises  if 
required  for  Permittee's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Permit,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  of  Permittee  or  any  other  person,  including  Permittee’s  Agents  or 
Permittee’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
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permittees  (“Permittee’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 

5.  Seismic  Report  and  Structural  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  4 above, 
Permittee  expressly  acknowledges  for  itself  and  Permittee’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that 
certain  report  dated  August  1995,  entitled  “Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical 
Characteristics,  Building  and  Infrastructure  Conditions,”  prepared  for  the  Office  of  Military 
Base  Conversion,  Department  of  City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Permittee  has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report 
with  expert  consultants  of  its  own  choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters, 
describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  on  Treasure  Island  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the 
Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an  earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to 
cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises  to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or 
more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event,  there  is  a significant  risk  that  buildings  and 
any  other  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises  may  fail  structurally 
and  collapse.  Permittee  further  expressly  acknowledges  for  itself  and  Permittee’s  Agents  that  it 
received  and  read  that  certain  Structural  Report  identified  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D (the  “Structural  Report”). 

6.  Use  of  Premises.  Permittee  may  enter  and  use  the  Premises  for  the  sole  purpose 
described  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information.  Permittee  shall  not  use,  and  Permittee  shall  prohibit 
Permittee's  Agents  and  Permittee's  Licensees  from  using,  the  Premises  for  any  activities  other 
than  the  Permitted  Uses.  Permittee  agrees  that,  by  way  of  example  only  and  without  limitation, 
the  following  uses  of  the  Premises  by  Permittee,  or  any  of  Permittee's  Agents  or  Permittee's 
Invitees,  or  any  other  person  claiming  by  or  through  Permittee,  are  inconsistent  with  the  limited 
purpose  of  this  Permit  and  are  strictly  prohibited  as  provided  below: 

(a)  Hazardous  Material.  Permittee  shall  not  cause,  nor  shall  Permittee  allow  any 
of  Permittee's  Agents  or  Permittee's  Invitees  to  cause,  any  Hazardous  Material  (as  defined 
below)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed  of  in,  on  or  about  the 
Premises,  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written  consent  of 
Authority.  Permittee  shall  immediately  notify  Authority  when  Permittee  learns  of,  or  has 
reason  to  believe  that,  a release  of  Hazardous  Material  has  occurred  in,  on  or  about  the 
Premises.  Permittee  shall  further  comply  with  all  laws  requiring  notice  of  such  releases  or 
threatened  releases  to  governmental  agencies,  and  shall  take  all  action  necessary  to  mitigate  the 
release  or  minimize  the  spread  of  contamination.  In  the  event  that  Permittee  or  Permittee's 
Agents  or  Permittee's  Invitees  cause  a release  of  Hazardous  Material,  Permittee  shall,  without 
cost  to  Authority  and  in  accordance  with  all  laws  and  regulations,  return  the  Premises  to  the 
condition  immediately  prior  to  the  release.  In  connection  therewith,  Permittee  shall  afford 
Authority  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussion  with  governmental  agencies 
regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree  or  other 
compromise  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material.  For  purposes  hereof,  "Hazardous 
Material"  means  material  that,  because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical 
characteristics,  is  at  any  time  now  or  hereafter  deemed  by  any  federal,  state  or  local 
governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  public  health,  welfare  or  the 
environment.  Hazardous  Material  includes,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,  pollutant  or  contaminant"  pursuant  to  the  Comprehensive 
Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980,  as  amended,  42  U.S.C. 
Sections  9601  et  seq..  or  pursuant  to  Section  25316  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  a 
"hazardous  waste"  listed  pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any 
asbestos  and  asbestos  containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the 
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Premises  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  in  the  Premises,  and  any  petroleum,  including, 
without  limitation,  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  natural  gas  or  natural  gas  liquids.  The  term 
"release"  or  "threatened  release"  when  used  with  respect  to  Hazardous  Material  shall 
include  any  actual  or  imminent  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring,  emitting,  emptying, 
discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leaching,  dumping,  or  disposing  in,  on,  under  or  about  the 
Premises. 


(b)  Nuisances.  Permittee  shall  not  conduct  any  activities  on  or  about  the 
Premises  that  constitute  waste,  nuisance  or  unreasonable  annoyance  (including,  without 
limitation,  emission  of  objectionable  odors,  noises  or  lights)  to  Authority,  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  of  neighboring  property  or  to  the  public. 

(c)  Damage.  Permittee  shall  not  do  anything  about  the  Premises  that  could 
cause  damage  to  the  Premises  or  any  Authority  property. 

7.  Parking.  Permittee  shall  be  allowed  to  park  up  to  the  number  of  vehicles  set  forth  in 
the  Basic  Permit  Information  in  the  area  designated  for  parking  on  Exhibit  B attached  hereto. 
To  the  extent  practicable,  Permittee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  encourage  ride-sharing,  the  use 
of  shuttle  busses  or  other  pooled-means  of  transportation  to  and  from  the  Premises. 

8.  Resource  Conservation  and  Sustainability.  Authority  is  committed  to  managing 
the  Premises  in  as  sustainable  a manner  as  possible.  In  addition  to  Permittee's  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  32  below,  Permittee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  conduct  its 
operations  in  accordance  with  sustainable  practices  and  shall  conduct  its  operations  in 

California  State  Bill.  AB  2176  (Montanez.  Chapter  87Q.  Statutes  of  2004!  and  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code  requi  re  all  operators  of  large  events  to  maximize  recycling  and  minimize 
waste  in  order  to  achieve  high  rates  of  landfill  diversion.  If  Permittee's  use  of  the  Premises  wall 
host  over  1.000  people.  Permittee  shall  comply  with  the  following  requirements  not  later  than 
thirty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  event:

9*  Subject  to  Authority  and  City  Uses.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
this  Permit,  Permittee's  right  to  use  the  Premises  hereunder  shall  be  subject  and  subordinate  to 
Authority  and  City's  uses  of  the  Premises  for  municipal  purposes.  In  addition,  Permittee 
acknowledges  that  the  Property  contains  a variety  of  different  event  venues  and  outdoor  public 
spaces  and  it  is  common  for  numerous  events  to  be  held  at  various  venues  on  the  Property  on 
the  same  day. 
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10.  Alterations.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  herein,  Permittee  shall  not 
construct  or  place  any  temporary  or  permanent  structures,  improvements  or  signs  in,  on,  under 
or  about  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Permittee  make  any  alterations,  installations  or  additions 
("Alterations")  to  any  of  the  existing  structures,  improvements  or  signs  on  the  Premises,  unless 
Permittee  first  obtains  Authority’s  prior  written  consent,  which  Authority  may  give  or  withhold 
in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Authority's  consent  as  provided  above,  any 
permitted  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Permittee's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Authority  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and 
bonded  contractors  approved  by  Authority,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner,  (iv)  in  strict 
compliance  with  all  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that 
Authority  may  reasonably  impose.  Upon  termination  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall  remove  all 
Alterations  constructed  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by  or  on  behalf  of  Permittee  and  repair,  at  its 
sole  cost  and  expense,  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  the  installation  or  removal  of  such 
Alterations. 

Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees 
that,  pursuant  to  Section  ttd.2  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be  made  to  any 
improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Navy's 
and  Authority's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude  qualifying  the 
improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

11.  Permit  Fee.  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Authority  a one-time  non-refundable  permit  fee  in 
the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information  for  its  use  of  the  Premises  as  provided 
hereunder.  Such  fee  is  payable  at  such  time  as  Permittee  signs  and  delivers  this  Permit  to 
Authority.  Within  five  (5)  days  after  demand  therefor,  Permittee  shall  pay  all  applicable  City 
departments  for  the  costs  incurred  by  those  departments  in  providing  the  use  of  City  employees, 
equipment,  property  and  facilities  in  connection  with  this  Permit. 

12.  Term  of  Permit:  Revocabilitv.  The  privilege  conferred  to  Permittee  pursuant  to  this 
Permit  shall  commence  on  Commencement  Date  and  Time  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit 
Information  and  shall  automatically  expire  on  the  Expiration  Date  and  Time  set  forth  in  the 
Basic  Permit  Information,  unless  amended  in  writing  or  sooner  terminated  or  revoked  pursuant 
to  the  terms  hereof.  Moreover,  if  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Permit  shall  automatically  terminate.  Without  limiting  any  of  its  rights  hereunder,  Authority 
may  revoke  this  Permit  at  any  time  prior  to  the  Expiration  Date  and  Time,  without  cause  and 
without  any  obligation  to  pay  any  consideration  to  Permittee. 

13.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Permittee  shall,  at  its  expense,  conduct  and  cause  to  be 
conducted  all  activities  on  the  Premises  allowed  hereunder  in  a safe  and  reasonable  manner  and 
in  compliance  with  all  laws,  regulations,  ordinances  and  orders  of  any  governmental  or  other 
regulatory  entity  (including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act)  whether 
presently  in  effect  or  subsequently  adopted  and  whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
parties.  Such  laws  shall  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  local,  state  and  federal  laws  prohibiting 
discrimination  in  employment  and  public  accommodations  and  regulating  the  posting  of  signs 
on  public  property.  Permittee  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  procure  and  maintain  in  force  at  all 
times  during  its  use  of  the  Premises  any  and  all  business  and  other  licenses  or  approvals 
necessary  to  conduct  the  activities  allowed  hereunder.  Permittee  understands  and  agrees  that 
Authority  is  entering  into  this  Permit  in  its  capacity  as  a property  owner  with  a proprietary 
interest  in  the  Premises  and  not  as  a regulatory  agency  with  police  powers.  Permittee  further 
understands  and  agrees  that  no  approval  by  Authority  for  purposes  of  this  Permit  shall  be 
deemed  to  constitute  approval  of  any  federal,  state,  Authority  or  other  local  regulatory  authority 
with  jurisdiction,  and  nothing  herein  shall  limit  Permittee's  obligation  to  obtain  all  such 
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regulatory  approvals  at  Permittee's  sole  cost  or  limit  in  any  way  Authority's  exercise  of  its  police 
powers.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  before  beginning  any  work  in  the  Premises  and/or 
using  the  Premises,  Permittee  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  shall  obtain  any  and  all  permits, 
licenses  and  approvals  (collectively,  "approvals")  of  all  regulatory  agencies  and  other  third 
parties  that  are  required  to  commence  and  complete  the  permitted  work  and  use  the  Premises 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  approvals  required  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (e.g. 
General  Assembly,  Tent,  Open  Flame,  Propane,  etc.),  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (e.g.. 
alcohol  consumption  and/or  sales),  the  San  Francisco  Entertainment  Commission  (e.g.. 
Loudspeaker,  Itinerant  Show,  etc.),  San  Francisco  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (e.g.. 
electrical),  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Health,  and  the  California  Department  of  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  (e.g..  alcohol  consumption  and/or  sales).  Permittee  shall  provide  copies  of  all 
such  approvals  to  Authority  prior  to  Permittee's  use  of  the  Premises. 

14.  Security.  In  addition  to  the  Permit  Fee  described  in  Section  11  above,  Permittee  shall 
provide  the  security,  police  and  medical  support  services  described  on  Exhibit  E.  attached 
hereto,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense. 

15.  Rules  and  Regulations.  In  connection  with  the  Permittee's  use  hereunder,  Permittee 
shall  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Authority  reserves 
the  right,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  change  such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  necessary  to  promote  or 
protect  the  public  safety,  health  or  convenience.  Authority  shall  give  Permittee  reasonable  prior 
notice  of  such  changes;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  prior  notice  shall  be  required  in 
emergency  situations. 

16.  Surrender:  No  Holding  Over.  Upon  the  expiration  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall 
surrender  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  received,  free  from  hazards  and  clear  of  all 
debris.  At  such  time,  Permittee  shall  remove  all  of  its  property  from  the  Premises  permitted 
hereunder,  and  shall  repair,  at  its  cost,  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  such  removal. 
Permittee's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Permit. 

If  Permittee  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Authority  upon  the  expiration  or  earlier 
termination  of  this  Permit  as  required  bv  this  Section.  Permittee  shall  indemnih 
defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Authority  against  z 

liabilities,  damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments 
and  awards  and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and 

consultants'  fees  and  costs  (“Los? m -■")  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation.  Losses 
made  bv  a succeeding  permittee  resulting  from  Permittee's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises. 
Permittee  shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Authority,  which 
consent  mav  be  withheld  in  Permittee's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Permittee  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Permit,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  bv  Permittee,  and  the  Permit  Fee  shall  be  increased 
to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Permit  Fee  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such  holding 
over,  calculated  on  a per  diem  basis,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Permit.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Authority's  permission  for 
Permittee  to  hold  over.  Acceptance  of  anv  holdover  Permit  Fee  bv  Authority  following 
expiration  or  termination  of  this  Permit  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this 
Permit. 


17.  Repair  of  Damage.  If  requested  by  Authority,  Permittee  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole 
cost  and  expense,  repair  any  and  all  damage  to  the  Premises  and  any  personal  property  located 
thereon  caused  by  Permittee  or  Permittee's  Agents  or  Invitees.  Permittee  shall  obtain 
Authority's  prior  written  approval  of  any  party  to  be  used  by  Permittee  to  conduct  such  repair 
work.  Alternatively,  Authority  may  make  such  repairs  or  behalf  of  Permittee  at  Permittee's  sole 
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cost  and  expense.  If  Permittee  damages  Authority  or  Navy  facilities  or  any  personal  property, 
the  final  repair  costs  owed  by  Permittee  shall  be  determined  by  Authority  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion,  and  shall  be  paid  by  Permittee  within  five  (5)  days  after  Permittee's  demand 
therefor.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  cancellation,  expiration  or 
termination  of  this  Permit. 

18.  Public  Safety.  Permittee  agrees  to  conduct  the  Permitted  Uses  at  all  times  in  a safe 
and  prudent  manner  with  full  regard  to  the  public  safety  and  to  observe  all  applicable 
regulations  and  requests  of  Authority  and  other  government  agencies  responsible  for  public 
safety. 


19.  Utilities.  Authority  has  no  responsibility  or  liability  of  any  kind  with  respect  to  any 
utilities  that  may  be  on,  in  or  under  the  Premises.  Permittee  shall  locate  any  such  utilities  and 
protect  them  from  damage  arising  out  of  Permittee's  activities.  Permittee  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  arranging  and  paying  for  all  utilities  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Permitted 
Uses  as  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information.  Any  such  payment  shall  be  due  and  payable 
within  five  (5)  days  after  demand  therefor. 

20.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims:  Indemnification 


20.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Permittee,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Permittee’s 
Agents,  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Authority  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Permittee  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Permittee  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Authority  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  ekan:tS7^enifffi-d^l^s&eiSrfeibiM#e^ 
damages,  liens,  i njm4e&rpena  Mes-;  fi-nesr  la  ws uits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments  and  awards 
aeel-eests  and  expenses,  including, -without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants' 
fees  and  costs  f “Losscs”lLosses.  including,  but  not  limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential 
damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any  person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any 
property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  including  without  limitation, 
partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  buildings  thereon  due  to  an  earthquake  or  subsidence,  except 
only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  exclusively  by  the  gross  negligence  or  willful 
misconduct  of  the  Authority  (except  as  provided  in  Section  20.1(a)  below).  Without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Permittee  on  behalf 
of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Authority  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether 
direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or 
in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  Authority’s  decision  to  allow  Permittee  to  use  the  Premises, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Authority. 

(b)  Permittee  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or 
cause  to  be  filed,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Authority  any  claim,  action  or 
proceeding  based  upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses, 
costs,  expenses  or  liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases 
set  forth  in  this  Section  20.1. 

(c)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Permittee  has  not  relied  upon 
any  representation  or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(d)  Permittee  has  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these 
waivers  and  releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such 
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facts.  These  waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Permittee  regardless 
of  any  claims  of  mistake. 

(e)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Permittee 
acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1542  of  the  California 
Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor 
does  not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of 
executing  the  release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have 
materially  affected  his  settlement  with  the  debtor. 

20.2.  Acknowledgment.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein 
include  all  known  and  unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated 
claims.  Permittee  realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Permit  in  light  of  this 
realization  and,  being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of 
Civil  Code  Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers 
and  releases  contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Permit. 

20.3.  Permittee’s  Indemnity.  Permittee,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Permittee’s  Agents, 
shall  indemnify;-proteety  defend  and  hold-harmless  forever  ("Indemnify21)  the  Authority  from 
and  against  any  and  all  Losses,  expressly  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  out  of  a 
partial  or  complete  collapse  of  any  building  located  on  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  incurred  in  connection  with  or  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in  whole  or  in  part,  out 
of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the  custody  of  Permittee  or 
Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or  death  of  a person, 
including,  without  limitation,  Permittee’s  Agents  and  Permittee’s  Invitees,  howsoever  or  by 
whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by  Permittee  in  the 
observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this  Permit  to  be 
observed  or  performed  on  Permittee's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management,  or 
manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents  or 
Permittee’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of  the 
Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  the  condition  of  the  Premises;  (f)  any  construction  or  other 
work  undertaken  by  Permittee  on  or  about  the  Premises  whether  before  or  during  the  Term  of 
this  Permit;  or  (g)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents  or 
Permittee’s  Invitees,  or  of  any  trespassers,  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  alterations; 
except  to  the  extent  that  such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any 
applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or  validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Permit  and  further  except 
only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  by  the  gross  negligence  and  intentional  wrongful  acts 
and  omissions  of  the  Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  Permittee’s  obligations  to 
indemnify  the  Authority  under  this  Section  20.3  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  regardless 
of  whether  or  not  the  Authority’  decision  to  permit  the  Premises  to  the  Permittee,  given  the 
seismic  condition  of  the  property,  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Authority.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
reasonable  fees  of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Authority's  costs  of 
investigating  any  Loss.  Permittee  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Authority  from  any  claim  which  actually  or  potentially 
falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent 
or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered  to  Permittee  by  Authority  and 
continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the 
expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Permit.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  herein,  to 
the  extent  such  Losses  are  not  covered  by  insurance  required  herein  and  subject  to  this  Section 
20.3,  Permittee  shall  have  no  obligation  to  repair,  restore  or  reconstruct  the  Premises  (or  to  pay 
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for  the  same)  in  the  event  the  Premises  are  damaged  or  destroyed  by  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence  or  by  any  other  uninsured  casualty. 

21.  INSURANCE 


21.1.  Permittee's  Insurance.  Permittee  shall  procure  and  maintain  throughout  the 
Term  of  this  Permit  and  pay  the  cost  thereof  the  following  insurance: 


(a)

Insurance  in  statutory  amounts,  with  Employers’  Liability  Coverage  with  limits  of  not  less  than 
the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information;  and 


(b)  Comprehensive  or  Commercial  General  Liability  Insurance  with 
limits  not  less  than  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  including  coverage  for 
Contractual  Liability,  Host  Liquor  Liability,  Personal  Injury,  Advertising  Liability,  Independent 
Contractors,  Explosion,  Collapse  and  Underground  (XCU),  Broad  Form  Property  Damage, 
Products  Liability,  Completed  Operations  and  Sudden  and  Accidental  Pollution;  and 

(c)  Comprehensive  or  Business  Automobile  Liability  Insurance  with 
limits  not  less  than  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  including  coverage  for 
owned,  non-owned  and  hired  automobiles,  if  applicable,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if 
any  automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Permittee's 
activity  on,  in  and  around  the  Premises;  and 

(d)  Such  other  insurance  as  required  by  law  or  as  the  City's  Risk 

Manager  may  require. 

21.2.  Claims  Made  Policy.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under 
a claims-made  form,  Permittee  shall  maintain  such  coverage  continuously  throughout  the  term 
of  this  Permit,  and,  without  lapse,  for  two  (2)  years  beyond  the  expiration  of  this  Permit,  to  the 
effect  that,  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to  claims  made  after  expiration  of  this 
Permit,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims-made  policies. 

21.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limit.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided 
under  a form  of  coverage  that  includes  a general  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that  claims 
investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such  annual 
aggregate  limit  shall  be  not  less  than  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  above. 

21.4.  Additional  Insureds.  Liability  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  name  as 
additional  insureds  the  "Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy,  and 
their  officers,  directors,  employees  and  agents"  (Insurance  Certificate  with  Endorsement  for 
such  additional  insureds). 

21.5.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Permittee  shall  pay  all  the  premiums  for  maintaining 
all  required  insurance. 

21.6.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
contained  herein,  Authority  and  Permittee  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any 
right  of  recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party 
with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
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Waiving  Party  under  this  Permit  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of 
subrogation  rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

21.7.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  insurance  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  provide  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written 
notice  of  cancellation,  non-renewal  or  reduction  in  coverage  or  limits  to  Authority  at  the  address 
for  Notices  specified  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  provide  that  such  insurance  is  primary 
to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  covered  under 
the  policy  and  that  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured  against  whom  claim  is  made  or 
suit  is  brought,  but  the  inclusion  of  more  than  one  insured  shall  not  operate  to  increase  the 
insurer's  limit  of  liability. 

(c)  Before  commencement  of  activities  under  this  Permit,  certificates  of  insurance 
and  brokers’  endorsements,  in  form  and  with  insurers  acceptable  to  Authority,  shall  be 
furnished  to  Authority,  along  with  complete  copies  of  policies  if  requested  by  Authority. 

(d)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Permittee  hereunder  shall  be 
issued  by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Authority  with  an  AM 
Best  rating  of  not  less  than  A-VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

21.8.  No  Limitation  on  Indemnities.  Permittee's  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or  decrease  Permittee's  indemnification  obligations  herein 
or  any  of  Permittee's  other  obligations  or  liabilities  under  this  Permit. 

21.9.  Lapse  of  Insurance.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Permit, 
Authority  may  elect  in  Authority’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Permit  upon 
the  lapse  of  any  required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Permittee. 

21.10.  Permittee's  Personal  Property.  Permittee  shall  be  responsible,  at  its 
expense,  for  separately  insuring  Permittee's  Personal  Property. 

22.  No  Assignment.  This  Permit  is  personal  to  Permittee  and  shall  not  be  assigned, 
conveyed  or  otherwise  transferred  by  Permittee  under  any  circumstances. 

23.  No  Joint  Venture  or  Partnership;  Independent  Contractor.  This  Permit  does 
not  create  a partnership  or  joint  venture  between  Authority  and  Permittee.  Permittee  shall  be 
solely  responsible  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  payment  of  its  employees,  including,  without 
limitation,  compliance  with  any  federal,  state  or  local  law  and  all  other  regulations  governing 
such  matters. 

24.  Impossibility  of  Performance.  If,  for  any  reason,  an  unforeseen  event  occurs  which 
is  beyond  the  control  of  Authority  or  Permittee,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  fire,  casualty  or 
labor  strike,  which  event  renders  impossible  the  fulfillment  of  any  term  of  this  Permit, 

Permittee  and  Authority  shall  have  no  right  to  nor  claim  for  damages  against  the  other. 

25.  Possessory  Interest  Taxes:  Payment  of  Taxes.  Permittee  recognizes  and 
understands  that  this  Permit  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Permittee  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest  under 
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applicable  law.  Permittee  agrees  to  pay  taxes  of  any  kind,  including  possessory  interest  taxes,  if 
any,  that  may  be  lawfully  assessed  on  Permittee's  interest  under  this  Permit  or  use  of  the 
Premises  pursuant  hereto  and  to  pay  any  other  taxes,  excises,  licenses,  permit  charges, 
possessory  interest  taxes,  or  assessments  based  on  Permittee's  usage  of  the  Premises  that  may 
be  imposed  upon  Permittee  by  applicable  law. 

26.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  any  notices  given  under  this  Permit  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Authority  and  Permittee  at  the  addresses  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit 
Information.  Notice  shall  be  deemed  given  (a)  two  (2)  business  days  after  the  date  when  it  is 
deposited  with  the  U.S.  Mail,  if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  (b)  one  (1)  business  day  after 
the  date  when  it  is  deposited  with  an  overnight  carrier,  if  next  business  day  delivery  is  required, 
(c)  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  or  (d)  upon  the  date  when  it  is  sent  by  facsimile,  if 
the  sender  receives  a facsimile  report  confirming  such  delivery  has  been  successful  and  the 
sender  mails  a copy  of  such  notice  to  the  other  party  by  U.S.  first  class  mail  on  such  date. 

27.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  companies  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment 
inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et  seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also 
urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business  with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride 
Principles.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  it  has  read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

28.  N on-Discrimination. 


28.1  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Permit,  Permittee 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  any  fact  or  perception  of  a person's 
race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  height,  weight  or  acquired  immune  deficiency 
(AIDS)  or  HIV  syndrome  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  or  Authority  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Permittee,  in  any  of  Permittee’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations 
operated  by  Permittee. 

28.2  Subcontracts.  Permittee  shall  include  in  all  subcontracts  relating  to  the 
Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form 
of  Section  28.1  above.  In  addition,  Permittee  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  subcontracts 
the  provisions  of  Sections  i2B.2(a),  i2B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such  provisions.  Permittee’s  failure  to 
comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  Section  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this  Permit. 
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28.3  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Permittee  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this 
Permit  and  will  not  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  in  any  of  its  operations  in  San  Francisco  or 
where  the  work  is  being  performed  for  the  City  or  elsewhere  within  the  United  States, 
discriminate  in  the  provision  of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits, 
membership  or  membership  discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or 
travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any  benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between 
employees  with  domestic  partners  and  employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic 
partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees,  where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered 
with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state  or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject 
to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  i2B.2(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

28.4  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  bv  Reference.  The 

provisions  of  Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non- 
discrimination by  parties  contracting  for  the  use  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this 
Section  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Permit  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Permittee 
shall  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Permit  under 
such  Chapters  of  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in 
such  Chapters.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Permittee  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section 
i2B.2(h)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50)  for  each 
person  for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Permit  may  be  assessed  against  Permittee  and/or  deducted  from  any 
payments  due  Permittee. 

29.  Tropical  Hardwoods  and  Virgin  Redwood.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  companies  not  to  import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product,  except  as 
expressly  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code.  Permittee  agrees  that,  except  as  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections 
802(b)  and  803(b),  Permittee  shall  not  use  or  incorporate  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical 
hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product  in  the  performance  of 
this  Permit. 

30.  No  Tobacco  Advertising.  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no  advertising  of 
cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Authority,  including  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  this  Permit.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

31*  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Sections  87100  et  seq.  and 
Sections  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provision,  and  agrees  that  if 
Permittee  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall 
immediately  notify  Authority. 

32.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Permittee  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound 
by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  This  ordinance  prohibits  the  use  of  polystyrene  foam  disposable  food 
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service  ware  and  requires  the  use  of  compostable  or  recyclable  food  service  ware  bv  anvrnip 
serving  food  in  San  Francisco.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Permit  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material 
term  of  this  Permit.  By  entering  into  this  Permit,  Permittee  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this 
provision,  Authority  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Permittee  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  (S 200. 00)  liquidated  damages  for  the 
second  breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for 
subsequent  breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Authority  will 
incur  based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this 
Permit  was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary 
damages  sustained  by  Authority  because  of  Permittee's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

In  addition,  if  2,oofrer-m^e-of-FeFmittcc's  Agents  aud/cr  Permittee's  Licensee's  will  be  at  the 
Premises,  Permittee  shall  submit  c recycling  and  waste  reduction  plan  to  the  Authority's  Events 
Coordinator  and  comply  with  State  Assembly  Bill  2176  (Montanez,  Chapter  879,  Statutes  of 


33.  Security  Deposit.  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Authority  upon  execution  of  this  Permit  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Permit.  Permittee  agrees 
that  Authority  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Permittee  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Permit,  -without  waiving  any  of  Authority's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  law  or  in  equity.  Authority's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are 
solely  that  of  debtor  and  not  trustee.  Authority  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security 
deposit  separate  from  its  general  funds,  and  Permittee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on 
such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the  security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Permittee's 
liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Permit.  To  the  extent  that 
Authority  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply  the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  33, 
Authority  shall  return  such  security  deposit  to  Permittee  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the 
termination  of  this  Permit,  or  such  longer  period  as  is  reasonably  necessary  for  Authority  to 
confirm  Permittee's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Permit. 

34.  Notification  of  limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this 
Permit.  Permittee  acknowiedges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco 
Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  anv  person  who  contracts  with  the 
Citv  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee  of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  anv  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an 
appointee  of  a Citv  elective  officer  serves,  from  making  anv  campaign  contribution  to  (i)  an 
individual  holding  a Citv  elective  office  if  the  contract  must  be  approved  bv  the  individual,  a 
board  on  which  that  individual  serves,  or  a board  on  which  an  appointee  of  that  individual 
serves.  (2)  a candidate  for  the  office  held  bv  such  individual,  or  (3)  a committee  controlled  bv 
such  individual,  at  anv  time  from  the  commencement  of  negotiations  for  the  contract  until  the 
later  of  either  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  six  (6)  months  after  the  date 
the  contract  is  approved.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  the  foregoing  restriction  applies  only  if 
the  contract  or  a combination  or  series  of  contracts  approved  bv  the  same  individual  or  board  in 
a fiscal  year  have  a total  anticipated  or  actual  value  of  S^o.ooo  or  more.  Permittee  further 
acknowledges  that  the  prohibition  on  contributions  applies  to  each  prospective  party  to  the 
contract:  each  member  of  Permittee’s  board  of  directors:  Permittee’s  chairperson,  chief 
executive  officer,  chief  financial  officer  and  chief  operating  officer:  anv  person  with  an 
ownership  interest  of  more  than  20  percent  in  Permittee:  anv  subcontractor  listed  in  the  bid  or 
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contract:  and  anv  committee  that  is  sponsored  or  controlled  bv  Permittee.  Additionally. 
Permittee  acknowledges  that  Permittee  must  inform  each  of  the  persons  described  in  the 
preceding  sentence  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in  Section  1.126. 

35.  Intellectual  Property;  Music  Broadcasting  Rights.  Permittee  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  obtaining  anv  necessary  clearances  or  permissions  for  the  use  of  intellectual 
property,  including,  but  not  limited  to  musical  or  other  performance  rights.  fNote  to  Permittee: 
To  obtain  the  appropriate  music  performance  license,  you  may  contact  the  BMI  Licensing 
Executive  toll  free  at  1-877-264-2137  Monday  - Friday,  q-5  p.m.  f Central  Time)  and  the 
American  Society  of  Composers.  Authors  and  Publishers  f“ASCAP”l  at  1-800-^0^-40^2  Monday 
- Friday.  q-r  p.m.  (Eastern  Time!). 

36.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI 
Work  Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  G. 

^t37.  General  Provisions,  (a)  This  Permit  may  be  amended  or  modified  only  by  a writing 
signed  by  Authority  and  Permittee,  (b)  No  waiver  by  any  party  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Permit  shall  be  effective  unless  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer  or  other  authorized 
representative,  and  only  to  the  extent  expressly  provided  in  such  written  waiver,  (c)  This 
instrument  (including  the  exhibit(s)  hereto)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  parties 
and  all  prior  written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements  are 
merged  herein,  (d)  The  section  and  other  headings  of  this  Permit  are  for  convenience  of 
reference  only  and  shall  be  disregarded  in  the  interpretation  of  this  Permit,  (e)  Time  is  of  the 
essence,  (f)  This  Permit  shall  be  governed  by  California  law.  (g)  If  either  party  commences  an 
action  against  the  other  or  a dispute  arises  under  this  Permit,  the  prevailing  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  from  the  other  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs.  For  purposes  hereof, 
reasonable  attorneys'  fees  of  Authority  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private 
attorneys  in  San  Francisco  with  comparable  experience,  (h)  If  Permittee  consists  of  more  than 
one  person  then  the  obligations  of  each  person  shall  be  joint  and  several,  (i)  Permittee  may  not 
record  this  Permit  or  any  memorandum  hereof,  (j)  Subject  to  the  prohibition  against 
assignments  or  other  transfers  by  Permittee  hereunder,  this  Permit  shall  be  binding  upon  and 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  parties  and  their  respective  heirs,  representatives,  successors  and 
assigns,  (k)  Any  sale  or  conveyance  of  the  property  burdened  by  this  Permit  by  Authority  shall 
automatically  revoke  this  Permit.  (1)  This  Permit  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more 
counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall 
constitute  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Permittee  represents  and  warrants  to  Authority  that  it  has  read  and  understands  the 
contents  of  this  Permit  and  agrees  to  comply  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  its  provisions.

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GUIDELINES  FOR  PERMITTING 
SPECIAL  EVENTS 

Thank  you  for  your  interest  in  Treasure  Island.  Enclosed  is  information  that  will  assist  you  in 
planning  a Special  Event  on  Treasure  Island.  Please  be  advised  that  this  information  is  descriptive 
only  and  is  not  a contract  or  a reservation. 

Located  in  San  Francisco  Bay  midway  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  Treasure  Island  is  a 
former  Naval  Base  under  management  by  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the 
“Authority”).  Treasure  Island  is  a popular  location  for  a wide  variety  of  Special  Events.  The 
Authority  welcomes  Special  Events  which  help  to  enliven  public  use  and  allow  for  increased 
enjoyment  of  the  Island.  To  ensure  that  Special  Events  are  responsibly  managed  and  executed,  the 
Authority  has  prepared  these  Guidelines  which  explain  the  Authority’s  procedures  to  obtain  a Special 
Event  Use  Permit  (“Event  Use  Permit”),  ensure  regulatory  review  and  acquire  additional  permits  as 
required  for  conducting  Special  Events  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  (“the  Islands”). 

Special  Events  are  defined  as  any  temporary  events  occurring  on  the  Islands  that  are  not  currently 
allowed  under  existing  Authority  permits  or  subleases  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

• Events  sponsored  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

• Events  sponsored  by  other  governmental  agencies  and  entities 

• Bicycle  races,  foot  races  and  other  athletic  events 

• Public  events  paid  for  by  a sponsor 

• Private  events 

Special  Events  are  subject  to  the  requirements  summarized  below  and  described  in  further  detail  in 
the  following  pages.  Authority  staff  is  committed  to  assisting  applicants  through  these  procedures  in 
an  effort  to  assure  successful  execution  of  all  Special  Events. 

Special  Events  Application  and  Application  Review  bv  the  Authority 

To  initiate  the  process,  a Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  must  complete  and  submit  the 
“Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  Special  Events  Application”,  which  is  included  in 
Attachment  A.  All  Special  Event  Producers  and  Sponsors  shall  be  responsible  for  complying  with 
regulations  governing  Special  Events  as  imposed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  any 
other  regulatory  entities.  Special  Event  Producers  or  Sponsors  must  additionally  manage  the  Special 
Event  in  a manner  which  minimizes  the  Special  Event’s  effects  on  the  existing  Island  community. 

All  Special  Event  Sponsors  and  Producers  are  therefore  required  to  provide  in  the  Application  a clear, 


complete  and  truthful  description  of  the  entire  scope  of  the  Special  Event,  including  on-site  and  off- 
site requirements  preceding  and  following  the  Special  Event. 

The  Authority  is  responsible  for  screening  the  Application  upon  receipt  to  determine  applicable 
review  requirements,  identify  required  regulatory  reviews  and  permits,  and  formalize  the  Venue  Use 
Fee  and  Venue  Security  Deposit  amount  charges.  Complete  submittals  will  facilitate  this  process. 
Missing  or  incomplete  information  may  delay  necessary  review  and  approval.  Authority  staff  will 
request  additional  information  required  generally  within  10  working  days  of  receiving  a complete 
Application,  if  needed.  The  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  shall  submit  to  the  Authority  with  the 
Special  Events  Application  a check  or  cashiers  check  equal  to  50%  of  the  total  Venue  Use  Fee.  Upon 
receipt  and  review  of  the  Special  Event  Application,  the  Authority  shall  notify  the  Special  Event 
Producer  or  Sponsor  of  the  result  of  the  Application  review  in  writing. 

Reservation  of  Venue  and  Payment  of  Venue  Use  Fee  and  Venue  Security  Deposit 

Upon  approval  of  the  Special  Event  Application  by  the  Authority,  the  submitted  check  shall  be 
deposited  and  will  serve  to  establish  a formal  reservation  of  the  Special  Event  Venue  by  the 
Authority.  This  amount  shall  be  credited  toward  the  total  Venue  Use  Fee  for  the  Special  Event  owed 
by  the  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor.  Except  in  extenuating  circumstances,  this  initial  50% 
payment  is  non-refundable.  The  balance  of  the  Venue  Use  Fee  shall  be  due  to  the  Authority  no 
later  than  sixty  (60)  working  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  Special  Event’s  occupancy  of  the 
Venue. 

The  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  shall  also  be  required  to  pay  the  Authority  a separate  Venue 
Security  Deposit  on  the  venue  equal  to  50%  of  the  total  Venue  Use  Fee.  The  Venue  Security  Deposit 
shall  be  due  to  the  Authority  no  later  than  sixty  (60)  working  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  Special 
Event’s  occupancy  of  the  Venue.  The  Authority  shall  deposit  and  hold  this  payment  until  after  the 
Special  Event  is  completed  and  has  vacated  the  Venue.  At  such  time  the  Authority  will  inspect  the 
Venue  and  deduct  from  the  Security  Deposit  any  amounts  required  to  repair  damage  caused  to  the 
Venue  and  surrounding  area.  The  full  Security  Deposit  amount,  less  any  damages  as  applicable,  shall 
be  refunded  to  the  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  within  four  (4)  to  six  (6)  weeks  of  the 
termination  of  the  Event  Use  Permit. 


Special  Event  Use  Permit: 

Upon  approval  of  the  Special  Event  Application  and  deposit  of  the  50%  payment  of  the  Venue  Use 
Fee,  the  Authority  shall  draft  and  execute  a Special  Event  Use  Permit  between  the  Authority  and  the 
Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor.  Each  Special  Event  requires  a Use  Permit  regardless  of  size  or 
impact  to  the  Islands.  The  Special  Event  Use  Permit  allows  use  of  the  Venue  and  sets  forth  the 
business  terms  and  condition  between  the  Authority  and  the  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  for 
the  use  of  the  Venue.  The  Authority’s  Special  Event  Director  is  the  Special  Event  Producer  or 
Sponsor’s  point  of  contact  and  shall  assist  the  Special  Event  in  contacting  and  coordinating  with  other 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  agencies,  and  any  other  additional  entities  regarding  additional 
peimits  and/or  regulatory  requirements  required  for  the  Special  Event. 

A Special  Event  Use  Permit  is  only  considered  valid  upon  execution  by  the  Director  of  Island 
Operations.  Failure  of  the  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  to  comply  in  advance  with  all  Special 
Event  Use  Permit  requirements,  including  but  not  limited  to  securing  additional  permits  from  City 
departments,  securing  appropriate  insurance,  and  full  payment  of  the  Venue  Use  Fee  and  Venue 


Security  Deposit,  shall  be  considered  cause  for  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  to  withhold 
execution  of  a Special  Event  Use  Permit.  The  Director  of  Island  Operations  also  shall  reserve  the 
right  to  revoke  an  already  executed  Special  Event  Use  Permit  should  the  Special  Event  not  fulfill  any 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Special  Event  Use  Permit  and/or  any  additional  requirements  imposed  by 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department,  San  Francisco  Police  Department  and  Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

Special  Event  Insurance  Requirements; 

Special  Event  producers  and  sponsors  are  required  to  provide  adequate  insurance  for  proposed 
Special  Events.  In  general,  insurance  requirements  are  those  listed  below  but  may  be  modified 
depending  on  the  nature  of  the  Special  Event.  Endorsement  for  Additional  Insureds  (CG  20  10  10/93 
or  equivalent)  is  required.  The  following  entities  must  be  named  as  additional  insured:  “ Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  United  States  of  America,  acting 
by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy,  and  their  officers,  directors,  employees  and  agents’ ’ 

• Workers’  Compensation  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars; 

• Comprehensive  or  Commercial  General  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One 
Million  to  Five  Million  Dollars  depending  on  nature  of  Special  Event,  which  includes  of 
liquor  liability,  use  of  independent  contractors; 

• Automobile  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars. 


Regulatory  Permits  and  City  Agency  Reviews: 

Special  Event  Promoters  and  Sponsors  are  responsible  for  securing  all  regulatory  reviews,  approvals 
or  permits  that  may  be  required,  and  coordinaton  with  other  City  agencies  as  specified  by  the 
Authority.  The  Authority  will  inform  the  Produceror  Sponsor  if  other  City  agencies  need  to  be 
consulted.  However,  Special  Event  Promoters  or  Sponsors  are  responsible  for  coordinating  and 
securing  approval  of  the  Special  Event  from  other  City  Departments,  as  well  as  any  required 
conditions  of  approval. 

Depending  on  size,  location  and  type  of  Special  Event,  additional  permits  may  be  required,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  following: 

• Department  of  Building  Inspection  Temporary  Building  Permit  for  construction  of  temporary 
structures  and  staging. 

• Public  Utilities  Commission  Treasure  Island  Dig  Permit  for  any  breaking  of  ground,  excavation 
or  tent  staking. 

• San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Open  Flame  Permit;  Public  Assembly  Permit;  Flammable 
Material  Storage  Permit;  including  possible  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  staffing  requirement  for 
Event. 

• San  Francisco  Police  Department  approval  of  Transportation  and  Security  Plans  and  staffing; 
including  possible  10B  staffing  requirement  for  Event; 

• San  Francisco  Entertainment  Commission  Itinerant  Show  Permit;  Loudspeaker  Permit; 
Mechanical  Contrivance  Permit;  One  Night  Event  Permit. 

• San  Francisco  Emergency  Medical  Services  Agency  approval  of  Medical  Plan  and  staffing 

• CalTrans  Encroachment  Permit  for  closure  of  traffic  lane  on  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge 

• Any  other  permit  or  review  deemed  necessary  by  the  Authority. 


Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  Job-Broker  Program 


The  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (TIHDI)  Job  Broker  program  provides  access 
to  a resource  pool  of  individuals  with  varied  skill  levels  and  work  experience  backgrounds.  Treasure 
Island  residents  currently  participating  in  residential  supportive  services  programs  managed  by 
agencies  such  as  Swords  to  Plowshares,  Walden  House,  Community  Housing  Partnership,  Catholic 
Charities,  Toolwoorks  and  Rubicon  Programs  make  up  a majority  of  the  individuals  participating  in 
the  Job  Broker  Program.  As  part  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority’s  commitment  to 
supporting  TIHDI  and  the  supportive  services  organizations,  TIDA  requires  that  Special  Event 
Producers  and  Sponsors  engage  the  TIHDI  Job  Broker  Program  during  their  pre-production  activities 
and  make  all  good-faith  efforts  to  fill  appropriate  available  positions  through  the  Job  Broker  Program 
whenever  possible. 

Community  Engagement 

The  Authority  maintains  ongoing  contact  and  communications  with  representatives  of  the  residential 
and  commercial  populations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  including  those  adjacent  to  on- 
Island  Special  Events  Venues,  through  a monthly  Island-wide  Community  Meeting.  TIDA’s 
objective  is  to  ensure  that  all  Special  Event  activities  are  sensitive  to  community  concerns  and  needs. 
The  information  exchange  between  Authority  staff,  Special  Event  sponsors  and  the  community  prior 
to  a Special  Event  is  valuable  and  facilitates  smoothly-run  Special  Events.  Depending  on  the  type  of 
Special  Event,  Authority  staff  may  recommend  that  a Special  Event  be  presented  and  discussed  at  the 
monthly  Community  Meeting,  generally  no  less  than  30  calendar  days  prior  to  Special  Event  start 
date.  Depending  on  the  type  of  Special  Event,  Special  Event  Promoters  and  Sponsors  are  also 
responsible  for  direct  contact  and  coordination  with  any  and  all  potentially  impacted  commercial 
tenants  and  community  organizations  that  occupy  or  utilize  space  adjacent  to  the  Special  Events 
Venues,  including  shared  parking  lots  and  common  roads  and  streets. 

For  a Special  Event  in  proximity  to  the  residential  and  commercial  areas  on-Island  neighborhood,  the 
Authority  maintains  the  “Community  Impact  Standards”  listed  below,  with  which  all  Special  Event 
Producers,  Sponsors  and  their  associates  will  be  required  to  comply.  Authority  staff  will  work  with 
the  Special  Event  Producer  or  Sponsor  to  schedule  Community  Meeting  presentations  and  provide 
advice  to  the  Producer  or  Sponsor  on  information  needed  for  such  meetings.

Sponsors  of  Special  Events  in  this  area  will  be  required  to  meet  these  standards,  as  applicable: 

a.  Any  indoor  and/or  outdoor  activity  located  within  300 feet  of  a residential  unit  shall , during 
the  period  from  12:00  am  to  2:00  am,  insure  that  sound  levels  emanating  from  such  activities  do  not 


exceed  the  acceptable  noise  levels  established  by  the  San  Francisco  Noise  Ordinance.  Police  Code, 
Article  29. 

b.  The  Producer  or  Sponsor  shall  post  interior  signs  and  request  that  patrons  leaving  the 
premises  after  12:00  am  leave  the  establishment  and  the  neighborhood  in  a quiet,  peaceful  and 
orderly  fashion  and  not  litter  or  block  driveways  in  the  neighborhood.  The  Producer  or  Sponsor 
shall  alert  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  if  exiting  patrons  are  causing  a disturbance. 

c.  All  garbage  receptacles  shall  be  enclosed  and  no  garbage  shall  be  put  on  the  sidewalk  for 
collection,  except  as  permitted  by  Article  5. 1 of  the  Public  Works  Code. 

d.  The  Producer  or  Sponsor  shall  keep  sidewalks  fronting  the  premises  and  all  public  paths  of 
travel  through  or  between  the  Venues  comprising  the  premises  clean  of  debris  and  litter  and  shall 
walk  a 100  foot  radius  from  the  premises  sometime  between  thirty  minutes  after  closing  and  8:00  am 
the  following  morning  to  pick  up  and  dispose  of  any  and  all  discarded  trash  left  by  area  patrons. 

e.  The  Producer  or  Sponsor  shall  designate  a neighborhood  liaison  contact  person  whose  name 
and  phone  number  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Authority  for  coordination  of  such  community 
impact  issues.

TREASURE  ISLAND 


1.  A Public  Assembly  permit  is  required  when  the  occupant  load 
exceeds  more  than  49  (50  and  more). 

2.  All  decorations  shall  be  non-flammable  or  treated  with  a SFM 
approved  flame  retardant,  documentation  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
SFFD. 

3.  Exits  shall  not  be  obstructed,  hidden  by  decorations  or  otherwise 
Camouflaged. 

4.  Open  flame  (candles,  sterno,  BBQ’s)  are  not  permitted  without 
the  approval  of  the  SFFD  and  the  proper  permits  have  been 
Issued. 

5.  Illuminated  exit  door  signs  shall  be  lighted  at  ail  times  that  the 
buildings/tents  are  occupied. 

6.  All  exit  doors  shall  be  unlocked  when  the  buildings/tents  are  occupied. 

7.  Floorplans/Drawings  showing  the  seating  and  table  locations  and  the 
aisle  dimensions  shall  be  submitted  with  the  permit  application  for 
SFFD  approval. 

8.  LPG  Mushroom  heaters  and  LPG  Tent  heaters  require  prior 
approval  and  permits  from  the  SFFD,  in  addition  a Fire  Department 
standby  is  required  at  all  times  heaters  are  in  use.

SUBJECT:  Use  of  LPG  Mushroom  Heaters 


Purpose:  To  define  the  procedures  in  applying  for  a fire  permit  for 

LPG  Mushroom-Type  Heaters  (P-131) 

Procedures:  LPGas  Permits  are  regulated  by  San  Francisco  Fire  Code, 

Section  8202.1 


All  applicants  with  the  intention  to  use  LPGas  Mushroom  Heaters  for  temporary 
heating  outdoor  public  assemblies  are  required  to  apply  for  a P-13 1 Permit  for  LPG 
Gas  Storage  and  Use. 

LPG  Mushroom-Type  Heaters  shall  not  be  used  in  buildings,  including  tents,  or  partially-covered 
canopy-type  enclosures,  foyers,  and  enclosed  court  yards  (SFFC,  Section  8203.2.2.1). 

In  light  of  the  availability  of  LPG  heaters,  the  minimum  safety  instructions  provided  to 
customers  shall  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

• The  Mushroom-Type  Heater  Unit  shall  not  be  left  unattended. 

• Unit  shall  be  placed  on  a hard  and  level  surface. 

• The  Unit’s  LP  Gas  Tank  shall  be  turned  off  when  the  heater  is  not  in  use. 

• Unit  shall  not  be  used  if  wind  velocity  is  greater  than  10  MPH  to  prevent 
flame  out. 

• LP  Gas  maximum  inlet  pressure  shall  meet  manufacturer’s 
recommendations. 
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• After  use,  the  heater  unit  shall  be  allowed  to  cool  for  at  least  20  minutes 
before  handling. 

• Unit  shall  only  be  used  outdoors  in  a well  ventilated  area. 

• Unit  shall  not  be  handled  while  in  use. 

• Unit  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  keep  children  away. 

• Unit  shall  be  placed  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  away  from  any  flammable 
materials  such  as  carpet,  drapes,  decorations,  chemicals,  paper  goods, 
furniture,  etc. 

• Units  shall  be  sufficiently  anchored  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  tip-over-. 

• Units  shall  be  sufficiently  cordoned-off  as  to  prevent  casual  contact  by  the 
public. 

• Unit  hook-up  may  require  the  use  of  a suitable  crescent  or  box-end 
wrench  only. 

• At  no  time  shall  tanks  be  stored  next  to  any  doors. 

• Fires  watch  is  required  for  all  events  using  mushroom-type  heaters 
(overtime  of  4 hours  minimum). 


If  mushroom-type  heaters' are  to  be  used  on  a permanent  or  continuous  basis,  the  following  will 
take  effect  180  days  after  receipt  of  a copy  of  this  Bulletin: 

1 . All  mushroom-type  heaters  will  be  required  to  be  hard-piped-  in  the 
ground  flush  with  the  surface  of  walkway.  It  can  be  run  around  the 
perimeter  of  a fixed  fence  when  covered  by  a protective  cover. 

2.  Applicable  building  permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Department  of 
Building  Inspection. 

The  P-131  fire  permit  and  the  required  fire  watch  (overtime)  may  be  obtained  by  applying  in 
person  at  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention,  698  2nd  Street,  Room  109,  San  Francisco,  CA  94107.

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES 
AT  MASS  GATHERINGS  & SPECIAL  EVENTS 

I.  PURPOSE 

A.  To  establish  minimum  standards  for  emergency  medical  services 
gatherings  and  special  events. 

II.  AUTHORITY 

A.  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  Sections  1797.202,  1797.204,  1797.220, 
1798 

B.  California  Code  of  Regulation,  Title  22,  Sections  100063,  100144,  100167(a), 
100169 

C.  City  & County  of  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  sections  800,  801,  802,  804  and 
Administrative  Code  section  90.4 

III.  POLICY 

A.  Mass  gathering  or  special  event  medical  plans  requiring  review  by  the  EMS 
Agency  Medical  Director,  as  mandated  by  the  above  referenced  Traffic  Code, 
shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  for  the  size  and  type  of  event,  as  defined  in  this 
policy.  These  standards  are  summarized  in  Appendix  A. 

1 . The  EMSA  Medical  Director  shall  have  the  final  authority  to 
determine  the  applicability  of  any  standard  and  what  shall  be  considered 
an  adequate  Event  Medical  Plan. 

B.  Mass  gathering  or  special  event  medical  Plans  shall  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to,  the  following  considerations: 

1 . Event  description,  including  event  name  and  expected  attendance 

2.  Participant  safety 

3.  Non-participant  (spectator,  bystander)  safety 

4.  Communications,  including  event  leader  or  point  of  contact  with 
provisions  for  emergency  communications  for  events  that  are  anticipated 
to  overwhelm  cell  phone  capacity  (e.g.  two-way  radios) 

5.  Resources: 

a)  Persons  certified  in  cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation,  rapid 
access  to  automatic  external  defibrillators,  and  911  access 

b)  First  aid  stations  (if  indicated;  see  Appendix  A) 

c)  Ambulances  (if  indicated;  see  Appendix  A) 

d)  Mobile  medical  teams  (if  indicated;  see  Appendix  A) 

C.  Paramedics  deployed  as  part  of  a medical  plan  that  are  equipped  and/or  used 
to  provide  Advanced  Life  Support  shall  be  licensed  in  the  state  of  California, 
accredited  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  on  duty  with  an  approved 
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Paramedic  Service  Provider  for  the  duration  of  the  event  for  which  they  are 
deployed. 

1.  Paramedics  shall  follow  San  Francisco  EMS  Agency  Policies  and 
Protocols. 

a)  Paramedics  may  utilize  designated  event  physicians  as  allowed 
as  allowed  in  EMS  Agency  Policy  #4042,  Physician  on  Scene. 

2.  Paramedics  equipped  and  used  to  provide  Basic  Life  Support  need 

' only  be  licensed  by  the  State  of  California. 

D.  Ambulances  deployed  as  part  of  the  approved  Event  Medical  Plan  shall  be 
permitted  for  operation  in  San  Francisco  by  the  EMS  Agency. 

E.  On  site  medical  personnel  shall  be  minimally  certified  as  an  EMT-1  in 
California  and  equipped  to  provide  the  complete  EMT01  Scope  of  Practice  as 
defined  in  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Title  22,  Section  100163.  They  shall 
follow  San  Francisco  EMS  Agency  Policies  and  Protocols. 

1 . Automatic  External  Defibrillators  should  be  located  strategically 
throughout  the  venue  and  made  accessible  to  medical  personnel  and  non- 
medical personnel  that  may  be  trained  in  the  use  of  an  AED  pursuant  to 
EMS  Agency  Policy  #7000,  Public  Access  Defibrillation  (PAD)  Provider 
Standards.  The  AEDs  should  be  placed  in  such  a manner  and  location(s) 
that  the  first  shock  will  be  delivered  to  a person  in  cardiac  arrest  within  5 
minutes  of  notification  of  qualified  personnel.  The  current  San  Francisco 
EMS  Response  Interval  Standard  for  time  to  defibrillation  must  be  met  by 
the  responding  agencies. . 

F.  Direct  communications,  using  wireless  means  when  possible,  shall  be 
included  in  medical  plans  as  follows: 

1 . between  venue  staff  and/or  security  personnel,  event  coordinator,  and 
medical  personnel, 

2.  between  medical  personnel  located  at  a first  aid  station  and  mobile 
teams  and/or  satellite  stations, 

3.  between  medical  personnel  and  the  Emergency  Communications 
Department, 

4.  between  medical  personnel  and  ambulances,  and 

5.  between  medical  staff  and  receiving  hospitals. 

IV.  PROCEDURE 

A.  Event  Medical  plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  city  permitting 
agency  (ISCOTT/Entertainment  Commission/Parks  and  Recreation 
Department/Police  Department)  with  the  permit  request  and  that  permitting 
agency  shall  forward  the  Event  Medical  Plan  to  the  EMS  Agency  within  2 days  of 
submission  of  the  permit  request  using  the  approved  template  and  meeting  all 
minimum  standards 

B.  The  EMS  Agency  Medical  Director  shall  review  the  medical  plan  within  15 
days  and  respond  to  both  the  event  sponsor  and  the  permitting  agency  as  follows: 

1 . Recommended  without  modification 

2.  Recommended,  contingent  upon  acceptance  of  modifications 
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3.  Not  recommended 

C.  Those  plans  not  recommended  shall  be  returned  and  will  include  an 
explanation  of  the  decision. 

D.  The  applicant  may  appeal  the  decision  by  resubmitting  the  plan  to  the  Director 
of  Health  and  requesting  review  within  5 days  of  the  EMS  Agency  Medical 
Director’s  decision. 

E.  The  point  of  contact  for  questions  on  this  pol.icy  or  EMS  plans  is  the  EMS

Examples  of  First  Aid 
care  are  cleaning,  bandaging  and  referring  simple  wounds  such  as  scrapes  and  shallow 
cuts,  providing  cold  packs  for  musculo-skeletal  strains  and  bruises,  and  giving  drinking 
water  and  a place  to  rest  for  patients  who  are  mildly  dehydrated.  Examples  of  a First  Aid 
Station  are  a tent,  a clinic,  an  ambulance  or  vehicle  of  some  type.  The  first  aid  station 
must  have  91 1 communications  capability.  EMTs  who  are  employees  of  locally  permitted 
ambulance  provider  agencies  are  recommended  due  to  their  familiarity  with  local  policy, 
procedure  and  protocol.  It  is  also  recommended  that  any  event  employing  a First  Aid 
Station  also  have  a designated  Event  Physician  Medical  Director  and  establish  a liaison 
with  the  Emergency  Communications  Department  and  the  Fire  Department  to  improve 
coordination  with  911. 

First  Aid  Station  with  Nurse:  A similar  facility  to  the  one  listed  above,  but  staffed  by  at 
least  one  Registered  Nurse  or  higher  skill  level  personnel.  The  Registered  Nurse  must 
hold  a current  California  license.  It  is  preferred  that  the  nurse  be  experienced  in 
emergency  medical  care  and  triage  of  seriously  ill  or  injured  patients  to  higher  levels  of 
care.  Examples  would  be  RN’s  with  Emergency  Medicine,  Critical  Cat  e,  or  Urgent  Care 
backgrounds,  or  Nurse  Practitoners  or  other  mid-level  provider  licensees.  Nurses  are 
recommended  for  larger  crowd  sizes;  Paramedics  may  be  substituted  for  smaller  size 
crowds  as  outlined  in  the  matrix. 

First  Aid  Station  with  Physician:  A similar  facility  to  the  one  listed  above,  but  staffed 
by  at  least  one  Physician  holding  a current  California  license.  It  is  preferred  that  the 
physician  be  experienced  in  emergency  medical  care  and  triage  of  seriously  ill  or  injured 
patients  to  higher  levels  of  care.  Examples  would  be  physicians  with  Emergency 
Medicine,  Family  Practice,  Sports  Medicine,  Internal  Medicine  or  Trauma  Care 
specialization. 

BLS  (Basic  Life  Support)  or  ALS  (Advanced  Life  Support)  ambulance:  An 
ambulance  staffed  by  2 EMT’s  (BLS)  or  at  least  one  Paramedic  and  one  EMT  (ALS). 
ALS  ambulances  my  have  two  Paramedics  or  a Paramedic  and  an  EMT-l.  ALS  units 
may  be  used  to  substitute  for  BLS  units.  BLS  units,  in  accordance  with  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  Ambulance  Ordinance,  may  not  transport  the  ill  or  injured  from  a venue  to  a 
receiving  hospital  unless  directed  to  do  so  by  a designated  Event  Physician  in  accordance 
with  EMS  Agency  Policy  4042.  In  cases  where  a patient  is  in  extremis,  they  may 
transport  if  the  ETA  to  the  closest  receiving  hospital  is  less  than  the  ETA  of  responding 
ALS  personnel.  BLS  units  may  be  utilized  for  first  response  or  to  substitute  for  a fixed 
First  Aid  Station  with  an  EMT, 

Mobile  Teams:  Mobile  teams  consist  of  two  or  more  personnel,  one  of  whom  must  be  an 
EMT  or  higher  level  provider,  with  treatment  supplies  necessary  for  the  provider’s  skill 
level,  and  communications  capability  with  at  least  the  First  Aid  Station.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $536,860  for  the  January  period,  calculated  per 
the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that  these 
expenses  include  funding  reserves  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  including  accrued  funds  to  pay 
Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property. 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  iiems  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  January  2009,  Actual  Total  Revenues  were  above  Budgeted  Total  Revenues  by  about  8.4% 
while  Actual  Total  Operating  Expenses  were  below  Budgeted  Total  Operating  Expenses  by  about  3.4%  (due 
to  lower  expenses  throughout  the  budget  categories).  The  result  was  that  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 
were  about  22.7%  above  budget. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $565,1 16  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  January  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $536,860  for  the  January  period,  calculated  per 
the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that  these 
expenses  include  funding  reserves  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  including  accrued  funds  to  pay 
Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property. 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  January  2009,  Actual  Total  Revenues  were  above  Budgeted  Total  Revenues  by  about  8.4% 
while  Actual  Total  Operating  Expenses  were  below  Budgeted  Total  Operating  Expenses  by  about  3.4%  (due 
to  lower  expenses  throughout  the  budget  categories).  The  result  was  that  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 
were  about  22.7%  above  budget. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  565,116  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  January  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

Dear  Ms.  Parker: 

On  July  1,  2006,  the  Historic  Tugboat  Education  and  Restoration  Society  (“Permittee”) 
entered  into  a month-to-month  Use  Permit  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  (“Authority”)  for  the  use  of  100  lineal  feet  of  berthing  space  for  vessel-only  at 
Pier  One  on  Treasure  Island.  The  term  of  the  Permit  expired  on  December  31,  2006. 

On  December  10,  2008,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  sent  a letter  to  the 
Permittee  at  the  address  above  to  demand  payment  of  outstanding  obligations  Permit  Fees 
in  the  amount  of  $7,531.00,  plus  Late  Charges  of  $451.86,  plus  Default  Interest  of 
$753.10  for  use  of  the  License  Area.  The  Authority  also  stated  that  it  has  elected  to 
exercise  its  rights  under  Section  8 of  the  Permit  to  give  the  Permittee  notice  of 
termination  of  the  Use  Permit  between  the  Permittee  and  the  Authority,  effective  January 
10,  2009.  Further,  the  Authority  stated  that  prior  to  or  on  January  10,  2009,  Permittee 
shall  surrender  the  License  Area  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Section  10,  Surrender, 
of  the  Use  Permit.  Finally,  the  Authority  informed  the  Permittee  that  such  termination 
shall  not  limit  Permittee's  obligation  to  pay  all  permit  fees,  late  charges  and  default 
interest  accruing  under  the  Use  Permit. 

To  date  there  has  been  no  response  to  the  letter.  The  Permittee  has  not  paid  outstanding 
obligations.  The  Permittee  has  not  surrendered  the  License  Area.  The  Vessels  owned  by 
the  Permittee  remain  in  the  berthing  spaces  at  Pier  One  at  Treasure  Island. 

You  are  hereby  on  notice  that  the  vessels  must  be  removed  or  they  will  be  impounded. 

After  the  vessels  have  been  impounded  the  Authority  will  initiate  lien  and  abandonment 
proceedings  against  the  vessels  and  arrange  for  their  disposal.

Please  be  advised  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  has  determined  that 
the  Pavo  Grande  is  an  abandoned  vessel  on  public  waters  and  will  proceed  accordingly. 

For  well  over  thirty  days  prior  to  its  sinking,  the  Pavo  Grande  had  been  anchored  in  Clipper 
Cove  unattended.  Following  the  sinking  of  the  Pavo  Grande  in  Clipper  Cove,  the  weekend  of 
February  14th,  2009  and  the  subsequent  fuel  spill  into  the  Bay,  under  the  provisions  of  Harbor 
and  Navigation  Code  Section  522  et  seq.  the  Pavo  Grande  will  be  removed  and  destroyed.  It  has 
been  determined  that  there  is  no  value  to  the  vessel,  it  is  falling  apart,  and  is  in  an  unseaworthy 
and  dangerous  condition.  Section  522(a)  of  the  Harbor  and  Navigation  Code,  states  in  part: 

522.  (a)  Any  hulk,  derelict,  wreck,  or  parts  of  any  ship,  vessel,  or  other 
watercraft  sunk,  beached,  or  allowed  to  remain  in  an  unseaworthy  or  dilapidated 
condition  upon  publicly  owned  submerged  lands,  salt  marsh,  or  tidelands  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  any  municipal  corporation  or  other  public  corporation  or 
entity  having  jurisdiction  or  control  over  those  lands,  without  its  consent 
expressed  by  resolution  of  its  legislative  body,  for  a period  longer  than  30  days 
without  a watchman  or  other  person  being  maintained  upon  or  near  and  in 
charge  of  the  property,  is  abandoned  property. 

As  registered  owner  of  the  vessel,  its  abandonment  places  you  in  violation  of  Section  525(a)  of 
the  Harbor  and  Navigation  Code,  which  states: 

525.  (a)  Except  for  urgent  and  immediate  concern  for  the  safety  of 
those  aboard  a vessel,  no  person  shall  abandon  a vessel  upon  a public 
waterway  or  public  or  private  property  without  the  express  or 
implied  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  lawful  possession  or 
control  of  the  property. 


As  the  last  known  owner  of  the  vessel,  pursuant  to  Harbor  and  Navigation  Code  Section  525(b) 
you  may  be  required  to  pay  for  the  costs  incurred  by  TIDA  for  removal,  salvage,  storage  and

disposition.  This  letter  serves  as  notice  that  the  Pavo  Grande  will  be  removed  from  its  location  in 
Clipper  Cove  by  a marine  salvage  company  contracted  by  TIDA.  As  last  known  owner  of  this 
abandoned  vessel,  you  may  be  held  responsible  for  all  charges  incurred  by  TIDA  with  regards  to 
removal  and  salvage  of  the  vessel  under  Sections  525  (b)  and  (c)  of  the  Harbor  and  Navigations 
Code,  which  states: 


(b)  The  abandonment  of  any  vessel  in  a manner  as  provided  in 
subdivision  (a)  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  last  registered 
owner  of  record,  not  having  notified  the  appropriate  registration  or 
documenting  agency  of  any  relinquishment  of  title  or  interest 
therein,  is  responsible  for  the  abandonment  and  is  thereby  liable  for 
the  cost  of  removal  and  disposition  of  the  vessel. 

(c)  Violation  of  this  section  is  an  infraction  and  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  nor 
more  than  three  thousand  dollars  ($3, 000).  In  addition,  the  court  may 
order  the  defendant  to  pay  to  the  agency  that  removes  and  disposes 
of  the  vessel  the  actual  costs  incurred  by  the  agency  for  that 
removal  and  disposition.

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  is  formally  requesting  that  a liquor  license  be  issued,  pursuant 
to  ABC  Act  Sections  23824  and  24048,  for  the  premises  known  as  Building  183  on  former  Naval  Station  Treasure 
Island.  The  site  will  soon  have  the  new  address  of  60  Clipper  Cove  Way. 

The  Navy  has  leased  this  property  to  TIDA.  TIDA  has  subleased  the  property  to  Wine  Valley  Catering,  Inc.,  a 
California  corporation  (dba  TI  Pies),  which  has  an  operating  agreement  with  F&B  Associates,  Inc.  (dba  Best 
Beverage  Catering)  for  the  operation  of  a full-service  restaurant.  F&B  Associates,  Inc.  will  be  securing  the  liquor 
license  and  insurance  for  the  "Island  Cafe."  The  site  of  the  restaurant  is  located  next  to  the  Treasure  Island  Marina 
and  adjacent  to  the  Administration  Building  that  houses  both  TIDA  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department’s 
Island  substation.  There  are  no  residences  in  the  vicinity  of  the  restaurant  site. 

In  1997,  the  State  of  California  accepted  a retrocession  of  exclusive  and  partial  jurisdiction  at  former  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island  and  established  concurrent  legislative  jurisdiction.  This  retrocession  allows  State  and  local  laws  and 
regulations  to  be  enforced  on  the  Island,  including  regulations  governing  the  sale  and  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages.  The  Navy  also  approved  the  sale  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  closed  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island. 

This  license  would  be  in  the  public  interest  because  currently  there  is  no  full-service  restaurant  on  the  Island,  which 
has  approximately  3,000  residents,  as  well  as  numerous  employees  and  visitors.  Island  residents,  businesses  and 
visitors  will  greatly  benefit  from  having  such  a facility.  The  restaurant  also  will  generate  revenue  for  TIDA  and 
further  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  by  creating  a communal  gathering  place  on  the 
waterfront  and  attracting  visitors  to  the  Island  for  its  varied  activities.  In  the  resolution  approving  the  sublease  for 
restaurant  use,  TIDA's  Board  of  Directors  found  that  the  sublease  will  serve  the  goals  of  TIDA  and  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

As  a full-service  dining  establishment  will  be  a significant  addition  to  the  Island  and  provide  the  public  benefits 
described  above,  we  fully  support  the  granting  of  a Type  47  license  for  this  location.

BACKGROUND 

Refuse  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must  be  handled  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  1932  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Initiative  Ordinance  (“1932 
Ordinance”).  Section  4 of  the  1932  Ordinance  requires  a refuse  collector  to  obtain  a 
permit  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  routes  established  under  the  1932 
Ordinance. 

Treasure  Island  is  currently  in  a state  of  transition.  The  US  Navy  owns  Treasure  Island, 
but  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  and  the  Navy  are 
negotiating  the  transfer  to  the  Authority  of  portions  of  Treasure  Island  that  are  no  longer 
occupied  by  the  federal  government.  Pending  the  transfer,  the  Authority  manages  and 
controls  various  facilities  at  Treasure  Island.  The  Base  Caretaker  Cooperative  Agreement 
dated  March  12,  1997,  as  amended  from  time  to  time  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement"), 
between  the  Navy  and  the  Authority,  requires  the  Authority  to  provide  certain  services 
and  assume  certain  responsibilities  for  management  of  the  Base,  including  refuse 
collection. 

While  the  Navy  was  occupying  Treasure  Island,  refuse  collectors  were  permitted  under 
the  Federal  Facilities  Refuse  Collection  Permit  Regulation  (the  "Federal  Facilities 
Regulation")  adopted  by  the  City's  Health  Commission  in  1992.  The  Federal  Facilities 
Regulation  governed  the  issuance  of  refuse  collection  permits  for  federal  facilities  within 
the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  City.  The  Federal  Facilities  Regulation  no  longer  applies 
to  the  portions  of  Treasure  Island  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  Authority 
since  such  areas  are  no  longer  federal  facilities.  In  1999,  the  Health  Commission  adopted 
the  Regulation  for  Issuance  of  Refuse  Collection  Permits  for  Non-Federal  Facilities  at 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (the  "TI/YBI  Refuse  Permit  Regulation"),  which 
currently  controls  the  permitting  process  for  refuse  collection  at  Treasure  Island.  Upon 
the  Navy's  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  to  the  Authority,  the  established  routes  for  the 
refuse  collection  permit  issued  for  San  Francisco  under  the  1932  Ordinance  will  likely  be 
expanded  to  include  Treasure  Island. 

The  Authority  generally  procures  services  in  accordance  with  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  Purchasing  Policy  and  Procedures.  On  August  18,  1999,  after  a 
competitive  solicitation  process,  the  Authority's  Board  of  Directors  approved  a three  year 
contract  with  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling  Company  ("Golden  Gate")  for  refuse 
collection  services  at  Treasure  Island.  That  agreement  expired  on  September  1,  2002. 

Golden  Gate  is  a subsidiary  of  Norcal  Waste  Systems,  Inc.  ("Norcal").  Golden  Gate  and 
Sunset  Scavenger-  another  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  Norcal-  provide  residential  refuse 


collection  and  recycling  services  on  non-governmental  properties  in  San  Francisco. 
Golden  Gate  currently  holds  a refuse  collection  permit  for  Treasure  Island  under  the 
TI/YBI  Refuse  Permit  Regulation. 

After  a competitive  solicitation  process,  the  Authority  negotiated  and  approved  a new 
agreement  with  Golden  Gate  dated  September  1,  2002  (the  "Existing  Agreement")  to 
provide  refuse  collection  and  disposal  services  on  Treasure  Island.  The  initial  term  of  the 
Existing  Agreement  expired  on  September  1,  2005.  The  Authority  Board  has  approved 
extensions  to  the  Existing  Agreement  and  Golden  Gate  continues  to  provide  refiise 
collection  services  to  Treasure  Island.  The  current  extension  expires  on  May  31,  2009. 

Extension  of  Term 


For  the  reasons  discussed  below,  Project  staff  recommends  that  the  Existing  Agreement 
be  extended  until  the  earlier  of  the  Navy's  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  to  the  Authority  or 
May  31,  2011. 

• Completion  of  a new  competitive  solicitation  process  would  take  approximately 
six  months  and  significant  staff  time.  Project  staff  has  been  informed  by  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  that  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  from 
the  Navy  to  the  Authority  should  occur  within  the  next  12  to  18  months.  Because  the 
City’s  refuse  collection  routes  under  the  1932  Ordinance  likely  will  be  expanded  to 
include  Treasure  Island  upon  the  transfer  of  the  Base,  a new  contract  for  refuse  collection 
services  would  be  for  a limited  duration  and  provide  a new  vendor  with  a limited 
opportunity  to  recover  its  investment,  which  is  a disincentive  for  a competitive  bid 
process. 

• The  refuse  collection  services  that  Golden  Gate  provides  at  Treasure  Island  are 
complex  and  integrated  with  services  provided  by  its  sister  companies  in  the  City.  These 
requirements  include  the  establishment  of  an  infrastructure  capable  of  meeting  aggressive 
recycling  goals  established  by  the  City,  avoidance  of  introduction  of  unnecessary  waste 
into  the  waste  stream,  management  of  household  hazardous  waste  materials,  provision  of 
community  clean-up  days,  management  of  bulk  collection  processes  and  maintenance  of 
high  service  standards.  Golden  Gate  already  has  the  infrastructure  in  place  to  provide  all 
of  these  services  on  Treasure  Island  at  a rate  that  is  lower  than  the  rate  currently  paid  by 
City  residents. 

• Over  the  past  year,  project  staff  and  Golden  Gate  have  been  working  diligently 
with  Island  residents  to  improve  refuse  collection  services  and  increase  Island  residents' 
participation  in  the  recycling  program,  which  is  a successful  practice  that  the  Authority 
would  like  to  continue. 

• An  extension  of  the  Existing  Agreement  provides  the  least  amount  of  disruption 
to  Island  residents  and  is  consistent  with  the  Project  staffs  goal  of  providing  services  to 
Treasure  Island  residents  and  businesses  that  are  comparable  to  services  provided  to 
mainland  residents. 


Rate  Adjustment 

Under  Section  37  of  the  Agreement,  the  amount  that  Golden  Gate  can  bill  customers  (the 
"Billing  Rate")  for  refuse  collection  services  is  calculated  as  follows. 


Bill=(FrequencyofCollection)(ContairierVolume@Site)(CollectionFee+Tippingfee@Tra 
nsferStation/6. 25) 

The  "Frequency  of  Collection"  at  TI/YBI  is  4.33  collections  per  month.  For  the  standard 
32-gallon  container,  the  "Container  Volume"  is  0.154  yards.  The  current  "Collection 
Fee"  is  $1 1.92  per  yard.  The  "Tipping  Fee@Transfer  Station,"  which  is  also  sometimes 
referred  to  as  the  "Disposal  Rate,"  is  the  amount  that  Golden  Gate  pays  to  the  Transfer 
Station  operator,  San  Francisco  Recycling  and  Disposal,  for  transfer  of  waste  to  a landfill. 
For  purposes  of  calculating  the  Billing  Rate  charged  customers,  Golden  Gate  currently 
uses  a Tipping  Fee/Disposal  Rate  equal  to  $123.07  per  ton,  in  accord  with  the  City's 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  Rate  Order  No.  176,099.  The  result  is  a current 
Treasure  Island  Billing  of  $21.08  per  32-gallon  container. 

Golden  Gate  has  proposed  the  following  adjustments  to  the  Billing  Rate. 

I.  Effective  April  1 , 2009,  (i)  the  Collection  Fee  would  be  increased  to  $12.42  per  yard 
($8.28  per  32-gallon  container),  reflecting  a 4.2%  increase  from  the  current 
Collection  Fee  of  $1 1 .92  per  yard.  The  pass-through  Tipping  Fee/Disposal  Rate 
would  remain  unchanged  at  $123.07  per  ton,  or  $13.13  per  32-gallon  container.  The 
resulting  Billing  Rate  of  $21.41  per  32-gallon  container  will  remain  in  effect  through 
June  30,  2009. 

II.  Effective  July  1,  2009,  there  will  be  no  further  adjustment  to  the  Collection  Fee,  but 
the  pass-through  Tipping  Fee/Disposal  Rate  will  be  changed  by  a COLA  adjustment 
consistent  with  the  adjustment  ordered  by  DPW  Rate  Order  No.  176,099. 

According  to  Section  28  of  the  Agreement,  any  change  to  the  Collection  Fee  requires  the 
Authority's  approval.  The  current  Collection  Fee  of  $1 1 .92  per  yard  has  been  in  effect 
since  April  1,  2008  and  is  based  on  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  from  May 
2006  to  May  2007.  The  proposed  adjustment  is  based  on  the  change  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  from  May  1,  2007  to  May  1,  2008,  which  was  4.2%.  Application  of  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  to  the  current  Collection  Fee  would  lead  to  an 
increase  in  the  Collection  Fee  from  $1 1 .92  per  yard  to  $12.42  per  yard,  or  $8.28  per  32- 
gallon  container.  Project  Staff  recommends  that  effective  April  1,  2009,  the  Collection 
Fee  be  increased  by  4.2%  from  $1 1.92  to  $12.42  per  yard,  resulting  in  a Billing  Rate  of 
$21.41  per  32-gallon  container. 

Because  the  Tipping  Fee/Disposal  Rate  is  a pass-through  of  the  amount  that  Golden  Gate 
pays  at  the  Transfer  Station,  changes  in  the  Tipping  Fee/Disposal  Rate  do  not  require  the 
Authority  Board's  approval.  Prior  to  the  July  1 , 2009  adjustment  to  the  Tipping 
Fee/Disposal  Rate,  Authority  staff  will  confirm  that  the  DPW  has  approved  the  amount  of 
the  COLA  adjustment. 


BUDGET  IMPACT 


The  Fiscal  Year  2008-2009  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  budget  for  refuse 
collection  is  $25,000.  Costs  to  date  are  approximately  $7,000,  or  $1,000  per  month 
While  the  proposed  April  1,  2009  adjustment  would  increase  the  Authority's  costs,  the 
Authority  has  budgeted  sufficient  funds  to  accommodate  this  rate  adjustment. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  extension  of  the  term  of  the  Agreement  to  the  earlier  of  the  date  of 
transfer  of  TI/YBI  to  the  Authority  or  May  31,2011.  The  extension  will  have  the  effect 
of  offering  the  Authority  and  the  community  stability  in  refuse  collection  services.  Staff 
also  recommends  Authority  approval  of  Golden  Gate's  requested  increase  in  the 
Collection  Fee.  The  increase  will  have  the  effect  of  updating  the  Billing  Rate  to  account 
for  inflation.  The  April  1,  2009  adjustment  will  increase  the  billing  rate  from  $21.08  to 
$21.41  per  32  gallon  container  or  1.6%  According  to  Golden  Gate,  the  costs  for  similar 
services  paid  by  residents  of  San  Francisco  are  $24.76  per  32-gallon  container. 

Therefore,  residents  of  TI/YBI  continue  to  pay  less,  for  similar  services.

ADJUST  THE  COLLECTION  FEE  FOR  REFUSE  COLLECTION  SERVICES  AT  TREASURE 
ISLAND 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (the  "Navy”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Act  and  the  Authority's  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Bylaws,  the 
Authority,  acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Directors  (the  "Board"),  has  the  power,  subject  to 
applicable  laws,  to  enter  into  agreements  or  contracts  for  the  procurement  of  goods  and 
services  related  to  the  activities  and  purposes  of  the  Authority;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling  Company,  a California  corporation 
("Golden  Gate"),  and  the  Authority  have  entered  into  that  certain  Refuse  Collection 
Agreement  (as  amended  from  time  to  time,  the  “Agreement”)  dated  September  1,  2002;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  approved  extensions  to  the  Agreement  and  the  curren 
term  expires  on  the  earlier  of  (i)  the  transfer  of  the  Base  to  the  Authority  or  (ii)  May  31 , 2009; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Project  Staff  has  been  informed  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  that  transfer  of  the  Base  from  the  Navy  to  the  Authority  should  occu 
in  the  next  12  to  18  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  transfer  of  the  Base  to  the  Authority,  the  City’s  refuse  collection 
routes  likely  will  be  expanded  to  include  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island,  whereupo 
the  City’s  refuse  collection  permit  holder  will  have  the  obligation  to  collect  refuse  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Golden  Gate  and  its  sister  company,  Sunset  Scavenger,  are  the  current 
permit  holder  for  refuse  collection  services  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  maximize  continuity  in  services  to  Island  residents  and  due  to 
the  uncertain  duration  of  a new  contract  for  refuse  collection  services,  Project  Staff 
recommends  that  the  Agreement  be  extended  until  the  earlier  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
Navy's  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  to  the  Authority  or  May  31 , 201 1 ; and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Collection  Fee  is  one  of  the  components  in  the  formula  for  calculate 
the  Billing  Rate  under  Section  37  of  the  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Contractor  has  requested  a rate  adjustment  in  the  Collection  Fee  in 
accordance  with  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  since  the  prior  adjustment  of  the 
Collection  Fee  in  April  2008;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Consumer  Price  Index  increased  4.2%  between  April  2007  and  April 
2008,  which,  in  accord  with  Section  37  of  the  Agreement,  would  result  in  an  increase  in  the 
Collection  Fee  from  $11.92  to  $12.42  per  yard  ($8.28  per  32-gallon  container),  resulting  in  an 
increase  in  the  billing  rate  to  customers  from  $21 .08  to  $21.41  per  32-gallon  container;  now 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines  as  follows: 

1 . Transfer  of  the  Base  from  the  Navy  to  the  Authority  should  occur  in  the  near  future 
and  it  is  likely  that  upon  transfer  the  City’s  refuse  collection  routes  will  be  expanded 
to  include  Treasure  Island;  and, 

2.  Golden  Gate  has  met  and  exceeded  the  City's  environmental  goals,  including 
recycling  and  diversion  rates,  which  is  a successful  practice  that  the  Authority  would 
like  to  continue;  and, 

3.  An  extension  of  the  Agreement  with  Golden  Gate  provides  the  least  amount  of 
disruption  to  Island  residents  and  is  consistent  with  the  Project  Staffs  goal  of 
providing  services  to  Treasure  Island  residents  and  businesses  that  are  comparable 
to  services  provided  to  mainland  residents;  and, 

4.  Given  the  complexities  of  successful  performance  of  the  obligations  required  for 
refuse  collection  services  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island,  it  is  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Authority  and  the  island  residents  to  extend  the  Agreement 
until  the  earlier  of  the  effective  date  of  the  Navy's  transfer  of  Treasure  Island  to  the 
Authority  or  May  31 , 201 1 ; and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  approves  the  cost  of  living  adjustment 
in  the  Collection  Fee  to  $12.42  per  yard  as  requested  by  Golden  Gate  and  authorizes  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations  to  execute  an  amendment  to  the  Agreement  (the  "Ninth 
Amendment")  in  substantially  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A;  and,  be  it  further 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  proposed  Ninth  Amendment  will  serve  the  goals  of  the  Authority 
and  the  public  interests  of  the  City;  and,  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  Ninth 

Amendment  are  fair  and  reasonable;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Island  Operations  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  Ninth 
Amendment  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  determines  in  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not  materially  increase  the 
obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not  materially  reduce  the  rights  of  the 
Authority,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the  preparation  and  approval  of  the 
Ninth  Amendment,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and 
delivery  by  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  of  the  documents  and  any  amendments  thereto.

Recitals

WHEREAS,  on  March  12,  2008,  the  Authority  and  Contractor  agreed  to  amend  the  Original 
Contract  (hereafter,  the  "8th  Amendment")  to  increase  the  collection  fee  for  a Unit  Volume 
container  from  $1 1 .45  per  cubic  yard  to  $1 1.92  per  cubic  yard;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Original  Contract,  as  amended  by  the  1st  Amendment,  the  2nd  Amendment,  the  3rd 
Amendment,  the  4th  Amendment,  the  5th  Amendment,  the  6th  Amendment,  the  7th  Amendment  and

Such  pricing  shall  be  the 
sole  basis  for  payment  and  shall  provide  for  and  include  full  compensation  for  the 
services  provided  under  this  Contract. 

Such  section  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety  to  read  as  follows: 

Unless  otherwise  provided,  effective  as  of  April  1,  2009,  the  collection  fee  for  a 
Unit  Volume  container  shall  be  $12.42_per  cubic  yard.  Such  pricing  shall  be  the 
sole  basis  for  payment  and  shall  provide  for  and  include  full  compensation  for  the 
services  provided  under  this  Contract. 

(c)  Section  37.  Section  37  of  the  Contract  currently  reads  as  follows: 

On  a quarterly  basis,  Contractor  shall  bill  the  corresponding  designee(s)  of  the 
Authority  for  services  provided  at  each  collection  site.  The  bill/invoice  shall  be 
calculated  as  follows:

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island’s  Clipper  Cove,  located  between  the  southern  shore  of  Treasure  Island  and  the 
northern  shore  of  Yerba  Buena  Island,  is  a semi-secluded  section  of  San  Francisco  Bay  which 
houses  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center.  The  Cove  also  is  used 
throughout  the  year  as  a venue  for  on-Island  aquatic  Special  Events  including  the  Treasure  Island 
Triathlon  and  the  California  Dragon  Boat  Festival.  Due  to  its  location  and  lack  of  prevailing 
current,  Clipper  Cove  is  also  renowned  as  a popular  still  water  anchorage  location  for  Bay  Area 
boaters.  While  Clipper  Cove  provides  an  excellent  location  for  short  term  anchorages  by 
recreational  boaters  in  the  area,  it  also  has  attracted  long-term  anchorages  of  both  abandoned  and 
stored  vessels  over  the  past  several  years.  Though  unproven,  reports  have  been  made  to  the 
Treasure  Island  Marina  and  Treasure  Island  Yacht  Club  that  several  of  the  vessels  are  being  used 
as  residences  and  that  their  occupants  are  potentially  dumping  waste  and  other  materials 
overboard  into  Clipper  Cove. 

The  United  States  Navy  considers  the  waters  of  Clipper  Cove  to  be  a part  of  former  Naval 
Station  Treasure  Island  covered  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  between  the  Navy  and  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA),  and  as  a result  the  responsibility  of  TIDA. 

TIDA  has  already  expended  close  to  $30,000  in  the  previous  two  years  on  removal  of  derelict 
and  abandoned  vessels  which  sunk  or  washed  up  on  the  Treasure  Island  seawall  after  being 
anchored  and  abandoned  in  Clipper  Cove.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  there  were  approximately 
16  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove,  many  of  which  have  been  in  the  Cove,  assumedly 
unattended,  for  periods  between  several  months  and  over  a year. 

Due  to  both  safety  concerns  over  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  the  Cove  for  extended  periods 
of  time  and  environmental  concerns  posed  by  the  possibility  of  suspected  live-aboards  releasing 
waste  or  other  toxins  into  the  Cove  waters,  TIDA  wishes  to  create  a policy  for  regulating 
anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove  by  creating  a permit  procedure  and  regulations  whereby  vessels 
anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  would  be  restricted  to  a specific  length  of  days  per  stay.  Additionally, 
the  regulations  would  require  boaters,  upon  request,  to  prove  both  the  seaworthiness  of  their 
vessel  as  well  as  the  presence  of  an  on-board  waste  containment  system.  While  not  wanting  to 
create  an  onerous  process  for  recreational  boaters  or  boaters  in  transit  wishing  to  use  and  enjoy 


the  Cove  on  a short-term  basis,  TIDA  feels  such  regulations  are  necessary  in  order  to  protect  the 
condition  of  the  waters  of  Clipper  Cove  as  well  as  prevent  boaters  from  either' abandoning  boats 
in  the  Cove  or  anchoring  vessels  in  the  Cove  unattended  for  extreme  periods  of  time.  The  permit 
procedure  would  in  turn  allow  for  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  engagement  with 
vessels  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove,  and  for  enforcement  of  the  term-of-stay  provisions  of  the 
regulations. 

PROPOSED  ORDINANCE 

After  consulting  with  the  SFPD  Marine  Unit  and  the  City  Attorney's  Office  about  the  hazards 
posed  by  longterm  anchorage  in  Clipper  Cove,  TIDA  Project  Office  staff  determined  that  the 
best  way  to  assure  the  sustained  recreational  use,  safety  and  environmental  health  of  Clipper 
Cove  would  be  to  ask  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  to  amend  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code 
to  make  anchorage  in  Clipper  Cove  without  permission  from  TIDA,  or  TIDA’s  designee,  a 
citable  offense.  The  adoption  of  such  an  ordinance  would  provide  a vehicle  for  TIDA's 
regulation  of  anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove  consistent  with  TIDA’s  Caretaker  Agreement 
responsibilities.  And  because  violation  of  the  ordinance  would  be  a misdemeanor,  the  ordinance 
would  allow  for  an  appropriate  measure  of  SFPD  Marine  Unit  support  and  enforcement. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  adoption  of  the  ordinance,  TIDA  would  adopt 
Rules  and  Regulations  that  describe  the  permit  procedure,  the  maximum  length  of  stay,  and  other 
conditions  that  the  vessel  must  comply  with  to  obtain  and  maintain  a Short-Term  Anchorage 
Permit.  Vessels  entering  Clipper  Cove  would  be  allowed  an  initial  24  hour  term-of-stay  without 
the  need  for  a Permit.  Any  vessel  anchoring  in  Clipper  Cove  for  longer  than  24  hours  would 
require  permission  from  TIDA  or  its  designee.  Permission  to  anchor  in  Clipper  Cove  via 
issuance  of  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  would  allow  vessels  to  anchor  in  the  Cove  for  up  to 
72  hours.  Compliance  with  all  Rules  and  Regulations  would  be  a prerequisite  for  the  issuance  of 
a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  and  failure  to  adhere  to  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  would 
be  grounds  for  refusal  to  issue  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  or  termination  of  an  existing 
Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit. 

Vessels  moored  in  Clipper  Cove  in  violation  of  the  ordinance  would  be  subject  to  removal  from 
the  Cove  by  TIDA,  with  the  owner  of  the  vessel  responsible  for  the  cost  of  removal  and  storage. 
Violations  also  would  be  punishable  by  up  to  6 months  in  jail  and/or  a fine  not  to  exceed  $1,000. 
TIDA  would  erect  signage  at  the  entrance  to  Clipper  Cove  and  at  the  Treasure  Isle  Marina  to 
provide  notice  of  the  ordinance  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  A copy  of  the  proposed 
Ordinance  is  attached  as  Exhibit  A.  Project  Office  staff  has  submitted  a draft  of  the  Ordinance  to 
the  California  Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  and  SFPD  for  review  and  comment. 


NEXT  STEPS: 

1 . Contingent  on  the  Authority  Board's  endorsement  of  the  proposed  Ordinance,  Project 
Office  staff  will  submit  the  proposed  Ordinance  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
consideration  after  incorporating  any  additional  comments  received  from  the  California 
Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  and  SFPD. 

2.  TIDA  staff  will  present  proposed  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Clipper  Cove  to  the  TIDA 
Board  for  adoption.  The  Rules  and  Regulations  will  govern  the  permitting  process  and  other 


matters  relating  to  anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove,  including  but  not  limited  to,  vessel  conditions 
and  on-board  systems,  environmental  and  navigational  safety  requirements,  permitted  activities 
undertaken  on  vessels,  protocols  for  issuance  and  revocation  of  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit, 
and  notice  and  hearing  requirements  related  to  towing  of  vessels  that  are  anchored  in  violation  of 
the  ordinance. 


RECOMMENDATION: 

Staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  (i)  authorize  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  to 
submit  the  proposed  Ordinance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  substantially  the  form  attached  as 
Exhibit  A and  (ii)  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  proposed  Ordinance.

[Anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove] 

Resolution  Urging  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  to  Consider  and  Approve 
an  Ordinance  Amending  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  to  Regulate  Permitted  Vessel 
Anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove. 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  the  California  Redevelopment  Law  with  authority  over  the 
Base  upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions 
of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to 
administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and, 


WHEREAS,  On  September  3,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No. 
806-97,  authorizing  the  City  to  enter  into  a Cooperative  Agreement  with  the  United  States 
Navy  (the  "Navy")  under  which  the  City  (initially)  and  the  Authority  (subsequently)  agreed  to 
assume  certain  responsibilities  relating  to  the  Base,  including  security,  public  health  and 
safety  services,  and  property  management  and  caretaker  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Navy  considers  the  waters  of  Clipper  Cove  to  be  a part  of  the  Base 
covered  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  and  as  a result  the  responsibility  of  the  Authority; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  both  safety  concerns  over  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  the 
Cove  for  extended  periods  of  time  and  environmental  concerns  over  the  possibility  of 
suspected  release  of  waste  and  toxic  material  into  the  Cove  waters,  the  Authority  wishes  to 
create  a policy  for  regulating  anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove  by  creating  a permit  procedure  and 
regulations  whereby  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  would  be  restricted  to  a specific  lengt 
of  days  per  stay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  consulting  with  the  SFPD  Marine  Unit  and  the  City  Attorneys  Office 
about  the  hazards  posed  by  long-term  anchorage  in  Clipper  Cove,  Project  Office  staff 
determined  that  the  best  way  to  assure  the  sustained  recreational  use,  safety  and 
environmental  health  of  Clipper  Cove  would  be  to  ask  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  to  ado 
an  Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  to  make  anchorage  in  Clipper  Cove 
without  permission  from  the  Authority,  or  the  Authority’s  designee,  a citable  offense;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  such  an  Ordinance  would  provide  a vehicle  for  the 
Authority's  regulation  of  anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove  consistent  with  the  Authority  s 
Cooperative  Agreement  responsibilities,  and  because  violation  of  the  Ordinance  would  be  a 
misdemeanor,  the  Ordinance  would  allow  for  an  appropriate  measure  of  SFPD  Marine  Unit 
support  and  enforcement;  and, 


WHEREAS,  Under  the  proposed  Ordinance,  a copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A,  it  would  be  unlawful  to  moor  or  anchor  in  Clipper  Cove  any  vessel  for  more  than  24 
hours  unless  the  Authority,  or  its  designee,  has  issued  a permit  that  allows  a vessel  to  moor  in 
Clipper  Cove,  and  the  vessel  is  moored  in  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  permit;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  would  require  that  the  Authority  erect  signage  at  the 
entrance  to  Clipper  Cove  and  at  the  Treasure  Isle  Marina  to  provide  notice  of  the  Ordinance 
and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  relating  to  anchorages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  a violation  of  the  Ordinance,  the  vessel  would  be  subject  to  removal 
from  the  Cove  by  the  Authority,  with  the  owner  of  the  vessel  responsible  for  the  cost  of 
removal  and  storage,  and  a violation  also  would  be  punishable  by  up  to  6 months  in  jail  and/or 
a fine  not  to  exceed  $1,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Project  Office  staff  has  submitted  the  proposed  Ordinance  to  the  California 
Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  and  SFPD  for  review  and  comment,  and  proposes  to 
submit  the  Ordinance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  consideration  after  Project  Office  staff 
makes  any  necessary  revisions  to  the  Ordinance  to  reflect  comments  received  from  the 
Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  and  SFPD;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Subject  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  adoption  of  the  Ordinance,  Project 
Office  staff  will  submit  to  the  Authority  Board  for  approval  Rules  and  Regulations  that  will 
govern  the  permitting  process,  the  maximum  length  of  stay  and  other  matters  relating  to 
anchorages  in  Clipper  Cove,  including  but  not  limited  to,  vessel  conditions  and  on-board 
systems,  environmental  and  navigational  safety  requirements,  permitted  activities  undertaken 
on  vessels,  protocols  for  issuance  and  revocation  of  a short-term  anchorage  permit,  and 
notice  and  hearing  requirements  related  to  the  towing  of  vessels  that  are  anchored  in  violation 
of  the  Ordinance;  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorize  the  Director  of  Island 
Operations  or  her  designee  to  submit  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
introduction,  calendaring  and  hearing  the  proposed  Ordinance  in  substantially  the  form 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A.  with  any  necessary  revisions  to  reflect  comments  received  from 
the  Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways  and  SFPD;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  urges  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  adopt  the  Ordinance.

[It  is  unlawful  to  moor  or  anchor  a vessel  in  Clipper  Cove,  a Special  Use  Area,  for  more  than 
24  hours  without  the  permission  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  by  addition  Section  1.1 
designating  Clipper  Cove  as  a Special-use  Area  and  making  it  a misdemeanor  to  moor 
or  anchor  a vessel  in  Clipper  Cove  unless  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority, 
or  its  designee,  has  issued  a permit  for  such  mooring,  and  the  vessel  is  moored  in 
compliance  with  that  permit.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  eliminate  adverse  health  and  environmental  impacts  to  the 
waters  and  diverse  flora  and  fauna  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay , particularly  in  the  area  surrounding 
Clipper  Cove,  promote  the  recreational  use  of  Clipper  Cove,  reduce  existing  and  potential  conflicts 
among  recreational  users  of  Clipper  Cove , and  protect  overall  public  safety  of  users  of  the  Cove  and 
residents  of  and  visitors  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Section  2.  Findings 

Treasure  Island’s  Clipper  Cove  is  a semi-secluded  section  of  San  Francisco  Bay  that  houses  the 

Treasure  Island  Marina  and  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center.  Due  to  its  location  and  lack  of  prevailing 
current , Clipper  Cove  is  renowned  as  a popular  still  water  anchorage  location  for  Bay  Area  boaters. 

While  Clipper  Cove  provides  an  excellent  location  for  short-term  anchorages  by  recreational 

boaters,  it  also  has  attracted  long-term  anchorages  of  both  abandoned  and  stored  vessels  over  the  past 
several  years.  As  of  January  30,  2009,  there  were  15  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove,  many  of  which 
had  been  in  the  Cove,  apparently  unattended,  for  periods  between  several  months  and  over  a year.  The 
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operators  of  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  Treasure  Island  Yacht  Club  have  received  several  repon 
that  some  of  these  vessels  are  being  used  as  residences , and  that  their  occupants  are  dumping  waste 
and  other  materials  overboard  into  Clipper  Cove.  The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
("TIDA  ")  has  expended  almost  $30,000  in  the  previous  two  years  on  the  removal  of  derelict  and 
abandoned  vessels  that  have  sunk  or  washed  up  on  the  Treasure  Island  seawall  after  being  anchored 
and  abandoned  in  Clipper  Cove.  In  a recent  incident , one  of  these  boats  came  loose  from  its  mooring 
during  a storm,  washed  up  close  to  the  shore , tipped  over,  and  besan  spilling  fuel  into  the  Bay. 

TIDA  leases  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  from  the  United  States  Navy , and 

operates  the  property  under  an  agreement  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement ")  between  the  Navy  and  TIPs 
Clipper  Cove  is  part  of  the  former  Naval  Station , and  is  the  responsibility  of  TIDA  under  the 
Cooperative  Agreement. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  Clipper  Cove  remains  available  for  use  by  recreational  boaters , the 

Board  of  Directors  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  wants  to  ensure  that  the  Cove  is  not 
cluttered  with  abandoned  vessels,  vessels  being  used  as  housing , or  vessels  being  use  for  other , 
nonrecreational  uses.  The  TIDA  Board  is  also  concerned  about  the  threat  to  the  environment  and  the> 
public  health  posed  by  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  the  Cove  for  extended  periods  of  time,  and  the 
possibility  that  individuals  living  aboard  such  vessels  are  releasing  waste  or  other  harmful  substancei 
into  the  Bay. 

To  address  these  issues , the  TIDA  Board  wishes  to  designate  the  Cove  as  a Special-use  Area 

and  limit  mooring  in  the  Cove  to  short-term  anchorage  for  recreational  purposes.  Short-term 
anchorage  in  prescribed  sections  of  the  Cove  will  be  allowed  with  express  permission  of  TIDA,  or  its 
designee.  In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  Special  Use  Area , the  TIDA  Board  will  develop 
procedure  for  issuing  anchorage  permits  to  recreational  boaters  subject  to  specific  conditions , 
including  a maximum  length  of  stay  and  compliance  with  Rules  adopted  by  the  TIDA  Board  to  protect 
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the  public  health  and  safety , and  preserve  recreational  use  of  the  Cove.  Permits  will  be  readily 
available  to  members  of  the  public , at  a nominal  fee. 

The  permit  procedure  will  allow  TIDA  to  oversee  recreational  use  of  the  Cove  by  requiring 

boaters , upon  request , to  prove  both  the  seaworthiness  of  their  vessels  as  well  as  the  presence  of  an  on- 
board waste  containment  system.  Also,  the  permit  system  will  ensure  that  all  members  of  the  public 
have  equal  opportunity  to  access  Clipper  Cove  for  recreational  purposes,  avoiding  potential  conflict 
among  those  who  wish  to  use  the  Cove.  The  TIDA  Board  does  not  want  to  create  an  onerous  process 
for  recreational  boaters  or  boaters  in  transit  wishing  who  want  to  enjoy  the  Cove  on  a short-term  basis. 
But  the  TIDA  Board  believes  that  a permit  requirement  and  the  promulgation  of  Rules  will  allow  TIDA 
to  protect  the  waters  of  Clipper  Cove  and  facilitate  the  public's  recreational  use  of  the  Cove. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Section  1. 1 , to  read  as 

follows: 

Sec . 1.1  MOORING  IN  CLIPPER  COVE 

(a)  In  order  to  promote  the  recreational  use  of  Clipper  Cove , reduce  existing  and  potential 
conflicts  among  recreational  users  of  Clipper  Cove,  protect  the  overall  public  health  and  safety  of 
users  of  the  Cove , and  to  eliminate  adverse  environmental  impacts  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  Clipper 
Cove  is  hereby  designated  a Special-Use  Area  as  that  term  is  defined  in  California's  Harbor  and 
Navigation  Code.  Provided  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  has  erected 
signage  at  the  entrance  to  the  Special  Use  Area  informing  boaters  of  the  permit  requirement  and  the 
method  for  obtaining  a permit , it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  moor  or  anchor  any  vessel  in 
Clipper  Cove  for  more  than  24  hours  without  a valid  permit  issued  by  TIDA , or  its  designee , and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  moor  or  anchor  any  vessel  in  Clipper  Cove  for  more  than  24  hours 
after  expiration  or  revocation  of  such  permit. 

(b)  For  the  purposes  of  Section  1.1  of  this  Code , Clipper  Cove  is  defined  as  that  section  of  San 
Francisco  Bay  bounded  by  the  south  shore  of  Treasure  Island , the  north  shore  ofYerba  Buena  Island , 
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and  the  connecting  causeway,  west  of  a line  extending  from  the  southeast  corner  of  the  finger  pier 
known  as  " Pier  1 " alone  the  east  side  of  Treasure  Island,  at  about  latitude  37  [degrees]  49' 11 \ 
longitude  122  [degrees!  2V40".  approximately  153  [decrees]  20' to  the  northeasterly  point  ofYerba 
Buena  Island,  at  about  latitude  37  [decrees / 48' 5 5",  longitude  122  [ degrees ] 2V30_^ 

(c)  A violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  1.1  shall  be  a misdemeanor  A person  found  guilty 
of  such  violation  shall  be  punished  bv  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by. 
fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1000.00),  of  both 

fd)  Provided  that  TIDA  has  erected  siznave  at  the  entrance  to  Clipper  Cove  informing  boater 
that  vessels  moored  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  are  subject  to  removal,  TIDA , or  its  designee , ma^ 
remove  and  store  anv  vessel  moored  anchored  or  allowed  to  remain  in  Clipper  Cove  in  violation  of 
this  ordinance  72  hours  after  notice  posted  in  accordance  with  subsection  (e)  of  this  Section.  The 
registered  owner  of  anv  vessel  removed  and  stored  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  responsible  for 
reimbursing  TIDA.  or  its  desienee , for  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  storage^ 

fe)  Not  less  than  12  hours  prior  to  removing  a vessel  moored  or  anchored  in  violation  of  this 
Section , TIDA.  or  its  desienee , shall  securely  attach  to  the  vessel  a distinctive  notice  stating  that  the 

vessel  will  be  removed  for  violation  of  this  Section.

and  holidays.  TIDA.  or  its  desienee,  must  send  notice  of  removal  of  the  vessel  to  the  registered  and 
leral  owners,  if  known  or  discovered  before  or  after  the  removal  at  their  addresses  of  record  withth 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  to  anv  other  verson  that  TIDA , or  its  designee , knows  has  an 
interest  in  the  vessel,  bv  certified  or  first-class  mail.

(6)  A statement  that  the  vessel  may  be  claimed  and  recovered  within  15  days  of  the  date  the 
notice  of  removal  is  issued  upon  payment  of  any  costs  incurred  by  TIDA,  or  its  designee , related  to 
salvage  and  storage  of  the  vessel; 

(7)  A statement  that  the  registered  or  legal  owners  or  any  other  person  known  to  have  an 
interest  in  the  property  shall  have  the  opportunity  for  a post-removal  hearing  before  TIDA , or  its 
designee , to  determine  the  validity  of  the  removal  and  storage  if  a request  for  a hearing  is  made  to 
TIDA , or  its  designee , in  person,  by  telephone,  by  email  or  by  regular  mail  within  1 0 days  from  the  date 
of  notice;  and  that  if  the  registered  or  legal  owner  or  any  other  person  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the 
vrovertv  disagrees  with  the  decision  of  TIDA,  or  its  designee , after  the  hearing , he  or  she  may  seek 
review  of  the  decision  of  TIDA,  or  its  designee , pursuant  to  Section  11523  of  the  Government  Code. 

(f  TIDA  , or  its  designee , shall  conduct  any  requested  hearing  within  48  hours  of  the  time  it 
receives  the  request,  excluding  weekends  and  holidays.  TIDA  may  authorize  its  own  officers  or 
employees  to  conduct  the  hearing , but  the  hearing  officer  shall  not  be  the  same  person  who  directed  the 
removal  and  storage  of  the  vessel.  The  failure  of  either  the  registered  or  legal  owners  or  any  other 
verson  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  vroverty  to  request  or  attend  a scheduled  hearing  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  hearing. 

(g)  TIDA  shall  be  responsible  for  the  costs  incurred  for  removal  and  storage  if  its  determined  in 
the  post-storage  hearing  that  reasonable  grounds  for  the  storage  are  not  established.

BACKGROUND 

At  its  September  12,  2007  meeting  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA) 
Board  of  Directors  (Authority  Board)  authorized  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  to 
execute  a Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Emergency  Management  (DEM)  for  the  creation  of  an  Emergency  Response  Plan  (ERP) 
for  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  (the  Islands).  Due  to  the  Islands  relative  isolation 
and  the  condition  of  existing  on-Island  facilities,  Project  Office  Staff  and  DEM  were  in 
agreement  that  an  Emergency  Response  Plan  was  warranted  in  order  to  provide  a 
framework  and  protocol  for  on-Island  emergency  and  disaster  response  to  be  followed  by 
the  City’s  emergency  service  providers,  including  the  San  Francisco  Fire  and  Police 
Departments,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

DEM  subsequently  assigned  the  ERP  creation  task  to  URS  Corporation  (URS).  URS 
held  an  existing  contract  with  DEM  for  various  Citywide  emergency  planning  functions 
and  tasks  and  at  the  time  of  the  MOU,  DEM  and  Project  Office  staff  agreed  that  the  most 
efficient  way  to  create  this  Island  ERP  in  a manner  consistent  with  the  City’s  various  on- 
going emergency  planning  processes.  DEM  amended  its  current  contract  with  URS  to 
add  the  creation  of  the  Island  ERP  as  a specific  new  task  within  the  existing  DEM/URS 
contract.  The  MOU  specified  that  TIDA  would  fund  $75,000  for  the  creation  of  an 
Island-specific  ERP  and  DEM  would  fund  the  balance.  This  $75,000  expenditure 
specifically  for  ERP  development  was  approved  by  the  TIDA  Board  as  part  of  the  overall 
FY2007-2008  TIDA  budget  under  the  Community  Benefits  Fund. 

URS  began  work  on  the  task  in  January  of  2008,  and  the  final  product  was  delivered  to 
TIDA  and  DEM  in  late  January  of  2009.  Two  main  documents  make  up  the  final 
product,  the  Emergency  Response  Plan  document  and  the  Risk  Assessment  document.  It 
is  important  to  note  that  these  documents  are  solely  intended  for  the  interim  reuse  of  the 
Islands,  and  will  need  to  be  appropriately  modified  or  replaced  upon  redevelopment  to 
reflect  the  change  in  landscape  on-Island  as  well  as  the  change  in  on-Island  resources  and 
entities. 


EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  PLAN 


The  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  ERP  document  dictates  the  City  departments 
with  responsibility  to  respond  during  an  emergency  on-Island,  to  describe  how  the 
Unified  Command  on-Island  will  coordinate  response,  and  to  describe  the  coordination 
between  the  Island  Unified  Command,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Department 
Operations  Centers,  and  the  CCSF  Emergency  Operations  Center.  These  responsibilities 
on-Island  mirror  those  departments’  responsibilities  and  functions  in  San  Francisco,  and 
are  discussed  in  Table  1-2.  Emergency  response  command  structure  on-Island  will  be  in 
the  form  of  a Unified  Command  operating  under  the  principles  of  the  Incident  Command 
System  (ICS).  The  Incident  Commander  for  on-Island  response  will  be  dictated  by  the 
nature  of  the  event,  as  noted  in  Table  2-1  of  the  ERP  document.  It  is  expected  that  the 
likely  Incident  Commander  will  be  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  as  a majority  of 
the  response  scenarios  on-Island  will  be  of  the  life-safety  variety. 

The  role  of  TIDA  within  the  Unified  Command  structure  is  to  act  both  as  a liaison  agency 
between  the  Unified  Command  and  the  various  non-CCSF  on-Island  entities  and 
organizations.  TIDA  is  to  support  the  activation  and  operation  of  an  Incident  Command 
Post  (ICP)  should  the  incident  rise  to  a level  where  a formal  facility  needs  to  be  activated. 
Several  on-Island  locations  have  been  pre-selected  as  potential  ICP  locations;  however, 
the  ICP  location  itself  will  be  dependent  on  both  the  amount  of  space  needed  based  on  the 
scope  of  the  incident  response  and  the  structural  integrity  of  the  facilities,  especially  post- 
earthquake. 

Also  included  in  the  ERP  document  are  four  annexes  which  seek  to  address  specific 
operational  functions  which  may  be  necessary  during  on-Island  incident  response: 
damage  assessment,  resource  transportation,  care  and  shelter,  and  evacuation.  Initially, 
Project  Office  staff  and  URS  had  identified  several  additional  topics  which  could  be 
considered  for  functional  annexes.  However  after  further  review  and  discussion  with 
DEM  staff,  it  was  determined  that  additional  annex  topics  would  best  be  addressed  by 
additional  planning  and  coordination  with  DEM  for  inclusion  of  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  into  City  wide  annexes  of  the  City  Emergency  Response  Plan. 

RISKASSESMENT 

The  intent  of  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment  document  is  to 
capture  the  current  conditions  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  as  they  exist  during 
this  interim  reuse  period.  The  Risk  Assessment  contains  demographic  information, 
community  profiles,  and  analysis  of  the  various  hazards  faced  by  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands,  most  notably  earthquakes,  tsunamis,  floods,  wildland  fires,  civil 
disturbances,  terrorism,  and  hazard  materials  events.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  three 
most  relevant  potential  hazards  to  the  Islands  are  earthquakes,  flooding  and  wildland 
fires.  Additionally,  the  document  captures  the  nature  of  the  infrastructure,  utilities, 
building  stock,  on-Island  emergency  response  resources  and  the  various  modes  and 
means  of  transportation  on  and  off  the  Island.  Demographic  and  community  profile 
information  in  the  document  was  obtained  through  meetings  and  information  gathering 
with  all  entities  present  on-Island,  including  City  departments,  commercial  tenants, 
housing  providers,  community  organizations  and  schools. 


NEXT  STEPS 

Critical  identified  next  steps  for  emergency  preparation  and  support  of  the  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands  Emergency  Response  Plans  include  formulation  by  TIDA  of  a 
Communications  Protocol  and  Situation  Status  Reports  Protocol. 

Project  Office  staff  continues  to  work  with  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management 
and  the  City’s  General  Services  Agency  on  additional  Island-specific  emergency 
planning  projects,  as  well  as  to  assure  that  the  Islands  are  appropriately  planned  for  and 
incorporated  into  Citywide  planning  efforts  and  exercises.  Project  Office  staff  has 
already  held  initial  meetings  to  present  the  ERP  and  discuss  expectations  with 
representatives  of  the  Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center,  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless 
Development  Initiative  and  Treasure  Island  Villages.  Public  outreach  and  education  to 
the  Island  community  at  large  is  expected  to  take  place  throughout  the  spring  and  early 
summer.

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Section  i:  Introduction 

The  Emergency  Response  Plan  (ERP)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF  or  City) 
consists  of  a description  of  the  City’s  actions  during  a response  to  an  emergency,  the  role  of  the 
Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC),  and  the  coordination  between  the  EOC  and  CCSF 
departments  and  agencies. 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  and  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Emergency  Management  (DEM)  have  prepared  an  ERP,  presented  in  this  document,  for  events 
that  may  occur  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  For  clarity,  the  plan  is  referred  to  as  the 
Treasure  Island  ERP.  Consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  CCSF  ERP,  the  Treasure  Island 
ERP: 

Lists  the  CCSF  agencies  with  responsibility  to  respond  during  an  emergency  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands 

Describes  how  the  Unified  Command  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  coordinates 
response  actions  on  the  islands 

Describes  the  coordination  between  the  Unified  Command,  the  CCSF  Department 
Operations  Centers  (DOCs),  and  the  CCSF  EOC 

1.1  Background 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  located  in  San  Francisco  Bay,  midway  between  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland,  and  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  CCSF.  The  United  States  Navy 
(USN)  operated  the  islands  until  1997.  The  USN  is  in  the  process  of  transferring  ownership  to 
CCSF.  Treasure  Island  has  an  area  of  403  acres,  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  has  an  area  of  147 
acres  (see  Figure  1-1  for  an  aerial  view).  According  to  the  providers  of  housing  on  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands,  the  residential  population  of  the  islands  is  approximately  3,400,  with  an 
estimated  daytime  population  of  3,800;  however,  the  daytime  population  can  vary,  increasing 
significantly  when  special  events  are  held  on  the  Island  (see  Table  2-1  in  Appendix  D,  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment).  A majority  of  the  residential  housing  on  the  islands 
is  located  on  the  northwest  portion  of  Treasure  Island. 

Commercial  tenants  are  located  in  various  non-residential  buildings  throughout  Treasure  Island. 
The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  Job  Corps  Center  is  located  on  Treasure  Island;  and  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  (USCG)  facilities  and  the  California  Department  of  Transportation 
(Caltrans)  construction  space  is  situated  on  Yerba  Buena  Island. 

The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  (Bay  Bridge),  including  the  on-  and  off-ramps  for 
Yerba  Buena  Island,  provides  the  only  access  to  the  islands  by  vehicle.  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway  (MUNI)  bus  line  108  serves  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands;  the  line  runs 
24  hours  a day  between  Treasure  Island  and  the  Transbay  Terminal  in  downtown  San 
Francisco,  with  an  additional  extension  of  the  line  to  Fourth  and  King  Streets  during  select 
hours.  No  direct  transit  service  is  available  between  the  islands  and  the  East  Bay,  and  no  ferry 
service  is  available  to  either  Treasure  Island  or  Yerba  Buena  Island. 
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The  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment  (Appendix  D)  provides  more  detail 
about  the  physical  characteristics  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  the  hazards  that  may 
affect  the  islands,  the  facilities  at  risk,  and  the  capabilities  for  response. 

1.2  Coordinating  and  Supporting  Departments 

Emergency  response  planning  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  coordinated  by  TIDA, 
which  is  the  entity  charged  by  CCSF  with  administering  the  current  interim  reuse  of  the  existing 
buildings,  infrastructure,  and  grounds  that  constitute  the  former  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station. 
The  supporting  CCSF  departments  maintain  a daily  presence  of  minimal  staff  and  resources  on 
the  islands.  However,  except  for  personnel  from  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (SFFD)  and 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD),  CCSF  staff  are  not  present  on  the  Island  during 
evenings  or  weekends.  Table  1-1  shows  the  CCSF  agencies  that  have  a response  role  in  an 
event  on  Treasure  or  Yerba  Buena  islands.

1.4  Purpose  and  Organization 

The  Treasure  Island  ERP  provides  a framework  for  response  to  events  that  may  occur  on  or 
may  cause  the  isolation  of  the  islands.  The  Treasure  Island  ERP  applies  to  an  event  that 
requires  a coordinated  response  by  two  or  more  CCSF  departments.  The  ERP  also  describes 
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coordination  with  non-CCSF  organizations  that  have  responsibility  for  populations  or  facilities  on 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  The  Treasure  Island  ERP  is  an  annex  to  the  CCSF  ERP. 

1.4.1  Response  Action  Annexes 

The  following  response  functions  are  covered  in  annexes  to  the  Treasure  Island  ERP 
(Section  4): 

Damage  assessment 
Resource  transportation 
Care  and  shelter 
Evacuation 

As  planning  for  disaster  response  continues,  other  annexes  will  be  added  to  the  Treasure  Island 
ERP. 

1.4.2  Appendices 

Appendix  A contains  a list  of  the  abbreviations  and  acronyms  used  in  this  ERP. 

Appendix  B provides  a list  of  CCSF  departments  and  other  organizations  on  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands,  with  points  of  contact  for  each. 

Appendix  C is  a checklist  for  activation  of  the  TIDA  DOC. 

Appendix  D,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment,  is  a separate  document  that 
describes  the  demographic  and  geographic  features,  the  hazards,  and  the  capabilities  for 
response  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Appendix  E lists  the  sites  and  facilities  that  are  available  for  such  response  operations  as 
command,  shelter,  and  staging  of  resources. 

1.5  Scope 

As  an  annex  to  the  CCSF  ERP,  the  Treasure  Island  ERP  applies  specifically  to  the  topics 
described  below. 

1.5.1  Geographic  Extent 

This  ERP  applies  to  events  that  occur  on  or  that  directly  impact  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands,  collectively  or  individually. 

The  ERP  applies  to  events  that  may  interfere  with  transportation  between  the  islands  and  either 
San  Francisco  or  Oakland  via  the  Bay  Bridge  or  airborne  or  waterborne  routes  for  an  extended 
period. 

Figure  1-1  depicts  some  of  the  emergency  response  resources  that  can  be  found  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  These  resources  are  also  described  in  detail  in  Appendix  D. 
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1.5.2  Potential  Events 

An  event  that  impacts  services  for  island  residents  and  occupants,  or  isolates  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands  from  San  Francisco  or  the  East  Bay  can  either  be  anticipated  or  may 
occur  without  notice.  The  onset  of  a severe  storm  that  causes  flooding  or  a public  event  that 
draws  a large  crowd  are  examples  of  events  that  can  be  anticipated  and  that  provide  some  time 
to  develop  response  plans.  Earthquakes,  wildfires,  and  oil  spills  are  examples  of  events  that 
occur  without  notice.  The  Treasure  Island  ERP  applies  to  events  that  occur  with  or  without 
notice. 

The  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment  (Appendix  D)  describes  the  kinds  of 
events  that  may  affect  the  Islands,  including:  earthquakes,  tsunamis,  flooding  due  to  storm- 
generated waves  and  tides,  wildland  fires,  civil  disturbances,  hazardous  materials  events  (such 
as  oil  spills  in  San  Francisco  Bay),  and  terrorism.  Appendix  D provides  maps  of  areas  at  risk 
and  descriptions  of  the  potential  effects  of  these  hazards. 

1.5.3  Applicability  to  Current  Conditions 

This  ERP  is  based  on  current  existing  conditions  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  as  well 
as  the  current  day-to-day  capabilities  of  CCSF  departments  and  other  organizations  that  occupy 
facilities  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  On  transfer  of  land  title  for  the  Treasure  Island 
Naval  Station  from  the  United  States  Government  to  CCSF,  CCSF  will  implement  a 
redevelopment  program  that  will  increase  the  population  of  the  islands,  the  number  and  type  of 
buildings,  on-island  services,  and  CCSF  resources  and  capabilities  for  response  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  These  changes  are  not  addressed  in  this  plan.  As  appropriate,  CCSF 
will  revise  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  ERP  to  address  changes  in  the  potential 
impact  of  hazards,  on-island  facilities,  population,  and  response  capabilities.

1.5.4  Other  Organizations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands 

The  following  organizations  operate  on,  or  have  responsibilities  for  populations  on,  Treasure  or 
Yerba  Buena  Islands.  However,  the  availability  of  resources  belonging  to  these  organizations  is 
not  covered  by  this  ERP  and  may  depend  on  the  specific  circumstances  of  the  event. 

Caltrans:  Caltrans  is  responsible  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Bay  Bridge,  which 
passes  through  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  tunnel  and  is  the  sole  means  for  vehicle  access 
to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Caltrans  is  also  responsible  for  ongoing 
construction  of  the  new  eastern  span  of  the  bridge.  Caltrans  maintains  heavy 
construction  equipment  and  both  daytime  and  overnight  construction  and  administrative 
staff  at  various  locations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  and  is  projected  to 
continue  this  presence  through  the  completion  of  construction  of  the  new  eastern  span. 

Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (TIHDI):  TIHDI  is  a collaborative  of  10 
community  agencies  that,  through  a legally  binding  agreement  between  CCSF  and 
TIHDI,  collectively  provides  the  housing,  workforce  development,  and  community  service 
opportunities  for  formerly  disadvantaged  San  Franciscans  living  and  working  on 
Treasure  Island  under  the  programs  offered  by  these  agencies.  Collectively,  these 
member  organizations  serve  approximately  30  percent  of  the  residential  population  on 
Treasure  Island,  including  families  and  children. 

USCG:  The  USCG  installation  occupies  about  22  acres  on  the  southern  side  of  Yerba 
Buena  Island.  This  facility  houses  the  Vessel  Traffic  Service  Branch,  which  controls 
shipping  traffic  in  San  Francisco  Bay.  Residences  are  available  within  the  facility,  and 
staff  are  present  at  the  facility  at  all  times.  Access  to  all  USCG  areas  on  Yerba  Buena 
Island  is  restricted  to  authorized  individuals. 

United  States  Department  of  Labor  (USDOL):  The  USDOL  maintains  the  campus  of  the 
Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center.  Although  the  Job  Corps  Center  is  federal  property,  it 
is  operated  by  a private  contractor  on  behalf  of  the  USDOL.  The  buildings  and  grounds 
that  constitute  the  campus  are  not  covered  in  the  master  lease  between  the  USN  and 
TIDA  and  are  not  contemplated  to  be  included  in  the  Cooperative  Agreement.  (See 
Appendix  D for  a description  of  the  lease  arrangements  between  TIDA  and  the  USN.) 
The  Job  Corps  Center  provides  multi-discipline  vocational  training  and  employment 
assistance  for  young  adults  ages  18-24.  The  center  also  provides  multi-story  dormitory- 
style  residential  living  and  associated  amenities  (educational  facilities,  an  infirmary,  a 
gymnasium,  open-grass  fields,  and  large-scale  kitchen  and  dining  facilities)  on  its 
campus  for  a majority  of  its  students.  Job  Corps  Center  staff  consists  of  individuals 
possessing  skills  in  various  educational,  administrative,  technical,  medical,  facility 
maintenance,  and  residential  living  disciplines.  Staff  is  present  on  the  campus  at  all 
times,  with  the  staff  population  highest  during  times  of  the  year  when  Job  Corps  Center 
educational  programs  are  in  session. 

In  addition  to  the  organizations  discussed  above,  a private  market-rate  provider  leases  housing 
to  residents  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Each  of  these  organizations  has  its  own 
procedures  for  responding  to  emergencies  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  However,  it  is 
possible  that  CCSF  will  have  responsibility  for  caring  for,  sheltering,  or  evacuating  populations 
that  are  otherwise  the  responsibility  of  these  organizations. 

Points  of  contact  for  these  organizations  are  provided  in  Appendix  B.

Emergency  Response  Plan  for 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands 


Section  2:  Concept  of  Operations 

This  section  provides  a description  of  the  Concept  of  Operations  for  the  emergency  response  of 
CCSF  departments  and  agencies  to  events  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

2.1  General  Description 

The  Treasure  Island  ERP  is  an  annex  to  the  CCSF  ERP.  Refer  to  the  CCSF  ERP  for  details  on 
the  City’s  structure  and  procedures  for  incident  management. 

The  emergency  response  system  for  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  generally  operates 
according  the  principles  of  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  as  shown  in  Figure  2-1. 


Figure  2-1:  Command  Structure  for  a Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Emergency 
Response  System 


Management  of  an  event  on  Treasure  or  Yerba  Buena  Islands  begins  with  the  establishment  of 
an  Incident  Command  Post.  The  nature  and  impact  of  the  event  determines  which  of  the  CCSF 
departments  present  on  the  islands  at  the  time  will  serve  as  Incident  Commander.  Table  2-1 
lists  the  kinds  of  potential  events  and  the  CCSF  department  that  serves  as  Incident  Commander 
for  each  type  of  event. 
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If  the  event  is  large  enough  to  require  the  resources  of  several  departments  or  if  a citywide  or 
regional  event  (such  as  an  earthquake)  requires  all  departments  to  participate  in  the  response, 
a Unified  Command  may  be  established. 

The  Unified  Command  initially  includes  the  CCSF  departments  that  maintain  a daily  presence 
on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands: 

SFFD 

SFPD 

TIDA 

Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW) 

San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC) 

Through  the  Unified  Command,  these  departments  jointly  determine  objectives,  strategies, 
plans,  and  priorities  for  managing  incidents.  As  the  response  operation  continues  over  time  and 
more  resources  become  available,  the  command  structure  may  expand  to  include  functional 
sections  according  to  ICS:  Operations,  Logistics,  Planning/Information,  and  Finance.  The  scale 
of  the  operation  determines  which  sections  are  activated;  and  whether  additional  departments 
are  added  to  the  Unified  Command. 

2.2  Organization 

2.2.1  Incident  Command  Post 

According  to  the  ICS,  response  begins  at  the  incident  level.  The  Incident  Commander  is 
determined  by  the  nature  of  the  event.  Table  2-1  lists  the  CCSF  departments  that  will  lead  the 
incident  Command  Post  under  various  scenarios.

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2.2.2  Unified  Command 

If  an  incident  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  reaches  a magnitude  that  requires  the 
coordination  of  a number  of  CCSF  departments,  a Unified  Command  may  be  established.  After 
evaluating  information  from  the  Incident  Commander  and  other  responding  agencies,  TIDA 
determines  whether  to  establish  a Unified  Command. 

TIDA  provides  information  coordination  and  facilitation  for  the  agencies  in  the  Unified 
Command.  TIDA  also  provides  a physical  location  for  the  Command  Post;  damage  and  other 
impacts  from  the  event  determine  which  facility  is  selected  as  the  Command  Post.  In  order  of 
preference,  the  following  facilities  would  be  considered: 

Treasure  Island  Administration  Building 
SFFD  Fire  Training  Facility 
Casa  de  la  Vista 
ShipShape  Community  Center 
Corner  of  Ninth  Street  and  Avenue  M 

TIDA  provides  equipment  and  other  supplies  to  support  the  physical  location  of  the  Command 
Post.  As  soon  as  practical,  each  participating  agency  provides  a representative  at  the 
Command  Post.  If  physical  presence  is  not  possible,  an  agency  may  participate  remotely  via 
radio  or  other  means  of  communication.  Appendix  C contains  a list  of  operational  procedures  for 
TIDA  within  the  Unified  Command. 

2.2.3  Resource  Coordination 

When  response  resources  are  needed  at  the  incident  level,  the  on-scene  responders  notify  the 
Unified  Command.  The  responding  agency  representative  in  the  Unified  Command  requests 
resources  from  its  own  DOC  (e.g.,  SFFD  requests  fire  resources  from  the  SFFD  DOC).  If  the 
responding  agency’s  DOC  cannot  fill  the  request,  the  DOC  sends  the  request  to  the  CCSF  EOC 
for  support,  according  to  the  CCSF  ERP. 

TIDA  does  not  have  a corresponding  city-based  DOC.  However,  TIDA  does  have  a seat  in  the 
Community  Support  Branch  of  the  CCSF  EOC.  When  TIDA  needs  resources  or  information 
from  the  City,  it  contacts  the  TIDA  representative  in  the  CCSF  EOC. 

TIDA  provides  the  Unified  Command  with  an  inventory  of  incident-specific  resources  and 
personnel  available  on-lsland  for  mutual-aid  response  assistance  from  non-CCSF  entities, 
including  commercial  tenants,  schools,  and  community  organizations.  TIDA  coordinates 
information  sharing  and  communication  between  these  entities  and  the  Unified  Command  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  its  overall  information-gathering  responsibilities. 

2.2.4  Information  Coordination 

TIDA  coordinates  the  gathering  of  information  from  existing  entities  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands,  including  situation  status  reports  from  the  residential  population,  schools  and 
community  service  providers,  and  commercial  tenants.  The  Unified  Command  also  collects 
information  from  each  on-scene  incident  response.  Information  exchange  with  the  CCSF  EOC  is 
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coordinated  through  the  TIDA  representative  in  the  Community  Support  Branch  of  the  CCSF 
EOC. 

2.2.5  Evolution  of  Unified  Command 

Initially,  the  Unified  Command  is  staffed  by  the  department  representatives  who  are  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  at  the  time  of  the  incident  or  by  those  who  are  able  to  get  to  the 
island.  As  the  incident  continues  to  develop  and  more  activities  need  to  be  coordinated, 
participating  departments  provide  staff  to  expand  the  ICS  organization.  According  to  the  scale  of 
the  emergency  response,  the  structure  of  the  Unified  Command  may  include  these  functional 
sections:  Incident/Unified  Command,  Liaison,  Public  Information,  Safety,  Operations,  Planning, 
Logistics,  and  Finance/Administration,  as  needed.  Participating  departments  provide  staff  to 
work  in  these  sections  at  the  Command  Post  or  remotely,  if  necessary. 

Appendix  B provides  a list  of  key  contact  numbers  for  each  of  the  CCSF  departments  that  have 
operations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  To  establish  and  expand  staffing  of  the 
Unified  Command,  TIDA  contacts  the  department  representatives. 

2.3  Notification 

2.3.1  Communications  Systems 

The  CCSF  Department  of  Technology  serves  the  communication  needs  of  all  CCSF 
departments  based  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  and  AT&T  provides  service  to  the 
residents  and  commercial  tenants  via  an  underground  cable  from  Pier  41  in  San  Francisco  to  an 
AT&T  telecommunications  facility  on  Yerba  Buena  Island.  Also,  TIDA  leases  a cable  telephone 
system  from  the  USN  that  includes  all  existing  cables,  conduits,  connections,  and  terminals 
located  throughout  the  former  naval  base.  The  cable  system  links  only  the  facilities  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  and  does  not  extend  to  the  City. 

Commercial  carrier  cell  sites  are  located  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Due  to  the 
location  of  the  Islands  in  the  Bay,  cell  phone  coverage  is  marginal. 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  each  have  one  siren  that  is  part  of  the  CCSF  outdoor  public 
warning  system.  The  sirens  are  capable  of  sounding  warnings  and  acting  as  multi-language 
public  address  systems.  DEM  activates  the  sirens  either  individually  or  in  geographic  groups.  In 
the  event  of  an  emergency,  such  as  a tsunami,  specific  instructions  can  be  given  in  multiple 
languages. 

SFFD  might  use  any  of  the  following  communication  systems  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands: 

Mayors  Emergency  Telephone  System  line 

A standard-issue  SFFD  800-megahertz  radio  system,  including  base  stations  at  Station  48 
and  at  the  Fire  Training  Center 

Thirteen  hardwired  units  and  nineteen  portable  units 
One  low-band  radio 
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Each  SFPD  officer  assigned  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  carries  an  800-Mhz 
handheld  radio.  The  TIDA  office  has  a satellite  phone. 


2.3.2  Notification  Procedures  by  Scope  of  Event 

Notification  of  residents  and  tenants  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  must  be  coordinated 
with  DEM  and  other  agencies  to  ensure  effective  and  synchronized  incident  management. 
Notifications  for  three  broad  categories  of  events — island-specific,  citywide,  and  outside  of 
CCSF  jurisdiction — are  provided  in  Table  2-2.

2.3.3  Notification  of  Bay  Bridge  Access  Restrictions 

Caltrans  is  responsible  for  managing  the  Bay  Bridge.  A decision  to  restrict  traffic  on  the  bridge 
that  may  impact  access  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  made  jointly  by  the  California 
Highway  Patrol  (CHP)  and  Caltrans  through  the  Traffic  Management  Center,  where  the  traffic 
operations  and  maintenance  branches  of  Caltrans  coordinate  traffic  with  CHP. 

CCSF  DEM  is  notified  of  Bay  Bridge  traffic  restrictions  that  affect  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands  through  any  of  the  following  ways: 

CHP:  Through  the  California  Law  Enforcement  Radio  System,  CHP  notifies  SFPD  of  traffic 
restrictions  that  affect  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Caltrans:  Restrictions  on  Bay  Bridge  traffic  are  distributed  through  the  51 1 traffic  website. 
Caltrans  also  notifies  CCSF  DEM  directly. 

State  Warning  Center:  CHP  and  Caltrans  notify  the  State  Warning  Center  at  the  Governor’s 
Office  of  Emergency  Services  in  Rancho  Cordova  of  Bridge  traffic  restrictions  that 
impact  the  Bay  Area  region.  The  Warning  Center  notifies  DEM. 

SFPD  notifies  its  sector  cars  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  of  traffic  restrictions  on  the 
Bay  Bridge. 
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CCSF  DEM  notifies  TIDA  of  traffic  restrictions  that  impact  access  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands. 

2.3.4  Notification  to  Other  Organizations 

When  the  Unified  Command  is  activated,  TIDA  is  responsible  for  notifying  residents,  city 
agencies,  and  other  tenant  organizations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  about  incident 
damage,  the  condition  of  utilities,  unsafe  conditions,  locations  of  shelters,  evacuation  orders, 
transportation  alternatives  for  leaving  the  island,  and  updates  on  conditions.  The  primary 
method  of  notification  is  by  telephone.  Appendix  B lists  points  of  contact  and  phone  numbers  for 
organizations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

2.3.5  Notification  to  Island  Residents 

The  CCSF  outdoor  public  warning  system,  activated  by  DEM,  is  the  primary  method  of  notifying 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents.  DEM  also  uses  AlertSF,  a notification  system  for 
personal  wireless  devices.  DEM  uses  AlertSF  to  send  notifications  of  tsunamis,  flooding,  and 
post-disaster  information  to  residents  who  register  for  the  system.  When  an  island-wide 
notification  is  needed,  TIDA  notifies  occupant  organizations  and  housing  providers.  SFPD 
sector  cars  assigned  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  may  also  use  loud  speakers. 
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Section  3:  Planning  Assumptions 

The  following  assumptions  apply  to  the  implementation  of  the  Treasure  Island  ERP: 

The  ERP  is  applicable  for  events  that  are  both  anticipated  and  unanticipated. 

A regional  event  may  isolate  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands — access  to  the  islands  is 
restricted  to  the  Bay  Bridge — and  disrupt  communication. 

A regional  event  may  result  in  the  activation  of  the  CCSF  EOC  and  one  or  more  DOCs  of 
CCSF  departments  with  operations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Organizations  other  than  CCSF  departments  on  the  islands  have  responsibility  for 
developing  and  implementing  their  own  emergency  response  plans. 

In  a regional  event,  the  resources  of  CCSF  departments  may  be  deployed  to  other  areas  of 
the  City  and  may  not  be  available  for  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Initial  response  actions  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  depend  on  the  availability  of 
CCSF  department  staff  on  the  islands  and  the  time  of  the  event. 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  do  not  have  sufficient  existing  on-site  resources  to  support 
shelters  or  medical  care  for  more  than  72  hours.

For  each  functional  area,  the  annex  describes  the 
concept  of  operations  and  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  coordinating  and  supporting 
departments.

4.1.1  Purpose 

This  annex  addresses  the  assessment  of  damage  to  buildings  and  infrastructure  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  after  an  emergency  event.  It  describes  the  priorities  for  assessing 
critical  structures  on  the  islands  and  identifies  the  responsibilities  of  the  coordinating  and 
supporting  CCSF  departments  for  damage  assessment. 

4.1.2  Scope 

According  to  the  CCSF  ERP,  damage  assessment  in  the  City  is  coordinated  by  the  Department 
of  Building  Inspection  (DBI).  Because  DBI  does  not  maintain  staff  or  an  office  on  Treasure  or 
Yerba  Buena  Islands,  DPW  coordinates  the  initial  damage  assessments,  and  Unified  Command 
requests  support  from  the  DBI  DOC. 

4.1.3  Concept  of  Operations 
Collection  of  Information 

Although  CCSF  departments  are  responsible  for  assessing  damage  to  the  facilities  that  belong 
to  them,  visual  inspections  of  buildings  come  from  a number  of  sources.  Employees  and 
residents  on  the  islands  report  the  damage  they  see.  SFPD  and  SFFD  officers  visually  inspect 
building  damage,  and  they  travel  through  island  streets  as  part  of  their  response. 

TIDA,  as  liaison  to  other  organizations  for  the  Unified  Command,  collects  the  visual  inspection 
reports  and  distributes  them  to  DPW,  which  is  responsible  for  more  detailed  damage 
assessments  (see  “Roles  and  Responsibilities,”  below). 

Priorities  for  Damage  Assessment 

SFFD  inspects  its  own  facilities  and  the  equipment  it  uses  for  response.  DPW  first  assesses  the 
facilities  used  to  support  emergency  response  functions.  The  following  buildings,  with 
addresses,  are  listed  according  to  their  functional  role. 

Unified  Command  Post 

DPW  inspects  the  safety  of  the  Command  Post  structure  for  occupancy,  the  availability  of 
power,  and  other  utilities  that  support  activities  in  the  Command  Post.  The  following  buildings 
are  listed  in  order  of  preference  for  use  as  a Command  Post: 
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Treasure  Island  Administration  Building,  Avenue  of  the  Palms  at  California  Avenue 
SFFD  Fire  Training  Facility,  Ninth  Street  at  Avenue  M 
Casa  de  la  Vista  (Building  271),  Avenue  of  the  Palms  at  Second  Street 
ShipShape  Community  Center  (Building  497),  Avenue  M and  Tenth  Street 
Corner  of  Ninth  Street  and  Avenue  M (outside  the  SFFD  Fire  Training  Facility) 

Shelter 

DPW  inspects  the  following  buildings  for  their  capability  to  provide  a safe  place  for  residents 
who  cannot  return  to  their  damaged  homes.  The  buildings  are  assessed  for  space  to  set  up  cots 
and  the  utilities  needed  to  support  temporary  shelter  services.  TIDA,  in  coordination  with  the 
American  Red  Cross  (ARC),  has  identified  the  following  buildings  as  priorities  for  shelters: 

Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (Building  402),  Avenue  M and  Tenth  Street 
Nimitz  Conference  Center  (Building  140),  California  Avenue  and  Avenue  D 
Treasure  Island  School  (Building  33),  Avenue  D and  Thirteenth  Street 
Treasure  Island  Jobs  Corps  Center,  California  Avenue  at  Avenue  C 
Utilities 

DPW  inspects  the  following  utility  facilities: 

• Propane  fuel  tanks  (three  tanks  are  located  on  the  northeast  side  of  Treasure  Island) 

• DPW  fuel  supply  in  the  center  of  T reasure  Island 

• Two  2,000-kilowatt  diesel  generators  on  the  south  end  of  Treasure  Island 
SFFD  inspects  its  1,000-gallon  diesel  tank,  located  north  of  the  SFFD  Training  Facility 
PUC  inspects  the  following  infrastructure  components: 

Potable  water  reservoirs  on  Yerba  Buena  Island 
Potable  water  feed  from  San  Francisco  via  the  Bay  Bridge 
Natural  gas  feed  from  Oakland  via  the  Bay  Bridge 
Wastewater  processing  plant  on  Treasure  Island 
Transportation 

DPW  inspects  the  main  traffic  routes  and  other  access  points  in  and  out  of  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  as  follows: 

Helispots  1 and  2,  located  on  Treasure  Island 
Pier  1 and  the  Marina  on  Treasure  Island 

Roads  that  provide  access  to  the  Command  Post,  shelter  locations,  utilities,  and  staging 
areas,  including  the  following,  which  are  highlighted  on  Figure  1-1: 

o California  Avenue  (Front  gate/Administration  Building  to  Hangar  3 and  Pier  1) 
o Ninth  Street  (front  of  island  to  Fire  Training  Facility) 
o Fourth  Street  (front  of  Island  through  Job  Corps  Center  to  back  of  island) 
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o Avenue  of  Palms  (Front  gate/Ad ministration  Building  to  housing  along  western 
shore) 

o Avenue  M (Building  2,  Treasure  Island  Gym,  Fire  Training  Facility) 

o Avenue  D (California  Avenue,  through  Job  Corps  Center,  past  SFFD  Station  48, 
into  housing) 

o Avenue  H (Hangar  3 to  Treasure  Island  housing) 

o Avenue  N (Pier  1,  backside  of  Fire  Training  Facility,  along  eastern  shore  of 
Island) 

Location  of  Critical  Facilities

If  the  Unified  Command  determines  that  covered  space  is  needed  to  receive,  store,  or  distribute 
resources,  DPW  would  inspect  the  following  buildings:

Outdoor  Staging 

Unified  Command  decides  where  and  when  outdoor  staging  areas  are  needed  for  resources 
used  to  support  response  activities.  Possible  locations  for  outdoor  staging  include:

o Administration  Building  parking  Lot  (Avenue  of  the  Palms  at  California  Avenue) 
o Great  Lawn  parking  lot  (Avenue  of  the  Palms  at  Ninth  Street) 
o Star  Barracks  north  lot  (Ninth  Street  at  Avenue  B) 
o Star  Barracks  south  lot  (Fourth  Street  at  Avenue  B) 
o Gymnasium/Shipshape  parking  lot  (Avenue  M and  Tenth  Street) 
o Treasure  Island  School  play  areas 
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Roles  and  Responsibilities 
Coordinating  Department:  DPW 

In  addition  to  leading  the  inspection  of  the  critical  facilities  listed  above,  DPW  supports  other 
departments  and  organizations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  with  assessments, 
according  to  the  availability  of  resources. 

The  Unified  Command  makes  specific  requests  for  trained  building  inspectors  to  the  DBI  DOC 
in  San  Francisco. 

Supporting  Departments 
TIDA 

• Selects  the  facilities  to  be  used  for  response  operations,  according  to  damage 
assessment  information 

• Informs  the  Unified  Command  of  the  housing  areas  requiring  detailed  inspection 

• Coordinates  damage  assessment  reports  from  other  organizations  that  manage 
buildings  or  housing  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  (Other  organizations  include 
the  Job  Corps  Center,  market-rate  providers,  and  others  that  conduct  initial  evaluations 
of  their  own  buildings  to  determine  occupant  safety.) 

• Shares  information  collected  from  other  organizations  with  DPW 

• Coordinates  distribution  of  damage  inspection  information  related  to  tenants  and  other 
organizations  by  DPW  or  the  Unified  Command;  such  information  may  include 
explanations  of  building  inspection  tags  or  directions  to  safe  buildings 

SFFD 

• Inspects  SFFD’s  own  facilities  (Station  48  and  the  SFFD  Fire  Training  Facility)  and 
response  equipment,  such  as  the  mass  casualty  and  shelter  trailers 

• Conducts  search  and  rescue  of  impacted  office  buildings  and  housing 

• Conducts  visual  evaluations  of  buildings  while  responding  to  incidents 

• Contacts  SFFD  DOC  for  additional  personnel  and  equipment  if  needed  for  search  and 
rescue  operations 

SFPD 

Officers  present  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  conduct  visual  evaluations  of 
buildings  and  roads  surrounding  the  impacted  area. 

Officers  provide  damage  assessment  information  to  Unified  Command. 

PUC 

The  PUC  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  critical  utilities  described  above  (see  “Utilities” 
under  Section  4.1.3,  Concept  of  Operations).  PUC  contacts  its  own  DOC  in  the  City  when  it 
needs  more  equipment  or  staff  to  inspect  utilities. 

Department  of  Technology 

From  the  City,  the  Department  of  Technology  assesses  the  condition  of  Mayor’s  Emergency 
Telephone  System  and  other  communication  systems  and  informs  the  Unified  Command 
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DBI 

On  request  of  the  Unified  Command,  DBI  provides  certified  inspectors  to  inspect  housing  and 
other  facilities  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

CalTrans 

Caltrans  inspects  the  Bay  Bridge  and  the  ramps  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Job  Corps  Center  Department  of  Labor 

Personnel  and  residents  at  the  Job  Corps  Center  inspect  their  facilities  and  request  resource  or 
response  support  from  the  Unified  Command  through  TIDA. 

United  States  Coast  Guard 

USC  staff  inspects  the  housing  for  personnel  stationed  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  the  Coast 
Guard  buildings  and  infrastructure  necessary  for  operations.

4.2.1  Purpose 

The  Resource  Transportation  Annex  provides  a description  of  how  CCSF  Departments  support 
the  movement  of  response  resources  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  and  from  the  City. 

4.2.2  Scope 

In  the  CCSF  ERP,  DPW  coordinates  the  transportation  of  the  equipment  and  staff  used  to 
support  response  activities.  Such  resources  may  include  trucks  and  trailers,  generators,  lighting, 
and  trained  personnel  to  operate  the  equipment.  The  annex  to  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands  ERP  covers  transportation  activities  on  the  islands,  as  coordinated  by  DPW,  under 
guidance  from  the  Unified  Command.  Resources  to  be  transported  in  an  emergency  response 
operation  include  people,  equipment,  and  vehicles  such  as  buses  for  evacuation  of  residents 
and  others  on  the  islands. 

The  location  of  response  resources  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  depicted  in  Figure 
1-1. 


4.2.3  Concept  of  Operations 
Assumptions 

The  CCSF  department  personnel  available  on  the  island  at  the  time  of  the  event  carry  out 
the  initial  response  operations. 

Resources  to  support  the  response  are  under  the  responsibility  of  the  CCSF  department 
that  owns  them. 

The  number  of  vehicles  on  the  islands  available  at  any  time  for  the  movement  of  supplies  is 
unknown. 

The  transportation  of  resources  requested  from  CCSF  DOCs  or  the  EOC  will  depend  on  the 
condition  of  the  Bay  Bridge  and  its  connections  to  the  Islands,  the  condition  of  piers,  and 
the  availability  of  helispots. 

The  impact  of  the  event— on  the  Bay  Bridge  and  on  organizations  that  can  provide 
transportation  resources — may  affect  decisions  with  regard  to  the  mode(s)  of 
transportation  used  to  move  resources  to  the  islands. 
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Priorities 

The  Unified  Command  determines  priorities  for  the  movement  of  resources  on  the  islands. 
Anticipated  activities  that  may  require  the  movement  of  resources  are  listed  below  in  order  of 
priority: 

Situations  involving  life  safety  have  the  highest  priority.  These  activities  include  search  and 
rescue  of  occupants  of  buildings,  transportation  of  injured  or  medically  fragile  persons, 
and  fire  suppression. 

Movement  of  equipment  to  structures  that  require  repair,  such  as  utilities  and  critical 
buildings,  as  defined  in  the  Damage  Assessment  Annex. 

Movement  of  shelter  resources  stored  in  caches  in  various  locations  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands. 

Movement  of  resources  from  off  the  islands. 

Sequence  of  Actions 

The  Unified  Command  may  order  resource  transportation  activities  according  to  the  following 
sequence  of  actions: 

From  collected  situation  reports,  assess  the  need  for  resource  movement  within  the  island 

From  resource  requests  made  to  CCSF  DOCs  or  the  EOC,  assess  the  need  for 
transportation  of  resources  from  off-island 

Identify  routes  to  be  opened  to  facilitate  response  and  movement  of  residents  and  other 
occupants 

Identify  areas  for  resource  staging  or  points  of  distribution,  including: 
o Building  180,  California  Avenue  and  Avenue  B (indoor) 
o Building  3,  California  Avenue  and  Avenue  H (indoor) 
o Building  260,  Avenue  M and  Eighth  Street  (indoor) 
o Great  Lawn,  Avenue  of  the  Palms  at  Ninth  Street  (outdoor) 
o Paved  parking  lots  beside  critical  buildings  (outdoor) 
o Sports  fields  throughout  T reasure  Island  (outdoor) 

Establish  traffic  control  and  security 
Roles  and  Responsibilities 
Coordinating  Department:  DPW 

In  accordance  with  the  CCSF  ERP,  DPW  coordinates  the  use  of  resources  for  repairs  and 
movement  of  materials  and  personnel  on  the  islands.  Specifically,  DPW: 

Informs  the  Unified  Command  of  the  condition,  availability,  and  status  of  equipment  under  its 
responsibility.  Equipment  may  include  trucks,  generators,  lighting,  and  other  items  used 
in  daily  operations  by  DPW  and  which  can  support  response  operations  of  CCSF 
departments  on  the  islands. 

Deploys  DPW  staff  and  equipment  at  the  request  of  the  Unified  Command 
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Supporting  Departments 
SFFD 

• Station  48  has  one  fire  engine  with  four  staff,  one  truck  with  four  staff  and  two  medical 
staff  persons. 

• SFFD  coordinates  with  SFFD  DOC  to  provide  fire  boat 

SFPD 

• Provides  security  for  resources  and  movement  throughout  the  islands 

• Provides  traffic  and  access  control  for  emergency  transport 

• Uses  on-island  police  officers  to  coordinate  with  Southern  Police  Station  in  San 
Francisco  for  additional  resources,  such  as  police  boats  for  emergency  transport 

• Provides  perimeter  security  for  resources,  staging  areas,  and  points  of  distribution 

TIDA 

Collects  information  about  the  needs  of  residents  and  tenant  organizations  on  the  island 

Reviews  damage  assessment  reports  collected  by  DPW,  selects  appropriate  locations  for 
multi-agency  resource  staging  areas,  and  coordinates  with  SFPD  to  secure  access 
routes 

Selects  appropriate  points  of  distribution  to  serve  impacted  residents  and  coordinates  with 
SFPD  to  secure  storage  and  distribution 

ARC 

Together  with  Department  of  Human  Services  (DHS)  and  other  departments  in  the  Human 
Services  Branch  of  the  CCSF  EOC,  ARC  authorizes  and  coordinates  movement  of  supplies 
between  the  SFFD  care  and  shelter  trailer,  the  ARC  shelter  cache,  and  the  designated  mass 
care  shelter(s).  Through  the  Human  Services  Branch,  ARC  requests  support  from  CCSF 
departments  for  equipment  to  move  supplies  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.

4.3.1  Purpose 

Shelter  may  be  needed  for  residents,  workers,  students,  and  others  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  as  the  result  of: 

A localized  (on-island)  event,  such  as  fire 
A major,  region-wide  event,  such  as  an  earthquake 
Sheltering  may  be  required  due  to: 

Damage  to  homes  and  businesses  or  disruption  of  utilities,  such  as  power,  water,  and 
wastewater 

Closure  of  the  Bay  Bridge  or  other  disruption  to  transportation  systems  that  prevents  people 
from  leaving  the  islands 

This  annex  provides  an  explanation  of  how  a care  and  shelter  operation  is  activated  and 
maintained  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

4.3.2  Scope 

According  to  the  Care  and  Shelter  Annex  of  the  CCSF  ERP,  the  Human  Services  Department, 
together  with  ARC,  provide  shelter  services  to  people  in  the  City  whose  homes  are  impacted  by 
disaster.  Because  the  two  agencies  do  not  maintain  a daily  presence  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands,  the  Care  and  Shelter  Annex  to  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  ERP 
describes  the  initial  actions  of  the  CCSF  departments  that  have  staff  and  resources  on  the 
islands. 

4.3.3  Concept  of  Operations 
Assumptions 

Approximately  2,087  residents  live  on  Treasure  Island,  and  166  residents  live  on  Yerba 
Buena  Island.  On  weekdays,  up  to  1,000  additional  people  visit  the  islands  during  the 
day.  As  many  as  15,000  people  may  attend  special  events  on  Treasure  Island. 

The  number  of  pets  and  other  animals  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  unknown. 

Closure  of  the  Bay  Bridge  and  its  access  points  to  the  islands  would  isolate  occupants  on 
the  island;  no  regular  alternatives  to  vehicle  transportation  are  available. 
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The  availability  of  buildings  designated  as  shelters  depends  on  the  damage  sustained 
during  the  event. 

Not  enough  care  and  shelter  supplies  are  present  on  Treasure  Island  to  support  the  entire 
population  that  may  be  on  the  island  at  the  time  of  the  event.  No  on-island  supplies  exist 
for  the  rescue,  care,  shelter,  and  transportation  of  animals. 

Existing  shelter  caches  on  Treasure  Island  include  the  SFFD  shelter  trailer,  with  supplies  for 
500  people;  and  the  ARC  shelter  cache,  with  supplies  for  about  100  people. 

No  trained  shelter  workers  are  present  on  Treasure  or  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Initial  actions  to 
open  a shelter  are  undertaken  by  available  CCSF  department  staff,  but  continued 
management  of  the  shelters  depends  on  volunteer  efforts  until  resources  arrive  from  off- 
island. 

Priorities 

The  following  information  must  be  collected  and  reviewed  before  the  Unified  Command  decides 
to  open  shelters  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands: 

Damage  assessment  of  utilities  and  projections  of  the  time  to  restore  services 
Number  of  people  displaced  from  their  homes  by  an  event 
Damage  assessment  of  homes,  and  estimation  of  when  they  can  be  re-occupied 
Damage  assessments  of  the  buildings  designated  for  shelter  space: 

o Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (Building  402),  Avenue  M and  Tenth  Street 
o Nimitz  Conference  Center  (Building  140),  California  Avenue  and  Avenue  D 
o Treasure  Island  School  (Building  33),  Avenue  D and  thirteenth  Street 
o Treasure  Island  Jobs  Corps  Center,  California  Avenue  at  Avenue  C 

Sequence  of  Actions 

The  Unified  Command  takes  the  following  steps  to  initiate  and  manage  a shelter  response: 
Identify  the  needs  of  displaced  people  on  the  islands 
Identify  available  facilities 
Deploy  shelter  caches 

Obtain  additional  shelter  supplies  from  the  City,  if  possible 
Establish  separate  animal  shelters,  if  resources  are  available 

Mobilize  evacuation  resources  for  people  whose  needs  cannot  be  met,  including  medical 
and  other  special  needs 

Roles  and  Responsibilities 

The  CCSF  departments  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  make  operational  decisions 
through  the  Unified  Command.  The  Unified  Command  may  initially  contact  individual  DOCs  for 
resources;  however,  in  a multi-agency  operation  such  as  care  and  shelter,  the  Unified 
Command  coordinates  resource  requests  and  shares  situation  reports  with  the  CCSF  EOC. 

Coordinating  Department:  TIDA 

TIDA  acts  as  liaison  between  the  Unified  Command  and  the  resident  and  tenant  organizations 
on  the  Islands.  In  this  role,  TIDA  does  the  following: 
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Collects  information  about  impacted  residents  and  other  organizations  on  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands,  including  initial  damage  assessments  of  housing  units  and  other 
occupied  buildings 

Through  the  DOC,  contacts  the  CCSF  EOC  for  mass  care  support  (Mass  care  services 
provided  by  the  City  and  ARC  depend  on  access  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands 
and  the  availability  of  resources.) 

Identifies  safe  facilities  for  shelter 

Identifies  space  for  possible  animal  shelter 

Identifies  areas  as  points  of  distribution  for  residents  who  remain  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  but  choose  not  to  use  ARC  shelters 

After  shelters  are  opened,  provides  shelter  resident  registration  data  to  DHS 

Requests  Animal  Care  and  Control  support  for  rescue,  care,  shelter,  and  transportation  of 
animals,  including  the  animals  that  accompany  residents  in  shelters  and  unclaimed 
animals 

Supporting  Departments 

SFFD 

If  an  event  impacts  only  a few  residents  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  and  access  to 
the  islands  is  available,  SFFD  activates  ARC  Disaster  Assistance  Teams  to  provide 
temporary  shelter. 

SFFD  provides  paramedic  services  on  the  island  with  resources  from  Station  48;  collects 
information  about  unmet  medical  needs  and  contacts  SFFD  DOC  for  support 

SFFD  activates  the  SFFD  care  and  shelter  trailer. 

DPW 

Following  the  procedures  described  in  the  Damage  Assessment  Annex,  DPW: 

Assesses  the  structural  safety  of  buildings  appropriate  for  shelters 

Assesses  critical  infrastructure  needed  to  maintain  shelters,  such  as  potable  water  and 
power 

Assesses  transportation  routes,  piers,  and  heliports  for  shelter  resource  delivery  options 

ARC 

• Based  in  the  City,  ARC  Disaster  Assistance  Teams  are  activated  by  SFFD  to  set  up 
overnight  shelters  for  events  that  impact  only  a few  residents.  If  transportation  routes  are 
open,  ARC  Disaster  Assistance  Teams  respond  from  the  City  to  set  up  temporary 
shelter  for  impacted  residents. 

• If  the  event  does  not  impact  enough  residents  to  warrant  a shelter,  ARC  temporarily 
relocates  victims  to  a motel  in  San  Francisco.  ARC  provides  transportation  to  the  motel. 

• In  a large,  unanticipated  event,  ARC  may  self-activate  and  begin  to  establish  shelters  on 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  according  to  the  availability  of  resources  and 
transportation  alternatives. 
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If  ARC  staff  are  not  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  when  shelters  are  opened,  it 
authorizes  TIDA  to  activate  the  ARC  cache  of  shelter  supplies.  SFFD  also  has  access  to 
the  ARC  cache. 

Animal  Care  and  Control 

Coordinates  the  resources  of  relevant  CCSF  departments  to  support  separate  shelters  for 
animals  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 


• In  an  anticipated  or  actual  event  with  a larger  impact  on  the  islands,  may  activate  ARC 
on  a request  from  the  Unified  Command 

• Coordinates  large-scale  shelter  operations  with  ARC  and  other  CCSF  departments  as 
needed,  through  the  Human  Services  Branch  of  the  CCSF  EOC.

4.4.1  Purpose 

This  annex  provides  a concept  of  operations  for  evacuation  of  residents,  workers,  and  students 
from  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  It  defines  the  coordinating  and  supporting  CCSF 
departments,  and  other  organizations  that  are  involved  in  evacuation. 

4.4.2  Scope 

The  CCSF  EOC  makes  the  decision  to  evacuate  people  from  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands  when  the  impact  of  an  anticipated  event  or  an  actual  event  causes  damage  to  utilities  or 
buildings  such  that  the  safety  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  occupants  cannot  be 
sustained.  Although  an  evacuation  operation  may  involve  other  counties  and  regional  agencies, 
this  annex  describes  the  actions  of  CCSF  departments  and  the  CCSF  EOC. 

4.4.3  Concept  of  Operations 

Because  evacuation  requires  the  coordination  of  CCSF  departments  that  do  not  have  a regular 
presence  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  the  CCSF  EOC  coordinates  the  various  CCSF 
departments  and  other  organizations  that  have  a role  in  an  evacuation  operation.  The  Unified 
Command  evaluates  the  damage  assessments  and  situation  reports  that  TIDA  and  DPW  gather 
on  the  island  and  provide  the  EOC  with  the  information  it  needs  to  order  an  evacuation  of 
people  from  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

According  to  the  CCSF  ERP,  SFPD  coordinates  evacuation  operations  in  the  City.  On  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  SFPD  leads  evacuation  operations,  with  decisions  made  through  the 
Unified  Command. 

Assumptions 

Regional  coordination  of  resources  is  needed  because  evacuation  from  the  islands  requires 
the  use  of  the  Bay  Bridge  or  transport  by  air  or  water. 

About  2,087  residents  live  on  Treasure  Island,  and  about  166  live  on  Yerba  Buena  Island. 
On  weekdays,  up  to  1,000  additional  people  visit  the  Islands  during  the  day  for  work  or 
school.  As  many  as  15,000  people  may  attend  special  events  on  Treasure  Island. 

In  general,  the  presence  of  vehicles  on  the  islands  is  transitory.  Although  residents  and 
workers  may  use  vehicles  and  some  entities  operating  on  the  islands  maintain  vehicles, 
no  large  or  permanent  fleet  of  vehicles  is  available  for  use  for  transportation.  Not  enough 
vehicles  are  on  the  islands  to  transport  everyone  who  would  need  to  be  transported. 
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Priorities 

Once  the  EOC  makes  the  decision  to  initiate  evacuation  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands, 
the  Unified  Command  sets  priorities  for  those  who  should  be  moved  first  from  the  island.  The 
priorities  are  established  according  to  information  about  the  impact  of  the  event.  This 
information  is  collected  from  the  responding  agencies  active  in  the  Unified  Command. 

Evacuees 

The  following  groups  have  priority  for  evacuation: 

Injured  residents  who  need  care  beyond  what  is  available  on  the  Islands 
Children  attending  school  on  Treasure  Island  who  are  separated  from  families 

Medically  dependent  residents  or  visitors  who  cannot  be  supported  by  resources  on  the 
island 

Visitors  and  residents 

Initial  Actions  by  Unified  Command 

Coordinates  on-island  resources  to  support  the  EOC  decision  to  evacuate 

Analyzes  damage  assessment  reports  concerning  water,  wastewater,  and  other  utilities  as 
well  as  the  condition  of  residential  buildings,  including  shelters,  to  decide  on  the  need  for 
evacuation 

Analyzes  damage  assessment  reports  concerning  the  facilities  that  support  an  evacuation, 
including  roads,  piers,  and  both  existing  and  potential  helispots. 

Provides  information  to  EOC  to  support  decisions  on  the  modes  of  transportation  to  use  in 
the  evacuation 

Contacts  CHP  (through  SFPD)  or  Caltrans  for  information  about  use  of  the  Bay  Bridge  for 
transport  of  evacuees 

Identifies  potential  requirements  for  evacuation  (i.e.,  the  number  of  people  who  must  be 
evacuated  according  to  the  priorities  identified  above) 

Assesses  the  condition  of  shelters  and  supplies  for  supporting  sheltered  individuals  while 
the  evacuation  proceeds 

Transportation  Alternatives 

The  CCSF  EOC  coordinates  with  other  jurisdictions  and  the  California  Emergency  Management 
Agency  (Cal  EMA)  to  determine  the  appropriate  destinations  for  evacuees.  The  destinations 
must  include  resources  to  support  the  care  and  shelter  or  further  transportation  of  the  evacuees. 

Vehicles 

Use  of  vehicles  for  transportation  depends  on  the  condition  of  the  Bay  Bridge.  Caltrans  and 
CHP  inform  SFPD  and  the  CCSF  EOC  about  whether  the  bridge  can  be  used  to  move  people. 

The  Unified  Command  evaluates  how  many  people  need  to  be  transported  by  vehicles  and  if 
specialized  transportation  is  needed  for  evacuees  with  medical  or  special  needs.  The  CCSF 
EOC  requests  transportation  support  from  MUNI  according  to  the  CCSF  ERP  and  its 
Transportation  Annex.  If  MUNI  resources  are  not  available  or  cannot  reach  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  from  the  City,  the  EOC  may  request  transportation  support  from  other 
jurisdictions  through  the  Cal  EMA’s  Regional  Emergency  Operations  Center  (if  it  is  activated)  or 
the  Cal  EMA  State  Operations  Center. 
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Water 

Ferries  do  not  regularly  serve  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Ferries  can  be  deployed 
through  the  Water  Emergency  Transit  Authority  (WETA),  which  can  deploy  a fleet  of  12  ferries. 
The  CCSF  EOC  makes  requests  for  WETA  resources. 

Only  Pier  1 can  accommodate  the  large  watercraft  that  are  suitable  for  transporting  numbers  of 
people,  such  as  ferries. 

Air 

Two  helispots  are  available  on  Treasure  Island  for  helicopters.  Sports  fields  may  also  be 
available,  depending  on  the  level  of  damage  resulting  from  the  event.  Priority  for  limited  air 
transport  will  be  given  to  evacuees  who  are  critically  injured  or  ill. 

Tracking  Evacuees 

When  the  Unified  Command  prioritizes  groups  of  residents  to  be  evacuated,  ARC  and  the  other 
departments  in  the  Human  Services  Branch  of  the  CCSF  EOC  support  TIDA  with  the 
registration  of  evacuees.

Introduction 


1.1  PURPOSE 

The  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Risk  Assessment  has  been  prepared  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco’s  (City)  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  and  the 
Department  of  Emergency  Management  (DEM).  This  assessment  is  Appendix  D to  the  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Emergency  Response  Plan,  which  provides  on-island  operational 
activities,  guidelines,  and  responsibilities  of  TIDA  and  DEM  when  responding  to  threats  and/or 
hazards  that  impact  Treasure  Island  and  neighboring  Yerba  Buena  Island  (YBI).  Local 
stakeholder  expertise  and  guidance  also  provided  a foundation  for  the  assessment. 

The  hazard  and  risk  information  presented  in  this  document  are  based  on  existing  data  and 
reports  available  at  the  time  of  the  document’s  preparation.  The  information  is  intended  for 
preparation  of  the  Emergency  Response  Plan  (ERP)  only;  it  should  not  be  used  for  planning  or 
design  of  structures  or  other  facilities  on  Treasure  or  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Additionally,  this 
document  and  the  ERP  based  on  it  reflect  current  conditions  on  the  islands;  they  do  not  reflect 
future  development  or  improvements.  TIDA  will  update  this  document  and  ERP  as  appropriate 
as  improvements  occur.  The  ERP  includes  and  refers  to  the  Risk  Assessment  as  Appendix  D of 
the  Plan. 

1.2  OVERVIEW 

1 .2.1  Situations  and  Assumptions 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  subject  to  major  emergencies  and  disasters  such  as 
earthquakes,  flooding,  tsunamis,  wildland  fire,  landslides,  terrorism,  and  civil  disturbance.  Due 
to  its  relative  isolation  and  the  condition  of  existing  facilities,  Treasure  Island  may  be  generally 
cut  off  from  the  mainland  during  emergencies  and  disasters.  This  poses  problems  for  rescue, 
medical  assistance,  and  supplies,  whereas  the  island’s  isolation  could  trap  people  who  reside  on 
the  mainland,  attend  island  schools,  or  are  employed  on  the  island;  and  could  prevent  island 
residents  who  are  working  or  attending  school  on  the  mainland  from  returning  home. 

In  order  to  advance  operational  readiness  and  effectiveness  during  emergencies,  a community 
profile  for  the  islands,  including  a capability  and  resource  inventory,  has  been  completed. 

1.2.2  Hazard  Analysis 

A hazard  analysis  seeks  to  identify  and  evaluate  hazard-related  data  to  enable  local  communities 
to  identify  and  prioritize  appropriate  response  actions  that  will  reduce  losses  from  potential 
natural  and  human-caused  hazards.  A hazard  analysis  includes  a description  of  the  nature, 
history,  extent,  and  future  potential  events  of  a hazard,  as  well  as  potential  impacts  of  a hazard  on 
the  natural  and  built  environment.  Natural  hazards  result  from  unexpected  or  uncontrollable 
natural  events  of  sufficient  magnitude.  Human-caused  hazards  result  from  human  activity  and 
include  technological  hazards  and  terrorism.  Technological  hazards  are  generally  accidental  or 
result  from  events  with  unintended  consequences  (for  example,  an  accidental  hazardous 
materials  release).  Terrorism  is  defined  as  the  calculated  use  of  violence  (or  threat  of  violence)  to 
attain  goals  that  are  political,  religious,  or  ideological  in  nature.

The  hazards  included  for  analysis  in  this  version  of  the  ERP  are  as  follows:  earthquakes  and  the 
accompanying  secondary  hazards  including  ground  shaking,  aftershocks,  landslides,  soil 
liquefaction,  lateral  spreading,  and  tsunami;  floods;  wild  land  fires;  civil  disturbances;  hazardous 
materials  incidents;  and  terrorism.

Community  Profile 


2.1  GEOGRAPHY 

As  shown  on  Figure  A-l,  low-lying  Treasure  Island  is  a 409-acre  artificial  island  formed  by 
placing  hydraulic  filling  consisting  of  fme-to-medium  grain  sands  and  silty  sands  over  a layer  of 
weak  zone  of  compressible  silt  and  clay  (known  as  Bay  Mud),  at  a native  shoal  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  (the  Bay).  Although  the  composition  and  consistency  of  the  hydraulic  fill  varies 
across  Treasure  Island,  there  is  an  improved  area  on  the  island,  where  vibroflotation  and 
compaction  piles  have  been  used  to  densify  the  fill. 

Treasure  Island  is  connected  by  a small  artificial  narrow  strip  of  land  to  the  1 53-acre YBI.  YBI 
consists  of  steep  slopes  made  up  of  sandstone  bedrock  and  low-lying  areas  comprised  of  artificial 
fill.  Together,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  a land  area  of  0.9  square  mile. 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  connected  to  the  cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  by 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  (Bay  Bridge),  which  spans  8.4  miles  in  total  length.  The 
Bay  Bridge  crosses  YBI  through  a short  concrete  viaduct  at  the  west  span’s  cable  anchorage,  a 
tunnel  through  the  island’s  rocky  central  hill,  another  short  concrete  viaduct,  and  a longer  high- 
level  steel  truss  viaduct  that  leads  to  the  eastern  span.  In  addition  to  supporting  an  average  of 
270,000  vehicles  per  day,  the  Bay  Bridge  connects  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents, 
workers,  and  visitors  to  the  cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland. 

2.2  HISTORY  AND  GOVERNMENT 

The  first  California  legislature  established  YBI  in  1850  as  part  of  San  Francisco  County.  Fifteen 
years  later,  Congress  created  a military  post,  known  as  Camp  Yerba  Buena  Island,  on  the  island 
to  protect  the  City  of  San  Francisco  from  invading  Confederate  ships.  By  the  end  of  the  19th 
century.  Congress  established  the  first  U.S.  Naval  Training  Station  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The 
training  station  operated  for  2 decades  before  closing  in  1916. 

Subsequently,  little  activity  occurred  on  YBI  until  the  mid- 1930s.  To  celebrate  the  completion  of 
the  Bay  Bridge,  the  federal  government  constructed  the  409-acre  Treasure  Island  from  imported 
fill  on  YBI’s  northern  side  to  host  the  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  (World’s  Fair). 
Treasure  Island  was  built  from  1937  to  1939. 

After  the  expo,  the  Navy  deemed  Treasure  Island  an  ideal  location  for  a naval  station  to  serve  the 
Pacific  during  World  War  II.  As  a result,  in  February  1941,  the  City  leased  Treasure  Island  and  a 
portion  of  YBI  to  the  Navy.  After  World  War  II,  Treasure  Island  was  scheduled  to  be  used  as  an 
airport.  However,  modem  aircraft  had  outgrown  the  Island.  The  Navy  offered  to  exchange  the 
deed  to  Mills  Field,  a Navy  airfield,  on  San  Francisco  Peninsula  near  the  city  of  Millbrae  for 
Treasure  Island.  The  City  agreed  to  the  swap,  and  San  Francisco  International  airport  was  built  at 
Mills  Field. 

Collectively,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  were  known  as  the  U.  S.  Naval  Training  and 
Distribution  Center  - San  Francisco  and  formed  the  principal  Navy  personnel  gateway  to  the 
Pacific  area.  Over  the  course  of  World  War  II,  it  became  one  of  the  largest  naval  stations, 
processing  12,000  personnel  a day. 

In  September  1993,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Defense  (DoD)  decided  to  close  the  naval  station  and 
return  it  to  civilian  use.  In  1997,  DoD  closed  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  through  the  use  of 
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the  Base  Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  (BRAC).  At  that  time,  acting  through  the  TIDA, 
the  City  agreed,  by  means  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  with  the  Navy,  to  assume  caretaker 
responsibilities,  excluding  federal  users’  properties,  through  conveyance,  while  the  Navy 
retained  infrastructure  possession. 

TIDA’s  caretaker  responsibilities  include  operation  and  maintenance  for  all  the  existing  utility 
systems  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands;  grounds  and  street  maintenance  and  repair; 
property  management;  and  public  health,  security,  and  safety  services.  By  virtue  of  the 
arrangement,  the  island  is  private.  Employees  of  TIDA  report  to  the  City  Administrator’s  Office. 

The  TIDA  Board  of  Directors  is  the  seven-member  governing  body  overseeing  the 
redevelopment  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  The  TIDA  Board  makes  policy  decisions 
critical  to  the  future  of  Treasure  Island,  approves  large  contracts  and  TIDA’s  annual  budget,  and 
acts  as  both  the  redevelopment  agency  and  the  trustee  of  the  Tideland  Trust  for  Treasure  Island. 
All  seven  members  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  with  certain  seats  approved  by  the  City’s  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  who  represents 
Supervisory  District  6,  in  which  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  located,  sits  as  an  ex- 
officio,  nonvoting  member  of  the  TIDA  Board. 

San  Francisco  is  the  only  consolidated  city  and  county  in  the  state,  exercising  the  governmental 
powers  of  both  city  and  county  under  California  law.  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  now 
part  of  District  6 of  the  City,  though  it  is  still  owned  by  the  Navy.  DoD  is  expected  to  convey  the 
ownership  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  to  the  City  within  the  next  3 to  5 years.  TIDA 
and  the  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (TICD),  the  Master  Developer  chosen 
through  a comprehensive  selection  process  initiated  in  2000,  will  redevelop  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  according  to  the  Reuse  Plan. 

The  time  between  the  1 997  base  closure-and  future  planned  conveyance  and  redevelopment  of 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  referred  to  as  the  interim  period.  Most  of  the  existing 
tenants  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  will  remain  during  the  interim  period  and  will  rely 
on  the  existing  infrastructure  and  services.  The  existing  utility  systems  include  potable  water, 
emergency  water,  communications,  electric  power,  and  natural  gas  service. 

According  to  the  City’s  Emergency  Response  Plan,  TIDA  acts  as  one  of  the  three  additional 
agencies  that  during  a citywide  event,  would  fall  into  the  citywide  structure  as  a Department 
Operations  Center  and  would  coordinate  directly  with  the  City’s  Emergency  Operations  Center. 
As  part  of  the  City,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  has  access  to  City  emergency  services, 
such  as  those  provided  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD),  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  (SFFD),  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC). 

2.3  LAND  USE 

Treasure  Island  is  a low  and  flat  geometrically-shaped  island  made  up  of  over  29  million  cubic 
yards  of  fill.  It  has  approximately  three  miles  of  shoreline  protected  by  a rip  rap.  As  shown  on 
Figure  A-2,  Land  Use,  residential,  recreational,  and  community  uses  comprise  the  largest 
percentage  of  land  uses  on  this  island  with  housing  occupying  approximately  110  acres. 

Land  use  also  consists  of  retail  and  office  space  and  light  industrial  facilities  in  northeastern  and 
southeastern  portions  of  Treasure  Island.  Industrial  facilities  include  two  hangars,  training 
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facilities,  a maintenance  building,  warehouses,  fuel  storage,  and  a wastewater  treatment  plant. 
Building  1,  the  Administrative  Building,  currently  houses  TIDA,  the  U.S.  Navy  Caretaker  Site 
Office,  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  (Caltrans),  an  SFPD  substation,  and  a 
variety  of  other  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  offices,  island-based  community 
organizations,  and  commercial  tenants. 

The  Department  of  Labor  was  granted  36  acres  on  Treasure  Island  at  the  time  of  the  Naval  Base 
closure  in  1997.  The  Department  of  Labor  utilized  the  existing  infrastructure  to  create  the 
Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center,  which  is  part  of  a national  workforce  training  program  that 
trains  and  houses  682  students  and  281  instructors.  As  a federal  enclave,  the  Job  Corps  Center  is 
outside  of  TIDA’ s on-island  caretaker  responsibility  to  the  Navy.  The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor, 
National  Office  of  Job  Corps,  and  the  Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center  are  responsible  for 
developing  and  maintaining  Center-specific  emergency  response  plans. 

Twenty  five  percent  of  the  island  is  committed  to  recreational  activities  such  as  open  space, 
boating  facilities,  indoor  and  outdoor  recreational  facilities,  and  walking  and  biking  trails. 
Outdoor  recreational  facilities  include  two  tennis  courts,  two  playgrounds,  three  baseball  fields, 
and  a pitching  green.  Treasure  Island  has  a raised  walkway  that  circumnavigates  almost  its  entire 
perimeter. 

Annual  events,  such  as  San  Francisco  Fleet  Week  and  the  Treasure  Island  Music  Festival  with 
attendance  ranging  from  2,500  to  15,000  attendees,  take  place  on  Treasure  Island  each  year.  In 
addition,  five  special  events  facilities,  including  the  Chapel,  Casa  de  la  Vista,  the  Great  Lawn, 
Administration  Building,  and  the  Hangar  3-building  can  be  rented  by  the  public  for  special 
events  such  as  weddings,  parties,  and  meetings. 

Unlike  Treasure  Island,  YBI  consists  of  steep  hillside  slopes,  dense  vegetation,  and  cliffs  with  a 
number  of  low-lying  artificially  filled  areas  along  its  eastern  side.  Because  75  percent  of  YBI’s 
153  acres  are  comprised  of  steep  slope,  development  has  been  generally  limited  to  its 
northeastern  and  southwestern  edges.  YBI  land  uses  include  utility  facilities,  historic  officers’ 
quarters,  historic  Torpedo  Depot,  and  military  and  residential  housing. 

The  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  established  in  1939,  occupies  YBI’s  southeastern  side  on  41  acres.  The 
station’s  responsibility,  which  began  in  1939,  includes  overseeing  water  vessel  traffic  in  and  out 
of  the  Bay  using  a vehicle  tracking  system  that  is  located  on  YBI’s  northwestern  hillside. 
Facilities  include  administrative  buildings,  a housing  complex,  open  storage  and  docks,  and  buoy 
maintenance  facilities,  and  the  vessel  tracking  station. 

In  addition,  the  Navy  executed  a transfer  of  10-acres  with  the  Federal  Highway  Administration, 
which  in  turn  transferred  the  parcel  to  Caltrans  for  Bay  Bridge  and  tunnel  construction  and 
maintenance.  As  part  of  the  East  Span  Seismic  Safety  Project,  Caltrans  is  currently  building  a 
new  east  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  and  demolishing  the  old  span.  An  additional  6-acre  parcel  is 
dedicated  to  communications  and  utilities  equipment  such  as  cell  sites.  The  City  is  responsible 
for  the  remaining  land,  which  is  utilized  for  residential  housing  or  preserved  in  it  natural  state 
including  a eucalyptus  grove. 

Future  land  use  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  includes  a large  residential,  commercial, 
and  retail  complex  that  is  designed  as  a model  of  a sustainable,  eco-friendly  community.  The 
DoD  is  expected  to  convey  the  ownership  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  to  the  City 
within  the  next  several  years  after  which,  the  island  infrastructure  will  be  upgraded.  Once  the 
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land  has  been  conveyed  to  the  City  by  the  Navy,  the  demolition  of  buildings,  shoreline 
improvements,  seismic  and  flood  hazard  mitigation  and  construction  of  new  infrastructure  will 
take  place.  Finalization  of  the  build  out  could  be  complete  over  an  approximate  10  to  15  years 
later. 

2.4  DEMOGRAPHICS 
2.4.1  Residential  Population 

As  of  2008,  the  total  resident  population  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  3,302.  Table  2- 
1 lists  the  residential  adult  and  child  population  for  the  islands  as  well  as  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Labor,  Job  Corps  Center  population. 

The  majority  of  residents  live  in  former  Navy  housing  that  is  leased  at  market  rates  and  managed 
by  various  market  rate  housing  providers.  Additionally,  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless 
Development  Initiative  (TIHDI)  offers  former  Navy  housing  as  subsidized  rental  properties  for 
homeless  and  economically  disadvantaged  San  Franciscans. 

Of  those  living  in  market  rate  housing  provider-managed  residences,  1,419  are  adults  and  208  are 
children  aged  17  and  under.  TIHDI-managed  residences  are  home  to  387  adults  and  325  children 
aged  17  and  under.  As  a federal  job  training  center,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  Job  Corps 
Center  employs,  trains,  and  houses  a total  population  of  963,  including  682  students  and  281 
instructors.  Students  are  between  the  ages  of  16  and  24.

The  following  information  is  based  on  those  who  responded  to  a November  2007  John  Stewart 
Co.  resident  survey:  53  percent  are  adult  males,  35  percent  are  adult  females,  6 percent  are  youth 
males,  and  6 percent  are  youth  females.  Also,  19  people  are  less  than  5 years  of  age,  150  people 
are  younger  than  1 8 years  of  age,  220  are  between  the  ages  of  1 8 to  24  years  old,  792  are 
between  the  ages  of  25  and  44  years  old,  207  are  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  year  old  and  13 
are  65  years  and  over.  Furthermore,  the  survey  indicated  that  residents  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  come  from  varying  backgrounds  as  41  percent  hold  white  collar  jobs,  22  percent 
hold  blue  collar  jobs,  23  percent  are  students,  4 percent  are  unemployed,  and  1 percent  are 
retired.  Two-thirds  of  employed  residents  use  cars  to  commute.  The  remaining  residents  utilize 
public  transportation  provided  by  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  (MUNI)  Line  108. 
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2.4.2  Daytime  Population 

In  addition  to  the  residential  population,  approximately  1,000  people  come  to  Treasure  and 
Yerba  Buena  Islands  daily  for  business,  education,  and  recreation.  The  visitor  population  swells 
to  as  much  as  15,000  for  special  events  on  Treasure  Island.  As  such,  Table  2-2  and  Figure  A-3 
show  the  known  and  expected  daytime  population  clusters  on  the  islands.

2.5  BUILDING  STOCK 

Table  2-3  summarizes  the  results  of  seismic  evaluations  performed  on  selected  buildings  that 
were  completed  between  1996  and  1998.  The  basis  of  the  evaluations  was  the  FEMA  (Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency)  -178  document,  titled  “NEHRP  (National  Earthquake  Hazards 
Reduction  Program)  Handbook  for  Seismic  Evaluation  of  Existing  Buildings,”  dated  June  1992. 
The  NEHRP  Handbook  deals  with  seismic  life-safety  objectives  and  does  not  address  other 
objectives  of  code  compliance,  damage  control,  or  building  performance  better  than  life  safety 
performance.  The  Handbook  is  intended  to  provide  guidance  concerning  the  potential 
earthquake-related  risk  to  human  life  posed  by  a building  or  building  components.  A building 
does  not  meet  the  life-safety  objective  of  this  Handbook  if,  in  an  earthquake,  the  entire  building 
collapses,  portions  of  the  building  collapse,  components  of  the  building  fail  or  fall,  or  exit  and 
entry  routes  are  blocked  preventing  the  evacuation  and  rescue  of  occupants. 

The  FEMA-178  approach  was  utilized  to  identify  main  structural  elements,  design  weaknesses, 
and  building  collapse  hazards  for  life  safety  purposes  only.  The  objective  of  FEMA-178  seismic 
provisions  is  to  provide  for  life  safety  level  of  performance  without  collapse.  Even  if  the  building 
is  retrofitted  to  meet  FEMA-178  life  safety  requirements,  there  still  remains  the  possibility  of 
non-repairable  structural  damage  if  the  building  is  subjected  to  higher  levels  of  ground  shaking 
predicted  by  the  Treadwell  & Rollo  1995  Geotechnical  Report:  Treasure  Island  Reuse  Project,  or 
if  the  maximum  predicted  lateral  spreading  displacements  should  occur  at  the  building  site.

2.5.1  General  Building  Stock 

As  shown  on  Figure  A-4,  Treasure  Island  has  377  buildings.  Treasure  Island  has  over  400,000 
square  feet  of  office  space  in  12  buildings  and  over  700,000  square  feet  of  warehouse  space  in  14 
buildings.  Office  and  warehouse  spaces  vary  in  condition  and  usefulness.  The  majority  of  the 
buildings  were  built  between  1937  and  1944.  The  Navy  was  responsible  for  construction 
performed  during  and  after  1942,  including  administrative  buildings,  hangars,  training  facilities, 
printing  facilities,  conference  centers,  and  warehouses.  In  1957,  the  Navy  initiated  further 
building  that  included  barracks,  dining  halls,  and  additional  administrative  buildings.  Additional 
barracks  were  built  from  1970  to  1975.  The  firefighting  school,  brig,  and  medical/dental  clinic 
were  constructed  between  1990  and  1991.  There  are  95  buildings  on  YBI,  including  the  USCG 
station,  light  industry,  utility  facilities,  and  residential  housing. 

2.5.2  Residential  Building  Stock 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  a total  of  828  residential  units,  as  shown  on  Figure  A-5. 
Treasure  Island  residential  buildings  are  located  at  Treasure  Island’s  northwestern  end  and 
include  578  units  within  the  portfolio  of  the  current  market  rate  provider,  John  Stewart  Co.. 
TIHDI  manages  250  units,  including  176  units  for  individuals  in  permanent  supportive  housing. 
The  remaining  74  units  are  utilized  for  transitional  housing.  YBI  has  a total  of  80  residential 
units.  With  few  exceptions,  these  units  (built  in  1966,  1969,  1974,  and  1989)  are  constructed  of 
wood  frame,  Type  5.  Residential  buildings  are  typically  two  to  four  stories  high. 

2.6  CAPABILITIES  AND  RESOURCES 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  a number  of  on-island  capabilities  and  resources  to  assist 
them  with  emergency  management  (before,  during,  and  after  an  emergency).  On-island  assets 
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will  support  life  safety  efforts,  aid  in  shelter  operations,  enhance  interoperable  communications, 
facilitate  transportation,  and  provide  to  power.  On-island  assets  are  discussed  as  follows. 

2.6.1  Emergency  Response  Facilities 

An  emergency  response  facility  is  a public  or  private  facility  or  place  that  provides  essential 
products  and  services  to  the  general  public,  such  as  preserving  the  quality  of  life  during  an 
emergency  and  fulfilling  important  public  safety  functions.  Emergency  Response  capabilities 
and  resources  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  listed  in  Table  2-4  and  shown  on 
Figure  A-6,  and  discussed  below.

The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (SFFD)  is  responsible  for  fire  suppression,  fire  prevention, 
and  emergency  medical  services  in  San  Francisco.  On  October  1,  1997,  the  SFFD  opened  Station 
48  and  began  providing  services  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  from  Building  157. 

Station  48  maintains  first  response  duties  for  all  emergency  medical  calls  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands.  If  patient  transport  is  necessary,  an  ambulance  is  requested.  The  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Division  within  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH) 
provides  paramedic  services. 

This  station  has  a 1 2-person  staff  and  equipment  that  includes  one  fire  engine,  one  fire  truck,  one 
5”  hose  tender  (portable),  one  in-house  hose  tender,  and  one  ambulance  and  one  light  weight 
truck.  Though  a DEM  resource,  Station  48  has  responsibility  for  an  on-island  Mass  Casualty 
Incident  (MCI)  trailer.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  plans  to  establish  a Field  Care 
Clinic  trailer  that  will  provide  additional  medical  supplies  to  be  housed  at  the  fire  station. 

Located  on  Treasure  Island’s  northeastern  side,  the  SFFD  Fire  Training  Center  was  completed  in 
1992.  This  complex  was  originally  built  to  train  Navy  personnel,  but  the  SFFD  began  utilizing 
the  complex  to  train  personnel  in  1 997.  The  complex  is  a computer-controlled  facility  with  six 
fire-simulator  sites,  four  classrooms,  and  training  grounds.  This  facility  has  one  reserve  engine, 
one  crane  truck  rated  at  10,000  lbs,  and  two  transport  cans.  To  aid  in  rescuing  trapped  victims, 
the  SFFD  Fire  Training  Center,  houses  a structural  collapse  package.  To  aid  in  rescuing  trapped 
victims,  the  SFFD  Fire  Training  Center  houses  a structural  collapse  package.  Ten  to  fifteen 
paramedics  are  on  staff  or  in  training  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  p.m.  and 
1:00  p.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 

Additionally,  the  SFFD  provides  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team  (NERT)  training. 
NERT  training  includes  basic  first  aid,  CPR,  disaster  preparedness,  search  and  rescue,  disaster 
response  and  documentation,  911  communications,  and  other  pertinent  subjects.  In  2007,  the 
Treasure  Island  Fire  Department  graduated  its  first  Treasure  Island  NERT  team  consisting  of  15 
individuals  that  live  and/or  work  on  Treasure  Island. 

Police  Protection 

Police  protection  was  offered  by  the  City  starting  October  1,  1997.  The  SFPD  substation  is 
located  within  the  Administrative  building.  The  substation  is  staffed  with  two  to  four  full-time 
officers  that  serve  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

The  SFPD  plans  to  open  a motorcycle  training  center  to  train  police  officers.  Police  department 
instructors  and  trainees  could  provide  law  enforcement  support  such  as  crowd  control  and  shelter 
security.  Located  at  the  former  Treasure  Island  Elementary  School,  up  to  24  officers  will  receive 
training  at  any  given  time.  In  addition,  Special  Weapons  and  Tactics  teams  train  at  Treasure 
Island  facilities. 

Care  and  Shelter 

The  Administration  Building,  the  Treasure  Island  gym,  and  the  Nimitz  Center  have  been 
identified  by  DEM  as  possible  public  shelters.  Temporary  sheltering  is  defined  as  the  period  of 
time  in  which  a shelter  is  needed  immediately  prior  to,  during,  and  after  a disaster.  The  length  of 
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time  in  which  a shelter  is  needed  will  depend  on  the  size  and  scope  of  the  disaster.  In  most 
situations,  the  need  for  shelters  will  lessen  as  individuals  are  able  to  return  to  their  homes  or  find 
alternative  housing  options  following  the  disaster.  Preparedness  in  schools  and  community 
centers  is  essential  as  they  may  be  utilized  as  temporary  short-term  shelters  depending  on  the 
emergency. 

SFFD  Station  48  houses  a Care  and  Shelter  trailer.  The  Red  Cross  provided  a shelter  cache 
located  at  the  Administration  building.  A DPH  Field  Care  Clinic  trailer  is  planned  to  be  located 
at  SFFD  Station  48. 

2.6.2  Utilities 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  services  for  potable  water,  emergency  water, 
wastewater,  communications,  power,  and  natural  gas.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (PUC)  has  been  assigned,  by  the  City  and  TIDA,  with  assuming  operations  and 
maintenance  of  all  utility  systems  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  with  the  exception  of 
cable  television  and  telephone.  These  utilities  are  listed  in  Table  2-5,  shown  on  Figure  A-7,  and 
discussed  below.

Potable  Water 

Normal  water  supply  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is  supplied  by  a 12-inch  feeder  main 
via  the  Bay  Bridge  from  San  Francisco.  The  main  feeds  a 2,000,000-gallon  rectangular  reservoir, 
which  operates  at  60  percent  capacity  due  to  cracks  on  the  outer  wall.  The  feeder  main  consist  of 
a steel,  ductile,  iron,  and  plastic  pipeline.  The  causeway  carries  the  waterline  for  Treasure  Island 
user  consumption  (RMC,  2004). 

All  reservoirs  serving  the  islands  were  built  on  YBI.  A 1,000,000-gallon  circular  reservoir 
operates  at  60  percent  due  to  water  quality  issues.  To  serve  customers  at  higher  elevations,  a 
500,000-gallon  reservoir  was  built.  However,  this  reservoir  is  now  used  for  fire-suppression.  A 
hydro-pneumatic  pump  station  provides  service  to  YBI  customers  located  at  high  elevations.  A 
3,000,000-gallon  reservoir  was  removed  from  service  after  sustaining  severe  structural  damage 
to  the  roof  and  walls. 

Six  pump  stations  serve  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  including  San  Francisco  Bay  Bridge 
pumping  station,  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  (EBMUD)  backup  supply  pump  station, 
three  distribution  pump  stations,  and  a fire  pump  station,  (which  is  not  in  service). 

Emergency  Water 

EBMUD  provides  a supplemental  backup  water  supply  through  a Navy-owned  12-inch  steel  pipe 
line  that  runs  along  the  east  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  to  EBMUD  system  in  Emeryville  (RMC, 
2004). 

For  fire-suppression  purposes,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  five  drafting  locations  to 
remove  Bay  water,  including  Treasure  Island  Marina,  Pier  1,  the  USCG  facility,  and  the  two 
draft  pits  at  the  Fire  Training  Center. 
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Wastewater 

A collection  system,  consisting  of  52,600  feet  of  cast  iron,  plastic,  vitrified  clay,  and  asbestos 
cement  pipe  ranging  in  diameter  from  4 inches  to  12  inches,  is  used  to  collect  island  wastewater. 
Wastewater  from  YBI  is  pumped  to  Treasure  Island  via  a 6-inch  submarine  force  main.  The 
wastewater  is  then  pumped  to  the  wastewater  treatment  plant,  where  it  is  treated  and  discharged 
into  the  Bay  through  a deepwater  outfall.  The  treatment  plant  was  originally  built  in  1969, 
upgraded  in  1989,  and  has  a daily  capacity  of  2,000,000  gallons. 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  26  wastewater  pumps,  including  lift  stations.  Two  pump 
stations  are  located  on  YBI;  the  remaining  stations  are  located  on  Treasure  Island.  The  station 
configurations  are  either  wet  or  dry  wells  with  submersible  or  vertical  pumps. 

Communications 

The  Telephone  Cable  System  has  been  leased  to  TIDA  by  the  Navy  and  includes  all  existing 
cables,  conduits,  connections,  and  terminals  located  throughout  the  former  base  with  the 
exception  of  infrastructure  owned  by  the  local  service  provider  that  provides  telecommunications 
to  housing  facilities.  The  system  is  located  principally  underground  running  through  utility  ducts 
accessible  through  manholes. 

The  Navy  made  telecommunications  improvements  in  1989.  The  main  termination  board  is 
located  in  Building  1.  The  Department  of  Technology  is  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Island 
telecommunications  representative  of  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  (AT&T).  An 
underground  cable  from  Pier  41  in  San  Francisco  connects  to  the  AT&T  hut  located  on  YBI.  The 
CCSF  Department  of  Technology  services  City  agencies,  while  AT&T  provides  service  to  the 
residents  and  commercial  tenants. 

In  addition,  there  are  three  cell  sites.  Two  are  on  YBI  and  one  on  Treasure  Island,  with  four 
carriers.  Despite  the  towers,  cell  phone  coverage  can  be  generally  characterized  as  marginal  on 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Treasure  Island  and  YBI  each  have  one  siren  that  is  part  of  the  City’s  outdoor  public  warning 
system.  The  sirens  are  capable  of  sounding  warnings  acting  as  multi-language  public  address 
systems.  The  sirens  can  be  activated  individually  or  in  geographic  groups.  In  the  event  of  an 
emergency,  such  as  a tsunami,  specific  instructions  can  be  given  in  multiple  languages. 

The  SFFD  Station  48,  SFPD  Substation,  and  TIDA  have  emergency  communications  systems. 
The  SFFD  Station  48  maintains  the  Mayor’s  Emergency  Telephone  System  (METS)  line,  an 
800-MHz  radio  system,  including  five  hardwired  units  and  1 1 portable  units,  and  one  low-band 
radio.  The  SFFD  Fire  Training  Center  utilizes  eight  800-MHz  radio  handhelds.  The  SFPD 
substation  has  a satellite  phone  and  low-band  radios.  Each  officer  assigned  to  the  SFPD  carries 
an  800-MHz  radio  handheld.  To  ensure  communications  with  the  City  during  an  emergency, 
TIDA  was  issued  a satellite  phone  by  DEM.  The  Red  Cross  cache  in  the  Administrative  building 
contains  a Ham  radio,  and  TIDA  has  identified  an  on-Island  Ham  radio  operator. 


Power  and  Natural  Gas 

The  electrical  utility  system  consists  of  the  1 15-kV  PG&E  owned  transmission  lines,  the  Davis 
Substation  in  Oakland,  overhead  lines  on  the  Port  of  Oakland  and  Oakland  Base  Reuse  Authority 
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property,  and  a submarine  line  between  Oakland  and  TI,  the  Treasure  Island  Main  Substation, 
and  a series  of  distribution  lines  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  (RMC,  2004).  The 
distribution  systems  age  ranges  from  10  to  30  years.  The  SFPUC  purchases  power  from  the 
Western  Area  Power  Administration.  A second  line  owned  by  (PG&E)  failed  in  2002  and  has  not 
been  repaired  or  replaced;  therefore,  the  islands  do  not  have  long-term  backup  power  supply. 

Two  2,000-kilowatt  diesel  backup  generators  are  located  behind  Building  3 and  require  daily 
fueling  via  tanker  truck,  if  operated  on  a full-time  basis. 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  obtains  natural  gas  from  Oakland  via  a 50-year  old,  PG&E- 
owned,  10-inch  submarine  pipeline.  The  natural  gas  is  distributed  via  Navy-owned  distribution 
lines.  SFPUC  is  responsible  for  checking  and  repairing  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands 
systems,  and  PG&E  will  shut  off  the  gas  at  SFPUC  request.  While  PG&E  supplies  natural  gas,  it 
does  not  respond  to  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  unless  a life  threatening  emergency  is 
involved.  PG&E  will  shut  off  the  gas  at  SFPUC’s  request,  but  SFPUC  is  responsible  for 
checking  and  repairing  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  systems.  The  distribution  system 
presents  safety  and  reliability  risks  due  to  its  vulnerability  to  breaks.  Parts  of  the  natural  gas 
system  were  constructed  using  polyvinyl  chloride  pipe,  which  is  not  standard  material  for  a 
natural  gas  system. 

2.6.3  Transportation 

Transportation  capabilities  and  resources  are  summarized  in  Table  2-6  and  Figure  A-8,  and 
described  in  more  detail  below.

Land 

The  Bay  Bridge,  which  is  operated  by  Caltrans,  is  the  only  means  of  vehicle  access  to  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  The  Bay  Bridge  includes  two  separate  spans:  the  West  Span,  which 
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connects  San  Francisco  to  YBI,  and  the  East  Span,  which  connects  YBI  to  Oakland  and  the  East 
Bay.  The  Bay  Bridge  consists  of  10  lanes;  five  lanes  on  the  upper  deck  are  westbound,  while  five 
lanes  on  the  lower  deck  are  eastbound.  As  noted  earlier,  the  Bay  Bridge  crosses  YBI  through  a 
short  concrete  viaduct  at  the  West  Span’s  cable  anchorage,  a 539-foot  tunnel  through  the  island’s 
rocky  central  hill,  another  short  concrete  viaduct,  and  a longer  high-level  steel  truss  viaduct  that 
leads  to  the  eastern  span.  Vehicle  access  ramps  and  adjacent  slopes  are  located  on  YBI’s  western 
side.  The  access  ramps  carry  Bay  Bridge  traffic  to  YBI.  Traffic  accesses  Treasure  Island  via  the 
causeway  that  connects  YBI  to  Treasure  Island. 

Caltrans  began  to  seismically  retrofit  the  Bay  Bridge  shortly  after  the  Northridge  Earthquake  in 
January  1994.  The  bridge’s  seismic  safety  projects,  which  are  scheduled  to  be  completed  by 
2013,  include: 

• West  Span  (San  Francisco  to  YBI):  Completed  in  2004  the  retrofit  placed  additional  bracing 
beneath  the  upper  deck,  added  plates  on  the  towers,  and  replaced  the  existing  lattice  work 
members  on  the  truss  portions  with  solid  or  perforated  plates. 

• West  Viaduct,  YBI  (portion  of  Bay  Bridge  on  YBI  immediately  west  of  YBI  Tunnel):  The 
retrofit  strengthened  the  existing  double-deck  structure  by  retrofitting  or  replacing  columns 
and  footings  and  replaced  the  bent  caps  underneath  the  upper  deck  on-ramp. 

• Yerba  Buena  Island  Tunnel:  The  retrofit  will  bolt  the  portals,  arched  headwalls,  selected 
retaining  walls,  architectural  walls,  and  one  rock  slope  north  of  the  west  portal. 

• East  Span  Interim  Seismic  Retrofit:  Work  is  currently  in  progress  to  implement  an  interim 
seismic  retrofit  of  the  existing  East  Span,  including  strengthening  bents  and  columns  on  the 
east  viaduct  (on  YBI)  and  strengthening  piers,  bents,  and  trusses  at  selected  locations  on  the 
East  Span  structure. 

• East  Span  Replacement:  Expected  to  be  completed  in  2013,  the  replacement  of  this  span 
involves  multiple  projects,  including  the  construction  of  a 1.3-mile  Skyway,  a Self- Anchored 
Suspension  span  consisting  of  a 525-foot  tower  supporting  a bridge  deck  connecting  the 
Skyway  bridge  to  YBI,  transition  structures  on  YBI,  and  the  Oakland  Touchdown,  and 
retrofitted  access  ramps  and  exits  to  YBI.  The  East  Span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  is  currently  being 
replaced  by  Caltrans  to  an  “Emergency  Lifeline  Route”  to  be  used  in  disaster  response 
activities  and  should  remain  functional  for  emergency  purposes  following  an  8.0  earthquake. 

Access  ramps,  which  were  originally  constructed  in  1937,  carry  traffic  from  the  Bay  Bridge  to 
YBI.  The  access  ramps  were  upgraded  in  the  early  1960s  to  accommodate  both  decks  of  the  Bay 
Bridge. 

A 50-feet  wide  and  1,000-feet  long  engineered  causeway  connects  bridge  traffic  from  YBI  to 
Treasure  Island.  The  major  arterial  for  Treasure  Island  is  Avenue  of  the  Palms.  The  major 
arterial  for  YBI  is  Macalla  Road.  YBI  roads  meander  through  the  dense  vegetation  on  the  island 
and  climb  to  the  top  in  a circular  path.  This  pattern  and  lack  of  ample  parking  often  make  road 
navigation  difficult  for  large  emergency  vehicles  to  access  areas  of  YBI. 
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Air 

Treasure  Island  offers  two  helipads  for  emergency  airlift.  One  helipad  is  located  between 
Building  3 and  Pier  1 . The  other  helipad  is  located  at  the  Little  League  Baseball  field.  Due  to  the 
steep  cliffs  and  dense  vegetation,  YBI  does  not  have  a helipad. 

Water 

Pier  1 was  built  in  1986  and  is  930  feet  in  length.  The  pier  offers  utilities  such  as  water, 
electricity,  and  phone.  A barge  is  berthed  at  Pier  1 . 

TI  Marina,  Pier  2,  is  a floating  structure  that  has  129  private  boat  slips  and  can  provide  berthing 
for  up  to  a 60-foot-long  watercraft.  The  pier  was  built  in  1939  and  upgraded  through  1970.  The 
marina  has  a firefighting  system  dockside  and  keyed  entry  to  the  docks.  Water  and  electric 
hookups  are  also  dockside. 

However,  access  by  water  is  limited,  as  no  permanent  ferry  landing  exists,  nor  do  significant, 
modem  docking  facilities  for  other  boats. 
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3.1  EARTHQUAKES 

Nature 

An  earthquake  is  generally  due  to  displacement  along  a geologic  fault  resulting  in  the  release  of 
accumulated  strain.  The  effects  of  large  earthquakes  can  be  felt  far  beyond  the  site  of  its 
occurrence.  Earthquakes  usually  occur  without  warning  and,  after  just  a few  seconds,  can  cause 
significant  damage  and  extensive  casualties.  The  most  common  effect  of  earthquakes  is  ground 
motion,  or  the  shaking  of  the  ground  during  an  earthquake.  Ground  shaking  is  caused  by  seismic 
waves  traveling  in  the  earth’s  interior  or  along  the  earth’s  surface. 

The  severity  of  an  earthquake  can  be  expressed  in  terms  of  intensity.  Intensity  is  based  on  the 
damage  and  observed  effects  on  people  and  the  natural  and  built  environment.  It  varies  from 
place  to  place  depending  on  the  location  with  respect  to  the  earthquake  fault  rupture.  The 
intensity  generally  increases  with  the  amount  of  energy  released  which  is  proportional  to  the  size 
of  the  earthquake  and  decreases  with  distance  from  the  causative  fault.  The  scale  most  often  used 
to  measure  intensity  is  the  Modified  Mercalli  (MM)  intensity  scale.  As  shown  in  Table  3-1,  the 
MM  intensity  scale  consists  of  12  increasing  levels  that  range  from  imperceptible  to  catastrophic 
destruction.  With  the  advent  of  modem  instrumentation,  ground  shaking  intensity  can  now  be 
quantitative.  It  is  measured  in  terms  of  acceleration,  velocity,  or  displacement.  Peak  ground 
acceleration  (PGA)  is  a common  ground  motion  parameter  used  by  engineers.  It  measures  the 
earthquake’s  intensity  by  quantifying  how  hard  the  earth  shakes  in  a given  location.  PGA  is 
measured  in  units  of  the  gravitational  rate  of  acceleration  (980  cm/sec2)  (See  Table  3-1). 

Magnitude  is  the  measure  of  the  earthquake’s  size  and  is  often  based  on  the  amplitude  of  the 
earthquake  waves  recorded  on  instruments.  The  most  common  scale  is  the  Richter  scale  (See 
Table  3-1).

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History 

Numerous  earthquakes  have  been  recorded  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  (Bay  Region), 
including  the  large  earthquakes  of  1838,  1868,  1906,  and  1989.  During  the  1989  Loma  Prieta 
earthquake  (a  M 6.9  event),  a horizontal  PGA  of  0.07g  was  recorded  on  YBI  while  a PGA  of 
0.1 6g  was  recorded  on  Treasure  Island.  As  such,  the  sandstone  bedrock  portions  of  YBI 
performed  well;  no  major  ground  failures  or  structural  damage  was  observed  on  YBI.  However, 
Treasure  Island,  which  consists  entirely  of  fill,  experienced  damage  to  several  buildings,  utilities, 
and  roadways  from  liquefaction,  ground  subsidence,  and  lateral  spread  displacements  (Treadwell 
&Rollo,  1995). 

Location 

Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  are  exposed  to  seismic  hazards  from  numerous  known  faults 
and  potentially  unmapped  or  undiscovered  faults.  Most  of  the  major  faults  in  the  Bay  Region  are 
strike-slip  faults,  where  the  rupture  plane  is  oriented  generally  vertically  and  the  ground  on  one 
side  slips  horizontally  past  the  ground  on  the  other  side  of  the  fault.  The  Bay  Region  also  has 
several  thrust  or  reverse  faults,  where  ground  moves  upward  and  over  adjacent  ground.  As  noted 
earlier,  the  most  active  strike-slip  fault  in  the  region  is  the  San  Andreas  fault,  which  has  ten 
different  fault  segments,  and  the  Hayward  fault.  There  are  no  known  active  faults  in  the  vicinity 
of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  The  San  Andreas  fault  is  approximately  12  miles  to  the 
west  and  the  Hayward  fault  is  6 miles  to  the  east  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  does  not  sit  atop  any  known  faults.  Table  3-2  lists  the  major  faults  that 
are  located  within  the  Bay  Region.

Extent  and  Probability  of  Future  E vents 

The  Bay  Area  is  a seismically  active  area,  and  as  such,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  will 
likely  experience  an  earthquake  from  one  of  the  known  faults  in  the  Bay  Area.  In  2003,  the 
Working  Group  on  Earthquake  Probabilities  determined  that  a 62  percent  chance  exists  that  a 
major  earthquake  will  strike  the  Bay  Area  over  a 30-year  period  from  2002-2031  along  one  of 
the  seven  fault  systems  identified  in  the  study.  The  results  of  this  study  are  shown  in  Table  3-3.

Potential  Impacts 

Ground  Shaking 

The  three  main  factors  that  affect  ground  motions  are  magnitude,  distance,  and  geologic  site 
conditions.  The  larger  the  earthquake,  the  more  energy  is  released  and  the  more  intense  the 
ground  shaking.  Earthquake  waves  diminish  in  intensity  as  they  travel  through  the  earth  (termed 
attenuation),  so  earthquake  shaking  is  generally  less  intense  farther  from  the  fault.  However, 
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low-frequency  waves  diminish  less  rapidly  with  distance  than  do  high-frequency  waves.  As 
seismic  waves  travel  from  rock  through  soil,  they  can  be  amplified  in  areas  of  soft  soils  and  fill. 

A Shake  Map  can  be  used  to  represent  the  severity  of  shaking  in  an  area  or  at  a specific  location 
as  the  result  of  an  earthquake.  To  characterize  the  expected  impact  of  an  earthquake  on  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands,  URS  obtained  USGS  Shake  Maps  for  the  area  of  the  following 
scenario  events  that  are  often  used  in  engineering  design: 

• M 6.9  event  on  the  northern  segment  of  the  Hayward  fault. 

• M 7.9  event  on  the  North  Coast  segment  of  the  San  Andreas  fault 

These  maps  are  shown  in  Figures  A-9  and  A- 10,  respectively.  YBI  would  probably  be  subject  to 
moderate  to  very  strong  shaking  during  these  events.  Treasure  Island  would  be  subject  to  violent 
shaking  in  these  events,  reflecting  the  fact  that  the  island  is  constructed  of  fill  that  would  amplify 
the  ground  motions  at  some  frequencies.  It  is  estimated  that  the  shaking  experienced  during  these 
two  events  would  last  approximately  15  seconds  (SCEC,  2008). 

The  causeway  contains  telephone,  METS,  cable  television,  T-l  Internet,  and  water  lines.  Adding 
further  concern  regarding  isolation  of  the  islands,  the  causeway  is  expected  to  fail  in  a moderate 
to  large  earthquake.  If  a significant  earthquake  were  to  occur,  the  causeway  would  suffer  extreme 
damage  and  possibly  collapse  severing  communications  and  water  to  those  that  live,  attend 
school,  and  work  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

The  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  wastewater  treatment  system  would  suffer  medium  to 
extreme  damage  in  a moderate  to  large  earthquake.  Damage  to  the  major  sewer  outfall  lines 
would  result  in  costly  repairs  which  will  be  necessary  for  a clean  water  system.  Power  outages 
would  affect  the  operation  of  several  sewage  pump  stations  on  the  island  causing  raw  sewage 
spillage  into  the  Bay. 

After  the  collapse  of  the  portion  of  the  Upper  Deck  of  the  Bay  Bridge  in  the  1989  Loma  Prieta 
earthquake,  Caltrans  conducted  a seismic  evaluation  with  the  intent  of  upgrading  the  bridge.  The 
Bay  Bridge  new  East  Span  is  designed  to  absorb  the  largest  ground  motions  expected  to  occur  at 
the  bridge  site  once  every  1,500  years. 

Aftershocks 

Major  earthquakes  will  typically  be  followed  by  a large  number  of  aftershocks.  Aftershocks  are 
created  by  ongoing  movement  on  the  fault(s)  and  can  continue  for  months  after  an  event.  The 
potential  range  in  magnitude  for  aftershocks  is  generally  proportional  to  the  size  of  the  main 
shock  and  becomes  less  frequent  and  small  over  time.  Some  aftershocks  can  be  quite  large  and 
cause  already  weakened  structures  to  collapse  or  suffer  further  damage.  Large  aftershocks  would 
occur  in  the  first  30-60  days  after  a design-level  event. 

Landslides 

Earthquake-induced  landslides  occur  as  a result  of  seismic  inertia  forces  induced  in  the  slopes  by 
the  ground  shaking.  The  most  common  earthquake-induced  landslides  include  shallow,  disrupted 
landslides  such  as  rockfalls,  rockslides,  and  soilslides.  Initial  studies  by  the  USGS  suggest  that  in 
the  Bay  Area,  intermediate  slopes  with  previous  landslide  deposits  are  most  susceptible  to  future 
earthquake-induced  landsliding.  As  such,  Figure  A-l  1 shows  that  a design-level  event  would 
cause  landslides  along  existing  landslide  and  steep  slope  areas  including  the  northern  edge  and 
eastern  shoreline  of  YBI. 
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Soil  Liquefaction 

Soil  liquefaction  occurs  when  seismic  waves  pass  through  saturated  soil,  including  sandy  fill  and 
shoal  materials  below  the  water  table.  Liquefaction  often  results  in  ground  rupture,  sand  boils 
(water  under  pressure  welling  up  through  a bed  of  sand),  ground  subsidence,  and  lateral 
displacement  of  the  ground. 

Figure  A-12  shows  that  all  of  Treasure  Island  and  the  artificial  fill  area  of  the  northeastern  comer 
of  YBI  would  experience  liquefaction  during  a design-level  event.  Throughout  Treasure  Island, 
sand  would  flow  upwards  through  surface  cracks,  resulting  in  sand  boils  and  ground  subsidence 
of  3 to  24  inches.  Most  existing  structures,  utilities,  and  roadways  located  on  unimproved  ground 
would  not  be  able  to  tolerate  this  level  of  ground  failure  expected  and  as  such  lose  bearing 
support  and  become  significantly  damaged.  On  the  other  hand,  structures,  utilities,  and  roadways 
(in  particular  those  that  have  been  retrofitted  or  recently  built  to  current  code)  supported  on 
improved  or  modified  ground  would  be  mitigated  from  soil  liquefaction  and  fair  reasonably  well. 
Non-condemned  buildings  located  on  ground  improvement  areas  include  the  following:  Bldg. 
450  and  some  Job  Corps  Center  buildings  (specifically  442,  487,  488,  and  489).  Areas  that  have 
undergone  ground  modification  (soil  densification)  are  shown  in  Figure  A-12  (Treadwell  & 
Rollo,  1995). 

Lateral  Spreading 

Lateral  spreading  is  horizontal  displacement  of  weak  soils  or  artificial  fill  triggered  by  strong 
earthquake  shaking.  Lateral  spreading  most  commonly  occurs  when  weak,  saturated  soils  are 
bordered  by  steep  or  unsupported  embankments  or  slopes.  Table  3-4  lists  residential  buildings, 
emergency  response  facilities,  utilities,  and  roadways  affected  by  lateral  spread  displacement 
during  a design-level  event.  Buildings,  utilities,  and  roads  in  close  proximity  to  the  perimeter 
dike  (Zone  1,  500  feet  or  less)  would  experience  displacements  of  greater  than  10-feet  and 
therefore  would  be  severely  damaged  or  destroyed.  Buildings  supported  by  piles  (such  as  the 
Administration  Building  and  large  event  buildings  on  the  south  side  of  Treasure  Island)  in  Zone 
1 would  not  be  able  to  tolerate  this  magnitude  of  lateral  spread  either.  Further  inland  (Zone  2, 
500-1,000  feet  from  the  perimeter  dike),  buildings,  utilities,  and  roads  on  unimproved  land 
would  experience  less,  but  still  significant  damage.  Buildings,  utilities,  and  roads  located  furthest 
away  from  the  dike  perimeter  (Zone  3,  toward  the  center  of  the  island)  would  experience  the 
least  amount  of  damage  as  spread  will  be  1 foot  or  less.

Tsunamis 

Factors  that  affect  tsunami  generation  from  an  earthquake  include  magnitude  (generally,  an  M 
7.5  or  greater);  depth  of  event  (shallow  marine  event  that  displaces  the  seafloor);  and  type  of 
earthquake  (thrust  as  opposed  to  strike-slip). 

Since  1850,  there  have  been  51  tsunamis  recorded  or  observed  in  the  Bay,  including  a tsunami 
with  a 4-inch  wave  run-up  recorded  at  the  Presidio  gauge  station  shortly  after  the  1906 
earthquake  (Dengler,  2004).  The  earthquake  caused  the  seafloor  north  of  Lake  Merced  to  drop 
down  between  overlapping  segments  of  the  San  Andreas  fault  and  as  such  generated  a tsunami. 
As  the  majority  of  the  region’s  faults  are  strike-slip  faults,  a tsunami  is  not  expected  to  be  a 
major  threat.  The  primary  tsunami  threat  along  the  central  California  coast  is  from  distant 
earthquakes  along  subduction  zones  elsewhere  in  the  Pacific  basin. 

Scientists  have  estimated  that  a 100-year  return  period  tsunami  wave  runup  elevation  at  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  of  8.2  NGVD,  but  would  dissipate  as  it  moved  eastward.  By  the  time  it 
reached  the  East  Bay  (at  Alameda),  it  would  be  half  as  high.  As  shown  in  Figure  A- 13,  a 100- 
year  return  estimate  for  the  Bay,  predicts  a wave  height  of  8.2  feet  at  the  Presidio. 

Fires 

Fire  following  a design-level  event  would  be  caused  by  broken  gas  mains,  short-circuits  from 
structural  damage,  fallen  live  wires,  and  premature  restoration  of  electrical  supply.  General 
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factors  affecting  the  spread  of  fire  would  include  high-density  structures,  “fire-breeder”  wooden 
buildings,  and  wind,  and  lack  of  fire  suppression  response.  Overall,  the  area  of  most  concern  for 
fire  conflagration  would  be  residential  area  located  on  the  northwest  side  of  Treasure  Island. 

Reservoir  Tank  Failures 

Earthquakes  can  rupture  and  collapse  dams  and  reservoirs,  which  release  large  volumes  of  water, 
often  flooding  property  and  buildings  downstream.  Three  functional  reservoirs  (2,000,000, 
1,000,000,  and  500,000  MG)  are  located  on  sandstone  bedrock  on  YBI.  However,  during  a 
design-level  event,  YBI  would  experience  strong  to  very  strong  shaking  that  could  potentially 
cause  these  facilities  to  crack  and  release  water. 

Hazardous  Materials  Incidents 

Severe  shaking,  soil  liquefaction,  and  lateral  spreading  are  expected  to  cause  significant  damage 
to  Treasure  Island’s  natural  gas  lines,  fuel  tanks,  and  fuel  lines,  potentially  resulting  in  releases 
of  hazardous  materials  and/or  explosions. 

The  Bay  Bridge  restricts  vehicles  transporting  hazardous  materials  or  combinations  thereof,  if 
prohibited  by  United  States  Department  of  Transportation  Regulations,  as  specified  and  defined 
in  49  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  sections  177.821-177.823.  Class  A and  B explosives  and  tank 
vehicles  which  are  placarded  “Flammable”  under  Caltrans  regulations,  whether  loaded  or  empty, 
are  also  prohibited  on  the  Bay  Bridge. 

3.2  FLOODS 
Nature 

Flooding  is  the  accumulation  of  water  where  usually  none  occurs  or  the  overflow  of  excess  water 
from  a stream,  river,  lake,  reservoir,  or  coastal  body  of  water  onto  adjacent  floodplains.  Coastal 
flooding  generally  results  from  offshore  storms,  but  can  also  be  attributed  to  seismic  sea  waves 
or  tsunamis.  As  such,  coastal  flooding  can  be  exacerbated  by  the  physical  characteristics  of  the 
continental  shelf  and  shoreline. 


History 

To  date,  limited  flooding  has  taken  place  on  Treasure  Island.  The  residential  area  is  impacted 
most  by  flooding. 

Location,  Extent,  and  Probability  of  Future  Events 

The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  has  conducted  an  approximate  analysis 
of  flooding  in  San  Francisco  Bay  and  prepared  a preliminary  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM), 
dated  September  2007,  showing  the  extent  of  flooding  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

The  FIRM  shows  Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas  (SFHAs),  which  are  those  areas  that  are  subject  to 
inundation  during  a flood  having  a 1 percent  chance  of  occurrence  in  any  given  year  (also 
referred  to  as  the  100-year  flood).  The  SFHAs  for  the  islands  are  based  on  the  effects  of  Pacific 
Ocean  storms  that  occur  in  conjunction  with  high  tides  and  strong  winds  that  can  cause 
significant  wave  run-up.  As  shown  in  Figure  A- 14,  the  1 percent  annual  chance  flood  is  likely  to 
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cause  shallow  flooding  in  the  residential  areas  on  the  northwest  part  of  Treasure  Island  and  along 
the  western  waterfront.  Due  to  its  steep  slopes,  YBI  has  no  floodplains. 

The  FIRM  shows  San  Francisco  Bay  to  be  subject  to  the  additional  hazards  associated  with  wave 
action  (identified  as  Zone  V).  The  entire  shoreline  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  is 
subject  to  wave  attack.  However,  due  to  the  breakdown  of  waves  along  the  shoreline,  flood  prone 
areas  in  Treasure  Island  are  identified  as  Zone  A,  defined  as  areas  with  no  wave  hazards  or 
waves  less  than  three  feet  in  height. 

The  FIRM  does  not  show  flooding  associated  with  inadequate  drainage  on  Treasure  Island  or  the 
small  watersheds  on  YBI.  However,  these  sources  are  not  expected  to  produce  significant  flood 
hazards. 


Potential  Impacts 

During  a 100-year  flood  event,  the  northwest  side  of  Treasure  Island  will  be  most  impacted. 
Areas  impacted  include  residential  units,  the  Great  Lawn,  DPW,  and  the  SFPD  Motorcycle 
Training  Center.  Flood  water  will  likely  cause  minor  damage  to  the  first  floor  of  these  buildings 
and  facilities.  In  addition,  these  areas  will  likely  experience  minor  street  flooding. 

3.3  WILDLAND  FIRES 
Nature 

A wildland  fire  is  a type  of  wildfire  that  spreads  through  consumption  of  vegetation.  It  often 
begins  unnoticed,  spreads  quickly,  and  is  usually  signaled  by  dense  smoke  that  may  be  visible 
from  miles  around.  Wildland  fires  can  be  caused  by  human  activities  (such  as  arson  or 
campfires)  or  by  natural  events  such  as  lightning.  Wildland  fires  often  occur  in  forests  or  other 
areas  with  ample  vegetation.  In  addition  to  wild  land  fires,  wildfires  can  be  classified  as  urban 
fires,  interface  or  intermix  fires,  and  prescribed  fires. 

The  following  three  factors  contribute  significantly  to  wildland  fire  behavior  and  can  be  used  to 
identify  wildland  fire  hazard  areas. 

• Topography:  As  slope  increases,  the  rate  of  wildland  fire  spread  increases.  South-facing 
slopes  are  also  subject  to  more  solar  radiation,  making  them  drier  and  thereby  intensifying 
wildland  fire  behavior.  However,  ridgetops  may  mark  the  end  of  wildland  fire  spread,  since 
fire  spreads  more  slowly  or  may  even  be  unable  to  spread  downhill. 

• Fuel:  The  type  and  condition  of  vegetation  plays  a significant  role  in  the  occurrence  and 
spread  of  wildland  fires.  Certain  types  of  plants  are  more  susceptible  to  burning  or  will  bum 
with  greater  intensity.  Dense  or  overgrown  vegetation  increases  the  amount  of  combustible 
material  available  to  fuel  the  fire  (referred  to  as  the  “fuel  load”).  The  ratio  of  living  to  dead 
plant  matter  is  also  important.  The  risk  of  fire  is  increased  significantly  during  periods  of 
prolonged  drought  as  the  moisture  content  of  both  living  and  dead  plant  matter  decreases. 
The  fuel’s  continuity,  both  horizontally  and  vertically,  is  also  an  important  factor. 

• Weather:  The  most  variable  factor  affecting  wildland  fire  behavior  is  weather.  Temperature, 
humidity,  wind,  and  lightning  can  affect  chances  for  ignition  and  spread  of  fire.  Extreme 
weather,  such  as  high  temperatures  and  low  humidity,  can  lead  to  extreme  wildland  fire 
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activity.  By  contrast,  cooling  and  higher  humidity  often  signals  reduced  wildland  fire 
occurrence  and  easier  containment. 

The  frequency  and  severity  of  wildland  fires  is  also  dependent  upon  other  hazards,  such  as 
lightning,  drought,  and  infestations.  If  not  promptly  controlled,  wildland  fires  may  grow  into  an 
emergency  or  disaster.  Even  small  fires  can  threaten  lives  and  resources  and  destroy  improved 
properties.  In  addition  to  affecting  people,  wildland  fires  may  severely  affect  livestock  and  pets. 
Such  events  may  require  emergency  watering/feeding,  evacuation,  and  shelter. 

The  indirect  effects  of  wildland  fires  can  be  catastrophic.  In  addition  to  stripping  the  land  of 
vegetation  and  destroying  forest  resources,  large,  intense  fires  can  harm  the  soil,  waterways,  and 
the  land  itself.  Soil  exposed  to  intense  heat  may  lose  its  capability  to  absorb  moisture  and  support 
life.  Exposed  soils  erode  quickly  and  enhance  siltation  of  rivers  and  streams,  thereby  enhancing 
flood  potential,  harming  aquatic  life,  and  degrading  water  quality.  Lands  stripped  of  vegetation 
are  also  subject  to  increased  debris  flow  hazards,  as  described  above. 

History 

Since  1997  one  wildland  fire  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  occurred.  On  August  28,  2008  a fire  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island,  started  by  unknown  causes,  burned  approximately  three  acres  on  southwest 
YBI,  next  to  the  USCG  Station.  Treasure  Island-based  SFFD  resources  suppressed  the  fire  and 
no  casualties  or  property  damage  was  reported. 

Location 

There  are  97.29  acres  of  land  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  located  in  a high  and  very 
high  wild  land  fire  hazard  area.  The  majority  of  this  hazard  area  is  in  the  heavy  tree-canopy 
vegetation  areas  of  YBI. 

Extent  and  Probability  of  Future  E vents 

The  California  Department  of  Forestry  (CDF)  has  developed  a Fuel  Rank  assessment 
methodology  that  assigns  ranks  (moderate,  high,  and  very  high)  based  on  expected  fire  behavior 
for  unique  combinations  of  topography  and  vegetative  fuels  under  a given  severe  weather 
condition  (including  wind  speed,  humidity,  and  temperature).  As  shown  in  Figure  A-15,  high 
wild  land  fires  hazards  areas  make  up  the  majority  of  YBI.  The  high  ranking  can  be  attributed  to 
the  island’s  steep  topography  and  heavy-canopy  trees  (eucalyptus  trees).  Conversely,  the 
majority  of  Treasure  Island  consists  of  moderate  wildland  fire  hazard  areas.  Treasure  Island  has  a 
few  areas  of  high  wildland  fire  hazard  areas,  most  likely  due  to  landscaped  canopy  trees, 
including  palms. 

In  general,  fire  susceptibility  throughout  California  dramatically  increases  in  the  late  summer  and 
early  autumn  as  vegetation  dries  out,  decreasing  plant  moisture  content  and  increasing  the  ratio 
of  dead  fuel  to  living  fuel.  In  addition,  common  causes  of  wildland  fires  in  California  include 
arson  and  negligence.

SECTION  THREE 


Hazard  Analysis 


Potential  Impacts 

In  the  event  of  a wildland  fire,  all  of  YBI  daytime  and  residential  population,  residential  units, 
essential  facilities,  major  utilities,  and  transportation  systems  are  at  risk.  Island  surface  roads  and 
access  ramps  may  act  as  barriers  to  slow  or  stop  the  progress  of  a fire. 

3.4  CIVIL  DISTURBANCE 

Nature 

Civil  disturbance  is  the  refusal  to  obey  a law  that  is  believed  to  be  immoral.  Civil  disturbance  can 
be  defined  by  certain  criteria:  it  is  generally  employed  only  after  other  means  have  failed;  it  is 
generally  non-violent;  it  is  undertaken  openly;  its  participants  are  willing  to  submit  to 
prosecution  and  punishment  for  breaking  the  law;  it  is  aimed  at  publicizing  and  challenging 
perceived  injustice;  and  it  is  not  generally  employed  for  coercive  or  intimidating  reasons.  Civil 
disturbance  can  take  on  many  forms  including  rioting,  street  protests,  work  stoppages,  boycotts, 
deliberate  negligence,  and  refusal  to  participate. 

History 

There  are  no  records  of  civil  disturbance  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 

Location 

Historically,  civil  disturbance  in  the  U.S.  has  occurred  at  large  organized  parades,  military 
installations,  government  facilities,  labs  and  clinics,  college  campuses,  environmental  settings, 
and  large  gathering  places.  The  largest  gathering  place  on  Treasure  Island  is  the  Great  Lawn. 

Extent  and  Probability  of  Future  E vents 

The  largest  civil  disturbance  event  likely  to  occur  on  Treasure  Island  would  be  at  the  Great  Lawn 
during  a large  planned  event,  which  would  attract  up  to  15,000  people. 

Potential  Impacts 

Civil  disturbance  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  could  cause  traffic  delays  on  and  off 
island,  disrupt  daily  services,  such  as  work  and  school,  and  overwhelm  local  enforcement 
authorities. 

3.5  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS  EVENTS 
Nature 

Hazardous  materials  include  hundreds  of  substances  that  pose  a significant  risk  to  humans.  These 
substances  may  be  highly  toxic,  reactive,  corrosive,  flammable,  radioactive,  or  infectious. 
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Hazardous  material  releases  can  occur  from  any  of  the  following: 

• Fixed  site  facilities  (such  as  refineries,  chemical  plants,  storage  facilities,  manufacturing 
facilities,  warehouses,  wastewater  treatment  plants,  swimming  pools,  dry  cleaners, 
automotive  sales/repair,  gas  stations,  etc.) 

• Highway  and  rail  transportation  (such  as  tanker  trucks,  chemical  trucks,  and  railroad  tankers) 

• Air  transportation  (such  as  cargo  packages) 

• Pipeline  transportation  (liquid  petroleum,  natural  gas,  and  other  chemicals) 

In  addition  to  accidental  human-caused  hazardous  material  events,  natural  hazards  may  cause  the 
release  of  hazardous  materials  and  complicate  response  activities.  The  impact  of  earthquakes  on 
fixed  facilities  may  be  particularly  serious  due  to  the  impairment  or  failure  of  the  physical 
integrity  of  containment  facilities.  The  threat  of  any  hazardous  material  event  may  be  magnified 
due  to  restricted  access,  reduced  fire  suppression  and  spill  containment,  and  even  complete 
cutoff  of  response  personnel  and  equipment.  In  addition,  the  risk  of  terrorism  involving 
hazardous  materials  is  considered  a major  threat  due  to  the  location  of  hazardous  material 
facilities  and  transport  routes  throughout  communities  and  the  frequently  limited  antiterrorism 
security  at  these  facilities. 

History 

The  National  Response  Center  Web-based  query  system  shows  that  since  1990,  144  vessel- 
related  oil  spills  (bilge  oil,  gasoline,  hydraulic  oil,  jet  fuel,  and  diesel  oil)  have  been  reported  in 
the  San  Francisco  County  jurisdictional  area  of  the  Bay.  Common  incident  causes  included 
operator  error,  vessel  sinking,  and  equipment  failure. 

The  largest  oil  spill  event  in  recent  history  occurred  on  November  7,  2007,  when  a container  ship 
struck  a pier  bumper  at  the  western  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  causing  58,000  gallons  of  bunker  fuel 
to  be  released  into  the  water.  Oiled  and  dead  wildlife  and  oils  slicks  and  oil  globs  were  reported 
around  the  Bay  as  well  as  the  Pacific  coastline.  Oil  spill  clean  up  was  reported  on  the  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  shorelines. 

The  National  Response  Center’s  Web-based  query  system  did  not  show  any  reported  hazardous 
material  transport  incidents  along  the  Bay  Bridge.  However,  on  April  29,  2007,  a gasoline  tanker 
carrying  8,600  gallons  of  unleaded  gasoline  hit  a guard  rail  and  burned  causing  the  MacArthur 
Maze  overpass  to  the  Bay  Bridge  to  collapse. 

Location 

As  shown  on  Figure  A- 16,  hazardous  material  transportation  accidents  having  the  potential  to 
affect  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  include  the  Bay  Bridge,  access  ramps,  and  causeway. 

Extent  and  Probability  of  Future  E vents 

The  Caltrans  Bay  Bridge  site,  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  including  the  vessel  tracking  station,  and  most 
YBI  residents  are  located  within  the  % mile  Hazardous  Materials  Transport  corridor.  YBI’s 
position  within  the  Bay  exposes  the  area  to  winds,  currents,  and  tides,  which  could  serve  to 
magnify  the  effects  of  an  event  depending  on  the  type  hazardous  material  released.  Strong 
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currents  and  tides  can  cause  spills  to  reach  sensitive  resources  in  a relatively  short  period  of  time. 
Transportation  and  marine  accidents  that  result  in  spills  of  hazardous  materials,  such  as  oil,  can 
adversely  affect  a variety  of  resources,  including  water  quality,  commercial  and  recreational 
fishing,  recreation  areas,  businesses,  personal  property,  and  wildlife  habitats.  Approximately 
eight  oil  spill  incidents  of  varying  size  have  occurred  in  the  Bay  each  year  over  the  past  20  years. 
Only  two  events  over  the  past  40  years  have  resulted  in  releases  of  50,000  gallons  or  greater. 

Potential  Impacts 

In  the  event  of  an  oil  spill,  Treasure  Island’s  waterfront,  including  boat  ramps  and  the  marina, 
will  most  likely  be  closed  and  its  waterfront  activities  suspended  until  initial  damage  assessments 
are  conducted  and/or  until  clean-up  efforts  are  completed.  In  addition,  dozens  if  not  hundreds  of 
dead  and  injured  seabirds  coated  in  black  oil  will  likely  wash  ashore. 

In  the  event  of  a hazardous  material  transportation  accident  along  the  Bay  Bridge,  there  will  be 
no  access  or  limited  access  on  and  off  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands.  As  such,  the  daytime 
population  may  not  be  able  to  leave  the  islands  and  the  commuting  residential  population  may 
not  be  able  to  return  home. 

In  addition,  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  have  three  propane  tanks  with  60,000  gallons  of 
propane,  which  in  the  event  of  a hazardous  material  transportation  accident  would  cause 
structural  damage  and  loss  of  life  from  any  explosion  in  the  impacted  area. 

3.6  TERRORISM 
Nature 

Terrorism  can  be  defined  as  violence  against  noncombatants  (civilians)  to  achieve  political  or 
ideological  objectives  through  fear.  Most  definitions  of  terrorism  include  only  those  acts  that  are 
intended  to  create  fear  or  terror,  are  perpetrated  for  an  ideological  goal,  deliberately  target  or 
discount  the  safety  and  livelihood  of  noncombatants  (civilians),  or  are  unlawful  acts  of  violence 
and  of  unconventional  and  psychological  warfare.  The  variations  of  a possible  terrorist  attack  are 
many,  but  the  most  likely  include  biological  or  chemical,  radiological,  or  nuclear. 

History 

No  terrorist  events  have  been  recorded  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  to  date. 

Location 

The  Department  of  Homeland  Security’s  National  Planning  Scenario  identifies  possible  terrorist 
strikes  it  views  as  most  plausible.  Places  at  risk  include  cities  that  have  economic  and  symbolic 
value,  places  with  hazardous  facilities,  and  areas  where  large  groups  of  people  are  congregated, 
such  as  an  office  building  or  sports  arena  event.  As  such,  places  at  risk  on  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  may  include  the  Bay  Bridge  or  Great  Lawn  during  a large  planned  event.  As  noted 
in  Section  1 , there  are  no  high  rises  on  the  islands  and,  as  such,  in  general  the  building  stock  on 
both  islands  is  not  considered  to  be  at  risk. 
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Extent  and  Probability  of  Future  Events 

The  extent  and  probability  of  a future  terrorist  attack  is  unknown. 

Potential  Impacts 

A terrorist  attack  in  the  Bay  Area  region  would  likely  result  in  the  following:  land  lines  and 
cellular  telephones  will  be  unusable;  confusion  will  be  prevalent;  medical  help  may  be  extremely 
difficult  to  contact/access;  streets  and  roads  may  be  unusable  and/or  become  clogged  with 
motorists  seeking  to  escape  the  region.

BACKGROUND 

The  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative,  a California  nonprofit  corporation 
(“TIHDI”),  Toolworks,  a California  nonprofit  corporation,  and  Wine  Valley,  Inc.,  a California 
corporation  doing  business  as  Wine  Valley  Catering  (hereafter  collectively  referred  to  as  the 
Joint  Venture  ("JV”)),  are  currently  managing  events  on  Treasure  Island,  namely  at  the  Casa  de 
la  Vista,  the  Library,  the  Chapel,  the  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area,  and  the  Lobby  of  the  Main 
Administration  Building.  The  JV  has  successfully  provided  employment  and  job  training  for 
homeless,  at  risk  and/or  disabled  residents  while  increasing  event  rental  revenues  for  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (hereafter  referred  to  as  the  "Authority”). 

At  the  May  14,  2008  Authority  Board  meeting,  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approved 
demolishing  Building  227  and  replacing  it  with  a new  concrete  pad  to  enable  the  installation  of  a 
temporary  special  events  pavilion.  In  July  2008,  the  Board  of  Directors  approved  a Sublease  (the 
"Original  Sublease")  with  the  JV  for  the  area  located  between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets  and 
Avenue  of  the  Palms,  formerly  occupied  by  Building  227,  the  “Fog  Watch,”  for  the 
development,  installation  and  maintenance  of  a temporary  membrane  pavilion  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  special  events.  Under  the  Original  Sublease,  the  Authority  was  responsible  for  all  costs 
to  demolish  and  remove  Building  227,  install  a new  concrete  pad  complete  with  utility 
connections  for  water  and  electrical,  and  provide  portable  restroom  facilities.  The  Authority 
anticipated  the  cost  for  their  portion  of  the  work  to  be  approximately  $225,000.00.  The  JV  is 
responsible  for  purchasing  and  installing  the  membrane  tent,  including  HVAC  systems,  floor  and 
wall  coverings,  furniture,  lighting,  and  decor.  The  JV  anticipated  the  cost  for  their  work  at 
approximately  $450,000.00. 

The  Original  Sublease  expired  on  November  30,  2008,  but  on  November  12,  2008,  the  Authority 
approved  Sublease  No.  98  (the  "Existing  Sublease")  with  the  JV  for  Parcel  A:  Casa  de  la  Vista; 
Parcel  B:  The  Library;  Parcel  C:  The  Chapel;  Parcel  D:  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area;  Parcel  E:  Lobby 


of  the  Main  Administration  Building;  and  Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay,  including  the  exclusive 
right  to  market,  operate,  and  manage  these  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  operating  special  events. 
Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay  is  the  premises  that  was  subject  to  the  Original  Sublease.  The 
provisions  of  the  Original  Sublease  described  above  relating  to  the  Authority's  and  the  JV's 
obligations  regarding  Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay  were  incorporated  into  the  Existing 
Sublease. 

Over  the  past  six  months,  Authority  staff  and  the  JV  have  been  working  with  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Building  Inspection,  City  Planning,  and  Fire  Department  to  coordinate  the  permit 
review  process  for  the  Pavilion  By  The  Bay  Project.  Some  of  the  challenges  encountered  with 
permit  review  include  building  permit  requirements  mandating  the  installation  of  two  ADA 
restroom  facilities  instead  of  using  portable  restrooms;  additional  engineering  requirements  to 
meet  San  Francisco  Building  Code  requirements  related  to  wind;  and  the  need  for  replacing  the 
existing  transformer  as  it  was  severely  vandalized.  Given  all  of  these  new  issues,  the  Authority’s 
cost  to  construct  improvements  escalated  by  $225,000.00. 

Under  the  proposed  First  Amendment  to  Sublease  ("First  Amendment"),  Authority  Staff  and  the 
JV  have  negotiated  a First  Amendment  that  addresses  the  increased  construction  cost  by 
increasing  the  Base  Rent  and  Percentage  Rent  payable  under  the  Existing  Sublease.  Base  Rent 
for  Parcel  F (Pavilion  By  the  Bay)  is  increased  from  $600  per  day  of  event  rental  to  $6,500.00 
per  month.  If  the  Authority,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  approves  one  or  more  extensions 
of  the  Sublease  Term  beyond  November  30,  2009,  then  the  Base  Rent  for  Parcel  F (Pavilion  By 
the  Bay)  shall  be  no  less  than  the  following  schedule  unless  approved  by  the  Authority  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion:  December  1,  2009  to  November  30,  2010  — $6,500.00  per  month; 
December  1,  2010  to  November  30,  2011  — $8,500.00  per  month;  December  1,  201 1 to 
November  30,  2012  — $10,500.00  per  month;  and  December  1,  2012  to  February  28,  2013  — 

$ 1 0,500.00  per  month. 

Under  the  Existing  Sublease,  the  JV  pays  the  Authority  percentage  rent  equal  to  three  percent 
(3%)  of  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues.  "Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues" 
is  defined  as  the  total  revenues  received  by  the  JV  or  Wine  Valley  Catering  from  all  food  and 
beverage  service  provided  in,  upon  or  from  any  venues  on  Treasure  Island  or  Yerba  Buena 
Island,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Premises,  but  the  Existing  Sublease  specifically 
excluded  Parcel  F (Pavilion  By  The  Bay)  from  the  portion  of  the  Premises  subject  to  percentage 
rent.  The  First  Amendment  adds  Parcel  F (Pavilion  By  The  Bay)  to  the  property  that  is  subject  to 
percentage  rent. 

The  above  mentioned  Monthly  Base  Rent  Schedule  for  Parcel  F,  and  the  inclusion  of  Parcel  F in 
the  property  subject  to  percentage  rent,  is  structured  to  provide  the  Authority  with  a payback  of 
its  estimated  capital  investment  for  Parcel  F over  a forty-two  month  period,  assuming  that  the 
Authority,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  extends  the  Existing  Sublease  and  the  JV  remains 
in  the  Premises  for  that  forty-two  month  period. 

Additionally,  under  this  First  Amendment,  event  rental  fees  and  the  resulting  Base  Rent  payable 
for  Parcels  A through  E is  modified  as  follows:  Parcel  A:  $2,950.00  per  day  for  each  Sunday, 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  and  $3950.00  for  each  Saturday  rental  of 


the  Casa  de  la  Vista;  Parcel  B:  $2,500.00  per  day  for  each  Sunday,  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  and  $3,500.00  for  each  Saturday  rental  of  the  Library;  Parcel 
C:  $700.00  per  day  for  each  event  rental  with  catering  services,  and  $1,500.00  per  day  for  each 
event  rental  without  catering  services,  of  the  Chapel;  Parcel  D:  $500.00  per  day  for  each  day  of 
event  rental  of  the  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area;  and  Parcel  E:  $3,000  per  day  for  each  day  of  event 
rental  of  the  Building  One  Lobby. 

Although  the  current  economic  environment  is  at  a decline,  the  JV  has  successfully  been  able  to 
sustain  venue  sales  through  effective  marketing  and  promotional  programs.  The  Authority 
expects  to  be  affected  in  some  part  by  the  current  economic  crises;  however,  forecasts  for  fiscal 
year  2008/2009  suggest  no  significant  decline  in  the  Authority’s  venue  sales.  In  fact,  the  JV  has 
booked  all  Saturday  rentals  and  most  of  the  weekend  rentals  at  the  Casa  de  la  Vista  through 
October  2009. 

The  Casa  de  la  Vista,  the  Chapel,  Fogwatch  picnic  area,  Pavilion  By  The  Bay  and  surrounding 
areas  are  in  the  first  phase  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  project.  According  to  the  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  a reasonable  time  period  under  which  the  Authority  can 
use  this  area  on  an  interim  basis  for  special  events  is  in  the  range  of  2-3  years.  The  current 
schedule  under  the  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  with  Treasure  Island  Community 
Development,  LLC  shows  project  approvals  could  be  obtained  by  December  31,  2009  and 
infrastructure  construction  could  begin  as  early  as  July  2010.

WFIEREAS,  Under  the  Original  Sublease,  the  Authority  was  responsible  for  all  costs  to

WFIEREAS,  The  Original  Sublease  expired  on  November  30,  2008,  but  on  November  i 
12,  2008,  the  Authority  approved  Sublease  No.  98  (the  "Existing  Sublease")  with  the  JV  for 
Parcel  A:  Casa  de  la  Vista;  Parcel  B:  The  Library;  Parcel  C:  The  Chapel;  Parcel  D:  Fogwatch 
Picnic  Area;  Parcel  E:  Lobby  of  the  Main  Administration  Building;  and  Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By 
The  Bay,  including  the  exclusive  right  to  market,  operate,  and  manage  these  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  operating  special  events;  and, 

WFIEREAS,  The  Existing  Sublease  incorporates  the  above-described  provisions  from 
the  Original  Sublease  relating  to  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  Building  227,  which  is  referrec 
to  in  the  Existing  Sublease  as  "Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay";  and, 

WFIEREAS,  Over  the  past  six  months,  Authority  staff  and  the  JV  have  been  working 
with  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  City  Planning,  and  Fire  Departmer

WHEREAS,  Under  the  First  Amendment,  event  rental  fees  and  the  resulting  Base  Rent 
payable  for  Parcels  A through  E is  modified  as  follows:  Parcel  A:  $2,950.00  per  day  for  each 
Sunday,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  and  $3950.00  for  each 
Saturday  rental  of  the  Casa  de  la  Vista;  Parcel  B:  $2,500.00  per  day  for  each  Sunday, 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  and  $3,500.00  for  each  Saturday 
rental  of  the  Library;  Parcel  C:  $700.00  per  day  for  each  event  rental  with  catering  services, 
and  $1 ,500.00  per  day  for  each  event  rental  without  catering  services,  of  the  Chapel;  Parcel 
D:  $500.00  per  day  for  each  day  of  event  rental  of  the  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area;  and  Parcel  E:

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WHEREAS,  The  JV  has  exceeded  expectations  in  bookings  for  special  events  on 
Treasure  Island,  and  has  successfully  provided  employment  and  job  training  for  homeless,  at 
risk  and/or  disabled  residents  while  increasing  event  rental  revenues  for  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  Staff  recommends  entering  into  the  First  Amendment;  now,

FIRST  AMENDMENT  TO  SUBLEASE  NO.  98 


THIS  FIRST  AMENDMENT  TO  SUBLEASE  (this  “First  Amendment”),  dated  for 
reference  purposes  only  as  of  April  1 , 2009,  is  by  and  among  the  TREASURE  ISLAND 
DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit  corporation  (“Sublandlord”),  and 
the  TREASURE  ISLAND  HOMELESS  DEVELOPMENT  INITIATIVE,  a California  nonprofit 
corporation  (“TIHDI”),  TOOLWORKS,  a California  nonprofit  corporation  (“Toolworks"),  and 
, WINE  VALLEY,  INC.,  a California  corporation  doing  business  as  Wine  Valley  Catering  (“Wine 
! Valley”)  (collectively,  “Subtenant”). 

RECITALS 

A.  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  entered  into  that  certain  Sublease  dated  for  reference 
purposes  as  of  December  1,  2008  (the  "Original  Sublease"),  for  Parcel  A:  Casa  de  la  Vista; 

Parcel  B:  The  Library;  Parcel  C:  The  Chapel;  Parcel  D:  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area;  Parcel  E:  Lobby 

1 of  the  Main  Administration  Building;  and  Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay,  which  is  a temporary 
membrane  tent  comprising  of  approximately  13,500  square  feet  that  Subtenant  will  install  on 
approximately  42,750  square  feet  of  land  located  between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets  and  Avenue 
of  the  Palms,  Treasure  Island,  San  Francisco,  California  (the  "Premises"),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  Original  Sublease.  The  term  of  the  Original  Sublease  expires  on  November  30, 
2009. 

B.  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  desire  to  amend  the  Original  Sublease  to  increase  the 
Base  Rent  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  this  First  Amendment. 

C.  The  Original  Sublease  and  this  First  Amendment  shall  collectively  be  referred  to 
as  the  “Sublease”.  All  capitalized  terms  used  herein  but  not  otherwise  defined  shall  have  the 
meaning  given  to  them  in  the  Sublease. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained  and  for 
other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  hereby  amend  the 
Sublease  as  follows: 

AGREEMENT 

1.  Recitals.  The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

2.  Effective  Date.  The  effective  date  of  this  First  Amendment  shall  be  April  1,  2009  (the 
“Effective  Date”). 

3.  Base  Rent.  As  of  the  Effective  Date,  the  Base  Rent  described  in  the  Basic  Sublease 
Information  of  the  Sublease  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Parcel  A:  $2,950.00  per  day  for  each  Sunday,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  and  $3950.00  for  each  Saturday  rental  of  the  Casa  de  la  Vista; 

Parcel  B:  $2,500.00  per  day  for  each  Sunday,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  and  $3,500.00  for  each  Saturday  rental  of  the  Library; 

Parcel  C:  $700.00  per  day  for  each  event  rental  with  catering  services,  and  $1,500.00  per 
day  for  each  event  rental  without  catering  services,  of  the  Chapel; 
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Parcel  D:  $500.00  per  day  for  each  day  of  event  rental  of  the  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area; 

Parcel  E:  $3,000  per  day  for  each  day  of  event  rental  of  the  Building  One  Lobby;  and 

Parcel  F:  Commencing  September  1,  2009,  Monthly  Base  Rent  shall  be:  Six  Thousand 
and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($6,500.00)  per  month  (Forty  Eight  Cents  ($0.48)  per  square 
foot  of  the  Pavilion  tent  area). 

Base  Rent  for  Parcels  A through  E shall  be  reduced  in  accordance  with  any  discounts 
provided  to  eligible  entities  and  persons  under  the  Event  Venue  Rate  Schedule  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  G. 

If  Sublandlord,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  approves  one  or  more  extensions  of  the 
Sublease  Term  beyond  November  30,  2009,  then  the  Base  Rent  for  Parcels  A through  F 
shall  be  reviewed  and  revised  by  Sublandlord  on  an  annual  basis;  provided  however,  the 
Monthly  Base  Rent  for  Parcel  F (Pavilion  By  the  Bay)  shall  be  no  less  than  the  following 
schedule  unless  approved  by  the  Sublandlord  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion: 

December  1,  2009  to  November  30,  2010  --  $6,500.00  per  month 
December  1,  2010  to  November  30,  2011  --  $8,500.00  per  month 
December  1,  201 1 to  November  30,  2012  - $10,500.00  per  month 
December  1,  2012  to  February  28,  2013  - $10,500.00  per  month” 

4.  Base  Rent  and  Percentage  Rent.  As  of  the  Effective  Date,  Section  5.1  of  the  Sublease 
is  hereby  deleted  in  its  entirety  and  replaced  with  the  following: 

"5.1  Base  Rent  and  Percentage  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the 
Commencement  Date,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  (i)  Base  Rent  in  the  amount  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  and  (ii)  three  percent  (3%)  of  Gross  Food  and 
Beverage  Sales  Revenues  (the  "Percentage  Rent").  "Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales 
Revenues"  means  the  total  revenues  received  by  Subtenant  and/or  Wine  Valley  from  all 
food  and  beverage  service  provided  in,  upon  or  from  any  portion  of  Treasure  Island  and 
Yerba  Buena  Island,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Premises,  and  shall  include  (a)  any 
credit  sales,  gift  certificates  or  other  prepayments  and  (b)  any  catering  buyout  fee  paid 
pursuant  to  Section  7.8(b)  of  this  Sublease. 

(a)  Payment  of  Base  Rent  and  Percentage  Rent.  Base  Rent  for  Parcels  A 
through  E shall  be  payable  monthly  in  arrears  on  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month 
with  respect  to  all  event  rental  fees  received  during  the  prior  month.  Base  Rent  for  Parcel 
F shall  be  payable  monthly  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month. 

Percentage  Rent  shall  be  payable  monthly  in  arrears  as  follows.  For  each  month, 
Subtenant  shall  furnish  to  Sublandlord  a statement  in  writing,  certified  by  Subtenant  to  be 
true  and  correct,  showing  (i)  the  dates,  times  and  venues  within  the  Premises  that  were 
used  for  events,  (ii)  the  total  event  fees  per  event,  (iii)  the  total  Gross  Food  and  Beverage 
Sales  Revenues  made  in,  upon  or  from  the  Premises,  (iv)  the  total  Gross  Food  and 
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Beverage  Sales  Revenues  from  other  areas  of  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island, 
and  (v)  the  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues  broken  out  per  event.  The  monthly 
statement,  and  the  monthly  payment  of  Percentage  Rent,  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later 
than  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the  end  of  the  month  in  question.  Base  Rent  and 
Percentage  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any 
deduction,  setoff,  or  counterclaim  whatsoever. 

(b)  Annual  Report.  Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  each  anniversary  of  the 
Commencement  Date,  Subtenant  shall  submit  to  Sublandlord  an  annual  statement  of 
event  fees  and  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues  certified  as  true  and  correct  by 
Subtenant  and  in  a form  acceptable  to  Sublandlord. 

(c)  Review  of  Books  and  Records.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  at  any 
time  to  perform  a review  or  audit  of  Subtenant's  books  and  records  as  may  be  necessary 
to  certify  the  amount  of  event  fees  and  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues.  If  the 
amount  of  event  fees  and/or  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales  Revenues  for  any  period  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord's  review  or  audit  exceeds  the  amount  reported  by  Subtenant 
by  more  than  two  percent  (2%),  Subtenant  shall  immediately  remit  the  amount  of  the 
underpayment  to  Sublandlord  and  the  cost  of  examination  shall  be  paid  by  Subtenant  to 
Sublandlord  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord's  written  request. 

(d)  Default.  Subtenant's  failure  to  provide  monthly  or  annual  statements 
within  the  time  periods  required,  failure  to  provide  access  to  Subtenant's  books  and 
records,  or  any  misrepresentation  of  event  fees  and/or  Gross  Food  and  Beverage  Sales 
Revenues  by  Subtenant,  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  this  Sublease. 

(e)  Survival.  The  terms  of  this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  earlier 
termination  of  this  Sublease." 

5.  Exhibit  G.  As  of  the  Effective  Date,  Exhibit  G the  Sublease  is  hereby  deleted  in  its 
entirety  and  replaced  with  the  following  Exhibit  G attached  hereto. 

6.  Counterparts.  This  First  Amendment  may  be  executed  in  counterparts  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  parties  had  executed  one  instrument,  and  each  such  counterpart  shall 
constitute  an  original  hereof. 

7.  Full  Force  and  Effect.  Except  as  specifically  amended  herein,  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  Sublease  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

2,  Director’s  Report  PUBljU  LloH/HM 

Ms.  Mirian  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  reported  that  there  was  only  one  burglary  on  the 
Island  in  February.  A hand  grenade  was  uncovered  on  YBI  by  a DOT  worker  in  the  bridge 
construction  zone.  CHP  and  SFPD  responded  and  secured  the  area.  The  CHP  bomb  squad  was 
called  in  and  they  removed  the  grenade  without  incident.  On  February  17th  we  discover  a 
partially  sunken  boat  in  Clipper  Cove  that  had  leaked  fuel  into  the  water.  The  Coast  Guard 
handled  the  spill  and  then  turned  the  salvage  operation  over  to  TIDA.  TIDA  floated  and  salvaged 
the  boat  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $10,000.  The  owner  has  been  notified,  but  has  not  responded. 

At  the  last  bimonthly  residential  community  meeting,  residents  reported  the  garbage  cans  along 
Perimeter  Path  needed  to  be  emptied  more  often,  that  they  needed  more  dog  mitt  receptacles  and 
that  they  wanted  the  car  wash  reopened. 

The  Director  also  reported  traveling  to  Lodi  to  meet  with  the  Lodi  Wine  Grape  Commission  in 
hopes  of  attracting  them  to  TI  for  a wine  and  food  festival  - possibly  for  an  October  launch. 

TIMA  held  it  “TI  History  Day”  on  February  21st  which  featured  walking  tours,  slide-show 
presentations,  memorabilia  and  photo  exhibits. 

Three  new  leases  were  signed  in  February,  generating  an  additional  annual  income  of  $16,804.

Mr.  Peter  Summerville  reported  that  this  was  a continuation  of  the  item  brought  forward  at  the 
November  2008  meeting.  The  Police  Ordinance  would  be  amended  and  allow  TIDA  to  set 
measures  that  would  eliminate  long-term  use  of  the  Cove  for  health  and  safety  reasons  (day 
boaters  would  still  be  welcomed  to  continue  to  enjoy  using  the  Cove).  The  item  would  then  go  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval.  There  is  no  set  of  rules  or  regulations;  this  would  come 
after  the  BOS. 

Director  Rahaim  motioned  for  approval. 

The  Item  was  moved  unanimously. 

10.  Informational  Presentation  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Emergency  Response 
Plan  Created  by  the  Treasure  Island  Development 

Mr.  Peter  Summerville  presented  the  final  document  for  an  18-month  project  for  an  Emergency 
Response  Plan.  There  are  two  sections  of  the  plan:  Risk  Assessment  and  the  Actual  Plan.  He 
proceeded  to  highlight  some  of  the  next  steps,  which  includes  going  to  the  community 
throughout  the  spring  with  the  material.  Mr.  James  Gottfried  of  URS  spoke  briefly. 

Director  Saez  emphasized  the  need  to  practice  and  stated  TIDA’s  commitment  to  be  prepared. 
She  referenced  her  recent  participation  in  emergency  preparedness  at  the  three-day  workshop 
given  in  College  Park,  Texas. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

11.  Resolution  Approving  and  Authorizing  the  Execution  of  a First  Amendment  to  the 
Sublease  with  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative,  a California  nonprofit 
corporation,  Toolworks,  a California  nonprofit  corporation,  and  Wine  Valley,  Inc.,  a 
California  corporation,  for  Parcel  A:  Casa  de  la  Vista;  Parcel  B:  Building  265  (the 
Library);  Parcel  C:  The  Chapel;  Parcel  D:  Fogwatch  Picnic  Area;  Parcel  E:  Lobby  of  the 
Main  Administration  Building  (Building  1);  and  Parcel  F:  Pavilion  By  The  Bay,  Treasure 
Island 

Mr.  Richard  Rovetti  gave  a brief  history  of  the  Pavilion,  ending  with  Board’s  approval  of 
Resolution  08-70-1 1/12  (Sublease  98)  in  November  2008  which  included  the  six  Parcels  listed 
above.  The  First  Amendment  addresses  additional  costs  of  preparing  the  site  for  the  “tent”  not 
included  in  Sublease  98  and  how  these  costs  will  be  dealt  with.  It  will  allow  TIDA  to  recoup  its 
costs  over  a 42-month  period.  Mr.  Jack  Nathanson  from  Wine  Valley,  Inc.  also  spoke  briefly. 
Director  Blackwell  motioned  for  approval.  Director  Saez  spoke  briefly  about  the  need  to  have  a 
larger  venue  in  place  when  the  economy  bounces  back  and  that  the  Pavilion  is  this  venue. 
Director  Blackwell  asked  about  job  opportunities  for  TIHDI  residents.  TIHDI  acts  as  the  job 
broker  for  these  jobs,  with  approximately  eight  to  ten  people  being  trained  for  events  numbering 
around  250  attendees. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

Director  Blackwell  motioned  for  approval. 

The  Item  was  moved  unanimously. 

12.  Treasure  Island  Community  Based  Transportation  Planning 

Mr.  Neal  Patel  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  and  Ms.  Cyndy  Comerford  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  reported  on  the  18-month  project  of  making  Treasure  Island  a 
walkable  and  bicycle-friendly  neighborhood.  The  plan  is  to  make  TI  less  dependent  on 
automobile  use.  They  stressed  that  they  used  other  cities  as  examples  and  brought  all  ideas  and 


concerns  back  to  the  community  for  comment.  The  final  hard-copy  report  is  expected  by  the  end 
of  April. 

Director  Shoemaker  arrived  at  2:35  P.M. 

There  was  no  public  discussion. 

13.  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Circulation  and  Streets  Network 

Mr.  Peter  Albert,  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  and  Mr.  Kevin  Conger, 
Conger  Moss  Guillard,  highlighted  the  coordination  with  various  stakeholder  groups  to  help 
make  a better  streets  plan  with  a series  of  inter-departmental  streets  working  group  biweekly 
meetings. 

Mr.  Conger  reviewed  the  various  transportation  modes  going  in  and  out  of  the  transportation 
hub:  ferry,  bus,  shuttles,  bicycle  and  pedestrian  routes  and  automobiles.  There  is  a shared 
pedestrian/bicycle  street  in  the  middle  of  the  neighborhoods  - a shared  public  space  that 
prioritizes  pedestrians  and  bicycles  over  the  automobile. 

Director  Elberling  raised  some  questions  that  he  said  would  be  critical.  The  walking  radius 
diagrams  , he  felt,  was  unrealistic  in  terms  of  speed  - he  felt  times  should  be  doubled  because  of 
casual  walking.  He  also  feels  that  walking  will  not  be  as  direct  as  presented. 

Director  Elberling  said  he  tried  to  look  at  the  plans  from  the  perspective  of  future  residents  - 
noting  that  these  “proxies”  were  represented  in  the  plans  presented.  He  questioned  the  idea  that 
people  would  transfer  to  other  modes  if  the  times  involved  increased.  His  concern  was  answered 
with  information  that  MUNI  would  have  capability  to  go  further  into  neighborhoods  in  the  future 
should  demand  warrant  - streets  are  being  designed  to  accommodate  future  extension  of  service. 
Shuttle  buses  will  be  smaller  and  run  on  9-  to  1 0-minute  frequencies  with  timed  transfers  with 
MUNI,  AC  Transit  and  the  ferry.  Costs  have  been  incorporated  into  plans,  but  Board  has  not 
seen  this  yet.  The  projected  total  number  of  shuttles  is  four  - three  in  operation  and  one  as  a 
spare.  Final  service  and  operations  decisions  will  be  made  between  TIDA,  the  Treasure  Island 
Transportation  Management  Agency,  and  future  transit  providers. 

Director  Rahaim  asked  whether  it  had  been  considered  putting  bicycle  lanes  alongside  the  curb 
as  opposed  to  outside  the  parked  cars.  It  was  considered,  but  it  would  have  added  significant 
width  to  the  roads  and  sidewalks,  increasing  the  amount  of  impervious  surfaces  and  adding  to 
infrastructure  costs.  In  Class  Two  bicycle  lanes  an  additional  foot  has  been  added  to  the  width  of 
parking  spaces  to  help  alleviate  potential  problems  of  doors  opening  into  bicycles. 

Director  Shoemaker  questioned  ratio  of  people  versus  operating  costs,  saying  he  looks  forward  to 
seeing  the  figures  when  they’re  made  available.  One  point  made  was  that  the  tax  base  will  not  be 
affected  since  it  was  self  supporting.  He  also  expressed  opposition  to  cutting  back  on  frequency 
elsewhere  in  the  City  to  accommodate  proposed  frequency  schedule  on  Island.  Jack  Sylvan 
answered  that  this  will  not  be  the  case. 

Ruth  Gravanis  applauded  the  presentation  and  stressed  her  belief  that  shuttle  buses  needed 
adequate  cargo  space  as  well  as  seating  space  - seconding  Director  Elberling’ s question  earlier. 

14.  Possible  Closed  Session 

There  was  Closed  Session.

Five  Keys  Charter  School

On  January  28,  2009,  thirty-nine  year  old  Anastacia 
Casperson  accomplished  something  she  never  felt  was 
possible:  the  mother  of  six  graduated  from  high  school  with  at 
3.69  GPA  for  her  junior  and  senior  years.  Delivering  her  graduation  speech  to 
an  audience  of  350  friends  and  family  members  of  the  Five  Keys  Charter  School 
graduates,  Anastacia  described  a life  of  repeated  abuse,  drug  addiction,  teen 
pregnancy  and  incarceration. 

She  also  described  that  while  in  jail,  she  become  sober,  enrolled  in  the  San 
Francisco  Sheriffs  Department  Five  Keys  Charter  School  and  discovered  that 
she  was  intelligent  and  capable  of  passing  both  sections  of  the  California  High 
School  Exit  Exam  as  well  as  completing  the  remaining  sixty-six  required  units 
she  needed  to  earn  her  diploma,  and  restart  her  life. 

For  Anastacia  and  most  other  Five  Keys  students,  Five  Keys  represents  the  first 
time  in  their  lives  that  they  can  attend  school  without  the  influence  of  violence, 
drugs  or  other  distracting  factors  that  cause  so  many  of  our  city’s  youth  to  drop 
out  of  school.  Today,  Anastacia  is  working  full-time,  looking  forward  to 
community  college  and  reuniting  with  her  children.

In  an  effort  to  both  increase  educational  options  that  focus  on  restorative 
justice  and  to  offer  a path  for  obtaining  a high  school  diploma,  Sheriff  Michael 
Hennessey  founded  Five  Keys  Charter  School,  the  first  charter  high  school  for 
adults  in  the  nation  that  operates  inside  a county  jail.  Sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  in  May  of  2003,  Five  Keys  opened  its  doors  in 
September  2003  to  over  200  inmates  in  the  San  Francisco  County  Jail. 

Since  then,  Five  Keys  has  been  an  innovator  in  providing  educational 
opportunities  for  offenders  to  turn  their  lives  around  — giving  hope  to  many  as 
incarceration  rates  in  California  and  around  the  country  skyrocket. 

Five  Keys  offers  traditionally  underserved  students  the  opportunity  to  restart 
their  education,  gain  job  skills,  earn  a high  school  diploma  and  pursue  goals  of 
post-secondary  education,  employment  and  positive  re-entry  into  the 
community.

In  2008,  Five  Keys  applied  for  and  received  two  new  charters  from  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District.  With  the  addition  of  Five  Keys  Adult  School 
and  Five  Keys  Independence  High,  the  schools  are  reaching  a larger  percentage 
of  the  incarcerated  population  as  well  as  expanding  post-release  education 
options  by  partnering  with  respected  community-based  organizations  such  as 
Walden  House,  Goodwill,  Haight  Ashbury  Free  Clinics,  Glide  Foundation,  and 
many  others.  This  year,  the  three  schools  will  serve  over  4,000  students  with  an 
average  of  330  students  attending  daily. 

In  addition  to  a traditional  high  school  curriculum,  class  offerings  include  the 
Goodwill  Truck  Driving  Academy  and  Career  Preparation,  Microsoft  Digital 
Literacy,  Reading  / Math  Lab,  Nextcourse’s  Health  and  Culinary  Training,  and 
Restorative  Justice  (a  required  course  that  raises  awareness  of  the  impacts  of 
crime  on  victims  and  the  community).  To  help  break  a cycle  of  incarceration, 
Five  Keys  is  offering  a new  parenting  class  in  partnership  with  Community 
Works  which  will  allow  incarcerated  mothers  the  chance  to  work  with  their 
children  on  homework  under  the  guidance  of  a licensed  instructor.

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The  San  Francisco  jails  house  primarily  individuals  awaiting  trial,  so  their  stays 
in  jail  may  be  anywhere  from  a few  days  to  a few  weeks  to  a year  or  more.  To 
accommodate  this,  classes  are  offered  year-round  on  intensive,  one-month 
“semesters”,  allowing  students  to  earn  credits  more  quickly.  A school  re-entry 
coordinator  works  with  students  approaching  release  to  connect  with  needed 
services  in  the  community,  including  Five  Keys  Adult  School  s post-release  sites 
at  Oak  Grove  & Bryant  and  a site  at  Treasure  Island. 
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Five  Keys  Adult  School’s  Oak  Grove  site  serves  as  an  important  bridge  for 
students  (both  men  and  women)  to  continue  their  education  upon  release. 
Students  at  Oak  Grove  may  also  be  referred  from  cooperating  agencies 
including  Back  on  Track  (a  diversion  program  for  drug  offenders),  the  Sheriffs 
Department’s  Home  Detention  Program,  and  through  the  school’s  own 
recruiting  efforts  in  the  community.

At  Treasure  Island  the  school  has  a partnership  with  clients  enrolled  at  Walden 
House  and  Haight  Ashbury  Free  Clinics  programs.  The  education  programs  at 
both  the  Treasure  Island  and  Oak  Grove  sites  are  tailored  to  the  individual 
needs  of  each  student.  Students  make  an  education  plan  that  includes  either 
earning  a GED  or  a high  school  diploma.  They  might  work  on  independent 
study  courses,  attend  site-based  classes,  participate  in  the  Nextcourse  Culinary 
Program  or  practice  for  the  GED  exam.  They  participate  in  service-learning 
projects  and  attend  workshops  offered  by  other  community-based 
organizations  working  on  re-entry  issues  such  as  housing  and  employment. 

Five  Keys  Independence  High  provides  the  school  with  a unique  opportunity  to 
expand  our  access  in  the  jails  and  reach  further  into  the  post-release 
community  by  serving  incarcerated  students  who  do  not  have  access  to 
classroom  based  instruction;  students  who  want  to  accelerate  credit 
attainment;  and,  working  students  and  those  enrolled  in  Work  Force 
Development  programs  like  Booker  T.  Washington’s  computer  training  or 
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Asian  Neighborhood  Design. 

In  this  program,  students  meet  with  a teacher  on  a weekly  basis  as  they 
complete  independent  study  courses  needed  to  earn  a high  school  diploma.  The 
program  is  structured  in  accordance  with  California  Department  of  Education 
requirements  for  Independent  Study  programs.  Our  partnerships  allow  the 
school  to  structure  programs  that  support  and  complement  the  goals  of  partner 
organizations  and  give  our  students  a better  chance  of  long-term  success. 

In  California  it  cost  $45,000  to  house  an  inmate  for  one  year,  versus  $7,000  to 
educate  that  person  for  one  year.  Studies  show  that  providing  educational 
opportunities  to  inmates  creates  safer  jails  and  reduces  the  likelihood  of  being 
rearrested.  And  in  cases  like  Anastacia’s,  it  also  gives  six  children  their  mother 
back,  and  the  hope  that  perhaps  they  will  stay  in  school  with  Anastasia’s 
support.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $569,259  for  the  February  period,  calculated 
per  the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that 
these  expenses  include  funding  reserves  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  including  accrued  funds  to 
pay  Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property. 


Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  February  2009,  Actual  Total  Revenues  were  above  Budgeted  Total  Revenues  by  about 
9.2%  while  Actual  Total  Operating  Expenses  were  below  Budgeted  Total  Operating  Expenses  by  about  8.0% 
(due  to  lower  expenses  throughout  the  budget  categories).  The  result  was  that  Funds  Available  for 
Distribution  were  about  30%  above  budget. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  599,220  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  February  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

The  California  Department  of  Transportation  (Department),  Division  of  Aeronautics 
(Division)  approves  your  request  for  a Temporary  Permit  for  the  Treasure  Island  Heliport, 
located  on  the  southeast  comer  of  Treasure  Island,  San  Francisco  County.  The  heliport  is 
located  east  of  600  California  Avenue  adjacent  to  building  3 - Latitude  37°,  49’,  1 1”  N, 
Longitude  122°,  21’,  53”  W.  Approval  is  granted  in  accordance  with  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  3530  (Permit  Requirements)  and  Section  3532  (Temporary  Heliport 
Authorization). 

Inspection  and  verification  of  the  site  was  made  on  March  20,  2009.  The  site  meets  or 
exceeds  the  minimum  heliport  standards  specified  by  the  State  of  California,  Department  of 
Transportation,  Division  of  Aeronautics,  in  its  rules  and  regulations.  The  zones  of  approach 
and  departure  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Section  21403  of  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Code. 

This  permit  is  valid  through  April  30,  2009.

The  Design  Review  Board  will  hold  a public  hearing  on  a proposal  to  alter  the  design  of 
the  east  span  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge.  The  east  span  is  currently  under 
construction  by  California  Department  of  Transportation  (Caltrans).  The  bridge  alteration 
is  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  in  partnership  with 
Caltrans  and  would  provide  two  new  ramps  connecting  to  Yerba  Buena  Island.  The  new 
ramp  configuration  is  intended  to  improve  vehicular  access  to  and  from  the  island.  The 
proposed  ramps  would  be  located  outside  of  the  Commission's  100-foot  shoreline  band, 
but  within  the  Waterfront  Park  and  Beach  Priority  Use  Area  depicted  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Plan.  The  project  would  provide  additional  public  access  improvements  beyond  those 
that  were  originally  authorized  by  BCDC  Permit  No.  8-01,  issued  to  Caltrans  for  the  east 
span  seismic  safety  project.

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  ACTION: 

This  item  seeks  the  approval  of  the  Authority's  Board  of  Directors  to  execute  and  enter 
into  a modification  to  the  Cooperative  Agreement  with  the  United  States  Navy  to  extend 
the  term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  from  October  1,  2009  to  September  30,  2010. 

BACKGROUND: 

With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  City  and  the  Authority  entered  into  a 
Cooperative  Agreement  with  the  United  States  Navy,  and  numerous  modifications  to  the 
Cooperative  Agreement,  under  which  the  City  (initially)  and  the  Authority  (subsequently) 
agreed  to  assume  certain  responsibilities  for  (i)  operation  and  maintenance  for  the  water, 
waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  on  the  Base,  (ii)  security  and 
public  health  and  safety  services,  (iii)  grounds  and  street  maintenance  and  repair,  and  (iv) 
property  management  and  caretaker  services. 

The  current  term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  as  amended,  expires  on  September  30, 
2009.  The  Authority  and  the  Navy  wish  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement 
from  October  1,  2009  to  September  30,  2010  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  that 
existed  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  current  term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement. 

Pursuant  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  establishing  the  Authority,  modifications 
to  the  Cooperative  Agreement  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval 
because  the  overall  value  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  is  in  excess  of  $1  million  and  the 
term  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  is  in  excess  of  10  years.

BACKGROUND 

The  San  Francisco  Gaelic  Athletic  Association,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (hereafter 
referred  to  as  "SFGAA”),  provides  training  for  San  Francisco  youth  and  residents  in  team  sports. 
The  mission  of  the  SFGAA  is  to  expand  the  reach  of  Irish  sports  and  to  foster  regional  and  local 
sports  competitions,  and  to  train  San  Francisco  youth  and  residents  in  the  sport  under  the 
umbrella  of  SFGAA.

PROPOSED  MONTHLY  BASE  RENT 

Under  the  Authority’s  Interim  Subleasing  Policy,  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  sets  ranges 
of  minimum  sublease  rental  rates  per  square  foot  by  type  of  use  and  facility  for  office  and 
industrial  space.  Authority  Staff  reviews  and  analyzes  available  commercial  data  including 
market  comparables  of  properties  similarly  situated  to  the  Authority  properties  and  evaluates  the 
Authority  transactions  over  the  past  12  months  to  establish  fair  market  value.  The  Authority 
Board  last  approved  the  Minimum  Rental  Rate  Schedule  on  February  11, 2009,  by  Resolution 
No.  09-14-02/1 1 . However,  the  former  Treasure  Island  Elementary  School  was  excluded  from 
the  properties  being  appraised  because  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  building  and  lack  of  restroom 
facilities.  The  building  suffers  for  broken  windows,  severe  water  damage  due  to  vandalism,  and 
exposed  asbestos  tiles  that  need  to  be  properly  removed  and  replaced. 

Authority  Staff  and  SFGAA  have  negotiated  a new  Sublease  with  no  Base  Rent  in  consideration 
of  SFGAA’ s obligation  to  assume  all  responsibility  for  development,  maintenance,  and  repairs  to 
the  Premises,  and  provide  a public  benefit  to  the  community  by  reaching  out  to  Treasure  Island 
residents  to  introduce  them  to  Gaelic  football  by  making  facilities,  training  and  athletic  events 
available  to  the  Treasure  Island  community  at  no  cost.  Although  a rental  rate  for  this  property 
has  not  been  established,  Authority  staff  believes  the  public  and  community  benefits  along  with 
the  building  improvements  represents  fair  market  value  for  Building  33  H at  this  time. 

SF  Fog,  San  Francisco  Little  League,  and  SFGG  Rugby  Foundation  are  provided  field  and 
clubhouse  space  on  Treasure  Island  at  no  base  rent,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  clubs  assume 
all  responsibility  for  maintenance  and  repairs  and  contribute  to  the  community  by  reaching  out  to 
Treasure  Island  residents  to  introduce  them  to  the  sport  and  by  making  facilities,  training  and 
athletic  events  available  to  the  Treasure  Island  community  for  free.

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  ACTION 

Authorizing  a Seventh  Amendment  to  the  contract  with  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.,  formerly  known 
as  Geomatrix  Consultants,  Inc.  ("Contractor"),  extending  the  term  of  the  contract  for  an 
additional  12  months  and  increasing  the  budget  by  $180,000  for  an  additional  year  of  Task  A 
scope  of  services. 


BACKGROUND 

Contractor  was  initially  selected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  through  a public 
Request  for  Proposals  process  as  part  of  a pool  of  “as  needed”  consultants  to  provide 
environmental  review  and  remediation  activities.  On  February  12,  2003,  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("Authority"  or  "TIDA")  authorized  execution  of  a contract  for  a not-to- 
exceed  amount  of  $541,000  to  provide  technical  services  related  to  monitoring  the  Navy’s 
environmental  remediation  activities  at  Treasure  Island.  The  contract  was  first  amended  in  July 
2004  to  extend  the  term  through  August  3 1 , 2004.  Between  December  2004  and  July  2008  the 
Authority  approved  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  contract  amendments,  extending  the 
term  through  June  30,  2009  and  augmenting  the  budget  consistent  with  additional  years  of  scope 
to  a total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  $ 1 ,439,000. 

At  a February  22,  2006  meeting  staff  requested  direction  from  the  TIDA  Board  regarding  the 
need  for  the  environmental  engineering  services,  currently  provided  by  Contractor,  going 
forward.  Staff  indicated  that  there  were  two  primary  options  for  contracting  for  the  necessary 
services:  (1)  to  rely  on  the  prior  competitive  solicitation  in  which  Contractor  was  selected  and 
amend  the  existing  contract,  understanding  that  this  would  require  approval  of  the  contract  from 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  are  required  to  approve  TIDA  contracts  of  more  than  $1,000,000; 
or  (2)  initiate  a re-bid  of  the  contract  process  by  issuing  a Request  for  Proposals  and  engaging  in 
a new  competitive  solicitation  process.  The  TIDA  Board  directed  staff  to  continue  to  contract 
with  Contractor  based  on  the  following  factors: 


• The  importance  of  maintaining  continuity  of  oversight  of  the  Navy’s  environmental 
program; 

• A high  level  of  satisfaction  with  the  services  being  provided  by  Contractor  and  the 
established  relationships  Contractor  has  with  the  Navy  and  local,  state  and  federal 
regulatory  agencies; 

• The  potential  problems  associated  with  the  learning  curve  that  would  be  inherent  with 
bringing  a new  engineering  team  up  to  speed;  and, 

• The  understanding  that  there  will  be  a more  logical  point  at  a later  stage  of  the  project  in 
which  to  engage  in  a subsequent  competitive  selection  process  for  continued 
environmental  engineering  services. 

These  factors  remain  the  same  for  FY  2009-2010.  Exhibit  A contains  the  proposed  Seventh 
contract  amendment  consistent  with  this  direction. 

Scope  of  Services 

The  scope  of  work  for  the  Contractor  contract  consists  of  (i)  oversight  of  the  Navy’s  remediation 
program,  and  (ii)  helping  in  the  selection  of  a guaranteed  fixed-price  environmental  engineering 
and  remediation  contractor  and  assisting  the  Authority  in  ensuring  that  a guaranteed  fixed  price 
contract  (GFP  contract)  adequately  protects  TIDA  and  supports  the  redevelopment  plans.  The 
two  primary  components  of  the  Contractor  scope  of  work  are  summarized  here  and  are  outlined 
in  more  detail  in  Exhibit  A. 

Task  A.  TIDA  Oversight  of  Navy  Clean-up  Program.  As  part  of  its  transfer  responsibilities,  and 
pursuant  to  the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and  Liability  Act 
(CERCLA),  the  Navy  has  been  undertaking  an  environmental  remediation  program  to  meet 
federal  and  state  requirements  for  transferring  the  base  to  the  Authority  in  an  environmental 
condition  to  support  the  Authority's  redevelopment  plans.  The  ultimate  goal  of  the  Navy's  work 
is  to  issue  a Finding  of  Suitability  to  Transfer  (FOST)  which  would  state  that  the  property  could 
be  transferred  and  reused  for  the  intended  purposes.  One  of  the  Authority’s  primary 
responsibilities  is  to  closely  monitor  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation  activities  to  ensure 
that  the  Navy  achieves  the  appropriate  clean-up  levels  for  planned  civilian  use.  The  Contractor 
scope  of  work  regarding  this  process  is  as  follows: 

• Attend  and  prepare  information  for  monthly  technical  meetings  that  are  held  to 
review  the  status  of  on-going  tasks  and  identify  outstanding  issues.  ONGOING 

• Attend  and  prepare  information  for  additional  technical  meetings  to  address 
significant  issues  identified  at  the  monthly  meeting.  ONGOING 

• Attend  and  prepare  materials  for  other  supplemental  meetings  associated  with  risk 
communication  and  technical  presentations  to  Authority  management,  regulators, 
and  tenants.  ONGOING 

• Review  Navy  work  plans  and  reports  which  document  their  approach,  confirm 
agreements  between  interested  parties,  and  comply  with  regulatory  requirements. 
ONGOING 


• At  the  Authority’s  request,  oversee  the  Navy’s  field  work  or  collect  field  samples 
to  verify  the  adequacy  of  the  Navy’s  work,  or  to  fill  a data  gap  critical  to  the 
Authority’s  needs  that  is  not  addressed  by  the  Navy.  ONGOING 

Task  B.  Assistance  with  Negotiating  a GFP  Contract  as  Part  of  Early  Transfer  Negotiations. 
The  Authority  has  been  in  discussions  with  the  Navy  in  pursuit  of  an  Early  Transfer  for  former 
NSTI.  Initially,  TIDA  intended  to  enter  directly  into  the  GFP  contract  with  the  selected 
contractor.  The  first  step  in  this  process  was  the  issuance  of  a request  for  qualifications  (RFQ) 
and  selection  of  an  environmental  engineering  and  remediation  contractor  (CH2M  Hill)  to 
complete  the  cleanup  under  a fixed  price  contract.  On  June  13,  2007,  TIDA  terminated  the 
contract  with  CH2M  Hill  with  the  expectation  that  Treasure  Island  Community  Development, 
LLC  ("TICD"),  the  prospective  master  developer  for  NSTI,  will  hire  an  environmental 
engineering  firm  to  assist  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy.  Contractor  will  play  the  same  role  as 
previously  envisioned  by  peer  reviewing  Early  Transfer  and  remediation  contract  agreements, 
and  representing  the  interests  of  the  Authority.  Contractor’s  remaining  scope  of  work  for  this 
task  consists  of  the  following: 

• Provide  technical  support  to  the  Authority  throughout  the  process  of  TICD 
negotiating  a GFP  contract,  including  peer  review  of  documents  and  work 
products  prepared  by  the  selected  TICD  contractor.  Within  this  context, 
Contractor  will  review  technical  documents  related  to  the  GFP  Contract, 
including  the  various  legal  documents  necessary  to  complete  an  Early  Transfer,  to 
the  extent  the  Authority  determines  that  it  needs  such  support  from  an 
independent  consultant  to  assure  that  the  remediation  contract  protects  the 
interests  of  the  Authority. 

• Assist  the  Authority  in  preparing  and  presenting  technical  and  financial 
information  to  the  public  and  City  officials  to  aid  in  the  decision-making  process; 
and  attending  technical  and  strategy  meetings  regarding  the  above. 


PROPOSED  CONTRACT  AMENDMENT 

Scope  of  Services  and  Budget.  The  scope  of  work  will  continue  to  consist  of  two  distinct  tasks 
and  this  amendment  only  modifies  the  scope  of  work  for  Task  A.  The  property  transfer  and 
environmental  remediation  negotiations  with  the  Navy  have  taken  longer  than  initially  projected 
in  the  Contractor’s  scope  of  work  and  remain  on-going.  As  a result,  the  $1,088,900  budget  for 
Task  A as  amended  on  July  1,  2008  will  be  expended  as  of  June  30,  2009.  The  proposed 
amendment  extends  the  time  period  under  which  Contractor’s  services  will  be  performed, 
thereby  increasing  the  amount  of  services  necessary  for  Task  A activities.  Approximately 
$15,000  per  month  (or  $180,000  per  year)  is  necessary  for  Contractor  to  perform  its  Task  A 
activities.  This  $180,000  is  the  amount  of  this  contract  budget  amendment  increasing  the  Task  A 
budget  to  $1,268,900  and  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to  $1,619,000.  The 
contract  will  continue  to  be  paid  on  a time  and  materials  basis. 

Term.  The  term  of  the  amended  contract  will  be  extended  through  June  30,  2010. 


Funds.  The  proposed  modification  augments  the  contract  budget  by  $180,000.  These 
expenditures  have  been  included  in  the  redevelopment  planning  portion  of  the  TIDA  FY  2009- 
2010  budget.  The  entire  amount  of  the  $180,000  contract  budget  increase  will  be  reimbursed  by 
TICD  under  the  terms  of  the  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  between  TIDA  and  TICD. 

Board  of  Supervisors  Approval.  TIDA  contracts  in  excess  of  $1,000,000  or  10  years  require 
approval  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors.  Consequently,  approval  of  this  contract 
amendment  by  the  TIDA  Board  will  be  subject  to  further  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 


RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  approval  of  the  amendment  to  the  contract  with  Contractor  based  on  the 
following  factors: 

1.  The  modification  is  consistent  with  the  Authority’s  desire  to  continue  to  monitor  the 
Navy’s  clean-up  program  to  be  consistent  with  civilian  reuse  of  the  property. 

2.  Maintaining  continuity  of  this  oversight  at  a key  point  in  the  Navy’s  clean  up  process 
merits  amending  the  existing  contract. 

3.  The  contract  modification  does  not  change  the  fundamental  scope  of  services  outlined  in 
the  original  contract. 

4.  The  funds  to  pay  for  the  modified  contract  budget  are  available  via  sources  identified 
above.

[Authorizing  Amendment  to  Contract  with  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  ] 

Authorizing  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopment  Project  Director  to  Execute  an 
Amendment  to  the  Contract  With  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  to  Extend  the  Term  through 
June  30,  2010,  to  Modify  the  Scope  of  Services,  and  Increase  the  Contract  by  an 
Amount  Not  to  Exceed  $180,000  for  a new  Total  Amount  Not  to  Exceed  $1,619,000  for 
Environmental  Consulting  Services. 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  “Base”),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  T reasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1 997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to 
Chapter  1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (1)  designated  the 
Authority  as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over 
the  Base  upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those 


portions  of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  author* 
to  administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  October  17,  2005,  the  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.  05- 
039-10/12  designating  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  as  the  lead 
negotiator  in  all  negotiations  related  to  the  overall  redevelopment  and  conversion  of  the  Base 
to  civilian  uses,  including  without  limitation,  negotiations  regarding  the  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  long  term  redevelopment  of  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.,  formerly  known  as  Geomatrix  Consultants,  Inc. 
("Contractor"),  was  selected  by  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  as  an  “as-needed” 
contractor  to  provide  environmental  review  and  remediation  activities  based  on  a public 
Request  for  Proposals  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Contractor  performed  services  under  a contract  with  DPWfor  several 

agencies  and  locations,  including  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  amended  the  contract  from  time  to  time  to  extend  the  term 

and  to  directly  contract  with  Contractor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  12,  2003,  because  of  Contractor’s  knowledge  of  the  Navy’s 
environmental  remediation  program  at  the  Base,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive 
Director  to  execute  a new  contract  with  Contractor  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $541 ,000  to 
assist  the  Authority  in  drafting  a Request  for  Qualifications  for  a guaranteed  fixed  price 
contractor  and  in  evaluating  bids  and  negotiating  a contract  with  a guaranteed  fixed  price 
contractor  to  participate  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  for  an  Environmental  Services 
Cooperative  Agreement  in  connection  with  an  Early  Transfer  of  the  Base  and  to  monitor  the 
Navy’s  on-going  environmental  remediation  program;  and, 


WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2004,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  for  an  additional  two  (2)  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2004,  the  Authority  retroactively  extended  the  term  of  the 
contract  through  June  30,  2005  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  Contractor 
contract  to  $719,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  13,  2005,  the  Authority  retroactively  extended  the  term  of  the 
Contractor  contract  through  June  30,  2006  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the 
contract  to  $899,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  31,  2006,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2007  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,097,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  9,  2007,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2008  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,277,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  14,  2008,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2009  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,439,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  believes  that  the  on-going  role  of  Contractor  is  important 
and  merits  an  extension  and  amendment  of  the  existing  contract  in  order  to  (a)  maintain  the 
continuity  of  oversight  of  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation  program;  (b)  avoid  the 
potential  challenges  associated  with  the  learning  curve  inherent  in  selecting  and  bringing  a 
new  engineering  contractor  up  to  speed;  and  (c)  continue  to  assist  the  Authority  in  ensuring 
that  a guaranteed  fixed  price  contract  adequately  protects  the  Authority  and  supports  the 
development  plan;  and, 


WHEREAS,  The  Authority  desires  to  amend  the  contract  with  Contractor  to  extend  the 
term,  increase  the  not-to-exceed  amount,  and  modify  the  scope  of  services  of  the  contract, 
consistent  with  the  Authority's  need  for  on-going  monitoring  of  the  Navy's  environmental 
cleanup  program;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Authority  hereby  authorizes  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopmen 
Project  Director  to  execute  the  amendment  to  the  contract  with  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  to 
extend  the  term  thereof  through  June  30,  2010,  increase  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the 
contract  to  $1 ,619,000,  and  modify  the  scope  of  services,  all  in  substantially  the  form  attache 
hereto  as  Exhibit  A;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorizes  the  Treasure 
Island  Redevelopment  Project  Director  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other 
modifications  to  the  contract  amendment  that  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopment  Project 
Director  determines  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Authority,  that  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Authority,  that  do 
not  materially  reduce  the  rights  of  the  Authority,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete 
the  preparation  and  approval  of  the  contract  amendment,  such  determination  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopmer 
Project  Director  of  the  documents  and  any  amendments  thereto.

SEVENTH  AMENDMENT 

THIS  SEVENTH  AMENDMENT  (this  “Amendment”)  is  made  as  of  My  1,  2009,  in  San 
Francisco,  California,  by  and  between  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.,  formerly  known  as  Geomatrix 
Consultants,  Inc.  (“Contractor”),  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  a California 
public  benefit  municipal  corporation  (“Authority”  or  "TIDA"). 

Recitals 

WHEREAS,  Authority  and  Contractor  have  entered  into  the  Agreement  (as  defined  below);  and 

WHEREAS,  Authority  and  Contractor  desire  to  modify  the  Agreement  on  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  herein; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Contractor  and  the  Authority  agree  as  follows: 

1.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  this  Amendment: 

(a)  Agreement.  The  term  “Agreement”  shall  mean  the  Agreement  dated  April  1,  2003 
between  Contractor  and  Authority,  as  amended  by  a First  Amendment  dated  July  1,  2004,  a 
Second  Amendment  dated  November  10,  2004,  a Third  Amendment  dated  July  1,  2005,  a Fourth 
Amendment  dated  July  1,  2006,  a Fifth  Amendment  dated  July  1,  2007,  and  a Sixth  Amendment 
dated  July  1,  2008. 

(b)  Other  Terms.  Terms  used  and  not  defined  in  this  Amendment  shall  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  the  Agreement. 

2.  Modifications  to  the  Agreement.  The  Agreement  is  hereby  modified  as  follows: 

(a)  Section  2,  Term  of  the  Agreement,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Subject  to  Section  1,  the  term  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  from  April  1,  2003  to  June  30, 

2010. 

(b)  Appendix  A,  Services  to  be  Provided  by  Contractor,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 


Appendix  A 

Services  to  be  Provided  by  Contractor 
1.  Description  of  Services  for  Environmental  Consulting. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  established  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (Authority)  to 
manage  the  conversion  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  from  Navy  use  to  civilian  use.  As  part  of  its  transfer 
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responsibilities,  and  pursuant  to  the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and  Liability  Act 
(CERCLA),  the  Navy  has  been  undertaking  an  environmental  remediation  program  to  meet  federal  and  state 
requirements  for  transferring  the  base  to  the  Authority  in  an  environmental  condition  to  support  the  Authority's 
redevelopment  plans.  The  ultimate  goal  of  the  Navy's  work  is  to  issue  a Finding  of  Suitability  to  Transfer  (FOST) 
which  would  state  that  the  property  could  be  transferred  and  reused  for  the  intended  purposes.  One  of  the 
Authority’s  primary  responsibilities  is  to  closely  monitor  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation  activities  to  assess 
whether  the  Navy  achieves  the  appropriate  clean-up  levels  for  planned  civilian  use.  For  the  past  six  years,  the 
Authority  has  retained  the  Contractor  to  provide  independent  analyses  of  the  thoroughness  and  defensibility  of  the 
environmental  work  conducted  by  the  Navy,  and  to  assess  the  compatibility  of  the  Navy’s  proposed  remediation 
activities  with  the  Authority’s  redevelopment  plans. 

The  Contractor  was  initially  selected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  as  an  “as  needed”  consultant  for 
environmental  review  and  remediation  activities  through  a public  Request  for  Proposals  process  and  performed 
services  under  contract  with  DPW  from  November  1998  through  June  2001.  Since  June  2001,  the  Contractor  has 
been  under  a direct  contract  with  the  Authority.  The  firm’s  knowledge  of  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation 
program  for  TI  gained  through  its  work  for  the  Authority  provides  the  Contractor  with  a unique  ability  to  provide  the 
required  services  without  duplicating  previous  expenditures. 

For  the  environmental  remediation  program,  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  were  divided  into  144  parcels 
(118  on  TI  and  26  on  YBI)  which  were  then  classified  by  environmental  condition  to  enable  the  Navy  and  the 
Authority  to  identify  properties  that  are  suitable  for  transfer.  A Restoration  Advisory  Board  (RAB)  was  established 
to  provide  public  review,  input  and  comment  on  all  aspects  of  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation  program. 

In  early  2003,  the  Authority  formally  requested  that  the  Navy  commence  negotiating  an  “Early  Transfer”  to  the 
Authority  pursuant  to  CERCLA.  An  Early  Transfer  would  involve  a “fence-to-fence”  transfer  of  the  entire  base 
pursuant  to  (i)  a FOST  for  all  "clean"  property  and  (ii)  a Finding  of  Suitability  for  Early  Transfer  (FOSET)  for  all 
remaining  property.  Under  CERCLA,  a FOSET  involves  different  documentation  than  a FOST.  Other  transfer 
documents  will  need  to  be  drafted  and  negotiated.  For  example,  the  Authority  will  need  to  negotiate  a mutually 
acceptable  Early  Transfer  Cooperative  Agreement  (ETCA)  with  the  Navy  to  provide  for  completion  of 
environmental  remediation. 

Initially,  TIDA  intended  to  enter  directly  into  a Guaranteed  Fixed  Price  contract  (GFP  contract)  with  a competitively 
selected  contractor  to  provide  for  completion  of  the  Navy’s  environmental  remediation  obligations,  and  to  provide 
for  additional  cleanup  to  allow  for  the  land  uses  anticipated  underlying  the  redevelopment  plans.  The  first  step  in  this 
process  was  the  issuance  of  a request  for  qualifications  (RFQ)  and  selection  of  an  environmental  engineering  and 
remediation  contractor  (CH2M  Hill)  to  complete  the  cleanup  under  a GFP  contract.  On  June  13,  2007,  TIDA 
terminated  the  contract  with  CH2M  Hill  with  the  expectation  that  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC 
("TICD"),  the  prospective  master  developer  for  NSTI,  will  hire  an  environmental  engineering  firm  to  assist  in  the 
negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  regulatory  agencies,  and  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  environmental 
remediation.  Contractor  will  play  the  same  role  as  previously  envisioned  by  peer  reviewing  Early  Transfer  and 
remediation  contracts,  and  representing  the  interests  of  the  Authority  in  negotiations  with  the  Navy,  regulatory 
agencies  and  TICD  on  technical  issues  and  others  related  to  the  GFP  contractor’s  scope  of  work. 

The  early  transfer  process  was  expected  to  take  up  to  13  months  to  complete.  Over  the  course  of  the  negotiations, 
the  Navy  has  changed  its  approach  to  considering  an  Early  Transfer  at  NSTI.  Consequently,  the  schedule  for  the 
work  and  the  negotiations  has  been  significantly  extended,  requiring  additional  work  to  what  was  originally 
anticipated.  This  additional  work  pertains  to  Contractor’s  work  assisting  the  Authority  in  assuring  that  any 
environmental  remediation  contracts  as  part  of  the  overall  Early  Transfer  negotiations  fully  protect  the  Authority. 

In  the  interim,  the  Navy  has  and  will  continue  its  current  remediation  program,  and  the  Authority  will  continue  to 
require  the  existing  scope  of  services  by  Contractor. 

The  scope  of  work  for  consulting  services  to  oversee  the  ongoing  Navy  remediation  and  for  assistance  with  Early 
Transfer,  including  services  related  to  TICD  retaining  a remediation  contractor  as  described  below.  The  proposed 
7th  Amendment  to  the  contract  will  fund  Contractor's  work  through  June  30,  2010. 
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A.  Description  of  Services  for  Oversight  of  Navy  Remediation. 


Monthly  technical  meetings  are  held  to  review  the  status  of  on-going  tasks  and  identify  outstanding  issues.  The  Navy 
and  its  consultants,  the  Authority  and  its  consultants,  regulators,  and  RAB  members  participate  in  these  meetings. 
Additional  meetings  are  scheduled  to  address  significant  issues  identified  at  the  monthly  meeting.  These  technical 
working  meetings  clarify  details  of  a specific  field  program  or  technical  evaluation  approach.  Other  supplemental 
meetings  may  be  associated  with  assisting  the  Authority  with  risk  communication,  including  technical  presentations 
to  Authority  management,  regulators,  and  tenants.  In  addition,  the  Navy  prepares  work  plans  and  reports  to 
document  its  approach,  confirm  agreements  between  interested  parties,  and  comply  with  regulatory  requirements, 
which  also  are  reviewed  by  Contractor.  Finally,  the  Authority  occasionally  may  request  that  Contractor  observe  the 
Navy’s  field  work  or  collect  field  samples  to  verify  the  adequacy  of  the  Navy’s  work,  or  to  fill  a data  gap  critical  to 
the  Authority’s  needs  that  is  not  addressed  by  the  Navy. 

The  process  for  completing  environmental  investigations  at  NSTI  is  fairly  well  defined;  however,  regulators 
commonly  identify  the  need  for  previously  unplanned  activities  (additional  investigations,  reports  and  meetings)  as 
new  field  data  are  collected  and  analyzed.  Additional  work  plans  and  reports  are  then  prepared  that,  in  turn,  require 
additional  review  and  additional  meetings  to  address  technical  issues. 

Scope  of  Work  for  Task  A 

Task  A.  1:  Regularly  scheduled  BRAC  Closure  Team  meetings  (preparation,  meeting  attendance, 

documentation  of  meeting).  Estimate  = 78  meetings  in  San  Francisco  and  9 meetings  in  San  Diego. 

Task  A.2:  Supplemental  technical  meetings  including  conference  calls  (preparation,  meeting  attendance, 

documentation  of  meeting).  Estimate  = 50  meetings  and  22  conference  calls.

Task  A.4:  Interim  data  review  and  preparation  of  written  summary.  Estimate  = 36  data  sets. 

Task  A.5:  Oversight  of  fieldwork  including  collections  of  split  samples  to  assess  data  quality.  Estimate  = 4 

assessments  of  fieldwork. 

TaskA.6:  Additional  consultation  (at  request  of  Authority)  and  contingency.  The  Authority  must 

preauthorize  activities  under  this  Task  in  writing. 

B.  Description  of  Services  for  Assistance  with  Early  Transfer. 

Early  Transfer  will  require  an  additional  and  separate  scope  of  work.  Initially,  TIDA  intended  to  enter  directly  into 
the  GFP  contract  with  the  selected  contractor.  The  first  step  in  this  process  was  the  issuance  of  a request  for 
qualifications  (RFQ)  and  selection  of  an  environmental  engineering  and  remediation  contractor  (CH2M  Hill)  to 
complete  the  cleanup  under  a GFP  contract.  On  June  13,  2007,  TIDA  terminated  the  contract  with  CH2M  Hill  with 
the  expectation  that  TICD  will  hire  an  environmental  engineering  firm  to  assist  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy. 
Contractor  will  play  the  same  role  as  previously  envisioned  by  peer  reviewing  Early  Transfer  and  remediation 
contract  agreements,  and  representing  the  interests  of  the  City  and  the  Authority.  Contractor’s  scope  of  work  will  not 
include  duplication  of  any  services  being  provided  by  the  TICD  selected  GFP  Contractor.  Contractor’s  remaining 
scope  of  work  for  this  task  consists  of  the  following: 

1 . Providing  technical  support  to  the  Authority  throughout  the  process  of  TICD  negotiating  a GFP  contract; 

2.  Peer  reviewing  technical  documents  and  work  products  prepared  by  the  selected  TICD  contractor;  including 
the  various  legal  documents  necessary  to  complete  an  Early  Transfer,  to  the  extent  the  City  determines  that 
it  needs  such  support  from  an  independent  consultant  to  assure  that  any  remediation  contracts  protect  the 
interests  of  the  City  and  the  Authority.  Such  assistance  could  include  assisting  the  Authority  in  strategically 
evaluating  remediation,  transfer  and  insurance  issues  in  an  early  transfer  context;  and  in  reviewing  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report,  FOST,  FOSET,  Covenant  Deferral  Request,  ETCA,  Consent  Agreement, 
environmental  insurance  policies,  and  associated  documents  in  relation  to  the  GFP  Contract;  and 

3.  Assisting  the  Authority  in  preparing  and  presenting  technical  and  financial  information  to  the  public  and 
City  officials  to  aid  in  the  decision-making  process  and  attending  technical  and  strategy  meetings  regarding 
the  above. 
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Scope  of  Work  for  Task  B 

Task  B.  1 : Technical  support  in  drafting  an  RFQ  for  a remediation  contractor,  evaluating  bids  and  selecting  a 

contractor.  Estimate  approximately  200  hours.  (Completed) 

Task  B 2 Technical  support  in  preparation  for  and  at  meetings  and  negotiations  with  GFP  Contractor,  Navy 

and  regulators  to  discuss  early  transfer  issues  as  related  to  the  GFP  Contract  (preparation,  meeting 
attendance,  and  documentation  of  meeting).  Estimate  =27  meetings  and  26  conference  calls 

Task  B. 3:  Supplemental  technical  meetings  including  conference  calls  (preparation,  meeting  attendance, 

documentation  of  meetings  related  to  TICD  negotiations  for  a fixed  price  remediation  contract, 
including  cost  cap  insurance  with  the  TICD  selected  contractor).  Estimate  = 20  meetings  and  20 
conference  calls 

Task  B.4:  Review  of  technical  documents  related  to  the  GFP  Contract,  including  an  ESCA,  FOST,  FOSET, 

and  cost  cap  and  pollution  legal  liability  insurance  policies.  Estimate  = 16  documents. 

Task  B.5:  Preparing  and  presenting  technical  and  financial  information  to  the  public  and  City  officials  to  aid 

in  the  decision-making  process.  Estimate  = 5 meetings. 

Task  B.6:  Additional  consultation  (at  request  of  Authority)  and  contingency.  The  Authority  must 

preauthorize  activities  under  this  Task  in  writing.

No  charges  shall  be  incurred  under  this  Agreement  nor  shall  any  payments  become  due  to 
Contractor  until  reports,  services,  or  both,  required  under  this  Agreement  are  received  from  Contractor 
and  approved  by  the  Director  as  being  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement.  Authority  may  withhold 
payment  to  Contractor  in  any  instance  in  which  Contractor  has  failed  or  refused  to  satisfy  any  material 
obligation  provided  for  under  this  Agreement. 

In  no  event  shall  Authority  be  liable  for  interest  or  late  charges  for  any  late  payments. 

The  Controller  is  not  authorized  to  pay  invoices  submitted  by  Contractor  prior  to  Contractor’s 
submission  of  HRC  Form  7,  “Prime  Consultant/Joint  Venture  Partner(s)  and  Sub-consultant  Participation 
Report.”  If  HRC  Form  7 is  not  submitted  with  Contractor’s  invoice,  the  Controller  will  notify  the 
department,  the  Director  of  HRC  and  Contractor  of  the  omission.  If  Contractor’s  failure  to  provide  HRC 
Form  7 is  not  explained  to  the  Controller’s  satisfaction,  the  Controller  will  withhold  20%  of  the  payment 
due  pursuant  to  that  invoice  until  HRC  Form  7 is  provided. 

Following  Authority’s  payment  of  an  invoice,  Contractor  has  ten  days  to  file  an  affidavit  using 
HRC  Form  9,  “Sub-Consultant  Payment  Affidavit,”  verifying  that  all  subcontractors  have  been  paid  and 
specifying  the  amount.

BACKGROUND 

As  part  of  the  landscaping  efforts  for  the  1939  - 1940  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition 
(GGIE),  olive  trees  were  purchased  for  the  GGIE  from  the  orchard  of  Giuseppe  Brucia  in  the 
Santa  Clara  Valley  and  planted  throughout  the  Fairgrounds.  Over  two  hundred  olive  trees  were 
originally  planted  in  1938  and  1939  for  landscaping  of  the  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition 
and  approximately  1 00  of  these  olive  trees  remain  planted  throughout  Treasure  Island  as  part  of 
the  Island’s  landscaping.  The  trees  are  Spanish  in  origin,  having  been  imported  from  Spain  by 
families  who  received  land  grants  from  the  Government  of  Spain  in  what  is  now  California.  In 
2003,  Joe  Brucia,  son  of  Giuseppe,  contacted  Authority  staff  in  hopes  of  determining  whether 
any  of  the  trees  from  the  GGIE  were  still  on-Island,  and  was  pleased  to  find  that  many  of  them 
did  indeed  remain.  As  olive  trees  require  a certain  level  of  specialized  care  in  order  to  thrive, 

Mr.  Brucia  offered  to  provide  resources  and  labor  for  the  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
olive  trees  in  exchange  for  being  allowed  to  take  the  olives  off-island  to  process  them  into  olive 
oil  during  their  yearly  harvest  season.  The  olive  trees  provide  approximately  one  ton  of  olives 
per  harvest,  which  equates  to  roughly  twenty  to  twenty-five  gallons  of  olive  oil.  Mr.  Brucia's 
crew  worked  safely  and  coordinated  appropriately  with  Rubicon  Landscape  Services  and  Project 
Office  staff  throughout  the  harvest  seasons.  Mr.  Brucia  would  then  distribute  the  olive  oil  non- 
commercially  to  on-Island  staff,  family  and  friends. 

Joe  Brucia  passed  away  in  2008,  and  in  the  intervening  months  Project  Office  staff  was 
contacted  by  his  son,  Larry  Brucia,  who  offered  to  continue  the  arrangement  going  forward  on 
behalf  of  the  Brucia  family.  Larry  Brucia  indicated  that  the  olive  trees  and  visiting  Treasure 
Island  did  a great  deal  of  good  for  his  father  Joe  in  the  previous  few  years,  and  that  the  family 
was  happy  to  continue  the  arrangement  as  before  and  to  formalize  the  arrangement  through  a 
document  between  the  Authority  and  GB  Enterprises,  the  company  Joe  Brucia  had  established  to 
manage  the  maintenance  of  the  trees  and  the  olive  pressing. 

TERMS  OF  USE  PERMIT 

The  proposed  Use  Permit  authorizes  GB  Enterprises,  Inc.  access  to  Treasure  Island’s  streets  and 
sidewalks  for  the  purposes  of  pruning  and  maintaining  the  olive  trees  and  gathering  the  harvested 
olives.  The  yearly  schedule  for  care  and  harvest  is  as  follows: 


+ January  - March  - pruning  and  fertilizing 

+ June  - July  - insect  control  (as  needed  and  in  compliance  with  the  City's  Pesticide  Ordinance) 
+ November  - December  - harvest 

Under  the  terms  of  this  Use  Permit,  the  Authority  additionally  authorizes  GB  Enterprises  to 
harvest  and  remove  the  olives  from  Treasure  Island  for  the  purpose  of  pressing  the  olives  into 
“Treasure  Island  Olive  Oil”  and  the  non-commercial  distribution  of  the  olive  oil.  The  yearly 
yield  of  the  olive  trees  produces  a small  amount  of  olive  oil  once  pressed.  Project  Staff  proposes 
that  the  potential  value  of  the  olive  oil  produced  by  GB  Enterprises  from  the  harvested  olives  is 
offset  by  the  value  of  the  historic  preservation  and  community  beautification  provided  to  the 
Authority  by  GB  Enterprises  through  the  continued  care  and  maintenance  of  the  trees. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

This  Permit  has  no  financial  impact  on  the  yearly  budget  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  authorization  for  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  her  designee  to  execute 
the  Use  Permit  with  GB  Enterprises,  Inc.  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  olive  trees  on 
Treasure  Island  and  the  harvesting  and  removal  of  the  tree’s  olives.

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  landscaping  efforts  for  the  1939  - 1940  Golden  Gate 
International  Exposition  ("GGIE"),  over  200  olive  trees  were  purchased  for  the  GGIE  from  the 
orchard  of  Giuseppe  Brucia  in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  and  planted  throughout  the  Fairgrounds, 
and  today  approximately  100  of  these  olive  trees  remain  planted  throughout  Treasure  Island 
as  part  of  the  Island’s  landscaping;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  proposed  Use  Permit,  GB  Enterprises,  Inc.,  a company 
established  by  the  son  of  Giuseppe  Brucia  to  manage  the  maintenance  and  harvesting  of  the 
olive  trees,  will  be  allowed  access  to  Treasure  Island  for  the  purposes  of  regular  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  approximately  100  olive  trees  landscaped  throughout  Treasure  Island;

Base  Conversion,  Department  of  City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Permittee  has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report 
with  expert  consultants  of  its  own  choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters, 
describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  on  Treasure  Island  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the 
Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an  earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to 
cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises  to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or 
more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event,  there  is  a significant  risk  that  buildings  and 
any  other  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises  may  fail  structurally 
and  collapse.  Permittee  further  expressly  acknowledges  for  itself  and  Permittee’s  Agents  that  it 
received  and  read  that  certain  Structural  Report  identified  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D (the  “Structural  Report”). 

6.  Use  of  Premises.  Permittee  may  enter  and  use  the  Premises  for  the  sole  purpose 
described  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information.  Permittee  shall  not  use,  and  Permittee  shall  prohibit 
Permittee's  Agents  and  Permittee's  Licensees  from  using,  the  Premises  for  any  activities  other 
than  the  Permitted  Uses.  Permittee  agrees  that,  by  way  of  example  only  and  without  limitation, 
the  following  uses  of  the  Premises  by  Permittee,  or  any  of  Permittee's  Agents  or  Permittee's 
Invitees,  or  any  other  person  claiming  by  or  through  Permittee,  are  inconsistent  with  the  limited 
purpose  of  this  Permit  and  are  strictly  prohibited  as  provided  below: 

(a)  Hazardous  Material.  Permittee  shall  not  cause,  nor  shall  Permittee  allow  any 
of  Permittee's  Agents  or  Permittee's  Invitees  to  cause,  any  Hazardous  Material  (as  defined 
below)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed  of  in,  on  or  about  the 
Premises,  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written  consent  of 
Authority.  Permittee  shall  immediately  notify  Authority  when  Permittee  learns  of,  or  has 
reason  to  believe  that,  a release  of  Hazardous  Material  has  occurred  in,  on  or  about  the 
Premises.  Permittee  shall  further  comply  with  all  laws  requiring  notice  of  such  releases  or 
threatened  releases  to  governmental  agencies,  and  shall  take  all  action  necessary  to  mitigate  the 
release  or  minimize  the  spread  of  contamination.  In  the  event  that  Permittee  or  Permittee's 
Agents  or  Permittee's  Invitees  cause  a release  of  Hazardous  Material,  Permittee  shall,  without 
cost  to  Authority  and  in  accordance  with  all  laws  and  regulations,  return  the  Premises  to  the 
condition  immediately  prior  to  the  release.  In  connection  therewith,  Permittee  shall  afford 
Authority  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussion  with  governmental  agencies 
regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent  decree  or  other 
compromise  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material.  For  purposes  hereof,  "Hazardous 
Material"  means  material  that,  because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical 
characteristics,  is  at  any  time  now  or  hereafter  deemed  by  any  federal,  state  or  local 
governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  public  health,  welfare  or  the 
environment.  Hazardous  Material  includes,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,  pollutant  or  contaminant"  pursuant  to  the  Comprehensive 
Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980,  as  amended,  42  U.S.C. 
Sections  9601  et  seq.,  or  pursuant  to  Section  25316  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  a 
"hazardous  waste"  listed  pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any 
asbestos  and  asbestos  containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the 
Premises  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  in  the  Premises,  and  any  petroleum,  including, 
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without  limitation,  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  natural  gas  or  natural  gas  liquids.  The  term 
"release"  or  "threatened  release"  when  used  with  respect  to  Hazardous  Material  shall 
include  any  actual  or  imminent  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring,  emitting,  emptying, 
discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leaching,  dumping,  or  disposing  in,  on,  under  or  about  the 
Premises. 

(b)  Nuisances.  Permittee  shall  not  conduct  any  activities  on  or  about  the 
Premises  that  constitute  waste,  nuisance  or  unreasonable  annoyance  (including,  without 
limitation,  emission  of  objectionable  odors,  noises  or  lights)  to  Authority,  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  of  neighboring  property  or  to  the  public. 

(c)  Damage.  Permittee  shall  not  do  anything  about  the  Premises  that  could 
cause  damage  to  the  Premises  or  any  Authority  property. 

7.  Parking.  Permittee  shall  be  allowed  to  park  up  to  the  number  of  vehicles  set  forth  in 
the  Basic  Permit  Information  in  the  area  designated  for  parking  on  Exhibit  B attached  hereto. 

To  the  extent  practicable,  Permittee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  encourage  ride-sharing,  the  use 
of  shuttle  busses  or  other  pooled-means  of  transportation  to  and  from  the  Premises. 

8.  Resource  Conservation  and  Sustainability.  Authority  is  committed  to  managing 
the  Premises  in  as  sustainable  a manner  as  possible.  In  addition  to  Permittee's  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  32  below,  Permittee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  conduct  its 
operations  in  accordance  with  sustainable  practices  and  shall  conduct  its  operations  in 
accordance  with  all  applicable  environmental  laws. 

California  State  Bill,  AB  2176  (Montanez,  Chapter  879,  Statutes  of  2004)  and  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code  require  all  operators  of  large  events  to  maximize  recycling  and  minimize 
waste  in  order  to  achieve  high  rates  of  landfill  diversion.

9*  Subject  to  Authority  and  City  Uses.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
this  Permit,  Permittee's  right  to  use  the  Premises  hereunder  shall  be  subject  and  subordinate  to 
Authority  and  City's  uses  of  the  Premises  for  municipal  purposes.  In  addition,  Permittee 
acknowledges  that  the  Property  contains  a variety  of  different  event  venues  and  outdoor  public 
spaces  and  it  is  common  for  numerous  events  to  be  held  at  various  venues  on  the  Property  on 
. the  same  day. 

10.  Alterations.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  herein,  Permittee  shall  not 
; construct  or  place  any  temporary  or  permanent  structures,  improvements  or  signs  in,  on,  under 
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or  about  the  Premises,  nor  shall  Permittee  make  any  alterations,  installations  or  additions 
("Alterations")  to  any  of  the  existing  structures,  improvements  or  signs  on  the  Premises,  unless 
Permittee  first  obtains  Authority’s  prior  written  consent,  which  Authority  may  give  or  withhold 
in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Authority's  consent  as  provided  above,  any 
permitted  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Permittee's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Authority  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and 
bonded  contractors  approved  by  Authority,  (iii)  in  a good  and  professional  manner,  (iv)  in  strict 
compliance  with  all  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that 
Authority  may  reasonably  impose.  Upon  termination  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall  remove  all 
Alterations  constructed  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by  or  on  behalf  of  Permittee  and  repair,  at  its 
sole  cost  and  expense,  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  the  installation  or  removal  of  such 
Alterations. 

Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees 
that,  pursuant  to  Section  4.2  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be  made  to  any* 
improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Navy's 
and  Authority's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude  qualifying  the 
improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

11.  Permit  Fee.  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Authority  a one-time  non-refundable  permit  fee  in 
the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information  for  its  use  of  the  Premises  as  provided 
hereunder.  Such  fee  is  payable  at  such  time  as  Permittee  signs  and  delivers  this  Permit  to 
Authority.  Within  five  (5)  days  after  demand  therefor,  Permittee  shall  pay  all  applicable  City 
departments  for  the  costs  incurred  by  those  departments  in  providing  the  use  of  City  employees, 
equipment,  property  and  facilities  in  connection  with  this  Permit. 

12.  Term  of  Permit:  Revocabilitv.  The  privilege  conferred  to  Permittee  pursuant  to  this 
Permit  shall  commence  on  Commencement  Date  and  Time  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit 
Information  and  shall  automatically  expire  on  the  Expiration  Date  and  Time  set  forth  in  the 
Basic  Permit  Information,  unless  amended  in  writing  or  sooner  terminated  or  revoked  pursuant 
to  the  terms  hereof.  Moreover,  if  the  Master  Lease  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this 
Permit  shall  automatically  terminate.  Without  limiting  any  of  its  rights  hereunder,  Authority 
may  revoke  this  Permit  at  any  time  prior  to  the  Expiration  Date  and  Time,  without  cause  and 
without  any  obligation  to  pay  any  consideration  to  Permittee. 

13*  Compliance  with  Laws.  Permittee  shall,  at  its  expense,  conduct  and  cause  to  be 
conducted  all  activities  on  the  Premises  allowed  hereunder  in  a safe  and  reasonable  manner  and 
in  compliance  with  all  laws,  regulations,  ordinances  and  orders  of  any  governmental  or  other 
regulatory  entity  (including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act)  whether 
presently  in  effect  or  subsequently  adopted  and  whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
parties.  Such  laws  shall  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  local,  state  and  federal  laws  prohibiting 
discrimination  in  employment  and  public  accommodations  and  regulating  the  posting  of  signs 
on  public  property.  Permittee  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  procure  and  maintain  in  force  at  all 
times  during  its  use  of  the  Premises  any  and  all  business  and  other  licenses  or  approvals 
necessary  to  conduct  the  activities  allowed  hereunder.  Permittee  understands  and  agrees  that 
Authority  is  entering  into  this  Permit  in  its  capacity  as  a property  owner  with  a proprietary 
interest  in  the  Premises  and  not  as  a regulatory  agency  with  police  powers.  Permittee  further 
understands  and  agrees  that  no  approval  by  Authority  for  purposes  of  this  Permit  shall  be 
deemed  to  constitute  approval  of  any  federal,  state,  Authority  or  other  local  regulatory  authority 
with  jurisdiction,  and  nothing  herein  shall  limit  Permittee's  obligation  to  obtain  all  such 
regulatory  approvals  at  Permittee's  sole  cost  or  limit  in  any  way  Authority's  exercise  of  its  police 
powers.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  before  beginning  any  work  in  the  Premises  and/or 
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using  the  Premises,  Permittee  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  shall  obtain  any  and  all  permits, 
licenses  and  approvals  (collectively,  "approvals")  of  all  regulatory  agencies  and  other  third 
parties  that  are  required  to  commence  and  complete  the  permitted  work  and  use  the  Premises 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  approvals  required  by  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (e.g. 
General  Assembly,  Tent,  Open  Flame,  Propane,  etc.),  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (e.g.. 
alcohol  consumption  and/or  sales),  the  San  Francisco  Entertainment  Commission  (e.g.. 
Loudspeaker,  Itinerant  Show,  etc.),  San  Francisco  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (e.g.. 
electrical),  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Health,  and  the  California  Department  of  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  (e.g..  alcohol  consumption  and/or  sales).  Permittee  shall  provide  copies  of  all 
such  approvals  to  Authority  prior  to  Permittee's  use  of  the  Premises. 

14.  Security.  In  addition  to  the  Permit  Fee  described  in  Section  11  above,  Permittee  shall 
provide  the  security,  police  and  medical  support  services  described  on  Exhibit  E.  attached 
hereto,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense. 

15.  Rules  and  Regulations.  In  connection  with  the  Permittee's  use  hereunder,  Permittee 
shall  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  Authority  reserves 
the  right,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  change  such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  necessary  to  promote  or 
protect  the  public  safety,  health  or  convenience.  Authority  shall  give  Permittee  reasonable  prior 
notice  of  such  changes;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  prior  notice  shall  be  required  in 

• emergency  situations. 

16.  Surrender:  No  Holding  Over.  Upon  the  expiration  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall 
surrender  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  received,  free  from  hazards  and  clear  of  all 
debris.  At  such  time,  Permittee  shall  remove  all  of  its  property  from  the  Premises  permitted 
hereunder,  and  shall  repair,  at  its  cost,  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  such  removal. 
Permittee's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Permit. 

If  Permittee  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Authority  upon  the  expiration  or  earlier 
termination  of  this  Permit  as  required  by  this  Section,  Permittee  shall  indemnify,  protect, 
defend  and  hold  harmless  forever  ("Indemnify")  Authority  against  all  claims,  demands,  losses, 
liabilities,  damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other  proceedings,  judgments 
and  awards  and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  and 
consultants'  fees  and  costs  (“Losses")  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses 
made  by  a succeeding  permittee  resulting  from  Permittee's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises. 
Permittee  shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Authority,  which 
consent  may  be  withheld  in  Permittee's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Permittee  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Permit,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Permittee,  and  the  Permit  Fee  shall  be  increased 
to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Permit  Fee  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such  holding 
over,  calculated  on  a per  diem  basis,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Permit.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Authority's  permission  for 
Permittee  to  hold  over.  Acceptance  of  any  holdover  Permit  Fee  by  Authority  following 
expiration  or  termination  of  this  Permit  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this 
Permit. 

17*  Repair  of  Damage.  If  requested  by  Authority,  Permittee  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole 
cost  and  expense,  repair  any  and  all  damage  to  the  Premises  and  any  personal  property  located 
thereon  caused  by  Permittee  or  Permittee's  Agents  or  Invitees.  Permittee  shall  obtain 

; Authority's  prior  written  approval  of  any  party  to  be  used  by  Permittee  to  conduct  such  repair 

! work.  Alternatively,  Authority  may  make  such  repairs  or  behalf  of  Permittee  at  Permittee's  sole 
cost  and  expense.  If  Permittee  damages  Authority  or  Navy  facilities  or  any  personal  property, 

1 the  final  repair  costs  owed  by  Permittee  shall  be  determined  by  Authority  in  its  sole  and 
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absolute  discretion,  and  shall  be  paid  by  Permittee  within  five  (5)  days  after  Permittee's  demand 
therefor.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  cancellation,  expiration  or 
termination  of  this  Permit. 

18.  Public  Safety.  Permittee  agrees  to  conduct  the  Permitted  Uses  at  all  times  in  a safe 
and  prudent  manner  with  full  regard  to  the  public  safety  and  to  observe  all  applicable 
regulations  and  requests  of  Authority  and  other  government  agencies  responsible  for  public 
safety. 


19.  Utilities.  Authority  has  no  responsibility  or  liability  of  any  kind  with  respect  to  any 
utilities  that  may  be  on,  in  or  under  the  Premises.  Permittee  shall  locate  any  such  utilities  and 
protect  them  from  damage  arising  out  of  Permittee's  activities.  Permittee  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  arranging  and  paying  for  all  utilities  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Permitted 
Uses  as  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information.  Any  such  payment  shall  be  due  and  payable 
within  five  (5)  days  after  demand  therefor. 

20.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims:  Indemnification 


20.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Permittee,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Permittee’s 
Agents,  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Authority  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Permittee  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Permittee  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Authority  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any  person  or 
loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  including 
without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  buildings  thereon  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  exclusively  by  the  gross  negligence 
or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Authority  (except  as  provided  in  Section  20.1(a)  below).  Without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 

(a)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Permittee  on  behalf 
of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Authority  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether 
direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or 
in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  Authority’s  decision  to  allow  Permittee  to  use  the  Premises, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Authority. 

(b)  Permittee  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or 
cause  to  be  filed,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Authority  any  claim,  action  or 
proceeding  based  upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses, 
costs,  expenses  or  liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases 
set  forth  in  this  Section  20.1. 

(c)  In  executing  these  waivers  and  releases,  Permittee  has  not  relied  upon 
any  representation  or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(d)  Permittee  has  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these 
waivers  and  releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such 
facts.  These  waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Permittee  regardless 
of  any  claims  of  mistake. 
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(e)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Permittee 
acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1542  of  the  California 
Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor 
does  not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of 
executing  the  release,  which  if  known  by  him  must  have 
materially  affected  his  settlement  with  the  debtor. 

20.2.  Acknowledgment.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein 
include  all  known  and  unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated 
claims.  Permittee  realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Permit  in  light  of  this 
realization  and,  being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of 
Civil  Code  Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers 
and  releases  contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Permit. 

20.3.  Permittee's  Indemnity.  Permittee,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Permittee’s  Agents, 
shall  Indemnify  the  Authority  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses,  expressly  including  but  not 
limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  out  of  a partial  or  complete  collapse  of  any  building  located  on  the 
Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or  subsidence,  incurred  in  connection  with  or  arising  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by 
or  in  the  custody  of  Permittee  or  Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident, 
injury  to  or  death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Permittee’s  Agents  and  Permittee’s 
Invitees,  howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any 
default  by  Permittee  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or 
conditions  of  this  Permit  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Permittee's  part;  (d)  the  use, 
occupancy,  conduct  or  management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by 
Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through 
or  under  any  of  them,  of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  the  condition  of  the  Premises;  (f) 
any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Permittee  on  or  about  the  Premises  whether 
before  or  during  the  Term  of  this  Permit;  or  (g)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Permittee, 
Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s  Invitees,  or  of  any  trespassers,  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or 
any  alterations;  except  to  the  extent  that  such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable 
under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or  validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Permit  and 
further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  by  the  gross  negligence  and  intentional 
wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the  Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  Permittee’s 
obligations  to  indemnify  the  Authority  under  this  Section  20.3  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  Authority’  decision  to  permit  the  Premises  to  the 
Permittee,  given  the  seismic  condition  of  the  property,  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of 
gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Authority.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include, 
without  limitation,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and 
Authority's  costs  of  investigating  any  Loss.  Permittee  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
it  has  an  immediate  and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Authority  from  any  claim  which 
actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or  may  be 
groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered  to 
Permittee  by  Authority  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Permit.  Notwithstanding 
anything  contained  herein,  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  not  covered  by  insurance  required 
herein  and  subject  to  this  Section  20.3,  Permittee  shall  have  no  obligation  to  repair,  restore  or 

r reconstruct  the  Premises  (or  to  pay  for  the  same)  in  the  event  the  Premises  are  damaged  or 
! destroyed  by  an  earthquake  or  subsidence  or  by  any  other  uninsured  casualty.

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21.  INSURANCE 


21.1.  Permittee’s  Insurance.  Permittee  shall  procure  and  maintain  throughout  the 
Term  of  this  Permit  and  pay  the  cost  thereof  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  If  Permittee  has  employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in 
statutory  amounts,  with  Employers’  Liability  Coverage  with  limits  of  not  less  than  the  amount 
set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information;  and 

(b)  Comprehensive  or  Commercial  General  Liability  Insurance  with 
limits  not  less  than  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  including  coverage  for 
Contractual  Liability,  Host  Liquor  Liability,  Personal  Injury,  Advertising  Liability,  Independent 
Contractors,  Explosion,  Collapse  and  Underground  (XCU),  Broad  Form  Property  Damage, 
Products  Liability,  Completed  Operations  and  Sudden  and  Accidental  Pollution;  and 

(c)  Comprehensive  or  Business  Automobile  Liability  Insurance  with 
limits  not  less  than  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information,  including  coverage  for 
owned,  non-owned  and  hired  automobiles,  if  applicable,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if 
any  automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Permittee's 
activity  on,  in  and  around  the  Premises;  and 

(d)  Such  other  insurance  as  required  by  law  or  as  the  City's  Risk 

Manager  may  require. 

21.2.  Claims  Made  Policy.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under 
a claims-made  form,  Permittee  shall  maintain  such  coverage  continuously  throughout  the  term 
of  this  Permit,  and,  without  lapse,  for  two  (2)  years  beyond  the  expiration  of  this  Permit,  to  the 
effect  that,  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to  claims  made  after  expiration  of  this 
Permit,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims-made  policies. 

21.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limit.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided 
under  a form  of  coverage  that  includes  a general  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that  claims 
investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such  annual 
aggregate  limit  shall  be  not  less  than  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  above. 

21.4.  Additional  Insureds.  Liability  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  name  as 
additional  insureds  the  "Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy,  and 
their  officers,  directors,  employees  and  agents"  (Insurance  Certificate  with  Endorsement  for 
such  additional  insureds). 

21.5.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Permittee  shall  pay  all  the  premiums  for  maintaining 
all  required  insurance. 

21.6.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
contained  herein,  Authority  and  Permittee  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any 
right  of  recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party 
with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Permit  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of

subrogation  rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

21.7.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  insurance  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  provide  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written 
notice  of  cancellation,  non-renewal  or  reduction  in  coverage  or  limits  to  Authority  at  the  address 
for  Notices  specified  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  provide  that  such  insurance  is  primary 
to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  covered  under 
the  policy  and  that  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured  against  whom  claim  is  made  or 
suit  is  brought,  but  the  inclusion  of  more  than  one  insured  shall  not  operate  to  increase  the 
insurer's  limit  of  liability. 

(c)  Before  commencement  of  activities  under  this  Permit,  certificates  of  insurance 
and  brokers’  endorsements,  in  form  and  with  insurers  acceptable  to  Authority,  shall  be 
furnished  to  Authority,  along  with  complete  copies  of  policies  if  requested  by  Authority. 

(d)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Permittee  hereunder  shall  be 
issued  by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Authority  with  an  AM 
Best  rating  of  not  less  than  A- VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

21.8.  No  Limitation  on  Indemnities.  Permittee's  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or  decrease  Permittee's  indemnification  obligations  herein 
or  any  of  Permittee's  other  obligations  or  liabilities  under  this  Permit. 

21.9.  Lapse  of  Insurance.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Permit, 
Authority  may  elect  in  Authority’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Permit  upon 
the  lapse  of  any  required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Permittee. 

21.10.  Permittee’s  Personal  Property.  Permittee  shall  be  responsible,  at  its 
expense,  for  separately  insuring  Permittee's  Personal  Property. 

22.  No  Assignment.  This  Permit  is  personal  to  Permittee  and  shall  not  be  assigned, 
conveyed  or  otherwise  transferred  by  Permittee  under  any  circumstances. 

23.  No  Joint  Venture  or  Partnership:  Independent  Contractor.  This  Permit  does 
not  create  a partnership  or  joint  venture  between  Authority  and  Permittee.  Permittee  shall  be 
solely  responsible  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  payment  of  its  employees,  including,  without 
limitation,  compliance  with  any  federal,  state  or  local  law  and  all  other  regulations  governing 

i such  matters. 

24.  Impossibility  of  Performance.  If,  for  any  reason,  an  unforeseen  event  occurs  which 
! is  beyond  the  control  of  Authority  or  Permittee,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  fire,  casualty  or 

labor  strike,  which  event  renders  impossible  the  fulfillment  of  any  term  of  this  Permit, 

Permittee  and  Authority  shall  have  no  right  to  nor  claim  for  damages  against  the  other. 

25.  Possessory  Interest  Taxes:  Payment  of  Taxes.  Permittee  recognizes  and 

| understands  that  this  Permit  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Permittee  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest  under 
applicable  law.  Permittee  agrees  to  pay  taxes  of  any  kind,  including  possessory  interest  taxes,  if 
I any,  that  may  be  lawfully  assessed  on  Permittee's  interest  under  this  Permit  or  use  of  the 
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Premises  pursuant  hereto  and  to  pay  any  other  taxes,  excises,  licenses,  permit  charges, 
possessory  interest  taxes,  or  assessments  based  on  Permittee's  usage  of  the  Premises  that  may 
be  imposed  upon  Permittee  by  applicable  law. 

26.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  any  notices  given  under  this  Permit  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Authority  and  Permittee  at  the  addresses  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit 
Information.  Notice  shall  be  deemed  given  (a)  two  (2)  business  days  after  the  date  when  it  is 
deposited  with  the  U.S.  Mail,  if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  (b)  one  (1)  business  day  after 
the  date  when  it  is  deposited  with  an  overnight  carrier,  if  next  business  day  delivery  is  required, 
(c)  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  or  (d)  upon  the  date  when  it  is  sent  by  facsimile,  if 
the  sender  receives  a facsimile  report  confirming  such  delivery  has  been  successful  and  the 
sender  mails  a copy  of  such  notice  to  the  other  party  by  U.S.  first  class  mail  on  such  date. 

27.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  companies  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment 
inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et  seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also 
urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business  with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride 
Principles.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  it  has  read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

28.  N on-Discrimination. 


28.1  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Permit,  Permittee 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  any  fact  or  perception  of  a person's 
race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
domestic  partner  status,  marital  status,  disability,  height,  weight  or  acquired  immune  deficiency 
(AIDS)  or  HIV  syndrome  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  or  Authority  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Permittee,  in  any  of  Permittee’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations 
operated  by  Permittee. 

28.2  Subcontracts.  Permittee  shall  include  in  all  subcontracts  relating  to  the 
Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form 
of  Section  28.1  above.  In  addition,  Permittee  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  subcontracts 
the  provisions  of  Sections  i2B.2(a),  i2B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such  provisions.  Permittee’s  failure  to 
comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  Section  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this  Permit. 
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28.3  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Permittee  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this 
Permit  and  will  not  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  in  any  of  its  operations  in  San  Francisco  or 
where  the  work  is  being  performed  for  the  City  or  elsewhere  within  the  United  States, 
discriminate  in  the  provision  of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits, 
membership  or  membership  discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or 
travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any  benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between 
employees  with  domestic  partners  and  employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic 
partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees,  where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered 
with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state  or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject 
to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  i2B.2(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

28.4  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The 

provisions  of  Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non- 
discrimination by  parties  contracting  for  the  use  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this 
Section  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Permit  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Permittee 
shall  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Permit  under 
such  Chapters  of  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in 
such  Chapters.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Permittee  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section 
i2B.2(h)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50)  for  each 
person  for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Permit  may  be  assessed  against  Permittee  and/or  deducted  from  any 
payments  due  Permittee. 

29.  Tropical  Hardwoods  and  Virgin  Redwood.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  companies  not  to  import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product,  except  as 
expressly  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code.  Permittee  agrees  that,  except  as  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections 
802(b)  and  803(b),  Permittee  shall  not  use  or  incorporate  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical 
hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product  in  the  performance  of 
this  Permit. 

30.  No  Tobacco  Advertising.  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no  advertising  of 
cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Authority,  including  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  this  Permit.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

31.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Sections  87100  et  seq.  and 
Sections  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provision,  and  agrees  that  if 
Permittee  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall 
immediately  notify  Authority. 

32.  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction.  Permittee  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound 
by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  This  ordinance  prohibits  the  use  of  polystyrene  foam  disposable  food 
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service  ware  and  requires  the  use  of  compostable  or  recyclable  food  service  ware  by  anyone 
serving  food  in  San  Francisco.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  16  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Permit  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material 
term  of  this  Permit.  By  entering  into  this  Permit,  Permittee  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this 
provision,  Authority  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Permittee  agrees  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  liquidated 
damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the 
second  breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for 
subsequent  breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Authority  will 
incur  based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this 
Permit  was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary 
damages  sustained  by  Authority  because  of  Permittee's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

33.  Security  Deposit.  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Authority  upon  execution  of  this  Permit  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Permit  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Permit.  Permittee  agrees 
that  Authority  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents  or  Permittee’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Permittee  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions 
contained  in  this  Permit,  without  waiving  any  of  Authority's  other  rights  and  remedies 
hereunder  or  at  law  or  in  equity.  Authority's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are 
solely  that  of  debtor  and  not  trustee.  Authority  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security 
deposit  separate  from  its  general  funds,  and  Permittee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on 
such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the  security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Permittee's 
liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Permit.  To  the  extent  that 
Authority  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply  the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  33, 
Authority  shall  return  such  security  deposit  to  Permittee  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the 
termination  of  this  Permit,  or  such  longer  period  as  is  reasonably  necessary  for  Authority  to 
confirm  Permittee's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Permit. 

34.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this 
Permit,  Permittee  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco 
Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the 
City  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee  of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  for  the 
selling  or  leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an 
appointee  of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  (1)  an 
individual  holding  a City  elective  office  if  the  contract  must  be  approved  by  the  individual,  a 
board  on  which  that  individual  serves,  or  a board  on  which  an  appointee  of  that  individual 
serves,  (2)  a candidate  for  the  office  held  by  such  individual,  or  (3)  a committee  controlled  by 
such  individual,  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of  negotiations  for  the  contract  until  the 
later  of  either  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  six  (6)  months  after  the  date 
the  contract  is  approved.  Permittee  acknowledges  that  the  foregoing  restriction  applies  only  if 
the  contract  or  a combination  or  series  of  contracts  approved  by  the  same  individual  or  board  in 
a fiscal  year  have  a total  anticipated  or  actual  value  of  $50,000  or  more.  Permittee  further 
acknowledges  that  the  prohibition  on  contributions  applies  to  each  prospective  party  to  the 
contract;  each  member  of  Permittee’s  board  of  directors;  Permittee’s  chairperson,  chief 
executive  officer,  chief  financial  officer  and  chief  operating  officer;  any  person  with  an 
ownership  interest  of  more  than  20  percent  in  Permittee;  any  subcontractor  listed  in  the  bid  or 
contract;  and  any  committee  that  is  sponsored  or  controlled  by  Permittee.  Additionally, 
Permittee  acknowledges  that  Permittee  must  inform  each  of  the  persons  described  in  the 
preceding  sentence  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in  Section  1.126. 
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35-  Intellectual  Property;  Music  Broadcasting  Rights.  Permittee  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  obtaining  any  necessary  clearances  or  permissions  for  the  use  of  intellectual 
property,  including,  but  not  limited  to  musical  or  other  performance  rights.  (Note  to  Permittee: 
To  obtain  the  appropriate  music  performance  license,  you  may  contact  the  BMI  Licensing 
Executive  toll  free  at  1-877-264-2137  Monday  - Friday,  9-5  p.m.  (Central  Time)  and  the 
American  Society  of  Composers,  Authors  and  Publishers  (“ASCAP”)  at  1-800-505-4052  Monday 
- Friday,  9-5  p.m.  (Eastern  Time)). 

36.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Permittee  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  G. 

37.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Permittee  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i) 
prohibit  the  use  of  certain  pesticides,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Permittee  to  submit 
to  Authority  an  integrated  pest  management  ("IPM")  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Permittee  may  need  to  apply  to 
the  Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Permit,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Permittee  will  take  to  meet 
the  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by  name, 
title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Permittee's  primary  IPM  contact 
person  with  the  Authority.  In  addition,  Permittee  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

38.  General  Provisions,  (a)  This  Permit  may  be  amended  or  modified  only  by  a writing 
signed  by  Authority  and  Permittee,  (b)  No  waiver  by  any  party  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Permit  shall  be  effective  unless  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer  or  other  authorized 
representative,  and  only  to  the  extent  expressly  provided  in  such  written  waiver,  (c)  This 
instrument  (including  the  exhibit(s)  hereto)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  parties 
and  all  prior  written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements  are 
merged  herein,  (d)  The  section  and  other  headings  of  this  Permit  are  for  convenience  of 
reference  only  and  shall  be  disregarded  in  the  interpretation  of  this  Permit,  (e)  Time  is  of  the 
essence,  (f)  This  Permit  shall  be  governed  by  California  law.  (g)  If  either  party  commences  an 
action  against  the  other  or  a dispute  arises  under  this  Permit,  the  prevailing  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  from  the  other  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs.  For  purposes  hereof, 
reasonable  attorneys'  fees  of  Authority  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private 
attorneys  in  San  Francisco  with  comparable  experience,  (h)  If  Permittee  consists  of  more  than 
one  person  then  the  obligations  of  each  person  shall  be  joint  and  several,  (i)  Permittee  may  not 
record  this  Permit  or  any  memorandum  hereof,  (j)  Subject  to  the  prohibition  against 
assignments  or  other  transfers  by  Permittee  hereunder,  this  Permit  shall  be  binding  upon  and 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  parties  and  their  respective  heirs,  representatives,  successors  and 
assigns,  (k)  Any  sale  or  conveyance  of  the  property  burdened  by  this  Permit  by  Authority  shall 
automatically  revoke  this  Permit.  (1)  This  Permit  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more 
counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall 
constitute  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Permittee  represents  and  warrants  to  Authority  that  it  has  read  and  understands  the 
contents  of  this  Permit  and  agrees  to  comply  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  its  provisions.

BACKGROUND 

This  presentation  is  for  consideration  to  approve  the  budget  of  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  for  Fiscal  Year  2009-10  (“FY2009-10”)  and  authorize  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations  to  submit  the  proposed  budget  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  for  further  review  and  inclusion  in  the  City’s  FY2009-10 
Budget.  Additionally,  TIDA  staff  is  requesting  that  the  TIDA  Board  of  Directors  authorize  the 
Director  of  the  Island  Operations  to  enter  into  Work-Orders  with  other  City  Departments  for 
services  for  operational  needs. 

TIDA  was  established  as  a California  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation  and  delegated  certain 
powers  under  state  and  local  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  planning, 
redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and  conversion  of  the  former  Naval  Station 
Treasure  Island  (the  “Base”).  Specifically,  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (the 
“Act”),  passed  by  the  California  legislature  in  1997,  granted  to  TIDA  the  State’s  authority  to 
administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  on  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  and  enabled  TIDA  to  be 
designated  as  a redevelopment  agency  under  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  designated  TIDA  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  ("LRA")  to  manage  the 
conversion  of  the  former  Base,  which  includes  portions  of  Yerba  Buena  Island,  from  military  use 
to  civilian  reuse. 

The  specific  mission  of  TIDA  is  to  redevelop  the  former  Base  and  manage  its  integration  with 
the  City  in  compliance  with  federal,  state  and  city  guidelines,  including  the  California  Tidelands 
Trust;  create  new  housing  and  job  opportunities  for  San  Francisco  residents,  including  assuring 
job  opportunities  for  homeless  and  economically  disadvantaged  City  residents;  increase 
recreational  and  Bay  access  venues  for  San  Francisco  and  Bay  Area  residents;  and  promote  the 
welfare  and  well  being  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

To  achieve  these  goals,  TIDA  provides  services  that  can  be  grouped  into  two  broad  categories 
described  in  more  detail  below. 

1 . Property  management  and  municipal  services 

2.  The  transfer  of  federal  property  to  local  jurisdiction  and  planning  of  redevelopment 
activities 
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1.  Property  Management/Municipal  Services.  Under  the  provisions  of  a Cooperative 
Agreement  between  TIDA  and  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Department  of  the  Navy  (“Navy”),  TIDA  serves  as  the  property  manager  for  the  Base. 
TIDA  is  responsible  for  over  all  operations  including  building  maintenance,  utility 
operations  and  maintenance,  landscaping,  road  repair  and  management  of  personal 
property.  In  addition,  the  Cooperative  Agreement  made  TIDA  and  the  City  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  municipal  services  to  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island 
including  public  safety  services  such  as  police  and  fire. 

To  offset  the  costs  associated  with  property  management  and  public  service 
responsibilities,  TIDA  established  two  principal  sources  of  revenue:  (i)  revenue  generated 
from  interim  leasing  of  existing  facilities;  and  (ii)  revenue  generated  from  special  events 
on  the  Base.  TIDA  has  entered  into  MOUs  and  work  orders  with  numerous  City 
departments  to  provide  the  spectrum  of  services  required  under  the  Cooperative 
Agreement,  including  the  General  Services  Agency  ("GSA"),  the  City  Attorney's  Office, 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"),  the  Police  Department  (“SFPD”),  the  Fire 
Department  (“SFFD”),  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission(“SFPUC”). 

2.  Transfer  of  Federal  Property/Planning  for  Redevelopment  Activities.  As  the  designated 
LRA,  TIDA,  working  through  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
("OEWD"),  is  negotiating  with  the  Navy  to  acquire  all  real  property  at  the  Base  that  has 
not  been  transferred  to  other  federal  agencies  or  the  State  of  California.  The  portions  of 
the  Base  that  are  proposed  to  be  transferred  include  approximately  365  acres  on  Treasure 
Island  proper  (the  flat  portion  of  the  Base  composed  of  Bay  fill)  and  approximately  115 
acres  on  Yerba  Buena  Island.  TIDA  hopes  to  complete  the  transfer  in  the  next  12  to  18 
months.  TIDA  has  designated  the  OEWD  as  the  lead  negotiator  and  project  management 
entity  facilitating  the  redevelopment  of  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  on  behalf  of 
TIDA.  The  OEWD  works  collaboratively  with  the  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to 
ensure  effective  coordination  of  interim  reuse  of  the  islands. 

In  an  effort  to  bring  closure  to  the  transfer  process,  TIDA  formally  requested  that  the 
Navy  commence  negotiating  an  “Early  Transfer”  of  the  Base  to  TIDA,  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  (“CERCLA”). 
Under  CERCLA,  the  Navy  has  an  obligation  to  complete  all  environmental  remediation 
activities  at  the  Base  before  a change  in  ownership  can  occur.  However,  under  the 
Defense  Environmental  Program,  the  Navy  is  authorized  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
local  agencies,  such  as  TIDA,  to  carry  out  aspects  of  the  Navy’s  remedial  obligations 
with  funds  provided  by  the  Navy  after  an  Early  Transfer.  The  terms  for  transferring  the 
Navy’s  remedial  obligations  to  TIDA,  including  the  amount  of  funds  to  be  made 
available  for  investigation  and  remediation  of  contamination  at  the  base,  will  be  set  forth 
in  an  Early  Transfer  Cooperative  Agreement  (“ETCA”)  to  be  negotiated  between  the 
Navy  and  TIDA.  The  Navy  and  TIDA  are  in  negotiations  for  an  Early  Transfer  pursuant 
to  an  ETCA. 

At  the  same  time  TIDA  is  negotiating  with  the  Navy  on  the  ETCA,  TIDA  also  will  need 
to  negotiate  a Consent  Agreement  with  the  California  Environmental  Protection 
Agency’s  Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control  (“DTSC”),  the  state  lead  regulatory 
agency,  to  assure  that  DTSC  concurs  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  proposal  that 
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forms  the  basis  of  the  ETCA.  Additional  negotiations  with  the  California  Regional  Water 
Quality  Control  Board  - San  Francisco  Bay  Region  and/or  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  likely  will  be  required  to  assure  their  concurrence  with 
certain  aspects  of  the  planned  investigations  and  remediation  proposals. 

Simultaneously,  TIDA  is  negotiating  for  the  transfer  of  property  based  on  its  submittal  to 
the  Navy  of  an  Amended  and  Restated  Economic  Development  Conveyance  (“EDC”) 
application  in  June  2007.  The  Amended  and  Restated  EDC  application  is  based  on  the 
current  redevelopment  plans  for  the  island.  TIDA  is  also  engaged  in  an  extensive  public 
process  involving  establishing  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  reuse  of  the  islands. 

Working  through  the  OEWD,  TIDA  is  negotiating  with  the  prospective  master  developer, 
Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (“TICD”),  who  was  selected  through  a 
competitive  RFQ/RFP  process  on  the  plans,  program  and  business  terms  of  the  proposed 
redevelopment  project.  In  December  of  2006,  the  TIDA  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  endorsed  a comprehensive  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  Treasure 
Island,  including  land  use,  infrastructure,  affordable  housing,  sustainability,  open  space, 
and  financing  plans.  Ultimately,  these  plans  will  be  memorialized  in  a Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement  that  is  supported  by  a Redevelopment  Plan,  General  Plan 
amendments,  environmental  review  consistent  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act,  and  a Tidelands  Trust  Exchange  Agreement  with  the  State  Lands  Commission, 
among  other  legal  requirements.  The  parties  are  seeking  to  obtain  Project  entitlements  by 
July  2010. 

TIDA  is  also  negotiating  the  plans  and  business  terms  for  an  expanded  marina  in  Clipper 
Cove  with  Treasure  Island  Enterprises  which  was  selected  via  a competitive  RFP  process. 

FISCAL  YEAR  2009-10  BUDGET  DISCUSSIONS 

In  presenting  the  FY  2009-10  Budget,  a review  of  this  year’s  revenues  and  expenses  is 
first  required.  While  TIDA  will  experience  an  increase  in  the  projected  housing  revenues 
and  commercial  leasing  activities,  expenses  have  been  more  than  projected  because  of 
unanticipated  costs.  Nonetheless,  Staff  projects  a budget  surplus  at  fiscal  year  end,  June 
30,  2009. 

FY  2008-09  Revenues 

The  TIDA  Budget  for  FY  2008-09  projected  housing  revenue  at  $6,381,168  which 
includes  the  Base  Rent,  Percentage  Rent  and  Common  Area  Maintenance  charges 
from  John  Stewart  Company  (JSCo),  our  property  manager.  The  2008  Mid  Year 
Financial  Summary  provided  by  JSCo  states  that  housing  revenue  exceeded  budget  by 
$655,022  above  the  forecast.  This  was  due  in  part  to  a lower  than  expected  vacancy 
rate.  The  TIDA  Budget  projected  commercial  revenue  at  $864,400.  The  mid  year 
commercial  Revenue  Report  provided  by  GSA  states  that  commercial  revenue 
exceeded  budget  by  $64,262,  or  8 percent.  This  is  due  in  part  to  our  recently  realigned 
leasing  team  and  our  affordable  commercial  rates,  particularly  during  this  economic 
down  turn. 
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On  the  expenditure  side,  Project  Staff  anticipates  savings  of  some  $550,000  at  the  year 
end  from  lower  than  anticipated  costs  associated  with  the  Treasure  Island  YMCA 
contract,  the  Risk  Management  Work-Order  and  the  Golden  Gate  International 
Exposition  (GGIE)  70th  Anniversary  budget.  The  planned  GGIE  celebration  was 
rightly  curtailed  due  to  the  current  economic  conditions,  including  the  lack  of 
corporate  sponsorships. 

Unplanned  FY  2008-09  Expenditures 

Our  Capital  Improvement  Budget  has  several  budget  overruns.  The  main  unplanned 
expense  to  date  is  the  increased  cost  of  demolition  for  Buildings  92  and  7.  The 
budgeted  amount  for  the  project  was  $359,000.  The  actual  cost  for  the  project  was 
$499,000  due  to  the  need  for  DPW  oversight  and  to  guarantee  no  additional  cost.  Also, 
Project  Staff  anticipates  spending  an  additional  $225,000  for  the  Pavilion  by  the  Bay 
project  due  to  additional  construction  requirements  associated  with  wind  resistance, 
installation  of  two  permanent  ADA  bathrooms,  and  a new  transformer.  Another 
unanticipated  expense  was  to  Shaw  Environmental  in  the  amount  of  $44,910  to  delay 
the  Navy’s  remediation  work  around  Hanger  3 to  accommodate  Oracle  World  last  fall. 
Finally,  $28,684  was  spent  for  emergency  repairs  of  water  lines  and  fire  hydrants  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island  — deficiencies  uncovered  after  last  summer’s  fire. 

FY  2009-10  Budget 

Similar  to  FY  2008-09,  Project  Staff  has  separated  the  Operations  budget  and 
Redevelopment  budget  so  as  not  to  skew  the  operating  income  and  expenses  for  the  fiscal 
year.  The  Operations  budget  projected  annual  revenue  is  $10,152,769.  Approximately 
$2,604,092  is  projected  in  Developer  Reimbursement  for  redevelopment  planning 
activities. 

The  total  Project  Staff  expenses  (staff  salaries,  MOU  agreement)  are  $1,201,647. 

TIDA's  administrative  expenses  and  contractual  obligations  are  1,703,750.  The 
Operations  contractual  obligations  include  Toolworks,  Rubicon,  Golden  Gate  Disposal, 
TIHDI,  YMCA,  marine  salvage  and  liability  insurance  for  TIDA's  Directors.  Operations 
has  budgeted  $15,000  for  an  Internship  Program  and  a temporary  1824  Principal  Analyst 
to  assist  in  transition  of  redevelopment  efforts.  Finally,  a Buildings  Grounds  Patrol 
Officer  has  been  budgeted  for  additional  weekend  and  evening  coverage  at  the  main  gate. 

The  remaining  revenues  fund  work-orders  with  City  Departments  for  services  including 
DPW,  City  Attorney,  Risk  Manager,  DTIS  and  GSA.  The  approval  of  the  FY  2009-10 
Budget  authorizes  the  expenditures  under  these  work-orders. 

Project  Staff  proposes  to  make  capital  improvements  to  Treasure  Island  buildings  in  the 
amount  of  $598,710  utilizing  the  skilled  laborers  at  DPW  and  PUC. 
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Expenditures  budgeted  for  the  SF  PUC  is  $985,000.  The  budget  for  the  PUC  utility 
services  is  $650,000.  A $130,000  rental  fee  of  the  generators  is  a decrease  from  last 
fiscal  year  due  to  the  proposed  restructuring  from  a purely  lease  transaction  to  a lease 
with  an  option  to  purchase.  In  addition,  another  $200,000  will  be  set  aside  as  per  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  for  the  repayment  of  TIDA’s  outstanding  debt  from 
the  previous  years.  Finally,  $50,000  is  budgeted  separately  under  Capital 
Improvement  Projects  for  replacement  of  street  lighting  in  residential  areas  on 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Island. 

The  proposed  FY  2009-10  Budget  recommends  $3,574,791  for  TIDA  contributions  to  the 
General  Fund  for  police  and  fire  services.

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NOTABLE  BUDGET  SUMMARY: 


• REVENUES:  Total  revenues  from  leasing  & permitting  activities  from  operation 
activities  are  projected  to  be  $10,152,769  in  FY  2009-10.  TIDA’s  main  revenue  source  of 
approximately  $6,041840  is  from  rental  of  housing  units  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena 
Islands,  managed  under  an  agreement  with  the  John  Stewart  Company  (“JSCO”). 

• EXPENSES:  The  FY  2009-10  Budget  projects  property  management  expenditures  at 
$10,152,769.  Salaries  and  fringes  are  listed  under  General  Services  Agency  (GSA)  since 
Project  Staff  is  housed  as  employees  of  GSA,  as  per  our  MOU.  TIDA  will  work-order 
monies  to  fund  9.75  positions  for  operations  and  2 positions  for  redevelopment  planning 
activities.  One  position  has  been  added  for  a quarter  of  FY  09-10  through  a Work-Order 
with  GSA  and  another  temporary  position  for  half  of  the  year  to  assist  with  the  transition 
into  the  final  phases  of  the  redevelopment.  Finally,  a temporary  Building  & Grounds  Patrol 
Officer  is  budgeted  to  assist  with  the  front-gate  coverage. 

• DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  (DPW):  The  FY  2009-10  Budget  focuses  more 
on  public  works  projects  for  the  community  to  enhance  quality  of  life  for  the  residents.  As 
a result,  a number  of  Department  of  Public  Works  projects  are  proposed  to  beautify  and 
improve  security  measures  for  the  Island.  Street  cleaning  will  be  increased  to  needed 
levels.  The  weekend  and  evening  security  of  the  front  gate  will  be  managed  by  DPW’s 
Operations  division  to  provide  greater  customer  service  and  security  in  a more  effective 
manner.  In  addition,  DPW’s  Bureau  of  Urban  Forestry  Services  will  manage  a large 
portion  of  the  landscaping  needs  of  the  Island.  The  proposed  DPW  budget  is  funded  in  the 
following  categories:  Bureau  of  Building  Repair  at  $1,169,347,  Bureau  of  Street 
Environmental  Services  at  $48,740,  Bureau  of  Streets  and  Sewer  Repair  at  $80,263, 

Bureau  of  Urban  Forestry  Services  at  $235,000  and  finally  DPW  Bureau  of  Operations  is 
funded  at  $128,000. 

• STATE  CONTROLLER  AUDITING  REQUIREMENTS:  The  FY  2009-10  funds 
$25,000  for  an  outside  auditor  to  assist  with  TIDA’s  Financial  Transaction  Report  for  the 
State  Controller’s  Annual  Report  per  the  requirements  of  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law. 

• FIRE  TRAINING  ACADEMY:  The  funding  from  SFFD  is  representing  a million  dollar 
decrease  from  last  year  due  to  SFFD’s  decision  to  decrease  the  rent  payment  for  the  use  of 
the  Fire  Training  Academy. 

• REIMBURSEMENTS:  The  FY  2009-10  Budget  includes  an  estimated  $2,604,092  in 
reimbursements  by  the  Master  Developer,  Treasure  Island  Community  Development 
(TICD),  for  TIDA’s  redevelopment  planning  costs  under  the  terms  of  the  Exclusive 
Negotiation  Agreement  (ENA)  between  TIDA  and  TICD.  These  costs  include  engineering 
services,  fiscal  and  economic  analysis,  planning,  and  the  reimbursement  of  services 
provided  by  the  Office  of  Joint  Development,  City  Attorney’s  Office  and  designated  TIDA 
staff. 


AFFORDABLE  HOUSING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 


I.  In  support  of  the  City’s  affordable  housing  objectives  and  to  comply  with  the  Base 
Closure  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of  1 994,  TIDA  provides  housing  to  nonprofit 
organizations  affiliated  with  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative 
(TIHDI)  to  assist  economically  disadvantaged  and  homeless  San  Franciscans.  In 
the  FY  09-10  TIHDI  will  have  a 250  unit  portfolio.  These  units  remain  offline  to 
market  rate  residents.  A conservative  estimate  of  forgone  revenues  in  support  of 
affordable  housing  programs  is  $5.4  million  annually  based  on  the  below 
calculations. 

250  unit  portfolio:  250  X $1,900  (Average  Apt.  Rent)  = $475,000  per  month 
$475,000  X 12  = $5,700,000  Annual 

II.  In  1996,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  TIHDI  Agreement 
which  included  certain  designated  units  on  the  Base  for  use  by  TIHDI  member 
organizations.  TIHDI  has  shared  some  of  its  units  with  TIDA  in  exchange  for  a 
revenue  share  agreement.  Based  on  the  formula,  TIHDI  will  receive  approximately 
$475,440  or  8.49%  of  the  total  housing  revenues  from  JSCO. 

III.  In  support  of  the  City’s  economic  development  initiatives,  TIDA  has  no  bid 
contractual  agreements  in  the  amount  of  approximately  one  million  with  TIHDI 
member  organizations  Rubicon  and  Toolworks.  TIDA  funds  TIHDI  in  the  amount 
of  $175,000. 

OTHER  CONSIDERATIONS 

I.  The  use  of  non-tax  revenues  to  pay  for  City  services  on  Treasure  Island  is  limited  to 
the  legal  factor  of  the  Tidelands  Trust.  Treasure  Island  proper  and  a small  portion 
of  Yerba  Buena  Island  are  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  which  is  governed  by  the 
State  Lands  Commission.  The  Tidelands  Trust  requires  that  revenues  generated 
from  Trust  lands  be  used  for  Trust  purposes.  As  a result,  revenues  generated  on 
Trust  lands  (i)  must  be  carefully  tracked,  (ii)  should  not  be  used  to  pay  for  City 
services  provided  to  non-Trust  properties  such  as  the  greater  part  of  Yerba  Buena 
Island  (including  property  owned  by  the  Coast  Guard),  the  Job  Corps,  and  the  Bay 
Bridge,  and  (iii)  must  be  limited  to  reasonable  costs  that  directly  benefit  the  Trust. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Base’s  geographic  remoteness  and  corresponding  need  for 
dedicated  personnel  may  make  such  services  sufficiently  unique  to  justify  using 
Trust  revenues  to  pay  for  them. 

II.  Based  on  February  2009  discussion  with  the  John  Stewart  Company,  TIDA  pays  the 
City  approximately  $75,000  annually  in  property  Possessory  Interest  Tax  for  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  Islands. 


FY  2009-10  Revenues 
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I.  TIDA  REVENUE  DETAILS 

A.  TI  Special  Events  Revenues 

This  amount  reflects  project  revenues  received  from  special  events  held  on  Treasure  Island  such  as 
corporate  events,  wedding  receptions,  and  recreational  use.  The  revenues  are  separated  in  this  fiscal  year 
between  the  TIDA  booked  events  and  the  events  booked  by  the  Joint  Venture  (JV)  between  TIHDI, 
Toolworks,  and  Wine  Valley  Catering  under  the  JV's  Sublease  for  certain  Special  Event  Venues,  to 
differentiate  and  monitor  incoming  funds  from  the  JV.  The  FY  08-09  Budget  forecasted  $54,000  in 
revenues  for  the  Fogwatch  Pavilion  project.  However,  due  to  delay  in  completion  of  the  construction  of 
this  project  until  May  of  2009,  these  revenues  were  not  realized.  The  Joint  Venture  has  allowed  heavily 
marketed  the  venues  this  quarter.  The  increase  in  marketing,  coupled  with  TIDA's  3%  share  of  gross 
revenue  earned  from  food  sales,  has  maintained  the  Special  Events  revenues  in  a consistent  level  despite 
the  down  turn  in  the  economy  and  many  event  cancellations.  TIDA  booked  events  at  the  Great  Lawn, 
Building  180  and  Hanger  3 (which  are  not  included  as  venues  under  the  JV  Sublease)  are  projected  to 
increase  slightly  this  next  fiscal  year.

Based  upon  an  approximately  578  unit  portfolio  for  FY  09-10,  the  total  projected  housing 
revenues  from  the  John  Stewart  Company  is  $5,702,840.  The  revenue  from  the  housing 
located  on  Treasure  Island,  is  projected  to  be  $4,676,560.  The  revenue  from  Yerba  Buena 
Island  is  projected  to  be  $448,000.  In  addition,  the  John  Stewart  Company  projects  that 
$578,280  will  be  turned  over  to  TIDA  in  Percentage  Base  Rent  in  FY  09-10.  The  decrease  in 
housing  revenues  projections  is  due  to  the  John  Stewart  Company’s  estimates  on  higher 
vacancy  rates  in  the  next  Fiscal  Year.

2.  Director’s  Report 

Ms.  Mirian  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  reported  two  street  robberies  in  March  - one 
armed  where  the  victim  knew  the  suspect;  the  other  at  a bus  stop.  The  Clipper  Cove  Legislation, 
which  was  approved  at  the  March  1 1,  2009  Board  meeting,  will  be  introduced  as  early  as  next 
week  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

TIDA  hosted  two  Treasure  Island  Briefing  and  Orientations  about  the  Islands.  Besides  new 
TIDA  board  member  Helen  Nigg,  attendees  included  Board  of  Supervisors’  President  David 
Chiu,  Supervisor  Carmen  Chu,  Supervisor  Eric  Mar,  and  their  aids;  City  Assessor  Phil  Ting. 
President  Stephens  also  participated,  among  other  City  family  staff. 

Street  Striping  continues  in  the  residential  areas,  including  9th  street  between  Avenue  of  the 
Palms  and  Avenue  D.  DPW  also  has  begun  clearing  out  and  cleaning  up  the  southern  area  of  the 
Island. 

WIFI  is  coming  to  TI.  With  a grant  to  TIHDI,  DTIS  is  working  with  PUC  on  securing  the 
necessary  access  rights  to  the  light  poles  for  installation  of  the  transponders.  Once  access  is 
granted,  DTIS  will  install  small  wireless  hardware  on  the  sides  of  15  buildings. 
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“ Trauma , " the  NBC  TV  pilot,  will  be  filming  a critical  scene  of  a helicopter  crash  this  week  on 
the  Island.  Filming  continues  through  Thursday  April  30. 

There  were  four  new  subleases  signed  since  March  generating  an  additional  annual  income  of 
$45,000. 

Director  Blackwell  arrived  at  1:38  P.M. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

3.  Report  by  Office  of  Economic  & Workforce  Development 

Mr.  Jack  Sylvan  reported  on  the  Navy  transfer  process.  There  are  two  key  positions  the  White 
House  needs  to  fill:  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  Deputy  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  Defense. 
These  pesitions  will  set  the  pace  and  tone  for  upcoming  events.  Both  California  Senators  and  the 
Speaker  are  on  board  with  getting  the  transfer  and  keeping  it  “high  on  the  radar.”

6.  Ongoing  Business  by  Directors 

There  was  no  ongoing  business  to  discuss. 

7.  General  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Consent  Agenda 

Consent  Item  8C,  a Sublease  with  the  San  Francisco  Gaelic  Athletic  Association,  was  pulled 
from  the  Agenda. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  the  remaining  items. 

Director  Rahaim  motioned  for  approval. 

The  Consent  Agenda  pass  unanimously. 

Director  Shoemaker  arrived  at  1:47  P.M. 

9.  Resolution  Authorizing  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  to  Execute  a Use  Permit  with 
GB  Enterprises  Inc.  for  the  Maintenance  and  Harvesting  of  Olive  Trees  on  Treasure  Island 

Mr.  Peter  Summerville  reported  that  there  are  about  100  trees  planted  for  the  Golden  Gate 
Exposition  in  1939  still  producing.  GB  Enterprises,  the  family  business  responsible  for  originally 
planting  the  trees,  has  been  tending  the  trees  since  2002.  The  Sublease  formalizes  the  ongoing 
relationship.  Larry  Brucia  spoke  to  the  history  of  the  trees  and  distributed  bottles  of  olive  oil  to 
the  Directors. 

Director  Saez  commented  on  the  labels  that  acknowledge  Treasure  Island. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

Director  Elberling  motioned  for  approval. 


The  Item  was  moved  unanimously. 

11.  Informational  Presentation  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  Ramps  Improvement  Project  - 
Progress  Report  (Presented  out  of  Order) 

Eric  Cordoba,  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  and  Rodney  Pimentel,  AECOM, 
discussed  the  draft  plans  developed  in  conjunction  with  Caltrans  which  will  be  presented  in 
August  and  is  slated  for  approval  in  April  2010  by  Transportation  Authority.  The  plan  includes 
both  design  and  environmental  issues  which  Caltrans  is  proposing  to  bid  out  in  201 1 . 

There  is  also  the  safety  issue  - providing  more  room  to  accelerate  getting  onto  the  Bay  Bridge  or 
decelerate  exiting  the  Bay  Bridge.  Two  lanes  going  westbound  are  proposed.  The  exit  will  be 
designed  to  be  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  highway. 

Funding  includes  $18  million  from  Prop  IB  and  $52  million  from  state  and  federal  sources. 
Director  Elberling  asked  specifically  what  the  sources  were.  This  was  discussed  later  on. 

Director  Shoemaker  asked  about  the  bike  path  connecting  the  east  span  with  Treasure  Island  - 
how  many  people,  and  who  they  might  be.  Mr.  Sylvan  said  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition 
would  have  the  hard  numbers. 

When  discussing  the  funding,  Mr.  Sylvan  stated  that  the  $18  million  from  Proposition  IB  was 
designated  for  construction  only  and  that  it  was  available  on  a first-come,  first-serve  basis  to  all 
the  projects  listed  in  the  Proposition.  He  sees  the  money  available  as  more  than  sufficient. 
Director  Nigg  asked  if  her  assumption  that  the  funds  would  not  come  out  of  the  Redevelopment 
project  funds  was  accurate.  Mr.  Sylvan  said  reimbursement  of  the  costs  would  come  out  of 
redevelopment  project  funding.  Local  funds  were  used  on  the  design  and  engineering  phase, 
which  could  go  up  to  $15  million. 

Director  Elberling  asked  about  peak  capacity  of  ramps.  Director  Rahaim  cautioned  that  the  peak 
commute  capacity  should  not  be  the  sole  driving  force  for  this.  Mr.  Sylvan  said  that  number  was 
approximately  550  cars  an  hour. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

10.  Informational  Presentation  on  the  2009/2010  Operating  Budget  (Presented  out  of 
Order) 

Ms.  Mirian  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  reviewed  this  year’s  revenues  and  expenses 
brfore  discussing  the  2009/2010  budget.  Both  revenues  and  expenses  were  higher  than  budgeted. 
There  will  be  a surplus  of  about  $550,000  and  is  requesting  authority  to  spend  that  surplus 
beginning  July. 

Revenues  for  next  fiscal  year  are  projected  to  be  $1 .3  million  less  - due  to  increased  vacancies  in 
the  housing  units  and  loss  of  income  from  the  SFFD.  Expenses  for  the  most  part  are  controlled 
by  long-standing  contractual  obligations.  Staffing  increases  include  a person  to  control  the  front 
gate  ($46,000)  and  a slot  for  a redevelopment  person  - if  needed. 

She  anticipates  contributing  to  the  General  Fund  some  $3.5  million,  which  is  a decrease  of  about 
$1  million. 

Director  Nigg  asked  about  SFFD  decrease.  Ms.  Saez  explained  that  the  SFFD  was  reducing  their 
contribution  on  the  SF  Fire  Academy  - not  covered  by  a contract  - to  help  with  the  budget 
challenge. 

Director  Shoemaker  asked  about  GSA  increase  of  25  percent.  Ms.  Saez  stated  that  was  for 
staffing,  which  included  one  full-time  position,  the  ability  to  hire  a contract  person  if  needed,  and 
the  cost-of-living  increases  negotiated  by  the  various  unions. 


The  proposed  front-gate  person  was  discussed:  what  is  the  scope  of  the  job,  what  are  the  needs  of 
the  Island,  the  need  to  provide  customer  service  and  be  able  to  control  the  person.  Currently  the 
front  gate  is  staffed  by  the  SFPD. 

Director  Elberling  commented  that  the  position  was  more  of  a “concierge”  and  that  it  is  too  high 
a salary.  He  felt  that,  in  this  economic  recession,  there  needs  to  be  an  iron-clad  justification, 
which  he  doesn’t  see.  He  stressed  need  for  security  cameras,  which  Ms.  Saez  said  had  been 
ordered  and  would  be  installed  in  the  near  future. 

Ms.  Saez  pointed  out  that  this  item  was  for  discussion  only  and  that  the  final  budget  will  be 
presented  next  month  for  Board  approval. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

12.  Discussion  of  Future  Items  by  Directors 

There  was  no  discussion. 

13.  Possible  Closed  Session
